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PREFACE 


Tue sacred task of translating the Word of God, as revealed to Israel 
through lawgiver, prophet, psalmist, and sage, began at an early date. 
According to an ancient rabbinic interpretation, Joshua had the Torah 
engraved upon the stones of the altar (Joshua viii. 32) not in the origi- 

_ nal Hebrew alone, but in all the languages of mankind, which were held 
) to be seventy, in order that all men might become acquainted with 
» the words of the Scriptures. This statement, with its universalistic 
tendency, is, of course, a reflex of later times, when the Hebrew Scrip- 
_ tures had become a subject of curiosity and perhaps also of anxiety to 
the pagan or semi-pagan world. 
© While this tradition contains an element of truth, it is certain that 
* the primary object of translating the Bible was to minister to a need 
~ nearer home. Upon the establishment of the Second Commonwealth 
under Ezra and Nehemiah, it became imperative to make the Torah 
of God ‘distinct and giving sense’ through the means of interpretation 
(Nehemiah viii. 8 and xiii. 24), that the Word of God might be under- 
stood by all the people. The Rabbis perceived in this activity of the 
" first generation of the Sopherim the origin of the Aramaic translation 
known as the Targum, first made orally and afterwards committed to 
writing, which was necessitated by the fact that Israel had forgotten 
) the sacred language, and spoke the idiom current in a large part of 
® western Asia. All this, however, is veiled in obscurity, as is the whole 
inner history of the Jews during the Persian rule. 
The historic necessity for translation was repeated with all the 
® great changes in Israel’s career. It is enough to point to the Septua- 
4 gint, or the Greek translation of the Scriptures, the product of Israel’s 
b contact with the Hellenistic civilization dominating the world at that 
# time; to the Arabic translation by the Gaon Saadya, when the great 
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majority of the Jewish people came under the sceptre of Mohammedan 
rulers; and to the German translation by Mendelssohn and his school, 
) {jat the dawn of a new epoch, which brought the Jews in Europe, most 
of whom spoke a German dialect, into closer contact with their neigh- 
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bours. These translations are all historical products intimately con- 
nected with Israel’s wanderings among the nations and with the great 
events of mankind in general. i 

Ancient and continuous as this task of translation was, it would bea «| 
mistake to think that there were no misgivings about it. Atleast itis 
certain that opinions were divided as to the desirability of such under- | 
takings. While Philo and his Alexandrian coreligionists looked upon ( 
the translation of the Seventy as a work of inspired men, the Pales- | 
tinian Rabbis subsequently considered the day on which the Septua- | 
gint was completed as one of the most unfortunate in Israel’s history, 
seeing that the Torah could never be adequately translated. And 
there are indications enough that the consequences of such translations | 
were not all of a desirable nature. However, in view of the eagerness @ 
with which they were undertaken almost in every land and in every gH 
great epoch of the world’s history, it is evident that the people at le,-e | 
approved of such translations, thinking them to be a heave-offering © 
to the Lord of each newly acquired vernacular adopted in the course * 
of the ever-changing conditions of history, and in particular a tribute — j 
to the beauty of Japheth dwelling in the spiritual tents of Israel. ] 

The greatest change in the life of Israel during the last two genera- | 
tions was his renewed acquaintance with English-speaking civilization. 
Out of a handful of immigrants from Central Europe and the East | 
who saw the shores of the New World, or even of England and her 
colonies, we have grown under Providence ‘both in numbers and in i; | 
importance, so that we constitute now the greatest section of Israel ( # 
living in a single country outside of Russia. We are only following i in }y 
the footsteps of our great predecessors when, with the growth of our t 
numbers, we have applied ourselves to the sacred task of preparing a 
new translation of the Bible into the English language, which, unless 
all signs fail, is to become the current speech of the majority of the 
children of Israel. ’ 

The need of such a translation was felt long ago. Mention may 
here be made of the work of Isaac Leeser in America, which was 
both preceded and followed by two translations produced in England: 
the one by Dr. A. Benisch, the other by Dr. Michael Fri 1a 
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The most popular, however, among these translations was that of 
_ Leeser, which was not only the accepted version in all the synagogues 
of the United States, but was also reproduced in England. Its great 
merit consisted in the fact that it incorporated all the improvements 
proposed by the Mendelssohn School and their successors, whose com- 
bined efforts were included and further developed in the so-called 
Zunz Bible, which enjoyed a certain authority among German Jews for 
several generations. With the advance of time and the progress made 
in almost all departments of Bible study, it was found that Leeser’s 
translation would bear improvement and recasting. 

Steps leading to the preparation of a new translation into the 
English language were taken by the Jewish Publication Society of 
| America in 1892. It was intended to secure, if possible, through the 
Bane. of scholars in the United States and in Great Britain, a 
translation of each book, and to place it in the hands of an 
Eviitorial Committee, who by correspondence with the translators 
should harmonize the results of the work of the individual contributors. 
This method was followed until 1901 under the general direction of 
Doctor Marcus Jastrow, Editor-in-Chief, with Doctor Kaufman 
"4 Kohler and Doctor Frederick de Sola Mendes as the other members 
3 of the Editorial Committee.*

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It became apparent in 1901 that by this procedure the publica- 
tion of a translation of the entire Hebrew Bible would be indefin- 
itely delayed, and accordingly the Book of Psalms, translated | 
by Doctor Kohler and revised by his colleagues, was given to the é 
press and issued in 1903. The death of Doctor Jastrow in that ” 
year required the formation of a new committee under the chair- \ 
manship of Doctor Solomon Schechter. This committee, however, 
soon found that the method adopted was too complex, and that it 
was impossible to accomplish by correspondence the extensive work i

In 1908 the Jewish Publication Society of America and the Central ~~ 
Conference of American Rabbis reached an agreement to co-operate in { 
bringing out the new translation upon a revised plan of having the en- 4 
tire work done by a Board of Editors instead of endeavoring to har- 
monize the translations of individual contributors.

The method employed by the Board was as follows: 
In preparing the manuscript for consideration by the Board of Bde ts 
tors, Professor Margolis took into'‘account the existing English versions, “ 
the standard commentaries, ancient and modern, the translations 
already made for the Jewish Publication Society of America, the — 
divergent renderings from the Revised Version prepared for the q ews of! 
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England, the marginal notes of the Revised Version, and the changes of 
the American Committee of Revisers. Due weight was given to the 
ancient versions as establishing a tradition of interpretation, notably 
the Septuagint and the versions of Aquila, Symmachus, and Theodo- 
tion, the Targums, the Peshitta, the Vulgate, and the Arabic version 
of Saadya. Talmudic and midrashic allusions and all available Jewish 
commentators, both the great medieval authorities, like Rashi, Kimhi, 
and Ibn Ezra, and the moderns 8. D. Luzzatto, Malbim, and Ehrlich, 
as well as all the important non-Jewish commentators, were consulted. 


_ On this basis, a manuscript was prepared by the Editor-in-Chief and 


~ acopy sent to every member of the Board of Editors. Sixteen meet- 
~— ings; covering a period of seven years and occupying one hundred and 
% sixty working days, were held, at which the proposals in this manu- 
- script and many additional suggestions by the members of the Board 


; « were considered. Each point was thoroughly discussed, and the view 


of the majority was incorporated into the manuscript. When the 


_ Board was evenly divided, the Chairman cast the deciding vote. 


From time to time sub-committees were at work upon points left open, 


* and their reports, submitted to the Board, were discussed and voted 


upon. The proof of the entire work was sent to each member of the 


_ Board for revision, and the new proposals which were made by one or 
another were in turn submitted to a vote by correspondence and to a 


final vote at the last meeting of the Board, held in October- 


¥ November, 1915. 


The present translation is the first for which a group of men repre- 
sentative of Jewish learning among English-speaking Jews assume joint 
responsibility, all previous efforts in the English language having been 
the work of individual translators. It has a character of its own. 


a . It aims to combine the spirit of Jewish tradition with the results of 


biblical scholarship, ancient, medieval, and modern. It gives to the 


fe _ Jewish world a translation of the Scriptures done by men imbued 


with the Jewish consciousness, while the non-Jewish world, it is hoped, 
will welcome a translation that presents many passages from the Jewish 


traditional point of view. 


| The repeated efforts by Jews in the field of biblical translation 
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show their sentiment toward translations prepared by other denomina- } 
tions. The dominant feature of this sentiment, apart from the thought | 
that the christological interpretations in non-Jewish translations are— 
out of place in a Jewish Bible, is and was that the Jew cannot afford 
to have his Bible translation prepared for him by others. He cannot 
have it as a gift, even as he cannot borrow his soul from others. If a 
new country and a new language metamorphose him into a new man, 
the duty of this new man is to prepare a new garb and a new method 
of expression for what is most sacred and most dear to him. 4 
We are, it is hardly needful to say, deeply grateful for the works of } 
our non-Jewish predecessors, such as the Authorised Version with its | 
admirable diction, which can never be surpassed, as well as for the Re- 
vised Version with its ample learning — but they are not ours. The — 
Editors have not only used these famous English versions, but they — 
have gone back to the earlier translations of Wycliffe, Tyndale, Cover-. 
dale, the Bishops’ Bible, and the Douai Version, which is the author- 
ised English translation of the Vulgate used by the Roman Catholics; — 
in a word, upon doubtful points in style, all English versions have ° 
been drawn upon. The renditions of parts of the Hebrew Scriptures 
by Lowth and others in the eighteenth century and by Cheyne and | 
Driver in our own days were likewise consulted. i 
ae to the text and order of the biblical books, the present translation 


ie compass and in a aden text. They are separated into threes, 
divisions: Law (Torah, Pentateuch), Prophets (Nebi’im), ‘Writings @ 
(Ketubim). Each of these possesses a different degree of holiness orau- > 
thority. In the Prophets and the Writings the order of the books varies 
in manuscripts or among Jewish authorities; but there is absolute 
agreement as tothe compass of these two divisions, and no book is trans- 
posed from the one into the other. Thus Ruth, Lamentations, and | 
Daniel are all placed in the division of Writings — not among ae ; 
Prophets, as in non-Jewish versions, si 

With every step by which each of the three parts was sealed, note 
ing tebe added or to be taken away, the text was likewise fixed and — 
thenceforth made the object of zealous watchfulness. Even with re- | 
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gard to the latest book of our Scriptures, we read its text substan- 
tially in the form in which the great Rabbi Akiba read it, he who 
said that the system by which the sacred text was guarded constituted 
a fence about the Scriptures. In that system, at first oral and later com- 
mitted to writing, the letters were actually counted and lists made, to 
the end that no alterations should creep in at the hands of careless 
scribes. The first to collect the notes known as Masorah was Jacob 
ben Haim Ibn Adonijah, the editor of the second Rabbinic Bible. In our 
own day many scholars have been prominent in this field of labour, 
chief among whom are Wolf Heidenheim, 8S. Frensdorff, 8. Baer, and 
©. D. Ginsburg. We have followed Baer’s text* and for the parts not 
edited by him that of Ginsburg. Not only does the text known as the 
masoretic represent the text current in the Synagogue with regard to 
consonants, but also with regard to its signs standing for vowels and 
accents, both of which embody the interpretation accepted by the Syna- 
gogue. While in the scrolls which are read in the Synagogue the bare 
consonants are alone permitted, readers must prepare themselves from 
copies allowed for private use, in ancient times written and now printed, 

which contain the additional signs for voweis and accents. A transla- 
| tion must naturally follow the guide of the latter. Moreover, the pub- 
_ lie reader is bound in certain cases to substitute mentally other con- 
sonants in the place of those found in the scrolls, in accordance with 
_ the marginal annotations in the copies intended for private use. These 
_ variants are taken traditionally for corrections, and the public reader 
- who persists in ignoring them forfeits his position. It is true vhat in 
the case of such variations the Jewish commentators of the Middle Ages 
sought to elicit a meaning also from the textual reading, and seem here 
_ and there tacitly to give it preference, but all this partakes of the na- 
| ture of private judgment, and does not affect the uniform practice

cumlocution, to add a word or two, to alter the sequence of words, and 
the like. In general, our rule has been that, where the word or 
words added are implied in the Hebrew construction, no device is used 
to mark the addition; where, on the other hand, the addition is 
not at ouee to be inferred from the original wording and yet seems , 
necessary for the understanding, it has been enclosed in brackets.

As an aid to clearness direct discourse has been indicated by quotation’ 
marks. In the prophetical writings, where the speech of the prophet 
imperceptibly glides into the words of the Deity, and in the legal. { 
portions of the Pentateuch, it has been thought best to use quotation » 
marke sparingly. Although the spelling of proper names in the Eng- \ 
lish Bible in many instances deviates somewhat from an accurate ‘| 
representation of the Hebrew, it has nevertheless been deemed wise, . 
owing to the familiarity of Hebrew names in their usual eee form, 
generally. ‘to retain the current spelling.

gogue and school. The Keriat ha-Torah, or the reading of the sectior 
frem the Five Books of Moses, is the central feature of the Synagogue 
service. The Pentateuch is divided into fifty-four sections; beginning 
with the Sabbath following the Feast of Tabernacles, the readings on 
the Sabbaths of the year are taken in their order from the Five Books 
of Moses. The reading consists either of the whole section or of a se- 
lected portion. There was a variant custom according to which the 
reading of the Torah extended over a period of three years instead 
of one year. However, the one year cycle gradually superseded the 
three year cycle, and has become the universal custom in the Synagogue. 
The Pentateuchal readings are supplemented by readings from the 
Prophets known as Haftarot. Readings from the third portion of the 
Bible, though customary at one time, have now largely fallen into dis- 
use. The five small books known as the Five Megillot are given a 
' place in the Synagogue service in their entirety. On the feast of 
Purim the book of Esther is read; the book of Lamentations is read 
on Tish‘ah be-Ab (Ninth of Ab), the fast-day observed in commem- 
oration of the destruction of Jerusalem; Song of Songs, Ruth, and 
Ecclesiastes are read respectively on the Feast of Passover, the Feast 
of Weeks, and the Feast of Tabernacles. 
The sections of the Pentateuch as traditionally read on the Sabbath 
are indicated, and a table gives all Scriptural readings, both on the 
Sabbath and on feast days and fast days.

of the ark. And the dove came in 
to him at eventide; and lo in her 
mouth an olive-leaf freshly plucked;

swarm in the earth, and be fruitful 
and multiply upon the earth.’ And 
Noah went forth, and his sons, and 
his wife, and his sons’ wives with him; 
every beast, every creeping thing, 
and every fowl, whatsoever moveth 
upon the earth, after their families, 
went forth out of the ark. 

0And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lorp; and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt-offerings on the altar. 
And the Lorp smelled the sweet 
savour; and the Lorp said in His 
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heart: ‘I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man’s sake; for 
the imagination of man’s heart is 
evil from his youth; neither will I 
again smite any more every thing liv- 
ing, as I have done. *While the earth 
remaineth, seedtime and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and win- 
ter, and day and night shall not 
cease.’ 
9 And God blessed Noah and his 

sons, and*said unto them: ‘Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth. *And the fear of you and 
the dread of you shall be upon every 
beast of the earth, and upon every fowl 
of the air, and upon all wherewith the 
ground teemeth, and upon all the 
fishes of the sea: into your hand are 
they delivered. *Every moving thing 
that liveth shall be for food for you; 
as the green herb have I given you all. 
4Only flesh with the life thereof, 
which is the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. And surely your blood of 
your lives will I require; at the hand 
of every beast will I require it; and 
at the hand of man, even at the hand 
of every man’s brother, will I require 
the life of man. ®Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his blood 
be shed; for in the image of God made 
He man. 7And you, be ye fruitful, and 
multiply; swarm in the earth, and 
multiply therein.’ 

8And God spoke unto Noah, and to 
his sons with him, saying: *‘Asfor Me, 
behold, I establish My covenant with 
you, and with your seed after you; 
Wand with every living creature that 
is with you, the fowl, the cattle, and 
every beast of the earth with you; of 
all that go out of the ark, even every 
beast of the earth. “And I will estab- 
lish My covenant with you; neither 
shall all flesh be cut off any more by 
the waters of the flood; neither shall 
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there any more be a flood to destroy 
the earth.’ And God said: ‘This is 
the token of the covenant which I make 
between Me and you and every living 
creature that is with you, for perpetual 
generations: “I have set My bow in 
the cloud, and it shall be for a token 
of a covenant between Me and the 
earth. ‘And it shall come to pass, 
when I bring clouds over the earth, 
and the bow is seen in the cloud, 
that I will remember My covenant, 
which is between Me and you and 
every living creature of all flesh; and 
the waters shall no more become a 
flood to destroy all flesh. And the 
bow shall be in the cloud; and I will 
look upon it, that I may remember the 
everlasting covenant between God and 
every living creature of all flesh that 
is upon the earth.’ 7And God said 
unto Noah: ‘This is the token of the 
covenant which I have established 
between Me and all flesh that is upon 
the earth.’ 

18And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth from the ark, were Shem, and 
Ham, and Japheth; and Ham is the 
father of Canaan. 1°These three were 
the sons of Noah, and of these was 
the whole earth overspread. 

20And Noah the husbandman be- 
gan, and planted a vineyard. And 
he drank of the wine, and was drunken; 
and he was uncovered within his tent. 
And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without. And 
Shem and Japheth took a garment, 
and laid it upon both. their shoulders, 
and went backward, and covered the 
nakedness of their father; and their 
faces were backward, and they saw 
not their father’s nakedness, *“And 
Noah awoke from his wine, and knew 
what his youngest son had done unto 
him. *And he said:

2The sons of Japheth: Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. 
3And the sons of Gomer: Ashkenaz, 
and Riphath, and Togarmah. ‘And 
the sons of Javan: Elishah, and 
Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. 
5Of these were the isles of the nations 
divided in their lands, every one after 
his tongue, after their families, in their 
nations.

30And Sarai was barren; she had no 
child. #And Terah took Abram his

Terah were two hundred and five 
years; and Terah died in Haran.

12 Now the Lorp said _ unto 

Abram: ‘Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto the land 
that I willshow thee. 2And I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and be 
thou a blessing. *And I will bless 
them that bless thee, and him that 
curseth thee will I curse; and in 
thee shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed.’

Hebron, and built there an altar unto 
the Lorp. 
14 And it came to pass in the 
days of Amraphel king of Shinar, 
Arioch king of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer 
king of Elam, and Tidal king of Goiim, 
*that they made war with Bera king 
of Sodom, and with Birsha king of 
Gomorrah, Shinab king of Admah, 
and Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and 
the king of Bela—the same is Zoar. 
SAll these came as allies unto the 
vale of Siddim—the same is the Salt 
Sea. ‘Twelve years they served 
Chedorlaomer, and in the thirteenth 
year they rebelled. ®And in the 
fourteenth year came Chedorlaomer 
and the kings that were with him, 
and smote the Rephaim in Ashteroth- 
karnaim, and the Zuzim in Ham, and 
the Emim in Shaveh-kiriathaim, ‘and 
the Horites in their mount Seir, unto 
El-paran, which is by the wilderness, 
TAnd they turned back, and came to 
En-mishpat—the same is Kadesh— 
and smote all the country of the 
Amalekites, and also the Amorites, that 
dwelt in Hazazon-tamar. *%And there 
went out the king of Sodom, and the 
king of Gomorrah, and the king of 
Admah, and the king of Zeboiim, and 
the king of Bela—the same is Zoar; 
and they set the battle in array against 
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them in the vale of Siddim; %against 
Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and 
Tidal king of Goiim, and Amraphel 
king of Shinar, and Arioch king of 
Ellasar; four kings against the five. 
Now the vale of Siddim was full of 
slime pits; and the kings of Sodom 
and Gomorrah fled, and they fell there, 
and they that remained fled to the 
mountain. “And they took all the 
goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
all their victuals, and went their way. 
And they took Lot, Abram’s brother’s 
son, who dwelt in Sodom, and _ his 
goods, and departed. “And there 
came one that had escaped, and told 
Abram the Hebrew — now he dwelt 
by the terebinths of Mamre the 
Amorite, brother of Eshcol, and 
brother of Aner; and these were con- 
federate with Abram. “And when 
Abram heard that his brother was 
taken captive, he led forth his trained 
men, born in his house, three hundred 
and eighteen, and pursued as far as 
Dan. And he divided himself against 
them by night, he and his servants, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left 
hand of Damascus. And he brought 
back all the goods, and also brought 
back his brother Lot, and his goods, 
and the women also, and the people. 
And the king of Sodom went out to 
meet him, after his return from the 
slaughter of Chedorlaomer and the 
kings that were with him, at the vale 
of Shaveh—the same is the King’s 
Vale. And Melchizedek king of 
Salem brought forth bread and wine; 
and he was priest of God the Most 
High. 1And he blessed him, and said: 
‘Blessed be Abram of God Most High, 
Maker of heaven and earth; and 
blessed be God the Most High, who 
hath delivered thine enemies into thy 
hand.’ And he gave him a tenth of 
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all. #And the king of Sodom said 
unto Abram: ‘Give me the persons, 
and take the goods to thyself.’

‘O Lord Gop, what wilt Thou give 
me, seeing I go hence childless, and he 
that shall be possessor of my house is 
Eliezer of Damascus?? *And Abram 
said: ‘Behold; to me Thou hast 
given no seed, and, lo, one born in 
my house is to be mine heir.’ 4And, 
behold, the word of the Lorp came 
unto him, saying: ‘This man shall 
not be thine heir; but he that shall 
come forth out of thine own bowels 
shall be thine heir.’ "And He brought 
him forth abroad, and said: ‘Look now 
toward heaven, and count the stars, 
if thou be able to count them’; and He 
said unto him: ‘So shall thy seed be.’ 
6And he believed in the Lorp; and 
He counted it to him for righteousness. 
7TAnd He said unto him: ‘I am the 
Lorp that brought thee out of Ur of 
the Chaldees, to give thee this land 
to inherit it.’

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10And he took him all these, and 
divided them in the midst, and laid 
each half over against the other; but the 
birds divided he not.

4And he went in unto Hagar, 
and she conceived; and when she saw 
that she had conceived, her mistress 
was despised in her eyes. *And Sarai 
said unto Abram: ‘My wrong be 
upon thee: I gave my handmaid into 
thy bosom; and when she saw that 
she had conceived, I was despised in 
her eyes: the Lorp judge between me 
and thee.’ ‘But Abram said unto 
Sarai: ‘Behold, thy maid is in thy 
hand; do to her that which is good in 
thine eyes.’ And Sarai dealt harshly 
with her, and she fled from her face. 
7And the angel of the Lorp found her 
by a fountain of water in the wilder- 
ness, by the fountain in the way to 
Shur. ®And he said: ‘Hagar, Sarai’s 
handmaid, whence camest thou? and 
whither goest thou?’ And she said: 
‘I flee from the face of my mistress 
Sarai.’ *And the angel of the Lorp said 
unto her: ‘Return to thy mistress, and 
submit thyself under her hands.’ 
10And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
her: ‘I will greatly multiply thy seed, 
that it shall not be numbered for 
multitude.’

These are 
the chiefs that came of Reuel in the 
land of Edom. These are the sons of 
Basemath Esau’s wife. 18And these 
are the sons of Oholibamah EHsau’s 
wife: the chief of Jeush, the chief of 
Jalam, the chief of Korah. These are 
the chiefs that came of Oholibamah 
the daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife.

Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, and 
ye will take Benjamin away; upon 
me are all these things come.’

said: ‘Thy servant our father is well, 


he is yet alive.’ And they bowed the 
head, and made obeisance. ?*And 
he lifted up his eyes, and saw Benja- 
min his brother, his mother’s son, 
and said: ‘Is this your youngest 
brother of whom ye spoke unto me?’ 
And he said: ‘God be gracious unto 
thee, my son.’ *°And Joseph made 


haste; for his heart yearned toward 


his brother; and he sought where to 
weep; and he entered into his chamber, 
and wept there. *And he washed his 
face, and came out; and he refrained 
himself, and said: ‘Set on. bread.’ 
And they set on for him by himself,

bought all the land of Egypt for Pha- 
raoh; for the Egyptians sold every man 
his field, because the famine was sore 
upon them; and the land became 
Pharaoh’s. “And as for the people, 
he removed them city by city, from 
one end of the border of Egypt even 
to the other end thereof. ”Only the 
land of the priests bought he not, for 
the priests had a portion from Pharaoh, 
and did eat their portion which 
Pharaoh gave them; wherefore they 
sold not their land. *Then Joseph 
said unto the people: ‘Behold, I have 
bought you this day and your land for 
Pharaoh. Lo, here is seed for you, 
and ye shall sow the land. *And it 
shall come to pass at the ingatherings, 
that ye shall give a fifth unto Pharaoh, 
and four parts shall be your own, for 
seed of the field, and for your food, and 
for them of your households, and for 
food for your little ones.’

And 
Israel strengthened himself, and sat 
upon the bed. *And Jacob said unto 
Joseph: ‘God Almighty appeared un- 
tome at Luz in the land of Canaan, 
and blessed me, ‘and said unto me:

made them serve with rigour. 

And the king of Egypt spoke to 
the Hebrew midwives, of whom the 
name of the one was Shiphrah, and the 
name of the other Puah; "and he 
said: ‘When ye do the office of a mid- 
wife to the Hebrew women, ye shall 
look upon the birthstool: if it be a son, 
then ye shall kill him; but if it be a 
daughter, then she shall live.’ But 
the midwives feared God, and did not 
as the king of Egypt commanded 
them, but saved the men-children 
alive. 18And the king of Egypt called 
for the midwives, and said unto them: 
‘Why have ye done this thing, and 
have saved the men-children alive?’ 
19And the midwives said unto Pharaoh: 
‘Because the Hebrew women are not 
as the Egyptian women; for they are 
lively, and are delivered ere the mid- 
wife come unto them.’ And God 
dealt well with the midwives; and 
the people multiplied, and waxed very 
mighty. *And it came to pass, be- 
cause the midwives feared God, that 
He made them houses. And Pharaoh 
charged all his people, saying: ‘Every 
son that is born ye shall cast into 
the river, and every daughter ye shal) 
save alive.’ 
he And there went a man of the house 

of Levi, and took to wife a daugh- 
ter of Levi. *And the woman con- 
ceived, and bore a son; and when she 
saw him that he was a goodly child 
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she hid him threemonths. %And when 
she could not longer hide him, she 
took for him an ark of bulrushes, and 
daubed it with slime and with pitch; 
and she put the child therein, and 
laid it in the flags by the river’s brink. 
4And his sister stood afar off, to know 
what would be done to him. *And 
the daughter of Pharaoh came down 
to bathe in the river; and her maidens 
walked along by the river-side; and 
she saw the ark among the flags, and 
sent her handmaid tofetchit. ‘Andshe 
opened it, and saw it, even the child; 
and behold a boy that wept. And she 
had compassion on him, and said: 
‘This is one of the Hebrews’ children.’ 
7Then said his sister to Pharaoh’s 
daughter: ‘Shall I go and call thee a 
nurse of the Hebrew women, that 
she may nurse the child for thee?’ 
8And Pharaoh’s daughter said to her:

And it came to pass in those days, 
when Moses was grown up, that. he 
went out unto his brethren, and looked 
on their burdens; and he saw an 
Kegyptian smiting a Hebrew, one of 
his brethren. "And he looked this 
way and that way, and when he saw 
_ that there was no man, he smote the 
_ Egyptian, and hid him in the sand, 
- ®And he went out the second day, 
- and, behold, two men of the Hebrews 
_ were striving together; and he said 
_ tohim that did the wrong: ‘Wherefore 
~ smitest thou thy fellow?’ And. he 


said: ‘Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge over us? thinkest thou to kill me, 
as thou didst kill the Egyptian?’ And 
Moses feared, and said: ‘Surely the 
thing is known.’ “Now when Pha- 
raoh heard this thing, he sought to 
slay Moses. But Moses fled from the 
face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in the land 
of Midian; and he sat down by a well. 
16N ow the priest of Midian had seven 
daughters; and they came and drew 
water, and filled the troughs to water 
their father’s flock. 147And the shep- 
herds came and drove them away; but 
Moses stood up and helped them, and 
watered their flock. 14%And when they 
came to Reuel their father, he said: 
‘How is it that ye are come so soon 
to-day?’ 1°And they said: ‘An Egyp- 
tian delivered us out of the hand 
of the shepherds, and moreover he 
drew water for us, and watered the 
flock.’

And it came to pass in the course 
of those many days that the king of 
Egypt died; and the children of Israel 
sighed by reason of the bondage, and 
they cried, and their cry came up 
unto God by reason of the bondage.

‘and thy houses shall be filled, and 
the houses of all thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians; as neither 
thy fathers nor thy fathers’ fathers 
have seen, since the day that they were 
upon the earth unto this day.’ And 
he turned, and went out from Pharaoh. 
TAnd Pharaoh’s servants said unto 
him: ‘How long shall this man be a 
snare unto us? let the men go, that 
they may serve the Lorp their God; 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed?’ ®And Moses and Aaron 
were brought again unto Pharaoh; 
and he said unto them: ‘Go, serve 
the Loxp your God; but who are they 
that shall go?’ %And Moses said: 
‘We will go with our young and with 
our old, with our sons and with our 
daughters, with our flocks and with 
our herds we will go; for we must 
hold a feast unto the Lorp.’ And 
be said unto them: ‘So be the Lorp 
with you, as I will let you go, and 
your little ones; see ye that evil is be- 
fore your face. “Not so; go now ye 
that are men, and serve the Lorp; 
for that is what ye desire.’ And they 
were driven out from Pharaoh’s pres- 
ence. 
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22And the Lorp said unto Moses: 
‘Stretch out thy hand over the land 
of Egypt for the locusts, that they 
may come up upon the land of Egypt, 
and eat every herb of the land, even 
all that the hail hath left.’ “And 
Moses stretched forth his rod over the 
land of Egypt, and the Lorp brought 
an east wind upon the land all that 
day, and all the night; and when it 
was morning, the east wind brought 
the locusts.

‘Yet one plague more will I 
bring upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; 
afterwards he will let you go hence; 


“when he shall let you go, he shall 


surely thrust you out hence altogether. 
-2Speak now in the ears of the people, 
and let them ask every man of his 


“neighbour, and every woman of her 


neighbour, jewels of silver, and jewels 
of gold.’ *And the Lorp gave the 

eople favour in the sight of the 
D gtinns: Moreover the man Moses 
was very great in the land of Egypt, 
in the sight of Pharaoh’s servants, 
and in the sight of the people. 


- 4And Moses said: ‘Thus saith the 


Lorp: About midnight will I go out 
- into the midst of Egypt; ‘and all the 
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first-born in the land of Egypt shall 
die, from the first-born of Pharaoh 
that sitteth upon his throne, even un- 
to the first-born of the maid-servant 
that is behind the mill; and all 
the first-born of cattle. 
shall be a great cry throughout all 
the land of Egypt, such as there hath 
been none like it, nor shall be like it 
any more.

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be without blemish, a male of the 
first year; ye shall take it from the 
sheep, or from the goats; *and ye shall 
keep it until the fourteenth day of 
the same month; and the whole assem-

shall kill it at dusk. 7And they shall 
take of the blood, and put it on the 
two side-posts and on the lintel, upon 
the houses wherein they shall eat it. 
8And they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and unleavened 
bread; with bitter herbs they shall 
eat it. %Eat not of it raw, nor sodden 
at all with water, but roast with fire; 
its head with its legs and with the 
inwards thereof. 1!°And ye shall let 
nothing of it remain until the morn- 
ing; but that which remaineth of it 
until the morning ye shall burn with 
fire. “And thus shall ye eat it: with 
your loins girded, your shoes on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand; and 

e shall eat it in haste—it is the 

oRD’s passover. For I will go 
through the land of Egypt in that 
night, and will smite all the first-born 
in the land of Egypt, both man and 
beast; and against all the gods of 
Egypt I will execute judgments: Iam 
the Lorp. And the blood shall be to 
you for a token upon the houses where 
hy are; and when I see the blood, 

will pass over you, and there shall 
no plague be upon you to destroy you, 
when I smite the land of Egypt. 
“And this day shall be unto you for 
a memorial, and ye shall keep it 
a feast to the Lorp; throughout your 
generations ye shall keep it a feast by 
an ordinance for ever. Seven days 
shall ye eat unleavened bread; how- 
beit the first day ye shall put away 
leaven out of your houses; for whoso- 
ever eateth leavened bread from the 
first day until the seventh day, that 
soul shall be cut off from Israel. And 


in the first day there shall be to you 
a holy convocation, and in the seventh 
day a holy convocation; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, save that 
which every man must eat, that on 
may be done by you. }!7And ye sha.

your hosts out of the land of Egypt; 
therefore shall ye observe this day 
throughout your generations by an 
ordinance for ever.

go out of the door of his house until 
the morning. *For the Lorp will 
pass through to smite the Egyptians;

He smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses.’ 
| And the people bowed the head and 
) worshipped. 28And the children of 
( Israel went and did so; as the Lorp 
} had commanded Moses and Aaron, so 
did they. 
)  #And it came to pass at midnight, 
| that the Lorp smote all the first- 
born in the land of Egypt, from the 
first-born of Pharaoh that sat on his 
throne unto the first-born of the cap- 
tive that was in the dungeon; and all 
' the first-born of cattle. **And Pharaoh 
{| rose up in the night, he, and all his 
| servants, and all the Egyptians; and 
} there was a great cry in Egypt; for 
| there was not a house where there was 
) not one dead. *And he called for 
' Moses and Aaron by night, and said: 
| ‘Rise up, get you forth from among my 
) people, both ye and the children of 
) Israel; and go, serve the Lorn, as ye 
i have said. Take both your flocks 
/ and your herds, as ye have said, and 
) be gone; and bless me also.’ And 
| the Egyptians were urgent upon the 
) people, to send them out of the land 
inhaste; for they said: ‘Weare all dead 
} men.’ *And the people took their 
) dough before it was leavened, their 
_kneading-troughs being bound up in 
| their clothes upon their shoulders. 
'%And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to the word of Moses; and 
‘they asked of the Egyptians jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
‘raiment. %And the Lorp gave the 
_ people favour in the sight of the Egyp- 
_tians, so that they let them have what 
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they asked. And they despoiled the 
Egyptians. 


37And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed from Rameses to Succoth, 
about six hundred thousand men on 
foot, beside children. **And a mixed 
multitude went up also with them; and 
flocks, and herds, even very much 
cattle. **And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they brought 
forth out of Egypt, for it was not 
leavened; because they were thrust out 
of Egypt, and could not tarry, neither 
had they prepared for themselves 
any victual. 4°Now the time that 
the children of Israel dwelt in Egypt 
was four hundred and thirty years.

‘48And when a stranger shall so- 
journ with thee, and will keep the 
passover to the Lorp, let all his males 
be circumcised, and then let him come 
near and keep it; and he shall be as 
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one that is born in the land; but no 
uncircumcised person shall eat thereof. 
490ne law shall be to him that is home- 
born, and unto the stranger that so- 
journeth among you.’ Thus did 
all the children of Israel; as the Lorp 
commanded Moses and Aaron, so 
did they. 
5And it came to pass the selfsame 
day that the Lory did bring the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the land of Egypt 
by their hosts. 
13 And the Lorp spoke unto 
Moses, saying: *‘Sanctify unto 
Me all the first-born, whatsoever open- 
eth the womb among the children of 
Israel, both of man and of beast, it 
is Mine.’ 
3And Moses said unto the people: 
‘Remember this day, in which ye 
came out from Egypt, out of the house 
of bondage; for by strength of hand 
the Lorp brought you out from this 
lace; there shall no leavened bread 
e eaten. ‘This day ye go forth in 
the month Abib. ‘And it shall be 
when the Lorp shall bring thee into 
the land of the Canaanite, and the 
Hittite, and the Amorite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite, which He 
swore unto thy fathers to give thee, a 
land flowing with milk and honey, that 
thou shalt keep this service in this 
month.

may be in thy mouth; for with a strong 
hand hath the Lorp brought thee out 
of Egypt. Thou shalt therefore 
keep this ordinance in its season from 
year to year. 

And it shall be when the Lorp 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanite, as He swore unto thee and 
to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 
that thou shalt set apart unto the 
Lorp all that openeth the womb;

“For the horses of Pharaoh went 
in with his chariots and with his 
horsemen into the sea, and the Lorp 
brought back the waters of the sea 
upon them; but the children of Israel 
walked on dry land in the midst of 
the sea.

Six days shalt thou 
labour, and do all thy work; but 
the seventh day is a sabbath unto the 
Lorp thy God, in it thou shalt: not 
do any manner of work, thou, nor 
thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy 
man-servant, nor thy maid-servant, 
nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that 
is within thy gates; “for in six days 
the Lorp made heaven and earth, 
the sea, and all that in them is, and 
rested on the seventh day; wherefore 
the Lorp blessed the sabbath day, 
and hallowed it. 

Honour thy father and thy mother, 
that thy days may be long upon the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

‘8Thou shalt not murder. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Thou shalt not steal.

~bour’s house; thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbour’s wife, nor his man-

And all the people perceived the 
thunderings, and the lightnings, and 
the voice of the horn, and the moun- 
tain smoking; and when the people 
saw it, they trembled, and stood afar 
He _ off. isAnd they said unto Moses: 
‘Speak thou with us, and we will hear; 
but let not God speak with us, lest 
we die.’ 17And Moses said unto the

And if thou make 
Me an altar of stone, thou shalt not 
build it of hewn stones; for if thou 
lift up thy tool upon it, thou hast 
profanedit. Neither shalt thou go up 
by steps unto Mine altar, that thy 
nakedness be not uncovered thereon.

21 Now these are the ordinances 
which thou shalt set before them. 
*If thou buy a Hebrew servant, six 
years he shall serve; and in the seventh 
he shall go out free for nothing. 
3If he come in by himself, he shall 
go out by himself; 3{ he be married, 
then his wife shall go out with him. 
‘If his master give him a wife, and | 
she bear him sons or daughters; the 
wife and her children shall be her 
master’s, and he shall go out by him- 
self. *But if the servant shall plainlv 
say: I love my master, my wife, and 
my children; I will not go out free; 
6then his master shall bring him unto 
“God, and shall bring him to the door, 
or unto the door-post; and his master * 
shall bore his ear through with an awl;

M4And if a man come presumptuous- 
ly upon his neighbour, to slay him 
with guile; thou shalt take him from 
Mine altar, that he may die. 

1And he that smiteth his father, or 
his mother, shall be surely put to 
death. 

16And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely be put to death. 

17And he that curseth his father or 
his mother, shall surely be put to 
death. 

18And if men contend, and one smite 
the other with a stone, or with his 
fist, and he die not, but keep his bed; 
1%f he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit; only he shall pay for the 
loss of his time, and shall cause him 
to be thoroughly healed. 

20And if a man smite his bondman, 
or his bondwoman, with a rod, and 
he die under his hand, he shall surely 
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be punished. Notwithstanding, if 
he continue a day or two, he shall not 
be punished; for he is his money. 

And if men strive together, and 
hurt a woman with child, so that her 
fruit depart, and yet no harm follow, 
he shall be surely fined, according as 
the woman’s husband shall lay upon 
him; and he shall pay as the judges 
determine. *But if any harm follow, 
then thou shalt give life for life, 
*4eve for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for 
hand, foot for foot, *burning for 
burning, wound for wound, stripe for 
stripe. 

26And if a man smite the eye of his 
bondman, or theeyeof hisbondwoman, 
and destroy it, he shall let him go free 
for his eye’s sake. ?7And if he smite 
out his bondman’s tooth, or his bond- 
woman’s tooth, he shall let him go 
free for his tooth’s sake. 
28And if an ox gore a man or @ 
woman, that they die, the ox shall be 
surely stoned, and its flesh shall not 
be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
shall be quit. ?*But if the ox was 
wont to gore in time past, and warning 


hath been given to its owner, and he 


hath not kept it in, but it hath killed 
a man or a woman; the ox shall be 


put to death. *°If there be laid on him 
a ransom, then he shall give for the 
redemption of his life whatsoever is 
laid upon him. Whether it have 
gored a son, or have gored a daughter, 
according to this judgment shall it be 
done unto him. If the ox gore a 
bondman or a bondwoman, he shall 
give unto their master thirty shekels 
of silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 

__%And if a man shall open a pit, or 
if a man shall dig a pit and not cover 


“the owner of the pit shall make it 
good; he shall give money unto the 
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stoned, and its owner also shall be © 


it, and an ox or an ass fall therein, 


owner of them, and the dead beast 
shall be his. 
- And if one man’s ox hurt another’s, 
so that it dieth; then they shall sell 
the live ox, and divide the price of it; 
and the dead also they shall divide. 
Or if it be known that the ox was 
wont to gore in time past, and its 
owner hath not kept it in; he shall 
surely pay ox for ox, and the dead 
beast shall be his own.

If the thief be not found, then the 
| master of the house shall come near 
| unto *God, to see whether he have 
| not put his hand unto his neighbour's 
' goods. *For every matter of tres- 
pass, whether it be for ox, for ass, 
for sheep, for raiment, or for any 
) manner of lost thing, whereof one 
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saith: ‘This is it,’ the cause of both 
parties shall come before *God; he 
whom *God shall condemn shall pay 
double unto his neighbour.

of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, with cherubim 
the work of the skilful workman shalt 
thou make them. ?The length of each 
curtain shall be eight and twenty 
cubits, and the breadth of each cur- 
tain four cubits; all the curtains shall. 
have one measure. Five curtains 
shall be coupled together one to an- 
other; and the other five curtains 
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shall be coupled one to another. 4And 
thou shalt make loops of blue upon 
the edge of the one curtain that is 
outmost in the first set; and likewise 
shalt thou make in the edge of the 
curtain that is outmost in the second 
set.

‘And thou shalt 
make curtains of goats’ hair for a 
tent over the tabernacle; eleven cur- 
tains shalt thou make them. *®The 
length of each curtain shall be thirty 
cubits. and the breadth of each cur- 
' tain four cubits; the eleven curtains 
shall have one measure. %And thou 
shalt couple five curtains by them- 
selves, and six curtains by them- 
selves, and shalt double over the sixth 
curtain in the forefront of the tent. 
10And thou shalt make fifty loops on 
the edge of the one curtain that is 
outmost in the first set, and fifty loops 
upon the edge of the curtain which is 
outmostin the second set. “And thou 
shalt make fifty clasps of brass, and 
put the clasps into the loops, and 
couple the tent together, that it may 
be one. And as for the overhanging 
part that remaineth of the curtains of 
the tent, the half curtain that remain- 
eth over shall hang over the back of 
the tabernacle.

thereof which hath been shown thee 
in the mount. 

And thou shalt make a veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen; with cherubim the work 
of the skilful workman shall it be 
made. *And thou shalt hang it upon 
four pillars of acacia overlaid with 
gold, their hooks being of gold, upon 
four sockets of silver. **And thou shalt 
hang up the veil under the clasps, and 
shalt bring in thither within the veil 
the ark of the testimony; and the veil 
shall divide unto you between the holy 
place and the most holy. *And thou 
shalt put the ark-cover upon the ark 
of the testimony in the most holy 
/place. *And thou shalt set the table 
without the veil, and the candlestick 
| over against the table on the side of

sockets of brass. 1The length of the 
court shall be a hundred cubits, and 
the breadth fifty every where, and 
the height five cubits, of fine twined 
linen, and their sockets of brass. }°All 
the instruments of the tabernacle in 
all the service thereof, and all the pins 
thereof, and all the pins of the court, 
shall be of brass.

‘It shall have two 
shoulder-pieces joined to the two ends 
thereof, that it may be joined together. 
8And the skilfully woven band, which 
is upon it, wherewith to gird it on, 
shall be like the work thereof and of 
the same piece: of gold, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. ‘And thou shalt take two 
onyx stones, and grave on them the 
names of the children of Israel: six 
of their names on the one stone, and 
the names of the six that remain on 
the other stone, according to their 
birth. “With the work of an engraver 
in stone, like the engravings of a 
signet, shalt thou engrave the two 
stones, according to the names of 
the children of Israel; thou shalt make 
them to be inclosed in settings of 
gold. And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulder-pieces of the 
ephod, to be stones of memorial for 
the children of Israel; and Aaron shall 


bear their names before the Lorp upon — 


his two shoulders for a memorial. 
And thou shalt make settings of 

gold; and two chains of pure gold; of 

plaited thread shalt thou make them, 


of wreathen work; and thou shalt put — 
the wreathen chains on the settings. — 
And thou shalt make a breast- — 


plate of judgment, the work of the 
skilful workman; like the work of the 
ephod thou shalt make it: of gold 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet. and 
fine twined linen, shalt thou make it. 


16Four-square it shall be and double: — 
a span shall be the length thereof, and — 


a span the breadth thereof. 1’And 
thou shalt set in it settings of stones,

| four rows of stones: a row of carnelian, 
| topaz, and smaragd shall be the first 
- row; !8and the second row a carbuncle, 
@ sapphire, and an emerald; #°and the 
_ third row a jacinth, an agate, and an 
amethyst; ?°and the fourth row a

| they shall be inclosed in gold in their 
‘ settings. *And the stones shail be 
) according to the names of the children 
| of Israel, twelve, according to their 
| names; like the engravings of a signet,

} 2And thou shalt make upon the breast- 
| plate plaited chains of wreathen work 

of pure gold. “And thou shalt make 
upon the breastplate two rings of gold, 
} and shalt put the two rings on the two 
| ends of the breastplate. And thou 
| shalt put the two wreathen chains of 
| gold on the two rings at the ends of 
| the breastplate. *And the other two 
/ ends of the two wreathen chains thou 
| shalt put on the two settings, and put 
} them on the shoulder-pieces of the 
/ ephod, in the forepart thereof. **And 
| thou shalt make two rings of gold, 
and thou shalt put them upon the two 
jends of the breastplate, upon the 
| edge thereof, which is toward the side 
of the ephod inward. ?7And thou shalt 
) make two rings of gold, and shalt put 
i them on the two shoulder-pieces of 
| the ephod underneath, in the forepart 
» thereof, close by the coupling thereof, 
- above the skilfully woven band_ of 
»the ephod. *8And they shall bind 
» the breastplate by the rings thereof un- 
to the rings of the ephod with a thread 
of blue, that it may be upon the 
skilfully woven band of the ephod, and 
that the breastplate be not loosed from 
‘the ephod. %And Aaron shall bear 
the names of the children of Israel 
a the breastplate of judgment upon 


his heart, when he goeth in unto the 
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holy place, for a memorial before the 
Lorp continually. #*And thou shalt 
put in the breastplate of judgment 
the Urim and the Thummim; and 
they shall be upon Aaron’s heart, 
when he goeth in before the Lorp; 
and Aaron shall bear the judgment of 
the children of Israel upon his heart 
before the Lorp continually. 

%:And thou shalt make the robe of 
the ephod all of blue. And it shall 
have a hole for the head in the midst 
thereof; it shall have a binding of 
woven work round about the hole of 
it, as it were the hole of a coat of mail, 
that it be not rent. And upon the 
skirts of it thou ‘shalt make pome- 
granates of blue, and of purple, and 
of scarlet, round about the skirts 
thereof; and bells of gold between 
them round about: “a golden bell and 
a pomegranate, a golden bell and a 
pomegranate, upon the skirts of the 
robe round about. And it shall be 
upon Aaron to minister; and the sound 
thereof shall be heard when he goeth in 
unto the holy place before the Lorp, 
and when he cometh out, that he die not. 

%And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and engrave upon it, like the 
engravings of a signet: HOLY TO THE 
LoRD. *7And thou shalt put it on a 
thread of blue, and it shall be upon 
the mitre; upon the forefront of the 
mitreit shall be. And it shall be upon 
Aaron’s forehead, and Aaron shall 
bear the iniquity committed in the 
holy things, which the children of 
Israel shall hallow, even in all their 
holy gifts; and it shall be always upon 
his forehead, that they may be ac- 
cepted before the Lorp. #%And thou 
shalt weave the tunic in chequer work 
of fine linen, and thou shalt: make a 
mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make a girdle, the work of the weaver 
in colours. “And for Aaron’s sons

thou shalt make tunics, and thou 
shalt make for them girdles, and head- 
tires shalt thou make for them, for 
splendour and for beauty. “And thou 
shalt put-them upon Aaron thy brother, 
and upon his sons with him; and 
shalt anoint them, and consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they 
may minister unto Me in the priest’s 
office. “And thou shalt make them 
linen breeches to cover the flesh of 
their nakedness; from the loins even 
unto the thighs they shall reach. “And 
they shall be upon Aaron, and upon 
his sons, when they go in unto the 
tent of meeting, or when they come 
near unto the altar to minister in the 
holy place; that they bear not iniquity, 
and die; it shall be a statute for ever 
unto him and unto his seed after him. 
99 And this is the thing that thou 

shalt do unto them to hallow 
them, to minister unto Me in the 
priest’s office: take one young bul- 
lock and two rams without blemish, 
“and unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened mingled with oil, and 
wafers unleavened spread with oil; 
of fine wheaten flour shalt thou make 
them. *And thou shalt put them into 
one basket, and bring them in the 
basket, with the bullock and the two 
rams. 4And Aaron and his sons thou 
shalt bring unto the door of the tent 
of meeting, and shalt wash them with 
water. ®And thou shalt take the gar- 
ments, and put upon Aaron the tunic, 
and the robe of the ephod, and the 
ephod, and the breastplate, and gird 
him with the skilfully woven band 
of the ephod. ®And thou shalt set the 
mitre upon his head, and put the holy 
crown upon the mitre.

10And thou shalt bring the bullock 
before the tent of meeting; and Aaron 
and his sons shall lay their hands 
upon the head of the bullock. “And 
thou shalt kill the bullock before the 
Lorp, at the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. 1*And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger; 
and thou shalt pour out all the re- 
maining blood at the base of the altar. 
13And thou shalt take all the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the lobe 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and 
make them smoke upon the altar. 
M4But the flesh of the bullock, and its 
skin, and its dung, shalt thou burn 
with fire without the camp; it is a 
sin-offering. 


Thou shalt also take | 


the one ram; and Aaron and his sons | 


shall lay their hands upon the head | 


of the ram. 4¢And thou shalt slay the 
ram, and thou shalt take its blood, 
and dash it round about against 
the altar. 47And thou shalt cut the 
ram into its pieces, and wash its in- 
wards, and its legs, and put them with 
its pieces, and with its head. 1}8%And 
thou shalt make the whole ram smoke 
upon the altar; it is a burnt-offering 
unto the Lorp; it is a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lorp. +And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall 
lay their hands upon the head of 
the ram. *Then shalt thou kill the 
ram, and take of its blood, and put 


it upon the tip of the right ear of 


Aaron, and upon the tip of the right 
ear of his sons, and upon the thumb 
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of their right hand, and upon the 
great toe of their right foot, and 
dash the blood against the altar round 
about. And thou shalt take of the 
blood that is upon the altar, and of 
the anointing oil, and sprinkle it 
upon Aaron, and upon his garments, 
and upon his sons, and upon the gar- 
ments of his sons with him; and he 
_ and his garments shall be hallowed, 
and his sons and his sons’ garments 
with him. Also thou shalt take of 
the ram the fat, and the fat tail, and 
the fat that covereth the inwards, 
and the lobe of the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and the right thigh; for it is a 
ram of consecration; and one loaf of 
bread, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, out of the basket of 
unleavened bread that is before the 
Lorp. *And thou shalt put the whole 
upon the hands of Aaron, and upon 
the hands of his sons; and shalt wave 
them for a wave-offering before the 
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unto the Lorp. And the holy gar- 
ments of Aaron shall be for his sons 
after him, to be anointed in them, and 
to be consecrated in them. *Seven 
days shall the son that is priest in his 
stead put them on, even he who 
cometh into the tent of meeting to 
minister in the holy place. *And 
thou shalt take the ram of conse- 
cration, and seethe its flesh in a holy 
place. *And Aaron and his sons shall 
eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that is in the basket, at the door of the 
tent of meeting. “And they shall eat 
those things wherewith atonement was 
made, to consecrate and to sanctify 
them; but a stranger shall not eat 
thereof, because they are holy. “And 
if aught of the flesh of the consecra- 
tion, or of the bread, remain unto the 
morning, then thou shalt burn the 
remainder with fire; it shall not be 
eaten, because it is holy. And thus 
shalt thou do unto Aaron, and to his 
sons, according to all that I have com- 


manded thee; seven days shalt thou 
consecrate them. *And every day 
shalt thou offer the bullock of sin- 
offering, beside the other offerings of 
atonement; and thou shalt do the 
purification upon the altar when thou 
makest atonement for it; and thou 
shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. *7Seven 
days thou shalt make atonement for 
the altar, and sanctify it; thus shall 
the altar be most holy; whatsoever 
toucheth the altar shall be holy. 
38Now this is that which thou shalt 
offer upon the altar: two lambs of the 
first year day by day continually. 
3°The one lamb thou shalt offer in 
the morning; and the other lamb thou 
shalt offer at dusk. #*And with the 
one lamb a tenth part of an ephah of 
fine flour mingled with the fourth part 


_Lorp. And thou shalt take them 
_ from their hands, and make them 
| smoke on the altar upon the burnt- 
_ offering, for a sweet savour before the 
_ Lorp; it is an offering made by fire 
/ untothe Lorp. *And thou shalt take 
the breast of Aaron’s ram of con- 
 secration, and wave it for a wave- 
_ offering before the Lorp; and it shall 
be thy portion. ?’And thou shalt sanc- 
tify the breast of the wave-offering, 
_ and the thigh of the heave-offering, 
_ which is waved, and which is heaved 
up, of the ram of consecration, even 
_ of that which is Aaron’s, and of that 
_ which is his sons’. *And it shall be 
_ for Aaron and his sons as a due for 
ever from the children of Israel; for 
it is a heave-offering; and it shall bea 
~heave-offering from the children of 
Israel of their sacrifices of peace-| of a hin of beaten oil; and the fourth 
- offerings, even their heave-offering| part of a hin of wine for a drink- 
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offering. “And the other lamb thou 
shalt offer at dusk, and shalt do thereto 
according to the meal-offering of the 
morning, and according to the drink- 
offering thereof, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lorp. “It shall be a continual burnt- 
offering throughout your generations 
at the door of the tent of meeting be- 
fore the Lorp, where I will meet with 
you, to speak there unto thee. “And 
there I will meet with the children of 
Israel; and [the Tent] shall be sancti- 
fied by My glory. “And I will sanctify 
the tent of meeting, and the altar; 
Aaron also and his sons wil! I sanctify, 
to minister to Me in the priest’s of- 
fice. “And I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will be their 
God. “And they shall know that Iam 
the Lorp their God, that brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, that 
I may dwell among them. I am the 
Lorp their God. 
30 And thou shalt make an altar 
to burn. incense upon; of acacia- 
wood shalt thou make it. 2A cubit 
shall be the length thereof, and a 
cubit the breadth thereof; four-square 
shall it be; and two cubits shall be 
the height thereof; the horns thereof 
shall be of one piece with it. *And 
thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, 
the top thereof, and the sides thereof 
round about, and the horns thereof; 
and thou shalt make unto it a crown 
of gold round about. 4And two gold- 
en rings shalt thou make for it under 
the crown thereof, upon the’ two 
ribs thereof, upon the two sides of it 
shalt thou make them; and they shall 
be for places for staves wherewith to 
bear it. *And thou shalt make the 
staves of acacia-wood, and. overlay 
them with gold. ®And thou shalt put 
it before the veil that is by the ark 
of the testimony, before the ark- 


cover that is over the testimony, where 
I will meet with thee. ‘And Aaron 
shall burn thereon incense of sweet 
spices; every morning, when he dress- 
eth the lamps, he shall burn it. 
8And when Aaron lighteth the lamps 
at dusk, he shall burn it, a perpetual 
incense before the Lorp throughout. 
your generations. %Ye shall offer no 
strange incense thereon, nor burnt- 
offering, nor meal-offering; and ye 
shall pour no drink-offering thereon. 
And Aaron shall make atonement 
upon the horns of it once in the year; 
with the blood of the sin-offering 
of atonement once in the year shall 
he make atonement for it through- 
out your generations; it is most holy 
unto the Lorp.’ 
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And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: When thou takest the sum 
of the children of Israel, according 
to their number, then shall they give 
every man a ransom for his soul 
unto the Lorp, when thou numberest 
them; that there be no plague among 
them, when thou numberest them. 
This they shall give, every one that 
passeth among them that are num- 
bered, half a shekel after the shekel of 
the sanctuary—the shekel is twenty 
gerahs—half a shekel for an offering 
to the Lorp. Every one that pass- 


eth among them that are numbered, 
from twenty years old and upward, 


shall give the offering of the Lorp. 


The rich shall not give more, and: 


the poor shall not give less, than the 


half shekel, when they give the of- 
fering of the Lorp, to make atone-. 


ment for your souls. And thou shalt 
take the atonement money from the 
children of Israel, and shalt appoint 


it for the service of the tent of meet- 


ing, that it may be a memorial for the 
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children of Israel before the Lorp, to 
make atonement for your souls,’ 
17And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 48‘Thou shalt also make a 
laver of brass, and the base thereof 
of brass, whereat to wash; and thou 
shalt put it between the tent of meet- 
ing and the altar, and thou shalt put 
water therein. 1°And Aaron and his 


- sons shall wash their hands and their 


feet thereat; 2°when they go into the 
tent of meeting, they shall wash with 
water, that they die not; or when they 
come near to the altar to minister, 
to cause an offering made by fire to 
smoke unto the Lorp; #4so they shall 
wash their hands and their feet, that 
they die not; and it shall be a statute 
for ever to them, even to him and to 
his seed throughout their generations.’ 
2Moreover the Lorp spoke unto 
Moses, saying: *“Take thou also unto 
thee the chief spices, of flowing myrrh 
five hundred shekels, and of sweet 
cinnamon half so much, even two 

_ hundred and fifty, and of sweet cala- 
mus two hundred and fifty, and of 
cassia five hundred, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary, and of olive oil a 
hin. “And thou shalt make it a holy 
anointing oil, a perfume compounded 
after the art of the perfumer; it shall 
be a holy anointing oil. **And thou 
shalt anoint therewith the tent of 
meeting, and the ark of the testimony, 
2iand the table and all the vessels 
thereof, and the candlestick and the 
vessels thereof, and the altar of in- 


| cense, and the altar of burnt-offering 


with all the vessels thereof, and the 


| laver and the base thereof. ?°And thou 


shalt sanctify them, that they may be 


| most holy; whatsoever toucheth them 
shall be holy. And thou shalt anoint 
| Aaron and his sons, and sanctify them, 


_ that they may minister unto Me in the 


unto the children of Israel, saying: 
This shall be a holy anointing oil 
unto Me throughout your generations. 
Upon the flesh of man shall it not 
be poured, neither shall ye make any 
like it, according to the composition 
thereof; it is holy, and it shall be holy 
unto you. Whosoever compoundeth 
any like it, or whosoever putteth 
any of it upon a stranger, he shall be 
cut off from his people.’ 
34And the Lorp said unto Moses: 
‘Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, 
and onycha, and galbanum; sweet 
spices with pure frankincense; of 
each shall there be a like weight. 
3And thou shalt make of it incense, a 
perfume after the art of the perfumer, 
seasoned with salt, pure and holy. 
36And thou shalt beat some of it very 
small, and put of it before the: testi- 
mony in the tent of meeting, where I 
will meet with thee; it shall be unto 
you most holy. *And the incense 
which thou shalt make, according to 
the composition thereof ye shall not 
make for yourselves; it shall be unto 
thee holy for the Lorp. **Whosoever 
shall make like unto that, to smell 
thereof, he shall be cut off from his 
people.’ 
3 1 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: ‘See, I have called by 
name Bezalel the son of Uri, the son 
of Hur, of the tribe of Judah; Sand 
I have filled him with the spirit of 
God, in wisdom, and in understand- 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all 
manner of workmanship, ‘to devise 
skilful works, to work in gold, and in 
silver, and in brass, and in cutting of 
stones for setting, and in carving of 
wood, to work in all manner of work- 
manship. ‘And I, behold, I have 
appointed with him Oholiab. the son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan; 
and in the hearts of all that are wise- 
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hearted I have put wisdom, that they 
may make all that I have commanded 
thee: "the tent of meeting, and the 
ark of the testimony, and the ark- 
cover that is thereupon, and all the 
furniture of the Tent; 8and the table 
and its vessels, and the pure candle- 
stick with all its vessels, and the altar 
of incense; %and the altar of burnt- 
offering with all its vessels, and the 
laver and its base; !°and the plaited 
garments, and the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of 
his sons, to minister in the priest’s 
office; Yand the anointing oil, and the 
incense of sweet spices for the holy 
place; according to all that I have 
commanded thee shall they do.’ 

2And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 13‘Speak thou also unto the 
children of Israel, saying: Verily ye 
shall keep My sabbaths, for it is a sign 
between Me and you throughout your 
generations, that ye may know that 
I am the Lorp who sanctify you. 
M4Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore, 
for it is holy unto you; every one that 
profaneth it shall. surely be put to 
death; for whosoever doeth any work 
therein, that soul shall be cut off from 
among his people. Six days shall 
work be done; but on the seventh day 
is a sabbath of solemn rest, holy to the 
Lorp; whosoever doeth any work in 
the sabbath day, he shall surely be put 
to death. ‘Wherefore the children 
of Israel shall keep the sabbath, to 
observe the sabbath throughout their 
generations, for a perpetual covenant. 
17J¢ is a sign between Me and the 
children of Israel for ever; for in six 
days the Lorp made heaven and 
earth, and on the seventh day He 
ceased from work and rested.’ 

18And He gave unto Moses, when He 
had made an end of speaking with 
him upon mount Sinai, the two tables 


of the testimony, tables of stone, 
written with the finger of God. 
32 And when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down 
from the mount, the people gathered 
themselves together unto Aaron, and 
said unto him: ‘Up, make us a god 
who shall go before us; for as for this 
Moses, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of Egypt, we know not 
what is become of him.’ #And Aaron 
said unto them: ‘Break off the golden 
rings, which are in the ears of your 
wives, of your sons, and of your 
daughters, and bring them unto me.’ 
3And all the people broke off the golden 


rings which were in their ears, and — 


brought them unto Aaron. 4And he 
received it at their hand, and fashioned 
it with a graving tool, and made it a 
molten calf; and they said: ‘This is 
thy god, O Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt.’ 5And 
when Aaron saw this, he built an 
altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said: ‘To-morrow 
shall be a feast to the Lorp.’ *And 
they rose up early on the morrow, and 
offered burnt-offerings, and brought 
peace-offerings; and the people sat 
down to eat and to drink, and rose 
up to make merry. 

7And the Lorp spoke unto Moses: 
‘Go, get thee down; for thy people, 
that thou broughtest up out of the

land of Egypt, have dealt corruptly; 


Sthey have turned aside quickly out of — 
the way which I commanded them; — 


they have made them a molten calf, 
and have worshipped it, and have 
sacrificed unto it, and said: This is 
thy god, O Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt.’ %And 
the Lorp said unto Moses: 


stiffnecked people. !°Now therefore 
let Me alone, that My wrath may wax 
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hot against them, and that I may 
consume them; and I will make of 
thee a great nation.’ “And Moses 
besought the Lorp his God, and said: 
‘Lorp, why doth Thy wrath wax hot 
against Thy people, that Thou hast 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt 
with great power and with a mighty 
hand? "Wherefore should the Egyp- 
tians speak, saying: For evil did He 
bring them forth, to slay them in the 
mountains, and to consume them from 
the face of the earth? ‘Turn from 
Thy fierce wrath, and repent of this 
evil against Thy people. “Remember 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, Thy serv- 
ants, to whom Thou didst swear by 
Thine own self, and saidst unto them: 
I will multiply your seed as the stars 
of heaven, and all this land that I 
have spoken of will I give unto your 
seed, and they shall inherit it for ever.’ 
M4And the Lorp repented of the evil 
which He said He would do unto His 
people. 

15And Moses turned, and went down 
from the mount, with the two tables 
of the testimony in his hand; tables 
that were written on both their sides; 
on the one side and on the other were 
16And the tables were 
the work of God, and the writing was 
the writing of God, graven upon the 
tables. 27And when Joshua heard 
the noise of the people as they shouted, 
he said unto Moses: ‘There is a noise 
of war in the camp.’ 1And he said: 
‘It is not the voice of them that shout 
for mastery, neither is it the voice of 


_ them that cry for being overcome, 


but the noise of them that sing do I 


hear.’ 1%And it came to pass, as soon 


ee 


as he came nigh unto the camp, that 
he saw the calf and the dancing; and 
Moses’ anger waxed hot, and he cast 
the tables out of his hands, and broke 


- them beneath the mount. ?°And he 
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took: the calf.which they had made, 
and burnt it with fire, and ground it to 
powder, and strewed it upon the water, 
and made the children of Israel drink 
of it. *4And Moses said unto Aaron: 
‘What did this people unto thee, that 
thou hast brought a great sin upon 
them?’ And Aaron said: ‘Let not 
the anger of my lord wax hot; thou 
knowest the people, that they are 
set on evil. *So they said unto me: 
Make us a god, which shall go before 
us; for as for this Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what is become 
of him. *And I said unto them: 
Whosoever hath any gold, let them 
break it off; ‘so they gave 1t me; and 
I cast it into the fire, and there came 
out this calf.’ *And when Moses 
saw that the people were broken 
loose—for Aaron had let them loose 
for a derision among their enemies— 
6then Moses stood in the gate of the 
camp, and said: ‘Whoso is on the 
Lorp’s side, let him come unto me.’ 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. ?7And 
he said unto them: ‘Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel: Put ye 
every man his sword upon his thigh, 
and go to and fro from gate to gate 
throughout the camp, and slay every 
man his brother, and every man his 
companion, and every man his neigh- 
bour.’ And the sons of Levi did 
according to the word of Moses; and 
there fell of the people that day about 
three thousand men. *And Moses 
said: ‘Consecrate yourselves to-day 
to the Lorn, for every man hath been 
against his son and against his

All that openeth 
the womb is Mine; and of all thy cattle 
thou shalt sanctify the males, the 
firstlings of ox and sheep. And the 
firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem 
with a lamb; and if thou wilt not 
redeem it, then thou shalt break its 
neck, All the first-born of thy sons 
thou shalt redeem. And none shall 
appear before Me empty. Six days 
thou shalt work, but on the seventh 
day thou shalt rest; in plowing time 
and in harvest thou shalt rest. 
And thou shalt observe the feast of 
weeks, even of the first-fruits of wheat 
harvest, and the feast of ingathering 
at the turn of the year. *Three times 
in the year shall all thy males appear 
before the Lord Gop, the God of 
Israel. *For I will cast out nations 
before thee, and enlarge thy borders; 
neither shall any man covet thy land, 
when thou goest up to appear before 
the Loxp thy God three times in the 
year. ™Thou shalt not offer the 
blood of My sacrifice with leavened 
bread; neither shall the sacrifice of the 
feast of the passover be left unto the 
morning. *The choicest first-fruits of 
thy land thou shalt bring unto the 
house of the Lorp thy God. ‘Thou 
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shalt not seethe a kid in its mother’s 
milk.’ 


And the Lord said unto Moses: 
‘Write thou these words, for after the 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel.’ 
And he was there with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights; he did 
neither eat bread, nor drink water. 
And he wrote upon the tables the 
words of the covenant, the ten words. 
29And it came to pass, when Moeses 
came down from mount Sinaj with 
the two tables of the testimony in 
Moses’ hand, when he came down 
from the mount, that Moses knew not 
that the skin of his face sent forth 
“beams while He talked with him.

incense. The children of Israel 
brought a freewill-offering unto the 
Lorp; every man and woman, whose 
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heart made them willing to bring for 
all the work, which the Lorp had com- 
manded by the hand of Moses to be 
made. 
30And Moses said unto the children 
of Israel: ‘See, the Lorp hath called 
by name Bezalel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah.

to make it. And they brought yet 
unto. him freewill-offerings every 
morning. #And all the wise men, that 


wrought all the work of the sanctuary, 
came every man from his work which 
they wrought. *And they spoke unto 
Moses, saying: ‘The people bring 
much more than enough for the 
service of the work, which the Lorp 
commanded to make.’

the tabernacle, and of the court round 
about, were of brass.

71These are the accounts of the 
tabernacle, even the tabernacle of the 
testimony, as they were rendered ac- 
cording to the commandment of Moses, 
through the service of the Levites, by 
the hand of Ithamar, the son of 
Aaron the priest.—”And Bezalel the 
son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe 
of Judah, made all that the Lorp 
commanded Moses. And with him 
was Oholiab, the son of Ahisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan, a craftsman, and 
a skilful workman, and a weaver in 
colours, in blue, and in purple, and 
in scarlet, and fine linen.—“All the 
gold that was used for the work in

laid their capitals, and made fillets 
for them. 2°And the brass of the offer- 
ing was seventy talents and two thou- 
sand and four hundred shekels. *°And 
therewith he made the sockets to 
the door of the tent of meeting, and 
the brazen altar, and the brazen grat- 
ing for it, and all the vessels of the 
altar, “and the sockets of the court 
round about, and the sockets of the 
gate of the court, and all the pins of 
the tabernacle, and all the pins of the 
court round about. 
3 And of the blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, they made plaited gar- 
ments, for ministering in the holy 
place, and made the holy garments 
for Aaren, as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 

2And he made the ephod of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen. *And they did beat 
the gold into thin plates, and cut it 
into threads, to work it in the blue, 
and in the purple, and in the scarlet, 
and in the fine linen, the work of 
the skilful workman. ‘They made 
shoulder-pieces for it, joined together; 
at the two ends was it joined together. 
5And the skilfully woven band, that was 
upon it, wherewith to gird it on, was 
of the same piece and like the work 
thereof: of gold. of blue, and purple,

6And they wrought the onyx stones, 
inclosed in settings of gold, graven 
with the engravings of a signet, ac- 


cording to the names of the children © 


of Israel. 7And he put them on the 
shoulder-pieces of the ephod, to be 
stones of memorial for the children of 
Israel, as the Lorp commanded Moses. 

8And he made the breastplate, the 
work of the skilful workman, like the 
work of the ephod: of gold, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. %It was four-square; they made 
the breastplate double: a span was 
the length thereof, and a span the 
breadth thereof, being double. 1°And 
they set in it four rows of stones: 
a row of carnelian, topaz, and smaragd 
was the first row. And the second 
row, a carbuncle, a sapphire, and an 
emerald. #2And the third row, a ja- 
cinth, an agate, and an amethyst. 
And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper; they were inclosed 
in fittings of gold in their settings. 
14And the stones were according to the 
names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
according to his name, for the twelve 
tribes. 
breastplate plaited chains, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 1¢And they made 
two settings of gold, and two gold 
rings; and put the two rings on the 
two ends of the breastplate. 17And 
they put the two wreathen chains of 
gold on the two rings at the ends 
of the breastplate. 
two ends of the two wreathen chains 
they put on the two settings, and put 
them on the shoulder-pieces of the 
ephod, in the forepart thereof. 49And 
they made two rings of gold, and put 


them upon the two ends of the breast- 
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plate, upon the edge thereof, which 
was toward the side of the ephod 
inward. 2°And they made two rings 
of gold, and put them on the two 
_ shoulder-pieces of the ephod under- 
- neath, in the forepart thereof, close 
_ by the coupling thereof, above the 
skilfully woven band of the ephod. 
2And they did bind the breastplate 
by the rings thereof unto the rings of 
_ the ephod with a thread of blue, that it 
| might be upon the skilfully woven band 
_ of the ephod, and that the breastplate 
| might not be loosed from the ephod; 
| as the Lorp commanded Moses. 
And he made the robe of. the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue; 
and the hole of the robe in the midst 
thereof, as the hole of a coat of mail, 
with a binding round about the hole 
of it, that it should not be rent. “And 
they made upon the skirts of the robe 
pomegranates of blue, and purple, 
' and scarlet, and twined linen. *And 
_ they made bells of pure gold, and put 
the bells between the pomegranates

girdle of fine twined linen, and blue, 
_ and purple, and scarlet, the work of

'  8And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote 
upon it a writing, like the engravings 
» of a signet: HOLY TO THE LORD. And 
) they tied unto it a thread of blue, 


to fasten it upon the mitre above; 
as the Lorp commanded Moses. 

Thus was finished all the work of 
the tabernacle of the tent of meeting: 
and the children of Israel did accord. 
ing to all that the Lorp commanded 
Moses, so did they. 

And they brought the tabernacle 
unto Moses, the Tent, and all its 
furniture, its clasps, its boards, its 
bars, and its pillars, and its sockets; 
‘and the covering of rams’ skins dyed 
red, and the covering of sealskins, 
and the veil of the screen; **the ark 
of the testimony, and the staves there- 
of, and the ark-cover; **the table, all 
the vessels thereof, and the showbread; 
sthe pure candlestick, the lamps 
thereof, even the lamps to be set in 
order, and all the vessels thereof, and 
the oil for the light; *8and the golden 
altar, and the anointing oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the screen for the 
door of the Tent; **the brazen altar, 
and its grating of brass, its staves, 
and all its vessels, the laver and its 
base; “the hangings of the court, 
its pillars, and its sockets, and the 
screen for the gate of the court, the 
cords thereof, and the pins thereof, 
and all the instruments of the service 
of the tabernacle of the tent of meet- 
ing; “the plaited garments for min- 
istering in the holy place; the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and 
the garments of his sons, to minister 
in the priest’s office. “According to 
all that the Lorp commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel did all the 
work, “And Moses saw all the work, 
and, behold, they had done it; as the 
Lorp had commanded, even so had 
they done it. And Moses blessed 
them. 

4() And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: On the first day of 
the first month shalt thou rear up the 
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tabernacle of the tent of meeting. 
®And thou shalt put therein the ark 
of the testimony, and thou shalt 
screen the ark with the veil. ‘And 
thou shalt bring in the table, and set 
in order the bread that is upon it; and 
thou shalt bring in the candlestick, 
and light the lamps thereof. And 
thou shalt set the golden altar for 
incense before the ark of the testi- 
mony, and put the screen of the door 
to the tabernacle. ‘And thou shalt 
set the altar of burnt-offering before 
the door of the tabernacle of the tent 
of meeting. ‘And thou shalt set the 
laver between the tent of meeting 
and the altar, and shalt put water 
therein. %And thou shalt set up the 
court round about, and hang up the 
screen of the gate of the court. °%And 
thou shalt take the anointing oil, and 
anoint the tabernacle, and all that is 
therein, and shalt hallow it, and all 
the furniture thereof; and it shall be 
holy. }¢And thou shalt anoint the 
altar of burnt-offering, and all its 
vessels, and sanctify the altar; and the 
altar shall be most holy. “And thou 
shalt anoint the laver and its base, 
and sanctify it. “And thou shalt 
bring Aaron and his sons unto the door 
of the tent of meeting, and shalt wash 
them with water. “And thou shalt 
put upon Aaron the holy garments; 
and thou shalt anoint him, and sanc- 
tify him, that he may minister unto 
Me in the priest’s office. 14And thou 
shalt bring his sons, and put. tunics 
upon them. And thou shalt anoint 
them, as thou didst anoint their 
father, that they may minister unto 
Me in the priest’s office; and their 
anointing shall be to them for an ever- 
lasting priesthood throughout their 
generations.’

commanded Moses. 


30And he set: the laver between thet 


tent of meeting and the altar, and put 
water therein, wherewith to wash; 
31that Moses and Aaron and his sons 
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might wash their hands and their feet 
thereat; *when they went into the 
tent of meeting, and when they came 
_ near unto the altar, they should wash; 
as the Lorp commanded Moses. 

33And he reared un the court. round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, 
and set up the screen of the gate 
of the court. So Moses finished the 
| work. 
Then the cloud covered the tent 
of meeting, and the glory of the Lorp 
filled the tabernacle.

sacrifice of peace-offerings; and the 
priest shall make them smoke on the 
altar, upon the offerings of the Lorp 
made by fire; and the priest shall make 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned, and he shall 
be forgiven. 
5 And if any one sin, in that he 
heareth the voice of adjuration, he 
being a witness, whether he hath seen 
or known, if he do not utter it, then 
he shall bear his iniquity; *or if any 
one touch any unclean thing, whether 
it be the carcass of an unclean beast, 
or the carcass of unclean cattle, or the 
carcass of unclean swarming things, 
and be guilty, it being hidden from 
him that he is unclean; %or if he touch 
the uncleanness of man, whatsoever 
his uncleanness be wherewith he is 
unclean, and it be hid from him; and, 
when he knoweth of it, be guilty; 4or 
if any one swear clearly with his 
lips to do evil, or to do good, what- 
soever it be that a man shall utter 
clearly with an oath, and it be hid 
from him; and, when he knoweth of 
it, be guilty in one of these things; 
Sand it shall be, when he shall be guilty 
in one of these things, that he shall 
confess that wherein he hath sinned; 
Sand he shall bring his forfeit unto 
the Lorp for his sin which he hath 
sinned, a female from the flock, a 
lamb or a goat, for a sin-offering; and 
the priest shall make atonement for 
him as concerning his sin, ‘And if 
his means suffice not for a lamb, then 
he shall bring his forfeit for that 


wherein he hath sinned, two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, unto the 
Lorp: one for a sin-offering, and the 
other for a burnt-offering. ®And he 
shall bring them unto the priest, who 


shall offer that which is for the sin- — 


offering first, and pinch off its head 
close by its neck, but shall not divide 
it asunder. *And he shall sprinkle 
of the blood of the sin-offering upon 
the side of the altar; and the rest of 
the blood shall be drained out at the 
base of the altar; it is a sin-offering. 
10And he shall prepare the second for 
a burnt-offering, according to the 
ordinance; and the priest shall make 
atonement for him as concerning his 
sin which he hath sinned, and he 
shall be forgiven. 

But if his means suffice not for two 
turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, 
then he shall bring his offering for 
that wherein he hath sinned, the tenth 
part of an ephah of fine flour for 
a sin-offering; he shall put no oil upon 
it, neither shall he put any frank- 
incense thereon; for it is a sin-offering. 
2And he shall bring it to the priest, 
and the priest shall take his handful 
of it as the memorial-part thereof, 
and make it smoke on the altar, upon 
the offerings of the Lorp made by 
fire; it is a sin-offering. 
priest shall make atonement for him

in any of these things, and he shall 
be forgiven; and the remnant shall be 
the priest’s, as the meal-offering.

a guilt-offering, unto the priest; and 
the priest shall make atonement for 
him concerning the error which he 
committed, though he knew it not, 
and he shall be forgiven. It is a 
guilt-offering—he is certainly guilty 
before the Lorp. 
20And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: #If any one sin, and commit 
a trespass against the Lorp, and deal 
falsely with his neighbour in a matter 
of deposit, or of pledge, or of robbery, 
or have oppressed his neighbour; 
2or have found that which was lost, 
and deal falsely therein, and swear to 
' a lie; in any of all these that a man 
| doeth, sinning therein; *then it shall 
_-be, if he hath sinned, and is guilty, 
that he shall restore that which he 
took by robbery, or the thing which 
he hath gotten by oppression, or the 
deposit which was deposited with 
_ him, or the lost thing which he found, 
%or any thing about which he hath

7And this is the law of the meal- 
offering: the sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lorp, in front of the 
altar. ®%And he shall take up there- 
from his handful, of the fine flour 
of the meal-offering, and of the 
oil thereof, and all the frankincense 
which is upon the meal-offering, and 
shall make the memorial-part there- 
of smoke upon the altar for a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp. %And that 
which is left thereof shall Aaron and 
his sons eat; it shall be eaten without 
leaven in a holy place; in the court of 
the tent of meeting they shall eat it. 
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10Tt shall not be baked with leaven. I 
have given it as their portion of My 
offerings made by fire; 1t is most holy, 
as the sin-offering, and as the guilt- 
offering. “Every male among the 
children of Aaron may eat of it, as a 
due for ever throughout your genera- 
tions, from the offerings of the Lorp 
made by fire; whatsoever toucheth 
them shall be holy. 

22And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: This is the offering of Aaron 
and of his sons, which they shall offer 
unto the Lorp in the day when he is 
anointed: the tenth part of an ephah 
of fine flour for a meal-offering per- 
petually, half of it in the morning, 
and half thereof in the evening. “On 
a griddle it shall be made with oil; 
when it, is soaked, thou shalt bring it 
in; in broken pieces shalt thou offer 
the meal-offering for a sweet savour 
unto the Lorp. And the anointed 
priest that shall be in his stead 
from among his sons shall offer it, 
it is a due for ever; it shall be wholly 
made to smoke unto the Lorp.

7 And this is the law of the guilt- 
offering; it is most holy. *In the 
place where they kill the burnt-offering 
shall they kill the guilt-offering; and 
the blood thereof shall be dashed 
against the altar round about. *And 
he shall offer of it all the fat thereof: 


the fat tail, and the fat that covereth ~ 


the inwards, ‘and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is on them, which is 
by the loins, and the lobe above the 
liver, which he shall take away by the 
kidneys. ®And the priest shall make 
them smoke upon the altar for an 
offering made by fire unto the Lorn; 
it is a guilt-offering. ‘Every male 
among the priests may eat thereof; it 
shall be eaten in a holy place; it is 
most holy. ‘As is the sin-offering, so 
is the guilt-offering; there is one law 
for them; the priest that maketh 
atonement therewith, he shall have it. 
8And the priest that offereth any man’s 
burnt-offering, even the priest shall 
have to himself the skin of the burnt- 
offering which he hath offered. 
every meal-offering that is baked in 
the oven, and all that is dressed in the 
stewing-pan, and on the griddle, shall 
be the priest’s that offereth it. 1°And 
every meal-offering,

UAnd this is the law of the sacrifice 


of peace-offerings, which one may offer — 
unto the Lorn. VIf he offer it for a | 


thanksgiving, then he shall offer with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleay-

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ened cakes mingled with oil, and un- 
leavened wafers spread with oil, and 
cakes mingled with oil, of fine flour 
soaked. With cakes of leavened 
bread he shall present his offering

the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace- 
offerings for thanksgiving shall be 
eaten on the day of his offering; he 
shall not leave any of it until the 
morning. But if the sacrifice of 
his offering be a vow, or a freewill- 
offering, it shall be eaten on the day 
that he offereth his sacrifice; and on 
the morrow that which remaineth of it 
may be eaten. !’7But that which re- 
maineth of the flesh of the sacrifice 
on the third day shall be burnt with 
fire. 14%And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace-offerings be at all 
eaten on the third day, it shall not be 
accepted, neither shall it be imputed 
unto him that offereth it; it shall be 
an abhorred thing, and the soul that 
eateth of it shall bear his iniquity. 
1And the flesh that toucheth any 
“unclean thing shall not be eaten; it 
shall be burnt with fire. And as for 
the flesh, every one that is clean may 
eat thereof.

%His own hands shall bring the offer- 
ings of the Lorp made by fire: the 
fat with the breast shall he bring, 
that the breast may be waved for a 
wave-offering before the Lorp. “And 
the priest shall make the fat smoke 
upon the altar; but the breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons’. “And the 
right thigh shall ye give unto the 
priest for a heave-offering out of your 
sacrifices of peace-offerings. “He 
among the sons of Aaron, that offereth 
the blood of the peace-offerings, and 
the fat, shall have the right thigh for 
a portion. “For the breast of wav- 
ing and the thigh of heaving have 
I taken of the children of Israel out 
of their ‘sacrifices of peace-offerings, 
and have given them unto Aaron the 
priest and unto his sons as a due for 
ever from the children of Israel. 
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This is the consecrated portion of 
Aaron, and the consecrated portion 
of his sons, out of the offerings of the 
Lorp made by fire, in the day when 
they were presented to minister unto 
the Lorp in the priest’s office; which 
the Lorp commanded to be given 
them of the children of Israel, in the 
day that they were anointed. It is a 
due for ever throughout their gen- 
erations. 

37This is the law of the burnt- 
offering, of the meal-offering, and of 
the sin-offering, and of the guilt- 
offering, and of the consecration- 
offering, and of the sacrifice of peace- 
offerings; **which the Lorp command- 
ed Moses in mount Sinai, in the day 
that he commanded the children of 
Israel to present their offerings unto 
the Lorp, in the wilderness of Sinai.

_ took the breast, and waved it for a 
-wave-offering before the Lorp; it 
_ was Moses’ portion of the ram of con- 
~ secration; as the Lorp commanded 
~ Moses. *°And Moses took of the an- 
_ ointing oil, and of the blood which

day, that Moses called Aaron and 
his sons, and the elders of Israel; 
“and he said unto Aaron: ‘Take thee 
a bull-calf for a sin-offering, and a ram 
for a burnt-offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the Lorp. *And 
unto the children of Israel thou 
shalt speak, saying: Take ye a he- 
goat for a sin-offering; and a calf 
and a lamb, both of the first 
year, without blemish, for a burnt~

16And Moses diligently inquired for 
the goat of the sin-offering, and, be- 
hold, it was burnt; and he was angry 
with Eleazar and with Ithamar, the 
sons of Aaron that were left, saying: 
17 Wherefore have ye not eaten. the 
sin-offering in the place of the sanc- 
tuary, seeing it is most holy, and He 
hath given it you to bear the iniquity 
of the congregation, to make atone- 
ment for them before the Lorn? 
18Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought into the sanctuary within; 
ye should certainly have eaten it 
in the sanctuary, as I commanded.’ 
And Aaron spoke unto Moses: ‘Be- 
hold, this day have they offered their 
sin-offering and their burnt-offering 
before the Lorp, and there have be- 
fallen me such things as these; and if 
I had eaten the sin-offering to-day, 
would it have been well-pleasing in 
the sight of the Lorp?’. #And when 
Moses heard that, it was well-pleasing 


in his sight. 

1 1 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
and to Aaron, saying unto them: 

*Speak unto the children of Israel, 

saying: 

These are the living things which 
ye may eat among all the beasts 
that are on the earth. *Whatsoever 
parteth the hoof, and is_ wholly 
cloven-footed, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that may ye eat. 
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4Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of 
them that only chew the cud, or of 
them that only part the hoof: the 
camel, because he cheweth the cud 
but parteth not the hoof, he is unclean 
unto you. And the rock-badger, be- 
cause he cheweth the cud but parteth 
not the hoof, he is unclean unto you. 
8And the hare, because she cheweth 
the cud but parteth not the hoof, she 
is unclean unto you. 7And the swine, 
because he parteth the hoof, and is 
cloven-footed, but cheweth not the 
cud, he is unclean unto you. *Of their 
flesh ye shall not eat, and their car- 
casses ye shall not touch; they are un- 
clean unto you. 

*These may ye eat of all that are 
in the waters: whatsoever hath fins 
and scales in the waters, in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them may ye eat. 
10And all that have not fins and scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, of all 
that swarm in the waters, and of all 
the living creatures that are in the 
waters, they are a detestable thing unto 
you, “and they shall be a detestable 
thing unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, and their carcasses ye shall 
have in detestation. }?Whatsoever hath 
no fins nor scales in the waters, that is 
a detestable thing unto you. 

183And these ye shall have in detesta- 
tion among the fowls; they shall not 
be eaten, they are a detestable thing: 
the great vulture, and the bearded 
vulture, and the ospray; “and the 
kite, and the falcon after its kinds; 
every raven after its kinds; and 
the ostrich, and the night-hawk, and 
the sea-mew, and the hawk after its 
kinds; !’and the little owl, and the 
cormorant, and the great owl; and 
the horned owl, and the pelican, and 
the carrion-vulture; !%and the stork, 
and the heron after its kinds, and the 
hoopoe, and the bat. 


20All winged swarming things that 
go upon all fours are a detestable 
thing unto you. “Yet these may ye 
eat of all winged swarming things that 
go upon all fours, which have jointed 
legs above their feet, wherewith to 
leap upon the earth; “even these of 
them ye may eat: the locust after 
its kinds, and the bald locust after its 
kinds, and the cricket after its kinds, 
and the grasshopper after its kinds. 
But all winged swarming things, 
which have four feet, are a detestable 
thing unto you. 

*4And by these ye shall become un- 
clean; whosoever toucheth the car- 
cass of them shall be unclean until the 
even. *And whosoever beareth aught 
of the carcass of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. *Every beast which parteth the 
hoof, but is not cloven-footed, nor 
cheweth the cud, is unclean unto you; 
every one that toucheth them shali be 
unclean, ?7And whatsoever goeth up- 
on its paws, among all beasts that go 
on all fours, they are unclean unto 
you; whoso toucheth their carcass 
shall be unclean until the even. ?8And 
he that beareth the carcass of them 
shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even; they are unclean unto 

ou. 

*9And these are they which are un- 
clean unto you among the swarming 
things that swarm upon the earth: 
the weasel, and the mouse, and the 
great lizard after its kinds, "and the 
gecko, and the land-crocodile, and 
the lizard, and the sand-lizard, and 
the’ chameleon. *!'These are they 


which are unclean to you among all | | 


that swarm; whosoever doth touch 
them, when they are dead, shall be | 
unclean until the even. And upon 
whatsoever any of them, when they 
are dead, doth fall, it shall be unclean; 
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whether it be any vessel of wood, or | with any swarming thing that swarm- 


- raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever 
vessel it be, wherewith any work is 

__ done, it must be put into water, and it 

_ shall be unclean until the even; then 
shall it be clean. And every earthen 

_ vessel, whereinto any of them falleth, 
whatsoever is in it shall be unclean, 
and it ye shall break. *4All food there- 
in which may be eaten, that on which 
water cometh, shall be unclean; and all 
drink in every such vessel that may be 
drunk shall be unclean. “And every 
thing whereupon any part of their 
carcass falleth shall be unclean; 

whether oven, or range for pots, it 
shall be broken in pieces; they are 
unclean, and shall be unclean unto 
you. *Nevertheless a fountain or a 
cistern wherein is a gathering of 
water shall be clean; but he who 
toucheth their carcass shall be un- 
clean. *7And if aught of their carcass 
fall upon any sowing seed which is to 
be sown, itis clean, **But if water be 
put upon the seed, and aught of their 
earcass fall thereon, it is unclean unto 
you. 

i 39And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die, he that toucheth the carcass 
thereof shall be unclean until the 

~ even. ‘And he that eateth of the 

} carcass of it shall wash his clothes, 

+ and be unclean until the even; he 

also that beareth the carcass of it shall 

wash his clothes, and be unclean until 


able thing; it shall not be eaten. 
| “Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 

_ and whatsoever goeth upon all fours, 
4 or whatsoever hath many feet, even 
4 all swarming things that swarm upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat; for 
they are a detestable thing. “Ye 
» shall not make yourselves detestable 
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eth, neither shall ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, that ye should be 
defiled thereby. “For I am the Lorp 
your God; sanctify yourselves there- 
fore, and be ye holy; for I am holy; 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of swarming thing that 
moveth upon the earth. “For J am 
the Lorp that brought you up out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God; 
ye shall therefore be holy, for I am 
holy. 

“This is the law of the beast, and 
of the fowl, and of every living crea- 
ture that moveth in the waters, and of 
every creature that swarmeth upon 
the earth; “’to make a difference be- 
tween the unclean and the clean, and 
between the living thing that may be 
eaten and the living thing that may 


not be eaten. 

1 2 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: *Speak unto the children 

of Israel, saying: 

If a woman be delivered, and beara 
man-child, then she shall be unclean 
seven days; as in the days of the im- 
purity of her sickness shall she be un- 
clean. *And in the eighth day the flesh 
of his foreskin shall be circumcised. 
4And she shall continue in the blood of 
purification three and thirty days; she 
shall touch no hallowed thing, nor come 
into the sanctuary, until the days of 
her purification be fulfilled. *But if 
she bear a maid-child, then she shall 
be unclean two weeks, as in her im- 
purity; and she shall continue in the 
blood of purification threescore and 
six days. ®And when the days of her 
purification are fulfilled, for a son, or 
for a daughter, she shall bring a lamb 
of the first year for a burnt-offering, 
and a young pigeon, or a turtle-dove, 
for a sin-offering, unto the door of the 
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tent of meeting, unto the priest. 
7And he shall offer it before the Lorp, 
and make atonement for her; and she 
shall be cleansed from the fountain of 
her blood. This is the law for her that 
beareth, whether a male or a female. 
8And if her means suffice not for a 
lamb, then she shall take two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons: the 
one for a burnt-offering, and the other 
for a sin-offering; and the priest shall 
make atonement for her, and she shall 


be clean. 
1 3 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying: 

2When a man shall have in the skin 
of his flesh a rising, or a scab, or a 
bright spot, and it become in the skin of 
his flesh the plague of leprosy, then he 
shall be brought unto Aaron the priest, 
or unto one of his sons the priests. 
’And the priest shall look on the plague 
in the skin of the flesh; and if the hair 
in the plague be turned white, and the 
appearance of the plague be deeper 
than the skin of his flesh, it is the 
plague of leprosy; and the priest shall 
look on him, and pronounce him un- 
clean. 4And if the bright spot be white 
in the skin of his flesh, and the ap- 
pearance thereof be not deeper than 
the skin, and the hair thereof be not 
turned white, then the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the plague 
seven days. ®And the priest shall look 
on him the seventh day; and, behold, 
if the plague stay in its appearance, 
and the plague be not spread in the 
skin, then the priest shall shut him 
up seven days more. And the priest 
shall look on him again the seventh 
day; and, behold, if the plague be 
dim, and the plague be not spread in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean: it is a scab; and he 
shall wesh his clothes, and be clean. 
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7But if the scab spread abroad in the 
skin, after that he hath shown him- 
self to the priest for his cleansing, he 
shall show himself to the priest again. 
8And the priest shall look, and, behold, 
if the scab be spread in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: 
it is leprosy. 

When the plague of leprosy is in 
a man, then he shall be brought unto 
the priest. 1°And the priest shall 
look, and, behold, if there be a white 
rising in the skin, and it have turned 
the hair white, and there be quick 
raw flesh in the rising, “it is an old 
leprosy in the skin of his flesh, and the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean; 
he shall not shut him up; for he is 
unclean. And if the leprosy break 
out abroad in the skin, and the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague from his head even to his 
feet, as far as appeareth to the priest; 
then the priest shall look; and, be- 
hold, if the leprosy have covered all 
his flesh, he shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague; it is all turned 
white: he is clean. But whensoever 
raw flesh appeareth in him, he shall 
be unclean. And the priest shall 
look on the raw flesh, and pronounce 


him unclean; the raw flesh is un- | 


clean: it is leprosy. But if the raw 
flesh again be turned into white, then 
he shall come unto the priest; 1’and 
the priest shall look on him; and, be- 
hold, if the plague be turned into white, 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean that hath the plague: he is clean. 

18And when the flesh hath in the 
skin thereof a boil, and it is healed, 
and in the place of the boil there is a 
white rising, or a bright spot, red-. 
dish-white, then it shall be shown to — 
the priest. 2°And the priest shall 
look; and, behold, if the appearance © 
thereof be lower than the skin, and 
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the hair thereof be turned white, then 

the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it is the plague of leprosy, it 
hath broken out in the boil. “But 

if the priest look on it, and, behold, 

_ there ‘be no white hairs therein, and 
it be not lower than the skin, but be 
dim, then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days. ”And if it spread abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
-nounce him unclean: it is a plague. 
2But if the bright spot stay in its 
place, and be not spread, it is the 
scar of the boil; and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean. 

Or when the flesh hath in the skin 
thereof a burning by fire, and the 
quick flesh of the burning become a 
bright spot, reddish-white, or white; 
then the priest shall look upon it; 
and, behold, if the hair in the bright 
spot be turned white, and the appear- 

- ance thereof be deeper than the skin, 
it is leprosy, it hath broken out in 
the burning; and the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is the 
lague of leprosy. But if the priest 
oN on it, and, behold, there be no 
white hair in the bright spot, and it 
be no lower than the skin, but be dim; 
| then the priest shall shut him up seven 
) days. 2’And the priest shall look upon 
| him the seventh day; if it spread 
abroad in the skin, then the priest 
| shall pronounce him unclean: it is the 
4 plague of leprosy. ?8And if the bright 
spot stay in its place, and be not 
spread in the skin, but be dim, it is 
') the rising of the burning, and the priest 
4 shall pronounce him clean; for it is 
) the scar of the burning. 
| **And when a man or woman hath 
' a plague upon the head or upon the 
beard, ®°then the priest shall look on 
_ the plague; and, behold, if the appear- 
ance thereof be deeper than the skin, 
and there be in it yellow thin hair, 
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then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a scall, it is leprosy of 
the head or of the beard. *And if the 
priest look on the plague of the scall, 
and, behold, the appearance thereof 
be not deeper than the skin, and there 
be no black hair in it, then the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the 
plague of the scall seven days. And 
in the seventh day the priest shall 
look on the plague; and, behold,. if 
the scall be not spread, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the appear- 
ance of the scall be not deeper than the 
skin, “then he shall be shaven, but 
the scall shall he not shave; and the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the 
scall seven days more. “And in the 
seventh day the priest shall look on 
the scall; and, behold, if the scall be 
not spread in the skin, and the ap- 
pearance thereof be not deeper than 
the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean; and he shall wash 
his clothes, and be clean. *But if 
the scall spread abroad in the skin 
after his cleansing, **then the priest 
shall look on him; and, behold, if the 
scall be spread in the skin, the priest 
shall not seek for the yellow hair: 
he is unclean. *’But if the scall stay 
in its appearance, and black hair be 
grown up therein; the scall is healed, 
he is clean; and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

3sAnd if a man or a woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; then the 
priest shall look; and, behold, if the 
bright spots in the skin of their flesh 
be of a dull white, it is a tetter, it 
hath broken out in the skin: he is 
clean. 

40And if a man’s hair be fallen off 
his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 
41And if his hair be fallen off from the 
front part of his head, he is foreheade 
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bald; yet is he clean, “But if there be 
in the bald head, or the bald forehead, 
a reddish-white plague, it is leprosy 
breaking out in his bald head, or his 
bald forehead. “Then the priest shall 
look upon him; and, behold, if the 
rising of the plague be reddish-white 
in his bald head, or in his bald fore- 
head, as the appearance of leprosy in 
the skin of the flesh, “he is a leprous 
man, he is unclean; the priest shall 
surely pronounce him unclean: his 
plague is in his head. 

4And the leper in whom the plague 
is, his clothes shall be rent, and the 
hair of his head shall go loose, and he 
shall cover his upper lip, and _ shall 
ery: ‘Unclean, unclean. “All the 
days wherein the plague is in him he 
shall be unclean; he is unclean; he 
shall dwell alone; without the camp 
shall his dwelling be. 

47And when the plague of leprosy 
is in a garment, whether it be a woollen 
garment, or a linen garment; “or in 
the warp, or in the woof, whether 
they be of linen, or of wool; or in a 
skin, or in any thing made of skin. 
49If the plague be greenish or reddish 
in the garment, or in the skin, or in 
the warp, or in the woof, or in any 
thing of skin, it is the plague of lep- 
rosy, and shall be shown unto the 
priest. 5°And the priest shall look up- 
on the plague, and shut up that which 
hath the plague seven days. “And he 
shall look on the plague on the seventh 
day: if the plague be spread in the 
garment, or in the warp, or in the woof, 
or in the skin, whatever service skin 
is used for, the plague is a malignant 
leprosy: it is unclean. "And he shall 
burn the garment, or the warp, or the 
woof, whether it be of wool or of linen, 
or any thing of skin, wherein the 

lague is; for it is a malignant leprosy; 
it shall be burnt in the fire, “And if 


the priest shall look, and, behold, the 
plague be not spread in the garment, 
or in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; “then the priest 
shall command that they wash the 
thing wherein the plague is, and he 
shall shut it up seven days more. 
And the priest shall look, after that 
the plague is washed; and, behold, if 
the plague have not changed its colour, 
and the plague be not spread, it is 
unclean; thou shalt burn it in the fire; 
it is a fret, whether the bareness be 
within or without. And if the priest 
look, and, behold, the plague be dim 
after the washing thereof, then he shall 
rend it out of the garment, or out of 
the skin, or out of the warp, or out of 
the woof. Andif it appear still in 
the garment, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin, it is 
breaking out, thou shalt burn that 
wherein the plague is with fire. And 
the garment, or the warp, or the woof, 
or whatsoever thing of skin it be, 
which thou shalt wash, if the plague 
be departed from them, then it shall 
be washed the second time, and shall 
be clean. ©This is the law of the 
plague of leprosy in a garment of 
wool or linen, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin, to pro-. 
nounce it clean, or to pronounce it 


unclean, 
1 4 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 
*This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his cleansing: he shall be 
brought unto the. priest.

his means suffice for; and the one shall 
be a sin-offering, and the other a 
burnt-offering. *And on the eighth 
day he shall bring them for his cleans- 
ing unto the priest, unto the door 
of the tent of meeting, before the 
Lorp. *And the priest shall take the 
lamb of the guilt-offering, and the 
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log of oil, and the priest shall wave 
them for a wave-offering before the 
Lorp. *And he shall kill the lamb 
of the guilt-offering, and the priest 
shall take of the blood of the guilt- 
offering, and put it upon the tip of 
the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot. ?*And the priest 
shall pour of the oil into the palm of 
his own left hand. ?7And the priest

“And if the plague 
come again, and break out in the house, 
after that the stones have been taken 
out, and after the house hath been | 
scraped, and after it is plastered; 
“then the priest shall come in and look; 
and, behold, if the plague be spread 
in the house, it is a malignant leprosy 
in the house: it is unclean. “And he 
shall break down the house, the stones - 
of it, and the timber thereof, and all 
the mortar of the house; and he shall 
earry them forth out of the city into 
an unclean) place. “Moreover he 
that goeth into the house all the while 
that it is shut up shall be unclean 
until the even.’ #7And he that lieth © 
in the house shall wash his: clothes; 
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and he that eateth in the house shall 
wash his clothes. “8And if the priest 
shall come in, and look, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, 
after the house was plastered; then 
the priest shall pronounce the house 
clean, because the plague is healed. 
49nd he shall take to cleanse the house 
two birds, and cedar-wood, and scar- 
let, and hyssop. *°And he shall kill one 
of the birds in an earthen vessel over 
running water. And he shall take 
the cedar-wood, and the hyssop, and 
the scarlet, and the living bird, and dip 
them in the blood of the slain bird,

'And on the eighth day he 
shall take to him two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons, and come be- 
fore the Lorp unto the door of the 
tent of meeting, and give them unto 
the priest. 1*And the priest shall offer 
them, the one for a sin-offering, and the 
other for a burnt-offering; and the 
priest shall make atonement for him 
before the Lorp for his issue. 

16And if the flow of seed go out from 
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a man, then he shall bathe all his 
flesh in water, and be unclean until 
the even. 17And every garment, and 
every skin, whereon is the flow of 
seed, shall be washed with water, 
and be unclean until the even. 4+®The 
woman also with whom a man shall 
lie carnally, they shall both bathe 
themselves in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

19And if a woman have an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, she 
shall be in her impurity seven days; 
and whosoever toucheth her shall be 
unclean until the even. 2°And every 
thing that she lieth upon in her im- 
purity shall be unclean; every thing 
also that she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean. #And whosoever toucheth 
her bed shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. And whosoever 
toucheth any thing that she sitteth 
upon shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until 
the even. *And if he be on the bed, 
or on any thing whereon she sitteth, 
when he toucheth it, he shall be un- 
clean until the even. *4And if any man 
lie with her, and her impurity be upon 
him, he shall be unclean seven days;

And if a woman have an issue of 
her blood many days not in the time 
of her impurity, or if she have an issue 
beyond the time of her impurity; all 
the days of the issue of her unclean- 
ness she shall be as in the days of her 
impurity: she is unclean. **Every bed 
whereon she lieth all the days of her 
issue shall be unto her as the bed of 
her impurity; and every thing whereon 
she sitteth shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her impurity. 27And 
whosoever toucheth those things 
shall be unclean, and shall wash his 


clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. **But 
if she be cleansed of her issue, then 
she shall number to herself seven days, _ 
and after that she shall be clean. — 
29And on the eighth day she shall take © 
unto her two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the 
priest, to the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. *%And the priest shall offer the 
one for a sin-offering, and the other 
for a burnt-offering; and the priest 
shall make atonement for her before 
the Lorp for the issue of her unclean- 
ness.

tion for the land. 
2]f thy brother be waxen poor, and 


sell some of his possession, then. shall 
his’ kinsman that is next unto him 
come, and shall; redeem that which 
his brother hath sold. .?*And if a man 
have no one to. redeem it, and he 
be waxen rich and find sufficient means 
to redeem it; "then let him count the 
years of the sale thereof, and restore 
the overplus unto the man to whom he 
sold it; and he shall return unto his 
possession. ?§But if. he have not 
sufficient means to get it back for 
himself, then that which he hath sold 
shall remain in the hand of him that 
hath bought it until the year of jubi- 
lee; and.in the jubilee it shall go out, 
and. he shall return unto his. posses- 
sion. 

29And if a man sell.a dwelling-house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem 
it, within a whole. year after. it. is 
sold; for a full year shall he have the 
right of redemption. *°And if it be 
not. redeemed within the space. of 
a full year, then the house that is 
in the walled city shall.be made sure 
in perpetuity’ to. him that bought 
it, throughout his generations; it shall 
not go out in the jubilee. . *4But the 
houses of the villages which have no 
wall round about them shall be reck- 
oned with the fields of the country; 
they may be redeemed, and they. shall 
go out in the jubilee. “But as for 
the cities of the Levites, the houses 
of the cities of their possession, the 
Levites shall have a perpetual right 
of redemption. “And if a man, pur- 
chase of the Levites, then the house 
that was sold in the city of his posses- 
sion, shall go out in the jubilee; for 
the houses of the cities of the Levites 
are their possession among. the chil- 
dren of Israel. . **But the fields of the 
open land, about, their cities may not 
be sold; for that is their perpetual 
possession. 
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%And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and his means fail with thee; then 
thou shalt uphold him: as a stranger 
and a settler shall he live with thee. 
Take thou no interest of him or in- 
crease; but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. ®’Thou 
shalt not give him thy money up- 
on interest, nor give him thy vict- 
uals for increase. **I am the Lorp 
your God, who brought you forth 
out of the land of Egypt, to give 
you the land of Canaan, to be your 
God. 

39And if thy brother be waxen poor 
with thee, and sell himself unto thee, 
thou shalt not make him to serve as 
a bondservant. 4°As a hired servant, 
and as a settler, he shall be with 
thee; he shali serve with thee unto 
the year of jubilee. “Then shall he 
go out from thee, he and his children 
with him, and shall return unto his 
own family, and unto the possession 
of his fathers shall he return. “For 
they are My servants, whom I brought 
forth out of the land of Egypt; they 
shall not be sold as bondmen. “Thou 
shalt not rule over him with rigour; 
but shalt fear thy God. “And as for 
thy bondmen, and thy bondmaids, 
whom thou mayest have: of the nations 
that are round about you, of them 
shall ye buy bondmen and _bond- 
maids.

“or his uncle, or his uncle’s son, may 
redeem him, or any that is nigh of 
kin unto him of his family may re- 
deem him; or if he be waxen rich, he 
may redeem himself. And he shall 
reckon with him that bought him 
from the year that he sold himself 
to him unto the year of jubilee; and 
the price of his sale shall be accord- 
ing unto the number of years; accord- 


ing to the time of a hired servant shall — 


he be with him. “If there be yet many 
years, according unto them he shall 
give back the price of his redemption 
out of the money that he was bought 
for.

it be a female, then thy. valuation

shall be thirty shekels. And if it be 
from five years old, even unto twenty 
years old, then thy valuation shall be 
for the male twenty shekels, and for 
the female ten shekels.  ®And. if. it 
be from a month old even unto five 
years old, then thy valuation shall be 
for the male five shekels of silver, 
and for the female thy valuation shall 
be three shekels of silver. ‘And if it 
be from sixty years old and upward: 
if it be a male, then thy valuation 
shall be fifteen shekels, and for the 
female ten shekels. ®But if he be too 
poor for thy valuation, then he shall be 
set before the priest, and the priest shall 
value him; according to the means of 
ae that vowed shall the priest value 

m. 

°And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lorp, all 
that any man giveth of such unto 
10fTe shall 
not alter it, nor change it, a good for 
a bad, or a bad for a “good; and if he 
_ shall at all change beast "for beast, 
- then both it and that for which it is 
changed shall be holy. And if it be 
any “unclean beast, of which they 
may not bring an offering unto the 
_ Lorn, then he shall set the beast be- 
fore the priest. #And the priest shall 
value it, whether it be good or bad; 
as thou "the priest valuest it, so shall 
it be. “But if he will indeed redeem it, 
then he shall add the fifth part there- 
of unto thy valuation. 

M4And when a man shall sanctify 
his house to be holy unto the Lorp, 
then: the priest shall value it, whether 


_ it be good or bad; as the priest shall 


__ value it, so shall it stand. 


And if 
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he that sanctified it. will redeem his 
house, then. he shall add the fifth 
part of the money of thy. valuation 
unto it, and it shall be his. 

And if a man shall sanctify unto 
the Lorp part of the field of his pos- 
session. then thy valuation: shall be 
according to the sowing thereof; the 
sowing of a homer of barley shall 
be valued at fifty shekels of. silver. 
UTf he sanctify his field from the year 
of jubilee, according to thy valuation 
it shall stand. But if he sanctify 
his field. after the jubilee, then the 
priest shall reckon unto him the 
money according to the years that 
remain unto the year of jubilee, and 
an abatement shall be made from thy 
valuation. 1%And if he that sanctified 
the field will indeed redeem it, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the money 
of thy valuation unto it, and it shall 
be assured to him. ?°And if he will 
not redeem the field, or if he have sold 
the field to another man, it shall not 
be redeemed any more. “But the 
field, when it goeth out in the jubilee, 
shall be holy unto the Lorp, as a field 
devoted; the possession thereof shall 
be the priest’s. ”And if he sanctify 
unto the Lorp a field which he hath 
bought, which is not of the field of 
his possession; then the priest shall 
reckon unto him the worth of thy 

valuation unto the year of jubilee; 
and he shall give thy valuation in 
that day, as a holy thing unto the 
Lorp. “™In the year of jubilee the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land belongeth. 
And all thy valuations shall be ac- 
cording to the shekel of the sanctuary; 
twenty gerahs shall be the shekel. 

**Howbeit the firstling among beasts, 
which is born as a firstling to the 
Lorp, no man shall sanctify it; 
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whether it be ox or sheep, it is the 
Lorp’s. ?7And if it be of an unclean 
beast, then he shall ransom it accord- 
ing to thy valuation, and shall add 
unto it the fifth part thereof; or if it 
be not redeemed, then it shall be 
sold according to thy valuation. 

28N otwithstanding, no devoted thing, 
that a man may devote unto the 
Lorp of all that he hath, whether 
of man or beast, or of the field of his 
possession, shall be sold or redeemed; 
every devoted thing is most holy 
unto the Lorp. None devoted, 
that may be devoted of men, shall 
be ransomed; he shall surely be put 
to death. 

%0And all the tithe of the land, 
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of the fruit of the tree, is the Lorp’s; 
it is holy unto the Lorp. *And if a 
man will redeem aught of his tithe, 
he shall add unto it the fifth part 
thereof. “And all the tithe of the herd 
or the flock, whatsoever passeth under 
the rod, the tenth shall be holy unto 
the Lorp. *He shall not inquire 
whether it be good or bad, neither 
shall he change it; and if he change 
it at all, then both it and that for 
which it is changed shall be holy; 
it shall not be redeemed.

forward, every man in his place, by 
their standards. 

18On the west ste’ shall be the 
standard of the camp of Ephraim 
according to their hosts; the prince of 
the children of Ephraim being Elish- 
ama the son of Ammihud, }%and his 
host, and those that. were numbered 
of them, forty thousand and five hun- 
dred; ?°and next unto him shall be the 
tribe of Manasseh; the prince of the 
children of Manasseh being Gamaliel 
the son of Pedahzur, “and his host, 
and those that were numbered of them, 
thirty and two thousand and two hun- 
dred; “and the tribe of Benjamin; the 
prince of the children of Benjamin be- 
ing Abidan the son of Gideoni, and 
his host, and those that were num- 
bered of them, thirty and five thou- 
sand and four hundred; “all that were 
numbered of the camp of Ephraim 
being a hundred thousand and eight 
thousand and a hundred, according 
to their hosts; and they shall set forth 
third. 

>On the north side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Dan according 
to their hosts; the prince of the chil- 
dren of Dan being Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai, **and his host, and 
those that were numbered of them, 
threescore and two thousand and seven 
hundred; ?’and those that pitch next 
unto him shall be the tribe of Asher; 
the prince of the children of Asher be- 
ing Pagiel the son of Ochran, *8and his 
host, and those that were numbered of 
them, forty and one thousand and five 
hundred; 2°and the tribe of Naphtali; 
the prince of the children of Naphtali 
being Ahira the son of Enan, *°and his 
host, and those that were numbered of 
them, fifty and three thousand and 
four hundred; *all that were numbered 
of the camp of Dan being a hundred 
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thousand and fifty and seven thousand 
and six hundred; they shall set forth 
hindmost by their standards.’ 

These are they that were num- 


bered of the children of Israel by | 


their fathers’ houses; all that were 
numbered of the camps according to 
their hosts were six hundred thousand 
and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty. But the Levites were not 
numbered among the children of  Is- 
rael; as the Lorp commanded Moses. 
“Thus did the children of Israel: ac- 
cording to all that the Lorp com- 
manded Moses, so they pitched by 


their standards, and so they set for- — 
ward, each one according to its fami- — 


lies, and according to its fathers’ 
houses. 
3 Now these are the generations .of 
Aaron and Moses in the day that 
the Lorp spoke with Moses in mount 
Sinai. *And these are the names of the 
sons of Aaron: Nadab the first-born, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 
’These are the names of the sons of 
Aaron, the priests that were anointed, 
whom he consecrated to minister in 
the priest’s office. 4And Nadab and 
Abihu died before the Lorp, when they 
offered strange fire before the Lorp,. 
in the wilderness of Sinai, and they 
had no children; and Eleazar and 
Ithamar ministered in the priest’s 
office in the presence of Aaron their 
father. 

’And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: * Bring the tribe of Levi near, 
and set them before Aaron the priest, 
that they may minister unto him. 
7And they shall keep his charge, and 
the charge of the whole congregation

service of the tabernacle. 
shall keep all the furniture of the tent 
of meeting, and the charge of the 
children of Israel, to do the service of

4And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, saying: 
4“Number the children of Levi by 
their fathers’ houses, by their families; 


- every male from a month old and up- 


ward shalt thou number them.’ #And 
Moses numbered them according to 
the word of the Lorp, as he was '‘com- 
manded. }7And these were the sons 
of Levi by their names: Gershon, and 
18And_ these 
are the names of the sons of Gershon 
by their families: Libni and Shimei. 
129And the sons of Kohath by. their 
families: Amram and Izhar, Hebron 
and Uzziel. And the sons of Merari 


_ by their families: Mahli and Mushi. 


These are the families of the Levites 
according to their fathers’ houses. 

- 210f Gershon was the family of the 
Libnites, and the family of the 
Shimeites; these are the families of 
2Those that were 
numbered of them, according to the 
number of all the males, from a

that were numbered of them were 
seven thousand and five hundred. 
*The families. of the Gershonites 
were to pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward; *4the prince of the fathers’ 
house of the: Gershonites being. Elia- 
saph the son of Lael, “and the charge 
of the sons of Gershon in the tent of 
meeting the tabernacle, and the Tent, 
the covering thereof, and the screen 
for the door of the tent of meeting, 
and the hangings of the court, and 
the screen for the door of the court— 
which is by the tabernacle, and by 
the altar, round about—and the cords 
of it, even whatsoever pertaineth to 
the service thereof. 

27And of Kohath was the family of 
the Amramites, and the family of the 
Izharites, and the family of. the 
Hebronites, and the family of the 
Uzzielites; these are the families of the 
Kohathites: ?8according to the number 
of all the males, from a month old and 
upward, eight thousand and six hun- 
dred, keepers of the charge of the 
sanctuary. ?°The families of the sons 
of Kohath were to pitch on the side of 
the tabernacle southward; *°the prince 
of the fathers’ house of the families of 
the Kohathites being Elizaphan the 
son of Uzziel, “and their charge the 
ark, and the table, and the candlestick, 
and the altars, and the vessels of the 
sanctuary wherewith the priests min- 
ister, and the screen, and all that per- 
taineth to the service thereof; #*Eleazar 
the son of Aaron the priest being prince 
of the princes of the Levites, and hav- 
ing the oversight of them that keep 
the charge of the sanctuary. 

%Of Merari was the family of the 
Mablites, and the family of the Mu- 
shites; these are the families of Merari. 
%4And those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all 
the males, from a month old and up- 
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ward, were six thousand and two hun- 
dred; *the prince of the fathers’ house 
of the families of Merari being Zuriel 
the son of Abihail; they were to pitch 
on the side of the tabernacle north- 
ward; *the appointed charge of the 
sons of Merari being the boards of the 
tabernacle, and the bars thereof, and 
the pillars thereof, and the sockets 
thereof, and all the instruments there- 
of, and all that pertaineth to the serv- 
ice thereof; *’and the pillars of the 
court round about, and their sockets, 
and their pins, and their cords. *8And 
those that were to pitch before the 
tabernacle eastward, before the tent 
of meeting toward the sunrising, were 
Moses, and Aaron and his sons, keep- 
ing the charge of the sanctuary, even 
the charge for the children of Israel;

holy things, lest. they die. These 
things are the burden of the sons of 


Kohath in the tent of meeting. And 
the charge of Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest shall be the oil for the 
light, and the sweet incense, and the 
continual meal-offering, and the anoint- 
ing oil: he shall. have the charge of 
all the tabernacle, and of all that 
therein. is, whether it be the sanctu- 
ary, or the furniture thereof.’ 

17And the Lorp spoke unto Wasnk 
and unto Aaron, saying: 18‘Cut ye 
not off the tribe of the families of the 
Kohathites from among the Levites; 
but thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap- 
proach unto the most holy things: 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his service 
and to his burden; **but they shall not 
go in to see the holy things as they 
are being covered, lest they die.’

And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: Take the sum of the sons of 
Gershon also, by their fathers’ houses, 
by their families; “from thirty years old 
and upward until fifty years old shalt 
thou number them: all that enter in 
to wait upon the service, to do service 
in the tent of meeting. This is the 
service of the families of the Gershon- 
ites, in serving and in bearing burdens: 
*they shall bear the curtains of the 
tabernacle, and the tent of meeting, 
its covering, and the covering of seal- 
skin that is above upon it, and the 
screen for the door of the tent of meet- 
ing; “and the hangings of the court, 
and the screen for the door of the 
gate of the court, which is by the 
tabernacle and by the altar round 
about, and their cords, and all the 
instruments of their service, and 
whatsoever there may be to do with 
them, therein shall they serve. ?7At 
the commandment of: Aaron and his

294g for the sons of Merari, thou 
shalt number them by their families,

38And those that were numbered of 
the sons of Gershon, by their families, 
and by their fathers’ houses, **from 
thirty years old and upward even 
unto fifty years old, every one that 
entered upon the service, for service 
in the tent of meeting, even those 
that were numbered of them, by 
their families, by their fathers’ houses 
were two thousand and six hundre 
and thirty. “These are they that 
were numbered of the families of the 
sons of Gershon, of all that did serve 
in the tent of meeting, whom Moses 
and Aaron numbered according to the 
commandment of the Lorp.

4SAll those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
and the princes of Israel numbered, 
by their families, and by their fa- 
thers’ houses, *"from thirty years old 
and upward even unto fifty years old, 
every one that entered in to do the 
work of service, and the work of 


bearing burdens in the tent of meet-— 


ing, “even those that were numbered 


of them, were eight thousand. and

ing to the commandment of the Lorp

5 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 2*Command the children 
of Israel, that they put out of the 
camp every leper, and every one that 
hath an issue, and whosoever is un- 
clean by the dead; *both male and 
female shall ye put out, without the 
camp shall ye put them; that they 
defile not their camp, in the midst 
whereof I dwell.’ #And the children of 
Israel did so, and put them out with- 
out the camp; as the Lorp spoke 
unto Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 


5And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: “Speak unto the children of 
Israel: 

When a man or woman shall commit 
any sin that men commit, to commit 
a trespass against the Lorp, and that 
soul be guilty; ‘then they shall con-

and he shall make restitution for his 
guilt in full, and add unto it the fifth 
part thereof, and give it unto him 
in respect of whom he hath been 
guilty. *But if the man have no 
kinsman to whom restitution may be 
made for the guilt, the restitution 
for guilt which is made shall be the 
Lorp’s, even the priest’s; besides 
the ram of the atonement, whereby 
atonement shall be made for him. 
%And every heave-offering of all the 
holy things of the children of Israel, 
which they present unto the priest, 
shall be his. 14°And every man’s hal- 


B lowed things shall be his: whatsoever 
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any man giveth the priest, it shall 
be his. 


"And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: "Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them: 

If any man’s wife go aside, and act 
unfaithfully against him, #and a*man lie 
with her carnally, and it be hid from the 
eyes of her husband, she being defiled 
secretly, and there be no witness 
against her, neither she be taken in the 
act; and the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his wife, 
and she be defiled; or if the spirit of 
jealousy come upon him, and he be 
jealous of his wife, and she be not 
defiled; ‘then shall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest, and shall bring 
her offering for her, the tenth part of 
an ephah of barley meal; he shall 
pour no oil upon it, nor put frankin- 
cense thereon; for it is a meal-offering 
of jealousy, a meal-offering of memo-. 
rial, bringing iniquity to remem- 
brance. ‘And the priest shall bring 
her near, and set her before the Lorp. 
“And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of the 
dust that is on the floor of the taber- 
nacle the priest shall take, and put it 
into the water. ‘And the priest shall 
set the woman before the Lorp, and 
let the hair of the woman’s head go 
loose, and put the meal-offering of 
memorial in her hands, which is the 
meal-offering of jealousy; and the 
priest shall have in his hand the water 
of bitterness that causeth the curse. 
19And the priest shall cause her te 
swear, and shall say unto the woman: 
‘If no man have lain with thee, and 
if thou hast not gone aside to un- 
cleanness, being under thy husband, 
be thou free from this water of bitter- 
ness that causeth the curse; but if 
thou hast gone aside, being under thy 
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husband, and if thou be defiled, and 
some man have lain with thee be- 
sides thy husband—*then the priest 
shall cause the woman to swear with 
the oath of cursing, and the priest 
shall say unto the woman—the 
Lorp make thee a curse and an oath 
among thy people, when the Lorp 
doth make thy thigh to fall away, and 
thy belly to swell; and this water 
that causeth the curse shall go into 
thy bowels, and make thy belly to 
swell, and thy thigh to fall away’; 
and the woman shall say: ‘Amen, 
Amen.’ *And the priest shall write 
these curses ina scroll, and he shall 
blot them out into the water of bit- 
terness. ™And he shall. make the 
woman drink the water of bitterness 
that causeth the curse; and the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter 
into her and become bitter. **And 
the priest shall take the meal-offering 
of jealousy out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the meal-offering be- 
fore the Lorp, and bring it unto the 
‘altar. And the priest shall take a 
handful of the meal-offering, as the 
memorial-part thereof, and make it 
smoke upon the altar, and afterward 
shall make the woman drink the water. 
27And when he hath made her drink the 
water, then it shall come to pass, if she 
be defiled, and have acted unfaithfully 
against her husband, that the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter 
into her and become bitter, and her 
belly shall swell, and her thigh shall 
fall away; and the woman shall be a 
curse among her people. ?%And if 
the woman be not defiled, but be clean; 
then she shall be cleared, and. shall 
conceive seed. This is the law of 
jealousy, when a wife, being under 
her husband, goeth aside, and is 
defiled; *°or wheu the spirit of jealousy: 
cometh upon a man, and he be jealous 


over his wife; then shall he set the 
woman before the Lorp, and the 
priest shall execute upon her all this 
law. *%And the man shall be clear 
from iniquity, and that woman sha 
bear her iniquity. 


6 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: *Speak unto the children 

of Israel, and say unto them: 4 
When either man or woman. shall 
clearly utter a vow, the vow of a Naz- 
irite, to consecrate himself unto. the 
Lorp, *he shall abstain from wine and 
strong drink: he shall drink no vinegar 
of wine, or vinegar of strong drink, 
neither shall he drink any liquor of 
grapes, nor eat fresh grapes or dried. 
4All the days of his Naziriteship shall 
he eat nothing that is made of the 
grape-vine, from the pressed grapes 
even to the grape-stone. °All the days 
of his vow of Naziriteship there shall no 
razor come upon. his head; until the 
days be fulfilled, in which he consecrat- 
eth himself unto the Lorp, he shall 
be holy, he shall let the locks of the 
hair of his head grow long. ‘All the 
days that he consecrateth himself 
unto the Lorp he shall not come near 
to a dead body. 7He shall not make 


himself unclean for his father, or for 


his mother, for his brother, or for 


his sister, when they die; because his. 


consecration unto God is upon his 
head. 8All the days of his Nazirite- 


ship he is holy unto the Lorp.. *And > 


if any man die yery suddenly beside 


him, and. he defile hig consecrated 


head, then he shall shave his head in 
the day of his:cleansing, on the seventh 
day shall he shave it.. 1°”And.on the 
eighth day he shall bring two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, to the 
priest, to the: door of the tent of 
meeting. 14And) the ‘priest shall | pre- 
pare one for a sin-offering, and the 
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other for a burnt-offering; and make 


atonement for him, for that he sinned 
by reason of the dead; and he shall 
hallow his head that same day. 
And he shall consecrate unto the 
Lorp the days of his Naziriteship, 
and shall bring a he-lamb of the first 
year for a guilt-offering: but the 
former days shall be void, because 
his consecration was defiled. 

And this is the law of the Nazirite, 
when the days of his consecration 
are fulfilled: he shall *bring it unto 
the door of the tent of meeting; 
Mand he shall present his offering unto 
the Lorp, one he-lamb of the first 
year without blemish for a burnt- 
offering, and one ewe-lamb of the 
first year without. blemish for a, sin- 
offering, and one ram without blemish 
for peace-offerings, and a basket of 
unleavened bread, cakes of fine flour 
mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers spread with oil, and their meal- 
offering, and their drink-offerings. 
And the priest shall bring them be- 
fore the Lorp, and shall offer his 
sin-offering, and his burnt-offering. 
i7And he shall offer the ram for a 
sacrifice of peace-offerings unto the 
Lorp, with the basket of unleavened 


bread; the priest shall offer also the 


meal-offering thereof, and the drink- 
offering thereof. 1%And the Nazirite 
shall shave his consecrated head at 
the door of the tent of mecting, and 
shall take the hair of his consecrated 
head, and put it on the fire which is 


‘under the sacrifice of peace-offerings. 


19And the priest shall take the shoulder 


of the ram when it is sodden, and one 


unleavened cake out of the basket, 
and one unleavened wafer, and shall 
put them upon the hands of the 
Nazirite, after he hath shaven his 
consecrated head. #°And the priest 
shall wave them for a wave-offering

before the Lorn; this is holy for the 
priest, together with the breast of 
waving and the thigh of heaving; 
and after that the Nazirite may drink 
wine. *This is the law of the Nazirite 
who voweth, and of his offering unto 
the Lorp for his Naziriteship, beside 
that for which his means suffice; 
according to his vow which he voweth, 
so he must do after the law of his 
Naziriteship. 


And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: ‘Speak unto Aaron and unto 
his sons, saying: On this wise ye 
shall bless the children of Israel; ye 
shall say unto them: 

*The Lorp bless thee, and keep 
thee; 

**The Lorp make His face to shine 
upon thee, and be gracious unto thee; 

**The Lorp lift up His countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace.

“And Moses said unto the 
Lorp: ‘Wherefore hast Thou dealt ill 
with Thy servant? and wherefore have 
I not found favour in Thy sight, that 
Thou layest the burden of all this 
people upon me? Have I conceived 
all this people? have I brought them 
forth, that Thou shouldest say. unto 
me: Carry them in thy bosom, as 
a nursing-father carrieth the sucking 
child, unto the land which Thou didst 
swear unto their fathers? Whence 
should I have flesh to give unto all 
this people? for they trouble me with 
their weeping, saying: Give us flesh, 
that we may eat. “I. am not able 
to bear all this people myself alone, 
because it is too heavy for me. And 
if Thou deal thus with me, kill me, 
I pray Thee, out of hand, if) I 
have found favour in Thy sight; and 
let me not look upon my wretched- 
ness.’ 
16And the Lorp said unto Moses: 
- ‘Gather unto Me seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom thou knowest 
_ to be the elders of the people, and 
officers over them; and bring them 
- unto the tent of meeting, that they 
- may stand there with thee. 17And I 
| will come down and speak with thee 
| there; and I will take of the spirit 
* which is upon thee, and will put it 
+ upon them; and they shall bear the 
' burden of the people with thee, that 
thou bear it not thyself alone. +And 
say thou unto the people: Sanctify 
yourselves against to-morrow, and ye 
shall eat flesh; for ye have wept in 
the ears of the Lorp, saying: Would 
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that we. were given flesh to eat! 
for it was well with ‘us in’ Egypt; 
therefore the Lorp will give you flesh, 
and ye shall eat. 1°Ye shall not eat 
one day, nor two days, nor five 
days, neither ten days, nor twenty 
days; **but a whole month, until it 
come out at your nostrils, and it be 
loathsome unto you; because that. ye 
have rejected the Lorp who is among 
you, and have troubled Him with 
weeping, saying: Why, now, came 
we forth out of Egypt?’ #And Moses 
said: ‘The people, among whom I 
am, are six hundred thousand men 
on foot; and yet: Thou hast said: I 
will give them flesh, that they may 
eat. a whole month! If flocks: and 
herds be slain for them, will they 
suffice them? or if all the fish of the 
sea be gathered together for them, will 
they suffice them?’ And the Lorp 
said unto. Moses: ‘Is. the Lorp’s 
hand waxed short? now shait thou see 
whether My word shall come to pass 
unto thee or not.’ 

74And ‘Moses went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lorp; 
and he gathered seventy men of the 
elders of the people, and set them 
round about the Tent. And the 
Lorp came down in the cloud, and 
spoke unto ‘him, and took of the spirit 
that was upon him, and put it upon 
the seventy elders; and it came to 
pass, that, when the spirit rested 
upon them, they prophesied, but they 
did so no more.  *But there remained 
two men in the camp, the name of the 
one was Eldad, and the name of the 
other Medad; and the spirit rested 
upon them; and they were of them 
that were recorded, but had not 
gone out unto the Tent; and they 
prophesied in the camp. ?7And there 
ran a young man, and told Moses, 
and said: ‘Hldad and, Medad are 
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prophesying inthe camp.’ . #And 
Joshua the son of Nun, the minister of 
Moses from his youth up, answered 
and said: ‘My lord Moses, shut them 
in. *And Moses said: unto him: 
‘Art thou jealous for my sake? would 
that all the Lorp’s people were 

rophets, that the Lorp would put 
Fis spirit upon them!’ **And Moses 
withdrew into the camp, he and the 
elders of Israel. 

%1And there went forth a wind from 
the Lorp, and brought across quails 
from the sea, and let them fall by the 
camp, about a day’s journey on this 
side, and a day’s journey on the other 
side, round about the camp, and about 
two cubits above the face of the earth. 
And the people rose up all that day, 
and all the night, and all the next day, 
and gathered the quails; he that 
gathered least gathered ten heaps; 
and they spread them all abroad for 
themselves round about the camp. 
%While the flesh was yet between their 
teeth, ere it was chewed, the anger of 
the Lorp was kindled against the 
people, and the Lorp smote the people 
with a very great plague. And the 
name of that place was called *Kibroth- 
hattaavah, because there they buried 
the people that lusted.  *From 
Kibroth-hattaavah the people jour- 
neyed unto Hazeroth; and they abode 
at Hazeroth. 

12 And Miriam and. Aaron spoke 

against Moses because of the 
Cushite woman whom he ‘had: mar- 
vied; for he had married a Cushite 
woman. And they said: ‘Hath the 
Lorp indeed spoken only with Moses? 
hath He not spoken also with us?’ 
And the Lorp heard it.—*Now the 
man Moses was very meek, above 
all the men that were upon the face 
of the earth.—‘And the Lorp spoke 
suddenly unto Moses, and unto Aaron, 
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and. unto’ Miriam: ‘Come out.-ye 
three unto the tent of meeting.’ And 
they three came out. ‘And the Lorp 
came down in a pillar of cloud, and 
stood at the door of the Tent, and 
called Aaron and Miriam; and they 
both came forth. ‘And He said: ‘Hear 
now My words: if there bea prophet 
among you, I the Lorp do make My- 
self known unto him in a vision, I 
do speak with him in a dream. 7My 
servant Moses is not so; he is trusted 
in all My house; ‘with him do I 
speak mouth to mouth, even mani- 
festly. and not in dark speeches; and 
the similitude of the Lorp doth he 
behold; wherefore then were ye not 
afraid to speak against My servant, 
against Moses?’ ®And the anger of 
the Lorp was kindled against them; 
and He departed. 1°And when the 
cloud -was removed from. over the 
Tent, behold, Miriam was leprous, as 
white as snow; and Aaron looked upon 
Miriam; and, behold, she was leprous. 
And Aaron said unto Moses: ‘Oh 
my lord, lay not, I pray thee, sin upon 
us, for that we have done foolishly, 
and for that we have sinned... Let 
her not, I pray, be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed 
when he cometh out of his mother’s 
womb.’ “And: Moses cried unto the 
Lorp, saying: | ‘Heal her now, O 
God, I: beseech Thee.’ 58 

MAnd the Lorp:said unto: Moses: 
‘Tf her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not hide in shame seven 


days? let her be shut up without the — | 


camp seven days, and after that she 
shall be brought in again.’ 
Miriam was shut up without the camp 
seven days; and the people journeyed 
not till Miriam was brought in again. 
“And afterward the people journeyed 
from Hazeroth, and pitched in the 
wilderness:of Paran. cdi 


* That is, The graves of bust. 
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1 3 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 

saying: ‘Send thou men, that 
they may spy out the land of Canaan, 
which I give unto the children of 


“Israel; of every tribe of their fathers 


shall ye send a man, every one a 
prince among them.’ *%And Moses 
sent them from the wilderness. of 
Paran according to the commandment 


of the Lorp; all of them men who 


were heads of the children of Israel. 


_4And these were their names: of the 


tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son 


i of Zaccur. *Of the tribe of Simeon, 


_ the son of Gemalli. 


Shaphat the son of Hori. ‘Of the 
tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh. 7Of the tribe of Issachar, 
Igal the son of Joseph. *Of the tribe 
of Ephraim, Hoshea the son of Nun. 
*Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the 
son of Raphu. Of. the ‘tribe’ of 
Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of Sodi. 
Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, of the

to spy out the land. And Moses 


~ called Hoshea the son of Nun Joshua. 


17And Moses sent them to spy out the 
land of Canaan, and said unto them: 
‘Get you up here into the South, 


and go up into the mountains; and 
see the land, what it is; and the 
_ people that dwelleth therein, whether 
they are strong or weak, whether they 
are few or many; and what the land 


is that they dwell in, whether it is 


_ good or bad; and what cities they are

that they dwell in, whether in camps, 
or in strongholds; ?°and what the land 


_ is, whether it is fat or lean, whether 
: ® That is, @ eluster. 
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'|there is wood therein, or not. 
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And 
be ye of good courage, and bring of 
the fruit of the land.’—Now the time 
was the time of the first-ripe grapes.— 
4So they went up, and spied out the 
land from the wilderness of Zin unto 
Rehob, at the entrance to Hamath. 
And they went up into the South, 
and came unto Hebron; and Ahiman, 
Sheshai, and Talmai, the children of 
Anak, were there—Now Hebron was 
built seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt.—*%And they came unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and cut down from 
thence a branch with one cluster of 
grapes, and they bore it upon a pole 
between two; they took also of the 
pomegranates, and of the figs. —“That 
place was called the valley of *Eshcol, 
because of -the cluster which the 
children of Israel cut down from 
thence.—*And they returned from 
spying out the land at the end. of 
forty days. And they went and came 
to Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
unto the wilderness of Paran, to 
Kadesh; and brought back word unto 
them, and unto all the congregation, 
and showed them the fruit of the land. 
27And they toid him, and said: ‘We 
came unto the Jand whither thou 
sentest us, and surely it floweth with 
milk and honey; and this is the fruit 
of it. \*8Howbeit the people that dwell 
in the land are fierce, and the cities 
are fortified, and very great; and 
moreover we saw the children of 
Anak there. **Amalek dwelleth in 
the land of the South; and the Hittite, 
and the Jebusite, and the Amorite, 
dwell in the mountains; and the Ca- 
naanite dwelleth by the sea, and along 
by the sideof the Jordan.’ And 
Caleb stilled the people toward Moses, 
and said: ‘We should go up at once, 
and possess it; for-we are well able to 
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overcome it.’ But’ the men that 
went up with him’said: ‘We are not 
able to go up against the people; for 
they are stronger than we.’ “And 
they spread an evil report of the land 
which ‘they had spied out unto the 
children of Israel, saying: ‘The land, 
through which we have passed to 
spy it out, is a land that eateth up 
the inhabitants thereof; and all the 
people that we saw in it are men of 
great stature. “And there we saw 
the Nephilim, the sons of Anak, who 
come of the Nephilim; and we were in 
our: own sight as grasshoppers, and 
so we were in their sight.’ 
1 4 ‘And all the congregation lifted 
up their voice, and cried; and 
the people wept that night.  *And 
all the children of Israel murmured 
against’ Moses and against Aaron; 
and the whole congregation said unto 
them: ‘Would that we had died in 
the land of Egypt! or would we had 
died in this wilderness! *And where- 
fore doth the Lorp bring us unto this 
land, to fall by the sword?) Our 
wives and our little ones will be a 
prey; were it not better for us to 
return into Egypt?’ 4And they said 
one to another: ‘Let us make a 
captain, and let us return into Egypt.’ 
'Then Moses and Aaron fell on their 
faces before all the assembly of the 
congregation of the children of Israel. 
SAnd Joshua the son of Nun and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, who were 
of them that spied out the land, rent 
their clothes. 7And they spoke unto 
all the congregation of the children 
of Israel, saying: ‘The land, which 
we passed through to spy it out, is an 
exceeding good land. ‘If the Lorp 
delight in us, then He will bring us 


into this land, and give it unto us— | 


a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. °Only rebel not against the 


Lorp, neither fear ye the people of the 
land; for they are bread for us; their 
defence is removed from over them, 
and the Lorp is with us; fear them 
not.’ }°But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones, when the 
glory of the Lorp appeared in the 


tent of meeting unto all the children © 


of Israel. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses: 
‘How long will this people despise Me? 
and how long will they not believe 
in Me, for all the signs which I have 
wrought among them? “I will smite 
them with the pestilence, and destroy 
them, and will make of thee a nation 


greater and mightier than they.’ %And — 
Moses said unto the Lorp: ‘When 


the Egyptians shall hear—for Thou 
broughtest up this people in Thy might 


from among them—they will say — 


to the inhabitants of this land, who 
have heard that Thou Lorp art in the 


midst of this people;inasmuch as Thou — 


Lorp art seen face to face, and Thy _ 


cloud standeth over them, and Thou 


goest before them, in a pillar of cloud — 


by day, and in a pillar of fire by night; 
now if Thou shalt kill this people 
as one man, then the nations which 
have heard the fame of Thee will 
speak, saying: ‘Because the Lorp 
was not able to bring this people into 


the land which He swore unto them, © 


therefore’ He hath slain them in the 
wilderness. 7And now, I pray Thee, 
let the power of the Lord be great,

according as Thou hast spoken, saying: | 


The Lorp is slow to anger, and 
plenteous in lovingkindness, forgiving 
iniquity and transgression, and that 


will by no means clear the guilty; 


visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children, upon the third 
and upon the fourth generation. 
Pardon, I pray Thee, the iniquity: 
of this’ people according unto the 
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_ greatness of Thy lovingkindness, and 
according as Thou hast forgiven this 
people, from Egypt even until now.’ 
#And the Lorp said: ‘I have par- 
doned according to thy word. *But 
in very deed, as I live—and all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory of 
the Lorp—*surely all those men that 
have seen My glory, and My signs, 
which I wrought in Egypt and in. the 
wilderness, yet have put Me to proof 

_ these ten times, and: have not) heark- 

- ened to My voice; *surely they: shall 
not see the land which I swore unto 

_ their fathers, neither shall any of 
- them that despised Me see it. . “But 
My servant Caleb, because he had 
another spirit with him, and hath 
followed Me fully, him willl. bring 
into the land whereinto he went; and 
his seed shall possess it. *Now the 
Amalekite and the Canaanite dwell 
in the Vale; to-morrow turn ye, and 
get you into the wilderness by the way 
to the Red Sea.’ 
_  *%And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying: *“How long 
shall I bear with this evil congrega- 
tion, that keep murmuring against 
Me? I have heard the murmurings 
of the children of Israel, which they 
~ keep murmuring against Me. “Say 
- unto them: As I live, saith the Lorn, 
surely as ye have spoken in Mine 
‘ears, so will I do to you: your ecar- 
easses shall fall in this wilderness, 
-and all that were numbered. of you, 
“according to your whole number, 
' from twenty years old and upward, 
_. ye that have murmured against Me; 
- *%*gurely ye shall not come into the 
"land, concerning which L lifted up My 
hand that I would make you dwell 
__ therein, save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
~ neh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
_ But. your little ones, that ye said 
would be a prey, them will I bring in, 
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and they shall know the land which 
ye have rejected..:*Butas for you, 
your carcasses shall fall in: this: wil- 
derness. “And your children shall 
be:wanderers in the wilderness’ forty 
years, and: shall bear your strayings, 
until your carcasses be consumed in 
the wilderness. “After the number 
of the days in which ‘ye spied out the 
land, even forty days, for every day a 
year, shall ye bear your iniquities, 
even forty years, and ye shall know 
My displeasure. *I the Lorp have 
spoken, surely this will I do unto 
all this evil congregation, that are 
gathered together against Me; in this 
wilderness’ they shall be consumed, 
and there ‘they shall die.’ %*And the 
men, whom Moses sent to spy out the 
land, and who, when they returned, 
made all the congregation to mur- 
mur against him, by bringing up an 
evil report against the: land, 3“even 
those men that did bring up an evil 
report of the land, died by the plague 
before the Lorp. *But Joshua the 
son of Nun, and Caleb the’ son of 
Jephunneh, remained alive of those 
men that went to spy out the land. 
And. Moses told these words ‘unto 
all the children of Israel; and the 
people mourned greatly. 4°And ‘they 
rose up early in the morning, and got 
them up to the top of the mountain, 
saying: ‘Lo, we are here, and will 
go up unto the place which the Lorp 
hath promised; for we have sinned.’ 
“And Moses said: ‘Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment of 
the Lorp, seeing it shall not prosper? 
“Go not up, for the Lorp is not among 
you; that ye be not smitten down be- 
fore your enemies. “For there the 
Amalekite and: the Canaanite are 
before you, and ye shall fall by the 
sword; forasmuch' as ye are turned 
back from following the Lorp, and 
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the Lorp will not be with you.’ 
“But they presumed to go up to the 
top of the mountain; nevertheless the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp, and 
Moses, departed not out of the camp. 
Then the Amalekite and the Ca- 
naanite, whodwelt in that hill-country, 
came down, and smote them and beat 
them down, even unto Hormah. 
1 5 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 2Speak unto the children 
of Israel, and say unto them: 

When ye are come into the land 
of your habitations, which I give unto 
you, and will make an offering by fire 
unto the Lorp, a burnt-offering, or a 
sacrifice, in fulfilment of a vow clearly 
uttered, or as a freewill-offering, or in 
your appointed seasons, to make a 
sweet savour unto the Lorp, of the 
herd, or of the flock; ‘then shall he that 
bringeth his offering present unto the 
Lorp a meal-offering of a tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour mingled with 
the fourth part of a hin of oil; ‘and 
wine for the drink-offering, the fourth 
part of a hin, shalt thou prepare with 
the burnt-offering or for the sacrifice, 
for each lamb. ®Or for a ram, thou 
shalt prepare for a meal-offering two 
tenth parts of an ephah of fine flour 
mingled with the third part of a hin 
of oil; 7and for the drink-offering thou 
shalt present the third part of a hin 
of wine, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lorp. *And when thou preparest a 
bullock for a burnt-offering, or for a 
sacrifice, in fulfilment of a vow clearly 
uttered, or for peace-offerings unto the 
Lorp; *then shall there be presented 
with the bullock a meal-offering of 
three tenth parts of an ephah of 
fine flour mingled with half a hin of oil. 
10And thou shalt present for the drink- 
offering half a hin of wine, for an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet 
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savour unto the Lorp. “Thus shall 
it be done for each bullock, or for each 
ram, or for each of the he-lambs, or 
of the kids. According to the num- 
ber that ye may prepare, so shall ye 


do for every one according to their 


number. All that are home-born 
shall do these things after this man- 
ner, in presenting an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lorp. 
4And if a stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever may be among you, 
throughout your generations, and will 
offer an offerimg made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lorp; as 
ye do, so he shall do. As for the 
congregation, 
statute both for you, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth with you, a 
statute for ever throughout your 


generations; as ye are, so shall the ~ 


stranger be before the Lorp. ‘One 
law and one ordinance shall be both 
for you, and for the stranger that so- 
journeth with you. 


17And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 1}8Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them: 

When ye come into the land whither 
I bring you, then it shall be, that, 
when ye eat of the bread of the land, 
ye shall set apart a portion for a gift 
unto the Lorp. Of the first of your 


dough ye shall set apart a cake for a 


gift; as that which is set apart of the 
threshing-floor, so shall ye set it apart. 
2Of the first of your dough ye shall 
give unto the Lorp a portion for a 
gift throughout your generations. — 


And when ye shall err, and not 


observe all these commandments, 
which the Lorp hath spoken unto 
Moses, *even all that the Lorp hath 
commanded you by the hand of 
Moses, from the day that the Lorp 
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gave commandment, and: onward 
throughout your generations; *then 
it shall be, if it be done in error by the 
- congregation, it being hid from their 
eyes, that all the congregation shall 
offer one young bullock for a burnt- 
offering, for a sweet savour unto the 
Lorp—with the meal-offering thereof, 
and the drink-offering thereof, ac- 
cording to the ordinance—and one he- 
goat for a sin-offering. *And the 
priest shall make atonement for all the 


- congregation of the children of Israel, 


and they shall be forgiven; for it was 
an error, and they have brought their 
- offering, an offering made by fire unto 
the Lorp, and their sin-offering before 
the Lorp, for their error. *And all 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel shall be forgiven, and the stran- 
ger that sojourneth among them; for 
in respect of all the people it~ was 
done in error. 
27And if one person sin through error, 
then he shall offer a she-goat of the 
first year for a sin-offering. 7*And 
the priest shall make atonement for 
the soul that erreth, when he sinneth 
through error, before the Lorp, to 
make atonement for him; and he shall 
be forgiven, both he that is home-born

the stranger that sojourneth among 
_ them: ye shall have one law for him 


_ that doeth aught in error. **But the 
' soul that doeth aught with a high 


hand, whether he be home-born or a

_ from among his people. Because he 


hath despised the word of the Lorp, 
and hath broken His commandment;

__ were in the wilderness, they found a

man gathering sticks upon the sab- 
bath day. And they that found him 
gathering sticks brought him unto 
Moses and Aaron, and unto all the 
congregation. “And they put him in 
ward, because it had not been declared 
what should be done to him. *And 
the Lorp said unto Moses: ‘The 
man shall surely be put to death; all 
the congregation shall stone him with 
stones without the camp.’ And all 
the congregation brought him without 
the camp, and stoned him with stones, 
and he died, as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 

37And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 38‘Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them that they make 
them throughout their generations 
fringes in the corners of their garments, 
and that they put with the fringe of 
each corner a thread of blue. #%And it 
shall be unto you for a fringe, that ye 
may look upon it, and remember all 
the commandments of the Lorp, and 
do them; and that ye go not about 
after your own heart and your own 
eyes, after which ye use to go astray; 
that ye may remember and do all 
My commandments, and be holy unto 
your God. “Iam the Lorp your God, 
who brought you out of the land of 
Egypt, to be your God: Iam the Lorp 


your God.’ 
16 Now Korah, the son of Izhar, 
the son of Kohath, the son of 
Levi, with Dathan and Abiram, the 
sons of Eliab, and On, the son of 
Peleth, sons of Reuben, took men; 
and they rose up in face of. Moses, 
with certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty men; they were 
princes of the congregation, the elect 
men of the assembly, men of renown; 
Sand they assembled themselves to- 
gether against. Moses and. against 


mp 
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Aaron, and: said unto them: ‘Ye 
take too much upon you, seeing all 
the congregation are holy, every one 
of them, and the Lorp is among 
them; wherefore then lift ye up your- 
selves above the assembly of the 
Lorp?’ 4And when Moses heard it, 
he fell upon his face. And he spoke 
unto Korah and unto all his company, 
saying: ‘In the morning the Lorp 
will show who are His, and who is 
holy, and will cause him to come near 
unto Him; even him whom He may 
choose will He cause to come near 
unto Him. ‘This do: take you cen- 
sers, Korah, and all his company; 
7and put fire therein, and put incense 
upon them before the Lorp  to- 
morrow; and it shall be that the man 
whom the Lorp doth choose, he shall 
be holy; ye take too much upon you, 
ye sons of Levi.’ 8And: Moses said 
unto Korah: ‘Hear now, ye sons of 
Levi? %is it but a small thing unto you, 
that the God of Israel hath separated 
you from the congregation of Israel, 
to bring you near to Himself, to do 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
Lorp, and to stand before the congre- 
gation to minister unto them; and 
that He hath brought thee near, and 
all thy brethren the sons of Levi with 
thee? and will ye seek the priesthood 
also? "Therefore thou and all thy 
company that are gathered together 
against the Lorp—; and as to Aaron, 
what is he that ye murmur against 
him?’ #And Moses sent to. call 
Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab; and they said: ‘We will not 
come up; “is it asmall thing that thou 
hast brought us up out of a land 
flowing with milk and honey, to kill 
us in the wilderness, but thou must 
needs make thyself also a prince over 
us? “Moreover thou nast not brought 
us into a land flowing with milk and 


honey, nor given us inheritance: of 
fields and. vineyards; wilt thou put 
out the eyes of these men? we will 
not come up.’ “And Moses was very 
wroth, and said unto the Lorp: 


‘Respect not Thou their offering; — 


I have not taken one ass from 
them, neither have I hurt one of them.’ 
16And Moses said unto Korah: ‘Be 
thou and all thy congregation before 
the Lorp, thou, and they, and Aaron, 
to-morrow; 4’and take ye every man 
his fire-pan, and put incense upon 
them, and bring ye before the Lorp 
every man his fire-pan, two hundred 
and fifty fire-pans; 
Aaron, each his fire-pan.’ 18And they 
took every man his fire-pan, and put 
fire in them, and laid incense thereon, 
and stood at the door of the tent of 
meeting with Moses and Aaron. 
Korah assembled all the congrega- 
tion against them unto the door of 
the tent of meeting; and the glory of 


the Lorp appeared unto all the con- — 


gregation. 

And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying: #!‘Separate 
yourselves from among this congrega- 
tion, that I may consume them in a 
moment. 2And they fell upon their 
faces, and said: 
of the spirits of all flesh, shall one 
man sin, and wilt Thou be wroth with 
all the congregation?” 

*And the Lorp spoke unto. Moses; 
saying: Speak unto the congrega- 
tion, saying: Get you up from about 
the dwelling of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram.’ ®And Moses: rose up and 
went unto Dathan and Abiram; and 
the elders of Israel followed’ him: 
And he spoke unto the congregation, 
saying: ‘Depart, I pray you, from 
the tents of these wicked men, and 
touch nothing | of theirs, lest vye be 
swept away in all their sins,’ 2780 
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they got them up from the dwelling 
of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on 
every side; and Dathan and Abiram 
came out, and stood at the door of 
their tents, with their wives, and their 
sons, and their little ones. /*8And 


~ Moses said: ‘Hereby ye shall know 


that the Lorp hath sent me.to do all 
these works, and that I have. not 
done them of mine own mind. If 
these men die the common death of 


-all men, and be visited after the 


visitation of all men, then the Lorp 
hath not sent me. *°But if. the Lorp 
make a new thing, and the ground 
open her mouth, and swallow them 
up, with all that appertain unto them, 
and they: go down alive into the pit, 
then ye shall understand that these 
men have despised the Lorp.’ *And 


it came to pass, as he made an end of 


speaking all these words, that the 
ground did cleave asunder that was un-

they are become. holy, because they 
were offered before the Lorp—that 
they may be a sign unto the children 
of Israel.’ 4And Eleazar the. priest 
took the brazen fire-pans, which they‘ 
that were burnt had offered; and they 
beat them out for a covering of the 
altar, ‘to. be a memorial unto ‘the 
children of Israel, to. the end that no 
common man, that is not of the seed 
of Aaron, draw near to burn incense 
before the Lorp; that he fare not as 
Korah, and: as his company; as the 
Lorp spoke unto him by the hand of 
Moses. 

®But on the morrow all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel mur- 
roured against Moses and. against 
Aaron, ‘saying: ‘Ye have killed the 
people of the Lorn.’ 7And it came to 
pass, when the. congregation was 
assembled. against. Moses and. against 
Aaron, that they looked toward the 
tent of meeting; and, behold, the 
cloud covered it, and the glory of the 
Lorp .appeared. *%And Moses and 
Aaron came to the front of the tent of 
meeting. %And the Lorp spoke, unto 
Moses, saying: 1%Get you up from 
among this congregation, that I. may 
consume them in a moment.’ And 
they fell upon their faces. 14And 
Moses said unto Aaron: ‘Take thy 
fire-pan, and put fire therein from. off 
the altar, and lay incense thereon, and 
carry it quickly unto the congregation, 
and make atonement for them; for 
there is wrath gone out from the 
Lorp: the plague is begun.’ %And 
Aaron took as Moses spoke, and ran 
into the midst of the assembly; and, 
behold, the plague was begun among 
the people; and he put on the incense, 
and made atonement for the people. 
And he stood between the dead and 
the living; and the plague was stayed. 
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“Now they that died by the plague 
were fourteen thousand and ‘seven 
hundred, besides them that died about 
the matter of Korah. And Aaron 
returned unto Moses unto the door of 
the tent of meeting, and the plague 
was stayed. 

3%*And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 17‘Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and take of them rods, one for 
each fathers’ house, of all their princes 
according to their fathers’ houses, 
twelve rods; thou shalt write every 
man’s name upon his rod. . #And 
thou shalt write Aaron’s name upon 
the rod of Levi, for there shall be one 
rod for the head of their fathers’ houses. 
19And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tent of meeting before the testimony, 
where I meet with you. And it 
shall come to pass, that the man whom 
I shall choose, his rod shall bud; and 
I will make to cease from’ Me the 
murmurings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur against you.’ 
21And Moses spoke unto the chiaecs 
of Israel; and ail their princes gave 
him rods, for each prince one, ac- 
cording to their fathers’ houses, even 
twelve rods; and the rod of Aaron 
was among their rods. ”And Moses 
laid up the rods before the Lorp in 
the tent of the testimony. And it 
came to pass on the morrow, that 
Moses went into the tent of the testi- 
mony; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 
for the house of Levi was budded, and 
put forth buds, and bloomed blossoms, 
and bore ripe almonds. *And Moses 
brought out all the rods from before 
the Lorp unto all the children of 
Israel; and they looked, and took every 
man his rod. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses: 
‘Put back the rod of Aaron before the 
testimony, to be kept there, for a 
token against the rebellious children; 
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that there may be made an end of their 
murmurings against Me, that they 
die not.’ *Thus did Moses; as the 
Lorp commanded him, so did he. 
27And the children of Israel spoke 
unto Moses, saying: ‘Behold, we per- 
ish, we are undone, we are all undone. 
283Every one that cometh near, that 
cometh near unto the tabernacle of the 
Lorp, is to die; shall we wholly perish?’ 
1 8 And the Lorp said unto Aaron: 
‘Thou and thy sons and thy 
fathers’ house with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of the sanctuary; and thou 
and thy sons with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood. ?And 
thy brethren also, the tribe of Levi, 
the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
near with thee, that they may be 
joined unto thee, and minister unto 
thee, thou and thy sons with thee be- 
ing before the tent of the testimony: 
3And they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the Tent; only they 
shall not come nigh unto the holy 
furniture and unto the altar, that they 
die not, neither they, nor ye. ‘And 
they shall be joined unto thee, and 
keep the charge of the tent of meeting, 
whatsoever the service of the Tent 
may be; but a common man shall not 
draw nigh unto you. ‘And ye shall 
keep the charge of the holy things, 
and the charge of the altar, that there 
be wrath no more upon the children 
of Israel. 6And I, behold, I have taken 
your brethren the Levites from among 
the children of Israel; for you they 
are given as a gift unto the Lorp, to 
do the service of the tent of meeting. 
7And thou and thy sons with thee shall 
keep your priesthood in everything 
that pertaineth to the altar, and to 
that within the veil; and ye shall serve; 
I give you the priesthood as a service 
of gift; and the common man that 
draweth nigh shall be put to death.’ 
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8And the Lorp spoke unto Aaron: 
‘And I, behold, I have given thee the 
charge of My heave-offerings; even of 
all the hallowed things of the children 
of Israel unto thee have I given them 
for a consecrated portion, and to thy 
sons, as a dueforever. *This shall be 
thine of the most holy things, reserved 
from the fire: every offering of theirs, 
even every meal-offering of theirs, 
and every sin-offering of theirs, and 
every guilt-offering of theirs, which 
they may render unto Me, shall be 
most holy for thee and for thy sons. 
10In a most holy place shalt thou eat 
thereof; every male may eat thereof; 
it shall be holy unto thee. “And this 
is thine: the heave-offering of their 
gift, even all the wave-offerings of the 
children of Israel; I have given them 
unto thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, as a due for ever; 
every one that is clean in thy house 
may eat thereof. All the best of the 
oil, and all the best of the wine, and 
_ of the corn, the first part of them which 
they give unto the Lorn, to thee have I 
given them. The first-ripe fruits of all 
that is in their land, which they bring 
unto the Lorp, shall be thine; every 
one that is clean in thy house may 
~ eat thereof. “Every thing devoted 
in Israel shall be thine. Every 
thing that openeth the womb, of all 
- flesh which they offer unto the Lorp, 
both of man and beast, shall be thine; 
| howbeit. the first-born of man shalt 
a pou surely redeem, and the first- 
| ling of unclean beasts shalt thou 
/ redeem, And their redemption- 
/ money—from a month old shalt thou 
redeem them—shall be, according to 
_ thy valuation, five shekels of silver, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary— 
| the same is twenty gerahs.. But 
| the firstling of an ox, or the firstling 
_of a sheep, or the firstling of a goat, 
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thou shalt not redeem; they are holy: 
thou shalt dash their blood against 
the altar, and shalt make their fat 
smoke for an offering made by fire, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lorp, 
18And the flesh of them shall be thine, 
as. the wave-breast and as the right 
thigh, it shall be thine, }%All the 
heave-offerings of the holy things, 
which the children of Israel offer unto 
the Lorp, have I given thee, and thy 
sons and thy daughters with thee, as 
a due for ever; it is an. everlasting 
covenant of salt before the Lorp unto 
thee and to thy seed with thee. 
20And the Lorp said unto Aaron: 
‘Thou shalt have no inheritance in 
their land, neither shalt thou have 
any portion among them; I am thy 
portion and thine inheritance among 
the children of Israel. *tAnd unto the 
children of Levi, behold, I have given 
all. the tithe in Israel for an inherit- 
ance, in return for their service which 
they serve, even the service of the 
tent of meeting... “And henceforth 
the children of Israel shall not come 
nigh the tent of meeting, lest they 
bear sin, and die. “But the Levites 
alone shall do the service of the tent 
of meeting, and they shall bear their 
iniquity; it shall be a statute for ever 
throughoutyour generations, and 
among the children of Israel they 
shall have no inheritance. “For the 
tithe of the children of Israel, which 
they set apart as a gift unto the Lorp, 
I have given to the Levites for an in- 
heritance; therefore I have said unto 
them: Among the children of Israel 
they shall have no inheritance.’ 
And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: ‘Moreover thou shalt speak 
unto the Levites, and say unto them: 
When ye take of the children of 
Israel the tithe which I have given 
you from them for your inheritance, 
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then ye shall set apart of it a gift for 
the Lorp, even a tithe of the tithe. 
27And the gift which ye set apart 
shall be reckoned unto you, as though 
it were the corn of the threshing- 
floor, and as the fulness of the wine- 
press, **Thus ye also shall set apart 
a gift unto the Lorp of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of 
Israel; and thereof ye shall give the 
gift which is set apart unto the Lorp 
to Aaron the priest. **Out of all that 
ig given you ye shall set apart all of 
that which is due unto the Lorp, of 
all the best thereof, even the hallowed 
part thereof out of it. *Therefore 
thou shalt say unto them: When 
ye set apart the best thereof from 
it, then it shall be counted unto 
the Levites as the increase of the 
threshing-floor, and as the increase 
of the winepress. “And ye may eat 
it in every place, ye and your house- 
holds; for it is your reward in return 
for your service in the tent of meeting. 
And ye shall bear no sin by reason 
of it, seeing that ye have set apart 
from it the best thereof; and ye shall 
not profane the holy things of the 
children of Israel, that ye die not.’ 
npn 
<5 9 And the Lorp spoke unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying: 

2This is the statute of the law which 
the Lorp hath commanded, saying: 
Speak unto the children of Israel, that 
they bring thee a red heifer, faultless, 
wherein is no blemish, and upon which 
never came yoke. *And ye shall give 
her unto Eleazar the priest, and she 
shall be brought forth without the 
camp, and she shall be slain before 
his face. ‘And Eleazar the ‘priest 
shall take of her blood with his finger, 
and sprinkle of her blood toward 
the front of the tent of meeting seven 
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times. . 5And the heifer shall be burnt 
in his sight; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dung, shall 
be burnt. And the priest shall take 
cedar-wood, and hyssop, and scar- 
let, and cast it into the midst of 
the burning of the heifer. 7’7Then the 
priest shall wash his clothes, and he 
shall bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he may come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean until 
the even. *And he that burneth her 
shall wash his clothes in water, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and shall be 
unclean until the even. ®And'a' man 
that is clean shall gather up the ashes 
of the heifer, and lay them up without 
the camp in a clean place, and it shall 
be kept for the congregation of the 
children of Israel for a water of 
sprinkling; it is a purification from 
sin. 2°And he that gathereth the 
ashes of the heifer shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even; 
and it shall be unto the children of 
Israel, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among them, for a statute 
for ever. “He that toucheth the dead, 
even any man’s dead body, shall be 
unclean seven days; ’the same shall 
purify himself therewith on the third 
day and on the seventh day, and he 


shall be clean; but if he purify not 


himself the third day and'the seventh 
day, he shall not be clean. Whoso- 
ever toucheth the dead, even the 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself—he hath defiled | 
the tabernacle of the Lorp—that | 
soul shall be cut off from Israel; be- 
cause the water of sprinkling was 
not dashed against him, he shall be 


unclean; his uncleanness is yet upon | | 


him. “This is the law: when a man 
dieth in a tent, every one that cometh 
into the tent, and every thing that is 
in the tent, shall be unclean seven 
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_ days. And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering close-bound upon 
it, is unclean. .%And whosoever in 
the open field toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword, or one that dieth 
of himself, or a bone of a man, 
or a grave, shall be unclean seven 
days. 1’And for the unclean they shall 
take of the ashes of the burning of 
the purification from sin, and running 
water shall be put thereto in a vessel. 
18And a clean person shall take hyssop, 
and dip it in the water, and sprinkle 
it upon the tent, and upon all the 
vessels, and upon the persons that 
were there, and upon him that touched 
the bone, or the slain, or the dead, or 
the grave. And the clean person 
shall sprinkle upon the unclean on 
the third day, and on the seventh 
_ day; and on the seventh day he shall 
purify him; and he shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and shall be clean at even. ?°But the 
man that shall be unclean, and shall 
not purify himself, that soul shall be 
cut off from the midst of the assembly, 
because he hath defiled the sanctuary 
of the Lorn; the water of sprinkling 
hath not been dashed against him: 
he is unclean. And it shall be a 
perpetual statute unto them; and he 
_ that sprinkleth the water of sprinkling 
shall wash his clothes; and he that 
_ toucheth the water of sprinkling shall 
be unclean until even. “And what- 
soever the unclean person toucheth 
shall be unclean; and the soul that 
_ toucheth him shall be unclean. until 
20: And the children of Israel, even 
| “\' the whole congregation, came 

- into the wilderness of Zin in the first 
month; and the people abode in Ka- 
desh; and Miriam died there, and 
__was buried there. 2And there was:no 


water for the congregation; and they 
assembled themselves together against 
Moses and against Aaron. *And the 
people strove with Moses, and spoke, 
saying: ‘Would that we had. perished 
when our brethren ‘perished. before 
the Lorp! 4And why have ye brought 
the assembly ‘of the Lorp. into: this 
wilderness, to die there, we and. our 
cattle? ‘And wherefore have ye made 
us to come up out of Egypt, to bring 
us in unto this-evil place? it is no place 
of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates; neither. is. there any 
water to. drink.’ ‘And, Moses’ and 
Aaron went from the presence. of 
the assembly unto the door of the 
tent of meeting, and fell upon their 
faces; and the glory of the Lorp ap- 
peared unto them. 7And the Lorp 
spoke unto Moses, saying: §Take 
the rod, and assemble the congrega- 
tion, thou, and Aaron thy brother, 
and speak ye unto the rock before 
their eyes, that it give forth its 
water; and thou shalt: bring forth to 
them water out of the rock; so thou 
shalt give the congregation and. their 
cattle drink.’ ®*And. Moses took the 
rod from before the Lorp, as He com- 
manded him. 1°And Moses and Aaron 
gathered the assembly together be- 
fore the rock, and he said unto them: 
‘Hear now, ye rebels; are we to bring 
you forth water out of this rock?’ 
1tAnd Moses lifted up his hand, and 
smote the rock with his rod twice; 
and water came forth abundantly, 
and the congregation drank, and their 
cattle. And the Lorp said unto 
Moses and Aaron: ‘Because. ye be- 
lieved not. in Me, to. sanctify Me in 
the eyes of the children of. Israel, 
therefore ye shall not bring this as- 
sembly into the land which I have 
given them.’ “These are the waters 
of *Meribah, where the children of,

14And Moses sent messengers from 
Kadesh unto the king of Edom: 
‘Thus saith thy brother Israel: 
Thou knowest all the travail that hath 
befallen us; “how our fathers went 
down into Egypt, and we dwelt in 
Egypt a long time; and the Egyptians 
dealt ill with us, and our fathers; and 
when we cried unto the Lorp, He 
heard our voice, and sent an angel, 
and brought us forth out of Egypt; 
and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a 
city in the uttermost of thy border. 
“Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy land; we will not pass through 
field or through vineyard, neither 
will we drink of the water of the 
wells; we will go along the king’s high- 
way, we will not turn aside to the 
right hand nor to the left, until we 
have passed thy border.’ 18And Edom 
said unto him: ‘Thou shalt not pass 
through me, lest I come out with the 
sword against thee.’ }°And the chil- 
dren of Israel said unto him: ‘We will 
go up by the highway; and if we drink 
of thy water, I and my cattle, then 
will I give the price thereof; let me 
only pass through on my feet; there 
is no hurt.’ ®°And he said: ‘Thou 
shalt not pass through.’ And Edom 
came out against him with much peo- 
ple, and with a strong hand. #Thus 
Edom refused to give Israel passage 
through his border; wherefore Israel 
turned away from him. 

2And they journeyed from Kadesh; 
and the children of Israel, even the 
whole congregation, came unto mount 
Hor. *And the Lorp spoke unto 
Moses and Aaron in mount Hor, by 
the border of the land of Edom, say- 
ing: “‘Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people; for he shall not enter into 
the land which I have given unto 
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the children of Israel, because ye 
rebelled against My word at the waters 
of Meribah. *Take Aaron and Elea- 
zar his son, and bring them up unto 
mount Hor. *And strip Aaron of 
his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar his son; and Aaron shall be 
gathered unto his people, and shall 
die there.’ 27And Moses did as the 
Lorp commanded; and they went 
up into mount Hor in the sight of 
all the congregation. **And Moses 
stripped Aaron of his garments, and 
put them upon Eleazar his son; and 
Aaron died there in the top of the 
mount; and Moses and Eleazar came 
down from the mount. ?*And when 
all the congregation saw that Aaron 
was dead, they wept for Aaron thirty 
days, even all the house of Israel, 
P21 And the Canaanite, the king of 
Arad, who dwelt in the South, 
heard tell that Israel came by the way 
of Atharim; and he fought against 
Israel, and took some of them captive. — 
2And_ Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lorp, and said: ‘If Thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then 
I will utterly destroy their cities.’ 
8And the Lorp hearkened to the voice 
of Israel, and delivered up the Ca- 
naanites; and they utterly destroyed

And Moses prayed for 
the people. *And the Lorpsaid unto 
Moses: ‘Make theea fiery serpent, and 
set it upon a pole; and it shall come to 
ass, that every one thatis bitten, when 
e seeth it, shall live.’ *And Moses 
made a serpent of brass, and set it upon 
the pole; and it came to pass, that if a 
serpent had bitten any man, when 
he looked unto the serpent of brass, 
he lived. 4°And the children of Israel 
_ journeyed, and pitched in Oboth. 
And they journeyed from Oboth, and 
pitched at Ije-abarim, in the wilder- 
ness which is in front of Moab, toward 
the sunrising. From thence they 
journeyed, and pitched in the valley of 
Zered. #From thence they journeyed, 
and pitched on the other side of the 
Arnon, which is in the wilderness, 
that cometh out of the border of the 
Amorites.—For Arnon. is the border of 
Moab, between Moab and the Amo- 
rites; “wherefore it is said in the book 
_ of the Wars of the Lorp: 
Vaheb in Suphah, 
And the valleys of Arnon, 
15And the slope of the valleys 
- That inclineth toward the seat of Ar, 
And leaneth upon the border of 
- Moab.— 
And from thence to *Beer; that is 
__ the well whereof the Lorp said unto 
Moses: ‘Gather the people together, 
and I will give them water.’ Then 
_ sang Israel this song: 
Spring up, O well—sing ye unto it— 
~ 48The well, which the princes digged, 
Which thenoblesof the peopledelved, 
With the sceptre, and with their 
staves. 
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And from the wilderness to Mat- 
tanah; }°*and from Mattanah to Na- 
haliel; and from Nahaliel to Bamoth; 
and from Bamcth to the valley that 
is in the field of Moab, by the top 
of Pisgah, which looketh down upon 
the desert. 

And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, saying: 
“Let me pass through thy land; we 
will not turn aside into field, or into 
vineyard; we will not drink of the 
water of the wells; we will go by the 
king’s highway, until we have passed 
thy border.’ And Sihon would not 
suffer Israel to pass through his 
border; but Sihon gathered all his 
people together, and went out against 
Israel into the wilderness, and came 
to Jahaz; and he fought against Israel. 
*4And Israel smote him with the edge 
of the sword, and possessed his land 
from the Arnon unto the Jabbok, 
even unto the children of Ammon; for 
the border of the children of Ammon 
was strong. And Israel took all 
these cities; and Israel dwelt in all the 
cities of the Amorites, in Heshbon, 
and in all the towns thereof. *For 
Heshbon was the city of Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, who had fought 
against the former king of Moab, and 
taken all his land out of his hand; 
even unto the Arnon. 2?’Wherefore 
they that speak in parables say: 

Come ye to Heshbon! 

Let the city of Sihon be built and 

established!

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manded Moses. %2Now the prey, over 
and above the booty which the men of 
war took, was six hundred thousand 
and seventy thousand and five thou- 
sand sheep, and threescore and 
twelve thousand beeves, “and three- 
score and one thousand asses, *and 
thirty and two thousand persons in 
all, of the women that had not known 
man by lying with him. *And the 
half, which was the portion of them 
that went out to war, was in number 
three hundred thousand and_ thirty 
thousand and seven thousand and 
five hundred sheep. *7And the Lorp’s 
tribute of the sheep was six hundred 
and threescore and fifteen. And 
the beeves were thirty and six thou- 
sand, of which the Lorn’s tribute was 
threescore and twelve. **And_ the 
asses were thirty thousand and five 
hundred, of which the Lorp’s tribute 
was threescore and one. “And the 
persons were sixteen thousand, of 
whom the Lorp’s tribute was thirty 
and two persons. “And Moses gave 
the tribute, which was set apart for 
the Lorp, unto Eleazar the priest, 
as the Lorp commanded Moses. 
“And of the children of Israel’s half, 
which Moses divided off from the 
men that warred —“now the congrega- 
tion’s half was three hundred thou- 
sand and thirty thousand and seven 
thousand. and five hundred sheep, 
“and thirty and six thousand beeves,

dred. asses, “and sixteen thousand 
ersons—‘even of the children of 
srael’s half, Moses, took one drawn 
out of every fifty, both of man and of 
beast, and gave them unto the Levites, 
that kept the charge of the tabernacle 
of the Lorp; as the Lorp commanded 
Moses.

Thus did your fathers, when I sent 
them from Kadesh-barnea to see 
the land. *For when they went up 
unto the valley of Eshcol, and saw 
the land, they turned away the heart 
of the children of Israel, that they 
should not go into the land which the 
-Lorp had given them. And the 


-Lorp’s anger was kindled in that day, 


and He swore, saying: “Surely none 
of the men that came up out of Egypt, 
from twenty years old and upward, 


shall see the land which I swore un- 


followed Me; save Caleb the son of 


Israel, and He made them wander to 


to Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto 
Jacob; because they have not wholly 


Jephunneh the Kenizzite, and Joshua 
the son of Nun; because they have 
‘wholly followed the Lorp. ‘And 
the Lorp’s anger was kindled against 


-and fro in the wilderness forty years, 


until all the generation, that had done 
~ evil in the sight of the Lorp, was con- 


sumed. And, behold, ye are risen 


up in your fathers’ stead, a brood of 


sinful men, to augment yet the fierce 


anger of the Lorp toward Israel. 


‘For if ye turn away from after Him, 
He will yet again leave them in the 


_ wilderness; and so ye will destroy all

this people.’ 

16And they came near unto him, and 
said: ‘We will build sheepfolds here 
for our cattle, and cities for our little 

ones; )’but we ourselves will be ready

until the children of Israel have in- 
herited every man his inheritance.

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man that is armed to battle, before the 
Lorp, and the land shall be subdued 
before you, then ye shall give them 
the land of Gilead for a possession; 
but if they will not pass over with 
you armed, they shall have possessions 
among you in the land of Canaan.’ 
%And the children of Gad and. the 
children of Reuben answered, saying: 
‘As the Lorp hath said unto thy 
servants, so will we do. “We will 
pass over armed before the Lorp into 
the land of Canaan, and the possession 
of our inheritance shall remain with 
us beyond the Jordan.’ 

33And Moses gave unto them, even 
to the children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and unto the 
half-tribe of Manasseh the son of 
Joseph, the kingdom of Sihon king of 
the Amorites, and the kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, the land, accord- 
ing to the cities thereof with their 
borders, even the cities of the land 
round about. “And the children of 
Gad built Dibon, and Ataroth, and 
Aroer; and Atroth-shophan, and 
Jazer, and Jogbehah; “and Beth- 
nimrah, and Beth-haran; fortified 
cities, and folds for sheep. *’And the 
children of Reuben built Heshbon, and 
Elealeh, and Kiriathaim; **and Nebo, 
and Baal-meon—their names being 
changed—-and Sibmah; and gave their 
names unto the cities which they 
builded. 3*And the children of Machir 
the son of Manasseh went to Gilead, 
and took it, and dispossessed the 
Amorites that were therein. And 
Moses gave Gilead unto Machir the 
son of Manasseh; and he dwelt 
therein.

But 
if ye will not drive out the inhabitants 
of the land from before you, then shall 
those that ye let remain of them be as 
thorns in your eyes, and as pricks 
in your sides, and they shall harass 
you in the land wherein ye dwell. 
And it shall;come to pass, that as I 
thought to do unto them, so will I do 
unto you.’ 
3 4 And the Lor» spoke unto Moses, 
saying: *‘Command the. chil- 
dren of Israel, and say unto them: 
When ye come into. the land of 
Canaan, this shall be the land. that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance, 
even the land of Canaan according 
to the borders thereof. ®Thus your 
south side shall be from the wilderness 
of Zin close by the side of Edom, and 
your south border shall begin at the 
end of the Salt Sea eastward; 4and 
your border shall turn about. south- 
ward of the ascent of Akrabbim, and 
pass along to Zin; and the goings out 
thereof shall be southward of Kadesh- 
barnea; and it shall go forth to Hazar- 
addar, and pass along to Azmon; 
Sand the border shall turn about 
from Azmon unto the Brook of Egypt, 
and the goings out thereof shall be at 
the Sea. ®And for the western border, 
ye shall have the Great Sea for a bor- 
der; this shall be your west border.

from the Great Sea ye shall mark out 
our line unto mount Hor; *from mount 
or ye shall mark out a line unto 
the entrance to Hamath; and the 
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goings out of the border shall be at 
Zedad; *and the border shall go forth 
to Ziphron, and the goings out thereof 
shall be at Hazar-enan; this shall — 
be your north border. +°And ye shall 
mark out your line for the east border

13And Moses commanded the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying: ‘This is the 
land wherein ye shall receive in- 
heritance by lot, which the Lorp 
hath commanded. to give unto the — 
nine tribes, and to the half-tribe; 
14for the tribe of the children of Reuben 
according to their fathers’ houses, and 
the tribe of the children of Gad ac- 
cording to their fathers’ houses, have 
received, and the half-tribe of Ma- — 
nasseh have received, their inherit- 
ance; the two tribes .and the half- 
tribe have received their inheritance 
beyond the Jordan at Jericho east-— 
ward, toward the sunrising.’ ne 
And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, — 
saying:

Manasseh a prince, Hanniel the son 
of Ephod; “and of the tribe of the 
children of Ephraim a prince, Kemuel 
the son of Shiphtan. *And of the 
tribe of the children of Zebulun a 
prince, Elizaphan the son of Parnach. 
#And of the tribe of the children of 
Issachar a prince, Paltiel the son of 
Azzan. *’And of the tribe of the

— they whom the Lorp commanded 
to divide the inheritance unto the 
children of Israel in the land of 
Canaan.’

*And the Lorp spoke unto Moses, 
saying: 1°‘ Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say. unto them: When ye 
pass over the Jordan into the land of 
Canaan, “then ye shall appoint you 
cities to be cities of refuge for you, 
that the manslayer that killeth any 
person through error may flee thither. 
And the cities shall be unto you for 
refuge from the avenger, that the 
manslayer die not, until he stand 
before the congregation for judgment. 
18And as to the cities which ye shall 
give, there shall be for you six cities 
of refuge. Ye shall give three cities 
beyond the Jordan, and three cities 
shall ye give in the land of Canaan; 
they shall be cities of refuge. “For the 
children of Israel, and for the stranger 
and for the settler among them, shall 
these six cities be for refuge, that 
every one that killeth any person 
through error may flee thither. But 
if he smote him with an instrument of 
iron, so that: he died, he is a murderer; 
the ‘murderer shall ’ surely be put. to 
death. 1’And if he smote him with a 
stone in the hand, whereby a man may 
die, and he died, he is a murderer; 
the murderer shall surely be: put’ to 
death. 18Or if he smote him with a 
weapon of wood in the hand, whereby 
aman may die, and: he died, he isa 
murderer; the murderer shall surely 
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be put to death. ‘The avenger of 
blood shall himself put the murderer 
to death; when he meeteth him, he 
shall put him to death. #°And if he 
thrust him of hatred, or hurled at 
him any thing, lying in wait, so that 
he died; “or in enmity smote him with 
his hand, that he died; he that smote 
him shall surely be put to death: he is 
a murderer; the avenger of blood shall 
put the murderer to death when he 
meeteth him. ”But if he thrust him 
suddenly without enmity, or hurled 
upon him any thing without lying 
in wait, “or with any stone, whereby 
aman may die, seeing him not, and 
cast it upon him, so that he died, and 
he was not his enemy, neither sought 
his harm; *then the congregation 
shall judge between the smiter and 
the avenger of blood according to 
these ordinances; “and the congrega- 
tion shall deliver the manslayer out of 
the hand of the avenger of blood, and 
the congregation shall restore him to 
his city of refuge, whither he was fled; 
and he shall dwell therein until the 
death of the high priest, who was 
anointed with the holy oil. But if 
the manslayer shall at any time go 
beyond the border of his city of refuge, 
whither he fleeth; 2’and the avenger of 
blood find him without the border of 
his city of refuge, and the avenger of 
blood slay the manslayer; there shall 
be no bloodguiltiness for him; ?%be- 
cause he must remain in his city of 
refuge until the death of the high 
priest; but after the death of the high 
priest the manslayer may return into 
the land of his possession. 2%And 
these things shall be for a statute of 
judgment unto you throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings. 
S%°Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be slain at the mouth 
of witnesses; but one witness shall 
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not testify against any person that 
he die. #Moreover ye shall take no 
ransom for the life of a murderer, 
that is guilty of death; but he shall 
surely be put to death. | And ye shall — 
take no ransom for him that is fled 
to his city of refuge, that’ he should — 
come again to dwell in the land, until 
the death of the priest. So ye shall 
not pollute the land wherein ye are; — 
for blood, it polluteth the land; and 
no expiation can be made for the land 
for the blood that is shed therein, b > ; 
by the blood of him. that shed) it. — 
34And thou shalt not defile! the land — 
which ye inhabit, in the midst of which — 
I dwell; for I the Lorp dwell in the | 
midst of the children of Israel! 9) 4) 
36 And the heads of the fathers’

54nd Moses commanded the children 
of Israel according to the word of the 
Lorp, saying: ‘The tribe of the sons 
of Joseph speaketh right. This” is 
the thing which the Lorp hath com- 
manded concerning the daughters of 
Zelophehad, saying: Let them be 
married to whom they think. best; 
only into the family of the tribe of 
their father shall they be married: 
~ %$o shall no inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Israel remove from tribe to 
tribe; for the children of Israel shall 
- cleave every one to the inheritance of 
_ the tribe of his fathers. And every 
- daughter, that possesseth an_inherit- 
ance in any tribe of the children of 
Israel, shall be wife unto one of the 
| family of the tribe of her father, that 
the children of Israel may possess 
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every man the inheritance of his 
fathers. So shall no inheritance re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
for the tribes of the children of Israel 


“shall cleave each one to its own in- 


heritance.’ 1°Even as the Lorp com- 
manded: Moses, so did the daughters 
of Zelophehad. “For Mahlah, Tirzah, 
and Hoglah, and Milcah, and Noah, 
the daughters of Zelophehad, were 
married unto their father’s brothers’ 
sons. They were married into the 
families of the sons of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance 
remained in the tribe of the family of 


their father. 


These are the commandments and 
the ordinances, which the Lorp com- 
manded by the hand of Moses. unto 
the children of Israel in the plains of 
Moab by the Jordan at Jericho. 
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1 TueEsE are the words which Moses 

spoke unto all Israel beyond the 
Jordan; in the wilderness, in the 
Arabah, over against Suph, between 
Paran and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Di-zahab. It is eleven 
days’ journey from Horeb unto Ka- 


desh-barnea by the way of mount. 


Seir. %And it came to pass in the 
fortieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that 
Moses spoke unto the children of 
Israel, according unto all that the 
Lorp had given him in commandment 
unto them; ‘after he had smitten 
Sihon the king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and Og the king 
of Bashan, who dwelt in Ashtaroth, 
at Edrei; beyond the Jordan, in the 
land of Moab, took Moses upon him 
to expound this law, saying: 

°The Lorp our God spoke unto us 
in Horeb, saying: ‘Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mountain; “turn 
you, and take your journey, and go to 
the hill-country of the Amorites and 
unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the Arabah, in the hill-country, 
and in the Lowland, and in the South, 
and by the sea-shore; the land of the 
Canaanites, and Lebanon, as far as 
the great river, the river Euphrates. 
®Behold, I have set the land before you: 
go in and possess the land which the 
Lorp swore unto your fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to 
give unto them and to their seed after 
them.’ 

*And I spoke unto you at that time, 
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saying: ‘I am not able to bear you — 
myself alone; '°the Lorp your God ~ 
hath multiplied you, and, behold, ye 
are this day as the stars of heaven for _ 
multitude——"The Lorp, the God of © 
your fathers, make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, and 
bless you, as He hath promised you!— 
“How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and 
your strife? “Get you, from each ~ 
one of your tribes, wise men, and un- | 
derstanding, and full of knowledge, 
and I will make them heads over © 
you.’ And ye answered me, and said: © 
‘The thing which thou hast spoken — 
is good for us to do.’ “So I took the 
heads of your tribes, wise men, and full 
of knowledge, and made them heads — 
over you, captains of thousands, and © . 
captains of hundreds, and captains 
of fifties, and captains of tens, and 
officers, tribe by tribe. And J 
charged your judges at that time, 
saying: ‘Hear the causes between ~ 
your brethren, and judge righteously — | 
between a man and his brother, and | 
the stranger that is with him. 17Ye © 
shall not respect persons in judgment; — 
ye shall hear the small and the great 
alike; ye shall not be afraid of the | | 
face of any man; for the judgment is * 
God’s; and the cause that is too hard — 
for you ye shall bring unto me, and I 
will hear it.’ 1#And I commanded you 
at that time all the things which ye | 
should do. % 
1*And we journeyed from Horeb, | 
and went through all that great and 
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dreadful wilderness which ye saw, by 

the way to the hill-country of the 
_ Amorites, as the Lorp our God com- 
_manded us;‘and we came to Kadesh- 

barnea. ?°And I said unto you: ‘Ye 

are come unto the hill-country of the 

Amorites, which the Lorp our God 

giveth unto us. *Behold, the Lorp 

thy God hath set the land before thee; 

go up, take possession, as the Lorp, 

the God of thy fathers, hath spoken 
unto thee; fear not, neither be dis- 
_mayed.’ #And ye came near unto me 

every one of you, and said: ‘Let us 

send men before us, that they may 
_ search the land for us, and bring us 
_ back word of the way by which we 
- must go up, and the cities unto which 
we shall come.’ And the thing 
pleased me well; and I took twelve 
men of you, one man for every tribe; 
4and they ‘turned and went up into 
| the mountains,. and came unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and spied, it out. 
%And they took of the fruit of the 
| land in their hands, and brought. it 
down unto us, and brought us back 
| word, and said: ‘Good is the land 
| which the Lorp our God giveth unto 
) us.’ Yet ye would not go up, but 
“rebelled against the commandment of 
| the Lorp your. God; ?’and ye mur- 
| mured in your tents, and said: ‘Be- 
/ cause the Lorp hated us, He hath 
| brought us forth out of the land of 
| Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of 
) the Amorites, to destroy us. ?*Whith- 
) er are we going up? our brethren have 
| made our heart: to melt, saying: The 
| people is greater and taller than we; 
| the cities are great and fortified up 
( to heaven; and moreover we have 
seen the sons of the Anakim ‘there.’ 
’ Then I said unto you: ‘Dread not, 
‘neither be afraid of them. 
)» Lorp:your God who goethbefore you, 
He shall fight for you, according to all 
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that He did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes; *and in the wilderness, 
where: thou hast seen how that. the 
Lorp thy God bore thee; as a man 
doth bear his son, in all the way that 
ye went, until ye came unto this 
place. *Yet in this thing ye do not 
believe the Lorp your God, #who 
went before you in the way, to seek 
you out a place to pitch your tents 
in: in fire by night, to show you by 
what way. ye should go, and in the 
cloud by day.’ 

%4And the Lorp heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and 
swore, saying: * ‘Surely there ‘shall 
not one of these men, even this evil 
generation, see the good land, which 
1 swore to give unto your fathers, 
save Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
he shall see it; and to him will I give 
the land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children; because he hath 
wholly followed the Lorp.’ | #7Also 
the Lorp was angry with me for your 
sakes, saying: ‘Thou also shalt not 
go in thither; **Joshua the son of Nun, 
who standeth before thee, he shall go 
in thither; encourage thou him, for 
he shall cause Israel. to inherit. it. 
3%*Moreover your little ones, that ye 
said should be a prey, and your chil- 
dren, that this day have no knowledge 
of good or evil, they shall goin thither, 
and unto them will I give it, and they 
shall possess it. *#°But as for you, turn 
you, and take your journey into the 
wilderness by the way to the Red 
Sea.’ “Then ye answered and said 
unto me: ‘We have sinned against the 
Lorp, we will go up and fight, accord- 
ing to all that the Lorp our God com- 
manded us.’ And ye girded on every 
man his weapons of war, and deemed 
it a light thing to go up into the hill- 
country. “And the Lorp ‘said unto 
me: ‘Say unto them: Go not up, 
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neither fight; for Iam not among you; 
lest ye be smitten before your ene- 
mies.’ “So I spoke unto you, and ye 
hearkened not; but ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lorp, and 
were presumptuous, and went up into 
the hill-country. “And the Amorites, 
that dwell in that hill-country, came 
out against you, and chased you, as 
bees do, and beat you down in Seir, 
evenunto Hormah. “And ye returned 
and wept before the Lorp; but the 
Lorp hearkened not to your voice, 
nor gave ear unto you. “So ye abode 
in Kadesh many days, according unto 
the days that ye abode there. 
Then we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by the 
way to the Red Sea, as the Lorp spoke 
unto me; and we compassed mount 
Seir many days. 
2And the Lorp spoke unto me, say- 
ing: *Ye have compassed this moun- 
tain long enough; turn you northward. 
4And command thou the people, say- 
ing: Ye are to pass through the bor- 
der of your brethren the children of 
Esau, that dwell in Seir; and they 
will be afraid of you; take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore; ®con- 
tend not. with them; for I will not 
give you of their land, no, not so 
much as for the sole of the foot to 
tread on; because I have given mount 
Seir unto Hsau for a possession. ®Ye 
shall purchase food of them for money, 
that ye may eat; and ye shall also buy 
water of them for money, that ye 
may drink. ‘For the Lorp thy God 
hath blessed thee in all the work of 
thy hand; He hath known thy walking 
through this great wilderness; these 
forty years the Lorp thy God hath 
been with thee; thou hast lacked noth- 
ing.’ So we. passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, that 
dwell in Seir, from the way of the 
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Arabah, from Elath and from Ezion- 
geber. 

And we turned fey passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab... °*And 
the Lorp said unto me: ‘Be not at 
enmity with Moab, ‘neither contend 
with them in battle; for I will not 
give thee of his land for a possession; — 
because I have given Ar unto the chil- 
dren of Lot for a possession.—1°The 
Emim dwelt therein aforetime, a peo- 
ple great, andmany, and tall, as the 
Anakim; “these also are accounted 
Rephaim, as the Anakim; but the 
Moabites’ call them Emim. “And 
in Seir dwelt the Horites aforetime, 
but the children of Esau. succeed- 
ed them;.and they destroyed them 
from before them, and dwelt in-their 
stead; as Israel did unto the land of 
his possession, which the Lorp gave 
unto them:—“Now rise up, and. get 
you over the brook Zered.’? And we 
went over the brook Zered.. “And 
the days in which we came from 
Kadesh-barnea, until we were comé 
over the brook Zered,: were: thirty 
and eight years; until all the genera- 
tion, even the men of war, were con- 
sumed from the midst of the camp, 
as the Lorp swore unto them. “More- 
over the hand of the Lorp was against | 
them, to discomfit them from the : 
midst of the camp, until they meray 
consumed. 

So it came to pass, when all Akos 
men of war were consumed and dead || 
from among’ the ‘people, 1 
Lorp spoke unto me, saying: |

dwelt therein aforetime; but the Am- 
monites call them Zamzummim, #a 
people great, and many, and tall, as 
the Anakim; but: the Lorp destroyed 
them before them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead; “as He 
did for the children of Esau, that dwell 


_ in Seir, when He destroyed the Horites 


from before them; and they succeeded 


_ them, and dwelt in their stead even 


unto this day; #and the Avvim, that 


dwelt in villages as far as Gaza, the 


Caphtorim, that. came forth out of 


. Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt in 


their stead.—*Rise ye up, take your 
journey, and pass over the valley of 
Arnon; behold, I have given into 
thy hand Sihon the Amorite, king of 
Heshbon, and his land; begin to pos- 


_ sess it, and contend with him in battle. 


This day will I begin to put the 


_ dread of thee and the fear of thee

wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
| king of Heshbon with words of peace,

| land; I will go along by the highway, 
I will neither turn unto the right hand

give me water for money, that I may 
drink; only let me pass through on 


_ my feet; 2°as the children of Esau that

 *%But Sihon king of Heshbon would

From Aroer, which is on the 
edge of the valley of Arnon, and from 
the city that is in the valley, even 
unto Gilead, there was not a city too 
high for us: the Lorp our God deliv- 
ered up all before us. *’Only to the 
land of the children of Ammon thou 
camest not near; all the side of the 
river Jabbok, and the cities of the hill- 
country, and wheresoever the Lorp 
our God forbade us. 


Then we turned, and went up the 

way to Bashan; and Og the king of 
Bashan came out against us, he and 
all his people, unto battle at. Edrei. 
2And the Lorp said unto me: ‘Fear 
him not; for I have delivered him, 
and all his people, and his land, into 
thy hand; and thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst. unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, who dwelt at  Heshbon,’ 
§So tne Lorp our God delivered into 
our hand Og also, the king of Bashan, 
and all his people; and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 
4And we took:all his cities at that 
time; there was not a city which we 
took not from them; threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
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of Og in Bashan. ‘All these were 
fortified cities, with high walls, gates, 
and bars; beside the unwalled towns 
a great many. ‘And we utterly de- 
stroyed them, as we did unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon, utterly destroying 
every city, the men, and the women, 
and. the little ones. 7But all the cat 
tle, and the spoil of the cities, we 
took for a prey unto ourselves. 
8And we took the land at that time 
out of the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites ‘that were beyond the Jor- 
dan, from the valley of Arnon unto 
mount Hermon—°*which Hermon the 
Sidonians call Sirion, and the Amorites 
call it Senir— 1°all the cities of the 
plain, and all Gilead, and all Bashan, 
unto Saleah and Edrei, cities of the 
kingdom of Og in. Bashan.—!!For 
only Og king of Bashan remained of 
the remnant of the Rephaim; behold, 
his' bedstead was a bedstead of iron; 
is it not in Rabbah of the children 
of Ammon? nine cubits was the length 
thereof, and four cubits the breadth 
of it, after the cubit of a man.—”And 
this land we took in possession at that 
time; from Aroer, which is by the 
valley of Arnon, and half the hill- 
country of Gilead, and the cities 
thereof, gave I unto the Reubenites 
and to the Gadites; “and the rest 
of Gilead, and all Bashan, the king- 
dom of Og, gave I unto the half-tribe 
of Manasseh; all the region of Argob— 
all that Bashan is called the land of 
Rephaim. “Jair the son of Manasseh 
took all the region of Argob, unto the 
border of the Geshurites and the Ma- 
acathites, and called them, even Ba- 
shan, after his own name, Havvoth- 
jair, unto this day.— And I: gave 
Gilead unto Machir. And unto the 
Reubenites and unto the Gadites I 
gave from Gilead even unto the valley 
of Arnon, the middle of the valley for

them; for this is your wisdom and 
your understanding in the sight of 
the peoples, that, when they hear all 
these statutes, shall say: ‘Surely this 
great nation is a wise and under- 
“standing people.’ “For what great 
nation is there, that hath God so nigh 
unto them, as the Lorp our God is 
_whensoever we call upon Him? *And 
what great nation is there, that hath 
statutes and ordinances so righteous 
as all this law, which I set before you 
- this day? ‘ *Only take heed to thyself, 
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and keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
saw, and lest they depart from thy. 
heart all the days of thy life; but make 
them known unto thy children and 
thy children’s children; the day 
that thou stoodest before the Lorp 
thy God in Horeb, when the Lorp 
said unto me: ‘Assemble Me the peo- 
ple, and I will make them hear My 
words, that they may learn to fear 
Me all the days that they live upon 
the earth, and that they may teach 
their children.’ And ye came near 
and stood under the mountain; and 
the mountain burned with fire unto 
the heart of heaven, with darkness, 
cloud, and thick darkness. "And the 
Lorp spoke unto you out of the midst 
of the fire; ye heard the voice of words, 
but ye saw no form; only a voice. 
13And He declared unto you His covy- 
enant, which He commanded you to 
perform, even the ten words; and He 
wrote them upon two tables of stone. 
4And the Lorp commanded me at 
that time to teach you statutes and 
ordinances, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go over to possess 
it. Take ye therefore good heed 
unto yourselves—for ye saw no man- 
ner of form on the day that the Lorp 
spoke unto you in Horeb out of the 
midst of the fire— “lest ye deal cor- 
ruptly, and make you a graven im- 
age, even the form of any figure, the 
likeness of male or female, !’the like- 
ness of any beast that is.on the earth, 
the likeness of any winged fowl that 
flieth in the heaven, !%the likeness of 
any thing that creepeth on the ground, 
the likeness of any fish that is in the 
water under the earth; and lest thou 
lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and 
when thou seest the sun and the moon 
and the stars, even ‘all the host. of 
heaven, thou be drawn away and 
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worship them, and serve them, which 
the Lorp thy God hath allotted unto 
all the peoples under the whole heaven. 
2But you hath the Lorp taken and 
brought forth out of the iron furnace, 
out of Egypt, to be unto Him a people 
of inheritance, as ye are this day. 
Now the Lorp was angered with me 
for your sakes, and swore that I 
should not go over the Jordan, and 
that I should not go in unto that good 
land, which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance; “but I must 
die in this land, I must not go over 
the Jordan; but ye are to go over, 
and possess that good land. *Take 
heed unto yourselves, lest ye forget 
the covenant of the Lorp your God, 
which He made with you, and make 
you a graven image, even the likeness 
of any thing which the Lorp thy 
God hath forbidden thee. *For the 
Lorp thy God is a devouring fire, a 
jealous God. 

When thou shalt beget children, 
and children’s children, and ye shall 
have been long in the land, and shall 
deal corruptly, and make a graven 
image, even the form of any thing, 
and shall do that which is evil in the 
sight of the Lorp thy God, to provoke 
Him; *I call heaven and earth to 
witness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over the Jordan 
to possess it; ye shall not prolong 
your days upon it, but shall utterly 
be destroyed. 2’And the Lorp shall 
scatter you among the peoples, and 
ye shall be left few in number among 
the nations, whither the Lorp shall 
lead you away. *And there ye shall 
serve gods, the work of men’s hands, 
wood and stone, which neither see, 
nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. But 
from thence ye will seek the Lorp 
thy. God; and thou shalt find Him, if 
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thou search after Him with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul. .*°In thy 
distress, when all these things are 
come upon thee, in the end of days, 
thou wilt return to the Lorp thy God, 
and hearken unto His voice; “for 
the Lorp thy God is a merciful God; 
He will not fail thee, neither destroy. 
thee, nor forget the covenant of, thy. 
fathers which He swore unto them. 
For ask now of the days past, which 
were before thee, since the day that 
God created man upon the earth, and 
from the one end of heaven unto the 
other, whether there hath been any 
such thing as this great thing is, or 


hath been heard like it? Did ever a — 


people hear the voice of God speaking 
out of the midst of the fire, as thou 
hast heard, and live? “Or hath God 
assayed to go and take Him a nation 
from the midst of another nation, by 
trials, by signs, and by wonders, and 
by war, and by a mighty hand, and 
by an outstretched arm, and b 

great terrors, according to all that the 
Lorp your God did for you in Egypt 
before thine eyes? Unto thee it was 
shown, that thou mightest know that 
the Lorn, He is God; there is none else 


beside Him. *Out of heaven He made — 
thee to hear His voice, that He might 


instruct thee; and upon earth He made 
thee to see His great fire; and thou 
didst hear His words out of the midst.

of Egypt, **to drive out nations from q 


before thee greater and mightier than 
thou, to bring thee in, to give thee 
their land for an inheritance, as it is 
this day; **know this day, and lay 
it to thy heart, that the Lorn, He ig 
God in heaven above and upon the 
earth beneath; there is none else, 
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40And thou shalt keep His statutes, and 
_ His commandments, which I command 
thee this day, that it may go well 
with thee, and with thy children 
after thee, and that thou mayest pro- 
long thy days upon the land, which the 
_Lorp thy God giveth thee, for ever. 


4'1Then Moses separated three cities 
beyond the Jordan toward the sun- 
rising; “thatthe manslayer might 
flee thither, that slayeth his neighbour 


' unawares, and hated him not in time 


past; and that fleeing unto one of 
these cities he might live: “Bezer 
in the wilderness, in the table-land, 
for the Reubenites; and Ramoth in 
_ Gilead, for the Gadites; and Golan 
in Bashan, for the Manassites. 


“And this is the law which Moses 
set before the children of. Israel; 
“these are the testimonies, and the 
_ statutes, and the ordinances, which 
- Moses spoke unto the children of 
Israel, when they came forth out of 
Egypt; “beyond the Jordan, in the 
valley over against Beth-peor, in the 
land of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses 
‘and the children of Israel smote, when 
_ they came forth out of Egypt; "and 
they took his land in possession, and 
_ the land of Og king of Bashan, the 
- two kings of the Amorites, who were 
_ beyond the Jordan toward the sun- 
rising; “8from Aroer, which is on the 
: “edge of the valley of Arnon, even unto 
“mount Sion—the same is ’ Hermon— 
and all the Arabah beyond the Jor- 
dan eastward, even unto the sea of 
the Arabah, under the slopes of 
- Pisgah. 

5 And. Moses called unto all Israel, 
~ and said unto them: 

Hear, O Israel, the statutes and the 
_ ordinances which I speak in your

ears this day, that ye may learn them; 
and observe to do them. ?The Lorp 
our God made a covenant with us in 
Horeb. *The Lorp made not this 
covenant with our fathers, but with 
us, even us, who are all of us here 
alive this day. ‘The Lorp spoke with 
you face to face in the mount out of 
the midst of the fire— ‘I stood between 
the Lorp and you at that time, to 
declare unto you the word of the 
Lorp; for ye were afraid because of 
the fire, and went not up into the 
mount—saying: 

®. am the Lorp thy God, who 
brought thee out-of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage. 

"Thou shalt have no other gods 
before Me. ®Thou shalt not make 
unto thee a graven image, even any 
manner of likeness, of any thing that 
is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the water 
under the earth. Thou shalt not bow 
down unto them, nor serve them; for I 
the Lorp thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children, and upon the 
third and upon the ‘fourth generation 
of them that hate Me, and showing 
mercy unto the thousandth genera- 
tion of them that love Me and keep 
My commandments. 

“Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lorp thy God in vain; for the 
Lorp will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain. 

2Observe the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy, as the Lorp thy God 
commanded thee. Six days. shalt 
thou labour, and do all thy work; 
“but the seventh day is a sabbath 
unto the Lorp thy God, in it thou 
shalt not do any manner of work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, 
nor thy man-servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, 
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nor any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates; that thy 
man-servant and thy maid-servant 
may rest as well as thou. And thou 
shalt remember that thou wast a serv- 
ant in the land of Egypt, and the 
Lorp thy God brought thee out thence 
by a mighty hand and by an_out- 
stretched arm; therefore the Lorp 
thy God commanded thee to keep the 
sabbath day. 

16Honour thy father and thy mother, 
as the Lorp thy God commanded thee; 
that thy days may be long, and that 
it may go well with thee, upon the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

17Thou shalt not murder. 

Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

Neither shalt thou steal. 

Neither shalt thou bear false wit- 
ness against thy neighbour. 

18Neither shalt thou covet thy 
neighbour’s wife; neither shalt thou de- 
sire thy neighbour’s house, his field, or 
his man-servant, or his maid-servant, 
his ox, or his ass, or any thing that is 
thy neighbour’s. 

19These words the Lorp spoke unto 
all your assembly in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, 
and of the thick darkness, with a 
great voice, and it went on no more. 
And He wrote them upon two tables 
of stone, and gave them unto me. 
20And it came to pass, when ye heard 
the voice out of the midst of the dark- 
ness, while the mountain did burn with 
fire, that ye came near unto me, even 
all the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders; #and ye said: ‘Behold, the 
Lorp our God hath shown us His 
glory and His greatness, and we have 
heard His voice out of the midst of

- 2Thou shalt surely tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that which is 
brought forth in the field year by year. 
And thou shalt eat before the Lorp 
thy God, in the place which He shall 
choose to cause His name to dwell 
there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy 
wine, and of thine oil, and the first- 
lings of thy herd and of thy flock; 
that thou mayest learn tos fear the 
Lorp thy God always. ™And if the 
way be too long for thee, so that thou

He may be unto thee a God, as He 
spoke unto thee, and as He swore unto 
thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. Neither with you 
only do I make this covenant and this 
oath; “but with him that standeth 
here with us this day before the Lorp 
our God, and also with him that is 
not here with us. this day—"for ye 
know how we dwelt in the land of 
Egypt; and how we came through the 
midst of the nations through which ye 
passed; ‘and ye have seen their 
detestable things, and their idols, 
wood and stone, silver and gold, 
which were with them—"lest there 
should be among you man, or woman, 
or family, or. tribe, whose heart 
turneth away this day from the Lorp 
our God, to go to serve the gods of 
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those nations; lest there should be 
among you a root that beareth gall 
and wormwood; !%and it come to pass, 
when he heareth the words of this 
curse, that he bless himself in his 
heart, saying: ‘I shall have peace, 
though I walk in the stubbornness of 
my heart—that the watered be 
swept away with the dry’; the 
Lorp will not be willing to pardon 
him, but then the anger of the Lorp 
and His jealousy shall be kindled 
against that man, and all the curse 
that is written in this book shall lie 
upon him, and the Lorp shall blot out 
his name from under heaven; ?°and 
the Lorp shall separate him unto evil 
out of all the tribes of Israel, accord- 
ing to all the curses of the covenant 
that is written in this book of the 
law. And the generation to come, 
your children that shall rise up after 
you, and the foreigner that shall come 
from a far land, shall say, when they 
see the plagues of that land, and the 
sicknesses wherewith the Lorp hath 
made it sick; “and that the whole 
land thereof is brimstone, and salt, 
and a burning, that it is not sown, 
nor beareth, nor any grass groweth 
therein, like the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, Admah and Zeboiim, 
which the Lorp overthrew in His 
anger, and in His wrath; *even all the 
nations shall say: ‘Wherefore hath 
the Lorp done thus unto this land? 
what meaneth the heat of this great 
anger?’ ™then men shall say: ‘Be- 
cause they forsook the covenant of the 
Lorp, the God of their fathers, which 
He made with them when He brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt; 
*%and went and served other gods, an 

worshipped them, gods that they knew 
not, and that He had not allotted 
unto them; *therefore the anger of 
the Lorp was kindled against thisland, 
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to bring upon it all the curse that 
is written in this book; ?”and the 
Lorp rooted them out of their land 
in anger, and in wrath, and in great 
indignation, and cast them into an- 
other land, as it is this day’.—**The 
secret things belong unto the Lorp 
our God; but the things that are re- 
vealed belong unto us and to our chil- 
dren for ever, that we may do all the © 
words of this law. ail 
30 And it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon | 
thee, the blessing and the curse, which | 
I have set before thee, and thou shalt | 
bethink thyself among all the nations, | 
whither the Lorp thy God hath 
driven thee, ?and shalt return unto 
the Lorp thy God, and hearken to 
His voice according to all that I com- — 
mand thee this day, thou and thy | 
children, with all thy heart, and wii * 
all thy soul; *that then the Lorp thy —

) this Jordan, thou, and all this people, 
unto the land which I do give to

 *Every place that the sole of your foot 
shall tread upon, to you have I given 
it, as I spoke unto Moses. 4From 
the wilderness, and this Lebanon, 
even unto the great river, the river 


) Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, 
Ae and unto the Great Sea toward the 
ip Pt down of the sun, shall be your 


order. *There shall not any man be 
able to stand before thee all the days 


i of thy life; as I was with Moses, so I

*Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of good courage; be not 
affrighted, neither be thou dismayed: 
for the Lorp thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest.’ 

Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying: ™‘ Pass 
through the midst of the camp, and 
command the people, saying: Prepare 
you victuals; for within three days ye 
are to pass over this Jordan, to goin to 
possess the land, which the Lorp your 
God giveth you to possess it,’ 

2And to the Reubenites, and to the 
Gadites, and to the half-tribe of 
Manasseh, spoke Joshua, saying: 
18Remember the word which Moses 
the servant of the Lorp commanded 
you, saying: The Lorp your God 
giveth you rest, and will give you this 
land. ‘Your wives, your little ones, 
and your cattle, shall abide in the 
land which Moses gave you beyond 
the Jordan; but ye shall pass over be- 
fore your brethren armed, all the 
mighty men of valour, and shall help 
them; until the Lorp have given 
your brethren rest, as unto you, and 
they also have possessed the land 
which the Lorp your God giveth 
them; then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and possess it, 
which Moses the servant of the Lorp 
gave you beyond the Jordan toward 
the sunrising.’ 

And they answered Joshua, say- 
ing: ‘All that thou hast commanded 
us we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us we will go. According

'Whosoever 
he be that shall rebel against thy com- 
mandment, and shall not hearken 
unto thy words in all that thou com- 
mandest him, he shall be put to 
death; only be strong and of good 
courage.’ 
2 And Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two spies secretly, 
saying: ‘Go view the land, and 
Jericho.’ And they went, and came 
into the house of a harlot whose name 
was Rahab, and lay there. *And it 
was told the king of Jericho, saying: 
‘Behold, there came men in hither 
to-night of the children of Israel to 
search out the land.’ *And the king of 
Jericho sent unto Rahab, saying: 
‘Bring forth the men that are come 
to thee, that are entered into thy 
house; for they are come to search out 
all the land.’ 4And the woman took 
the two men, and hid them; and she 
said: ‘Yea, the men came unto me, 
but I knew not whence they were; 
Sand it came to pass about the time 
of the shutting of the gate, when it 
was dark, that the men went out; 
whither the men went I know not; 
pursue after them quickly; for ye 
shall overtake them.’ ‘But she had 
brought them up to the roof, and hid 
them with the stalks of flax, which she 
had spread out upon the roof. 7And 
the men pursued after them the way to 
the Jordan unto the fords; and as soon 
as they that pursued after them were 
gone out, the gate was shut. And 
before they were laid down, she came 
up unto them upon the roof; %and 
she said unto the men: ‘I know that 
the Lorp hath given you the land, and 
that your terror is fallen upon us, and 
that all the inhabitants of the land 
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melt away before you. 1°For we have 
heard how the Lorp dried up the 
water of the Red Sea before you, 
when ye came out of Egypt; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of 
the Amorites, that were beyond the 
Jordan, unto Sihon and to Og, whom 
ye utterly destroyed. “And as soon 
as we had heard it, our hearts did 
melt, neither did there remain any 
more spirit in any man, because of 
you; for the Lorp your God, He is 
God in heaven above, and on earth 
beneath. "Now therefore, I pray you, 
swear unto me by the Lorp, since 
I have dealt kindly with you, that ye © 
also will deal kindly with my father’s — 
house—and give me a true token— © 
43and save alive my father, and my 
mother, and my brethren, and my 
sisters, and all that they have, and 
deliver our lives from death.’ “And 
the men said unto her: ‘Our life 
for yours, if ye tell not this our © 
business; and it shall be, when the — 
Lorp giveth us the land, that we will — 
deal kindly and truly with thee.’ | 
Then she let them down by a cord — 
through the window; for her house was _ 
upon the side of the wall, and she 
dwelt upon the wall. ‘And she said — 
unto them: ‘Get you to the mountain, 
lest the pursuers light upon you; and, 
hide yourselves there three days, 
until the pursuers be returned; and 
afterward may ye go your way.’

) move from your place, and go after it. 
| *Yet there shall be a space between you 
| and it, about two thousand cubits by 
| measure; come not near unto it, that 
} ye may know the way by which ye

| way heretofore.’ 
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5And Joshua said unto the people: 
‘Sanctify yourselves; for to-morrow 
the Lorp will do wonders among 
you.’ And Joshua spoke unto the 
priests; saying: “Take up the ark of 
the covenant, and pass on before the 
people.’ And they took up the ark of 
the covenant, and went before the 
eople. 

‘And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
‘This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 
may know that, as I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee. ®And thou shalt 
command the priests that bear the 
ark of the covenant, saying: When 
ye are come to the brink of the waters 
of the Jordan, ye shall stand still in 
the Jordan.’ 

°And Joshua said unto the children 
of Israel: ‘Come hither, and hear the 
words of the Lorp your God.’ !°And 
Joshua said: ‘Hereby ye shall know 
that the living God is among you, 
and that He will without fail drive 
out from before you the Canaanite, 
and the Hittite, and the Hivite, and 
the Perizzite, and the Girgashite, and 
the Amorite, and the Jebusite. ™Be- 
hold, the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth passeth on before 
you over the Jordan. “Now there- 
fore take you twelve men out of the 
tribes of Israel, for every tribe a man. 
13And it shall come to pass, when the 
soles of the feet of the priests that 
bear the ark of the Lorp, the Lord of 
all the earth, shall rest in the waters 
of the Jordan, that the waters of the 
Jordan shall be cut off, even the waters 
that come down from above; and they 
shall stand in one heap.’ “And it 
came to pass, when the people removed 
from their tents, to pass over the 
Jordan, the priests that bore the ark 
of the covenant being before. the 
people; “and when they that bore 
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the ark were come unto the Jordan, 
and the feet of the priests that bore 
the ark were dipped in the brink of 
the “water—for the Jordan _ over- 
floweth all its banks all the time of 
harvest —1*that the waters which came 
down from above stood, and rose up 
in one heap, a great way off from 
Adam; the city that is beside Zarethan; 
and those that went down toward the 
sea of the Arabah, even the Salt Sea, 
were wholly cut off; and the people 
passed over ‘right ‘against Jericho. 
17And the priests that bore the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp stood firm 
on dry ‘ground in the midst of the 
Jordan, while all Israel passed over on 
dry ground, until all the nation were 
passed clean over the Jordan. 
4. And it came to pass, when all the 
nation were clean passed over the 
Jordan, that the Lorp spoke unto 
Joshua, saying: *Take you twelve 
men out of the people, out of every 
tribe a man, ‘and command ye them, 
saying: Take you hence out of the 
midst of the Jordan, out of the place 
where the priests’ feet stood, twelve 
stones made ready, and carry them 
over with you, and lay them down in 
the lodging-place, where ye shall lodge 
this night.’ 
4Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
a man; ‘and Joshua said unto them: 
‘Pass on before the ark of the Lorp 
your God into the midst of the Jor- 
dan, and take you up every man of 
you a stone upon his shoulder, ac- 
cording unto the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel; *that this 
may be a sign among you, that when 
your children ask in time to come, 
saying: What mean ye by these 
stones? “then ye shall say unto them: 


Because the waters of the Jordan | priests, saying:

‘Joshua also set up twelve stones in — 
the midst of the Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests that bore 
the ark of the covenant stood; and — 
they are there unto this day. toAnd t 
the priests that bore the ark stood in i 
the midst of the Jordan, until every — 
thing was finished that the Lorp 1 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the — 
people, according to all that Moses” i 
commanded Joshua; and the people i 
hastened and passed over. “And it- 
came to pass, when all the people i 
were clean passed over, that the ark — 
of the Lorp passed on, and the priests, 
before the people. And the children + 
of Reuben, and the children of Gad, 
and the half-tribe of Manasseh, peat 
on armed before the children of I srael, 
as Moses spoke unto them; Babout 
forty thousand ready armed for war 
passed on in the presence of the Lorp 
unto battle, to the plains of Jericho.

Joshua therefore commanded the’ 
‘Come ye up out of — i 
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the Jordan.’ 1%And it came to pass, 
as the priests that bore the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp came up out of 
the midst of the Jordan, as soon as 
the soles of the priests’ feet were 
drawn up unto the dry ground, that 
the waters of the Jordan returned 
unto their place, and went over all 
its banks, as aforetime. -#%And the 
- people came up out of the Jordan on 
the tenth day of the first month, and 
encamped i in Gilgal, on the east border 
of Jericho. ?°And those twelve stones, 
which they took out of the Jordan, 
eid Joshua set up in Gilgal. 21And 
he spoke unto the children of Israel, 

“saying: ‘When your children shall 
ask their fathers in time to come, 
| saying: What mean these stones? 
' 2then ye shall let your children know, 
saying: Israel came over this Jor- 
dan} on dry land. “For the Lorp 
-your God dried up the waters of 
Jordan from before you, until ye 
were passed over, as the Lorp your 
God did to the Red Sea, which He 
dried up from before us, until we 
‘were passed over, “that all the peoples 
of the earth may ‘know the hand of the 
| Lorp, that it is mighty; that ye may 
fear the Lorp your God for ever.’ 

5 And it came to pass, when all

; there spirit in them any more, be- 
| cause of the children of Israel. 
| _ 2At that. time the Lorp said unto 
| Joshua: ‘Make thee knives of flint, 
id circumcise again the children of 
| Israel the second time.’ #And Joshua 
\made him knives of flint, and cir-

cumcised the children of Israel at 
*Gibeath-ha-araloth. ‘And this is the 
cause why Joshua did circumcise: 
all the people that came forth out 
of Egypt, that’ were males, even all 
the men of war, died in the wilderness 
by the way, after they came forth out 
of Egypt. ‘For all the people that 
came out were circumcised; but’ all 
the people that were born in: the 
wilderness by the way as they came 
forth out of Egypt, had not been 
circumcised. ‘For the children of 
Israel walked forty years in the wilder- 
ness, till all the nation, even the men 
of war that came forth out of Egypt, 
were consumed, because they heark- 
ened not unto the voice of the Lorp; 

unto whom the Lorp swore that He 
would not let them see the Jand which 
the Lorp swore unto their fathers 
that He would give us, a land flowin, 

with milk and honey. ‘And He raise 

up their children in their stead; them 
did Joshua circumcise; for they were 
uncircumcised, because they had not 
been circumcised by the way. ®And 
it came to pass, when all the nation 
were circumcised, every one of them. 
that they abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
‘This day have I rolled away the 
reproach of Egypt from off you.’ 
Wherefore the name of that place was 
called »Gilgal, unto this day. 

And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal; and they kept the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jericho. 
NAnd they did eat of the produce 
of the land on the morrow after 
the passover, unleavened cakes and 
parched corn, in the selfsame day. 
And the manna ceased on the mor- 
row, after they had eaten of the 
produce of the land; neither ‘had the 
b That is, Rolling.

13And it came to pass, when Joshua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand; and 
Joshua went unto him, and said unto 
him: ‘Art thou for us, or for our ad- 
versaries?? “And he said: ‘Nay, 
but I am captain of the host of the 
Lorp; Iam now come.’ And Joshua 
fell on his face to the earth, and bowed 
down, and said unto him: ‘What 
saith my lord unto his servant?’ 
And the captain of the Lorp’s 
host said unto Joshua: ‘Put off thy 
shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy.’

6 Now Jericho was straitly shut up 
because of the children of Israel:

‘See, I have given into thy hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, even 
the mighty men of valour. *And ye 
shall compass the city, all the men of 
war, going about the city once. Thus 
shalt thou do six days. ‘And seven 
riests shall bear seven rams’ horns 
batore the ark; and the seventh day 
ye shall compass the city seven times, 
and the priests shall blow with the 
horns. And it shall be, that when 
they make a long blast with the ram’s 
horn, and when ye hear the sound of 
the horn, all the people shall shout 
with a great shout; and the wall of 
the city shall fall down flat, and the 
people shall go up every man straight 
before him.’ *And Joshua the son 
of Nun called the priests, and said 
unto them: ‘Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven priests bear 
seven rams’ horns before the ark of the 
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Lorp.’ 7And he said unto the people: 
‘Pass on, and compass the city, and 
let the armed body pass on before 
the ark of the Lorn.’ 8%And it was so, 
that when Joshua had spoken unto 


the people, the seven priests bearing © 


the seven rams’ horns before the 
Lorp passed on, and blew with the 
horns; and the ark of the covenant 
of the Lorp followed them. *And 
the armed men went before the priests 
that blew the horns, and the rearward 
went after the ark, [the priests] blowing 
with the horns continually. And 
Joshua commanded the people, saying: 
‘Ye shall not shout, nor let your voice 
be heard, neither shall any word 
proceed out of your mouth, until the 
day I bid you shout; then shall ye 
shout.’ “So he caused the ark of the 
Lorp to compass the city, going about 


it once; and they came into the camp, — 


and lodged in the camp. 

And Joshua rose early in the morn- 
ing, and the priests took up the ark 
of the Lorp. And the seven priests 


bearing the seven rams’ horns before 
the ark of the Lorp went on contin-

unto the Lorp; they shall come into 
the treasury of the Lorn.’

_ people shouted, and [the priests] blew 
with the horns. And itcame to pass, 
when the people heard the sound of 


the horn, that the people shouted 
with a great shout, and the wall fell 
down flat, so that the people went 


up into the city, every man straight 


before him, and they took the city.

21And they utterly destroyed all that 
_was in the city, both man and woman, 


2And Joshua said unto the 
two men that had spied out the land: 
‘Go into the harlot’s house, and bring 


_ out thence the woman, and all that

she hath, asyeswore unto her.’ And 
the young men the spies went in, and 


~ brought out Rahab, and her father, 


and her mother, and her brethren, and 
all that she had, all her kindred also 
they brought out; and they set them 
without the camp of Israel. *And 
they burnt the city with fire, and all 
that was therein; only the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels of brass and 
of iron, they put into the treasury of 
the house of the Lorp. *But Rahab 


the harlot, and her father’s house- 
_ hold, and all that she had, did Joshua 
_ save alive; and she dwelt in the midst 

of Israel, unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, whom Joshua 


sent to spy out Jericho. 


And Joshua charged the people 
with an oath at that time, saying: 
‘Cursed be the man before the Lorp, 
that riseth up and buildeth this city, 
even Jericho; with the loss of his first- 
born shall he lay the foundation there- 
of, and with the loss of his youngest 
son shall he set up the gates of it.’ 

2780 the Lorp was with Joshua; 
and his fame was in all the land. 
rf But the children of Israel com- 

mitted a trespass concerning the 
devoted thing; for Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, took 
of the devoted thing; and the anger 
of the Lorp was kindled against the 
children of Israel. 

2And Joshua sent men from Jericho 
to Ai, which is beside Beth-aven, on 
the east side of Beth-el, and spoke 
unto them, saying: ‘Go. up and spy 
out the land.’ And the men went up 
and spied out Ai. And they re- 
turned to Joshua, and said unto him: 
‘Let not all the people go up; but let 
about two or three thousand men go 
up and smite Ai; make not all the 
people to toil thither; for they are but 
few.’ 4So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men; 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 
5And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men; and they 
chased them from before the gate 
even unto Shebarim, and smote them 
at the descent; and the hearts of the 
people melted, and became as water. 
‘And Joshua rent his clothes, and 
fell to the earth upon his face before 
the ark of the Lorp until the evening, 
he and the elders of Israel; and they 
put dust upon their heads. 7And 
Joshua said: ‘Alas, O Lord Gon. 
wherefore hast Thou at all brought 
this people over the Jordan, to deliver 
us into the hand of the Amorites, to.

10And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
‘Get thee up; wherefore, now, art thou 
fallen upon thy face? "Israel hath 
sinned; yea, they have even trans- 
gressed My covenant which I com- 
manded them; yea, they have even 
taken of the devoted thing; and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, and 
they have even put it among their 
own stuff. Therefore the children 
of Israel cannot stand before their 
enemies, they turn their backs before 
their enemies, because they are be- 
come accursed; I will not be with 
you any more, except ye destroy the 
accursed from among you. "Up, 
sanctify the people, and say: Sanc- 
vify yourselves against to-morrow; 
for thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel: There is a curse in the midst 
of thee, O Israel; thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye take 
away the accursed thing from among 
you. “In the morning therefore ye 
shall draw near by your tribes; and it 
shall be, that the tribe which the 
Lorp taketh shall come near by 
families; and the family which the 
Lorp shall take shall come near by 
households; and the household which 
the Lorp shall take shall come near 
man by man.

tell me now what thou hast done; 
hide nothing from me.’ 2°And Achan 
answered Joshua, and said: ‘Of a 
truth I have sinned against the Lorp, 
the God of Israel, and thus and thus 


haveI done. *1When I saw among the ~ 


spoil a goodly *Shinar mantle, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then 
I coveted them, and took them; and, 
behold, they are hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it.” “So Joshua sent messengers, 
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and they ran unto the tent; and, be- — 


hold, it was hid in his tent, and the 
silver under it. And they took them 
from the midst of the tent, and brought 
them unto Joshua, and unto all the 


children of Israel; and they laid them — 


down before the Lorp. And Joshua, 
and all Israel with him, took Achan 


the son of Zerah, and the silver, and — 
the mantle, and the wedge of gold, and 


his sons, and his daughters, and his 
oxen, and his asses, and his sheep, 
and his tent, and all that he had; and 
they brought them up unto the valley 
of Achor. And Joshua said: ‘Why 
hast thou troubled us? the Lorp shall 
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trouble thee this day.’ And all Israel 
stoned him with stones; and they 
burned them with fire, and stoned 
_ them with stones. *And they raised 
_ over him a great heap of stones, unto 
this day; and the Lorp turned from 
_ the fierceness of His anger. Wherefore 
a the name of that place was called 
_ The valley of #Achor, unto this day. 
BR 8 And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
_ ~ ‘Fear not, neither be thou. dis- 
' mayed; take all the people of war 
a with thee, and arise, go up to Ai; 
_ see, I have given into thy hand the 
_ king of Ai, and his people, and _ his 
city, and his land. *And thou shalt 
do to Ai and her king as thou didst 
unto Jericho and her king; only the 
spoil thereof, and the cattle thereof, 
_ shall ye take for a prey unto your- 
selves; set thee an ambush for the 
city behind it.’ *So Joshua arose, and 
all the people of war, to go up to Ai; 
- and Joshua chose out thirty thousand 
~ men, the mighty men of valour, and 
sent them forth by night. 4And he 
commanded them, saying: ‘Behold, 
ye shall lie in ambush against the city, 
behind the city; go not very far from 
- the city, but be ye all ready. ®And I, 
and all the people that are with me, 
will approach unto the city; and it 
~ shall come to pass, when they come 
out against us, as at the first, that 
we will flee before them. ‘And they 
will come out after us, till we have 
- drawn them away from the city; for 
_ they will say: They flee before us, as 
at the first; so we will flee before 
them. 7And ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and take possession of the 
_eity; for the Lorp your God will de- 
liver it into your hand. *And it shall 
_ be, when ye have seized upon the 
 eity, that ye shall set the city on fire; 
according to the word of the Lorp 
- ghall ye do; see, I have commanded 
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you.’ %And Joshua sent them forth; 
and they went to the ambushment, 
and abode between Beth-el and Ai, 
on the west side of Ai; but Joshua 
lodged that night among the people. 

And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of 
Israel, before the people to Ai. “And 
all the people, even the men of war 
that were with him, went up, and 
drew nigh, and came before the city, 
and pitched on the north side of Ai— 
now there was a valley between him 
and Ai. And he took about five 
thousand men, and set them in am- 
bush between Beth-el and Ai, on the 
west side of Ai. So the people set 
themselves in array, even all the host 
that was on the north of the city, 
their rear lying in wait on the west of 
the city; and Joshua went that night 
into the midst of the vale. “And it 
came to pass, when the king of Ai saw 
it, that the men of the city hastened 
and rose up early and went out against 
Israel to battle, he and all his peo- 
ple, at the time appointed, in front 
of the Arabah; but he knew not that 
there was an ambush against him be- 
hind the city. “And Joshua and all 
Israel made as if they were beaten 
before them, and fled by the way of 
the wilderness. 1And all the people 
that were in Ai were called together 
to pursue after them; and they pur- 
sued after Joshua, and were drawn 
away from the city. +’And there was 
not a man left in Ai or Beth-el, that 
went not out after Israel; and they 
left the city open, and pursued after 
Israel. 

18And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
‘Stretch out the javelin that is in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it into 
thy hand.’ And Joshua stretched out 
the javelin that was in his hand to. 
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ward the city. And the ambush 
arose quickly out of their place, and 
they ran as soon as he had stretched 
out his hand, and entered into the 
city, and took it; and they hastened 
and set the city on fire. *°And when 
the men of Ai looked behind them, 
they saw, and, behold, the smoke 
of the city ascended up to heaven, 
and they had no power to flee this 
way or that way; and the people that 
fled to the wilderness turned back 
upon the pursuers. #1And when Josh- 
ua and all Israel saw that the am- 
bush had taken the city, and that the 
smoke of the city ascended, then they 
turned back, and slew the men of Al. 
2And the other came forth out of the 
. city against them; so they were in the 
midst of Israel, some on this side, and 
some on that side; and they smote 
them, so that they let none of them 
_ remain or escape. “And the king of 
Ai they took alive, and brought him 
to Joshua. 

*And it came to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, even in 
the wilderness wherein they pursued 
them, and they were all fallen by the 
edge of the sword, until they were con- 
sumed, that all Israel returned unto 
Ai, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword. *And all that fell that day, 
both of men and women, were twelve 
thousand, even all the men of Ai. 
For Joshua drew not back his hand, 
wherewith he stretched out the jave- 
lin, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. ?’Only the 
cattle and the spoil of that city Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves, ac- 
cording unto the word of the Lorp 
which He commanded Joshua. **So 
Joshua burnt Ai, and made it a heap 
for ever, even a desolation, unto this 
day. *And the king of Ai he hanged 
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on a tree until the eventide; and at the 
going down of the sun Joshua com- 
manded, and they took his carcass 
down from the tree, and cast it at the 
entrance of the gate of the city, and 
raised thereon a great heap of stones, — 
unto this day. 
Then Joshua built an altar unto 
the Lorp, the God of Israel, in mount — 
Ebal, #4as Moses the servant of the © 
LorD commanded the children of © 
Israel, as it is written in the book of 
the law of Moses, an altar of unhewn —_ 
stones, upon which no man had lifted 
up any iron; and they offered thereon 
burnt-offerings unto the Lorp, and 
sacrificed peace-offerings. *And he 
wrote there upon the stones a copy 
of the law of Moses, which he wrote _ 
before the children of Israel. “And — 
all Israel, and their elders and officers, | 
and their judges, stood on this side 
the ark and on that side before the 
priests the Levites, that bore the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorn, as well 
the stranger as the home-born; half _ 
of them in front of mount Gerizim, — 
and half of them in front of mount — 
Ebal; as Moses the servant of the — 
Lorp had commanded at the first, 
that they should bless the people of © 
Israel. ‘And afterward he read all — 
the words of the law, the blessing and 
the curse, according to all that is — 
written in the book of the law. *There _ 
was not a word of all that Moses | 
commanded, which Joshua read not — 
before all the assembly of Israel, 
and the women, and the little ones, 
and the strangers that walked among 
them. : 
9 And it came to pass, when all the 
kings that were beyond the Jordan, | 
in the hill-country, and in the Low- — 
land, and on all the shore of the Great ~ 
Sea in front of Lebanon, the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, the Canaanite, the 
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Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebu- 
site, heard thereof, *that they gathered 
themselves together, to fight with 
ty and with Israel, with one ac- 
cord. 
‘ sBut when the inhabitants of Gibeon 
heard what Joshua had done unto 
Jericho and to Ai, ‘they also did work 
wilily, and went and made as if they 
had been ambassadors, and took old 
sacks upon their asses, and wine- 
skins, worn and rent and patched up; 
and worn shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and worn garments upon 
them; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and was become crumbs. 
And they went to Joshua unto. the 
- camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, and 
_to the men of Israel: ‘We are come 
from a far country; now therefore 
make ye a covenant with us.’ 7And 
the men of Israel said unto the Hi- 
_ vites: ‘Peradventure ye dwell among 
‘us; and how shall we make a covenant 
‘with you?’ ‘And they said unto 
~ Joshua: ‘We are thy servants.’ And 
- Joshua said unto them: ‘Who are 
_ ye? and from whence come ye?’ ®*And 
_ they said unto him: ‘From a very 
- far country thy servants are come 
because of the name of the Lorp thy 
- God; for we have heard the fame of 
_ Him, and all that He did in Egypt, 
- Iand all that He did to the two kings 
of the Amorites, that were beyond 
- the Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, 
and to Og king of Bashan, who was 
at Ashtaroth. “And our elders and 
all the inhabitants of our country 
spoke to us, saying: Take provision 
in your hand for the journey, and go 
to meet them, and say unto them: 
We are your servants; and now make 
ye a covenant with us. This our 
bread we took hot for our provision 
~ out of our houses on the day we came 
forth to go unto you; but now, be- 
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hold, it is dry, and is become crumbs. 
13And these wine-skins, which we filled, 
were new; and, behold, they are rent. 
And these our garments and our shoes 
are worn by reason of the very long 
journey.’ 44And the men took of their 
provision, and asked not counsel at 
the mouth of the Lorp. “And Joshua 
made peace with them, and made a 
covenant with them, to let them live; 
and the princes of the congregation 
swore unto them. 

%And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
covenant with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 1!7And 
the children of Israel journeyed, and 
came unto their cities on the third 
day. Now their cities were Gibeon 
and Chephirah, and Beeroth, and 
Kiriath-jearim. 1%And the children 
of Israel smote them not, because 
the princes of the congregation had 
sworn unto them by the Lorp, the 
God of Israel. And all the congrega- 
tion murmured against the princes. 
19But all the princes 3aid unto all the 
congregation: ‘We save sworn unto 
them by the Lorp, the God of Israel; 
now therefore we may not touch them. 
20T his we will do to them, and let them 
live; lest wrath be upon us, because 
of the oath which we swore unto them.’ 
21A nd the princes said concerning them: 
‘Let them live’; so they became hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water unto 
all the congregation, as the princes had 
spoken concerningthem. “And Joshua 
called for them, and he spoke unto 
them, saying: ‘Wherefore have ye 
beguiled us, saying: We are very 
far from you, when ye dwell among 
us? Now therefore ye are cursed, 
and there shall never fail to be of 
you bondmen, both hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house of 
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my God. ? ..4And they answered 
Joshua, and said: ‘Because it was cer- 
tainly told thy servants, how that the 
Lorp thy God commanded His serv- 
ant Moses to give you all the land, 
and to destroy all the inhabitants of 
the land from before you; therefore 
we weresore afraid for our lives because 
of you, and have done this thing. 
2And now, behold, we are in thy hand: 
as it seemeth good and right unto 
thee to do unto us, do.’ *And so did 
he unto them, and delivered them out 
of the hand of the children of Israel, 
that they slew them not. 27 And 
Joshua made them that day hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
congregation, and for the altar of the 
Lorp, “unto this day, in the place 
which He should choose. 
10 Now it came to pass, when 
Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
done to Jericho and her king, so he 
had done to Ai and her king; and 
how the inhabitants of Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel, and were 
among them; *that they feared greatly, 
because Gibeon was a great city, as 
one of the royal cities, and because 
it was greater than Ai, and all the men 
thereof’ -were mighty. *Wherefore 
Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem sent 
anto Hoham king of Hebron, and 
unto Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto 
Japhia king of Lachish, and unto 
Debir king of Eglon, saying: 4‘Come 
up unto me, pet help me, and let us 
smite Gibeon; for it hath made peace 
with Joshua and with the children of 
Israel.’ 
the Amorites, the king of Jersualem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of Jar- 
muth, the king of Lachish, the king of 
Eglon, gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their: hosts, 
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and encamped against Gibeon, and 
made war against it. ®And the men of 
Gibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp 
to Gilgal, saying: ‘Slack not thy hands 


from thy servants; come up to us_ 


quickly, and save us, and help us; 
for ali the kings of the Amorites that 
dwell in the hill-country are ibenoall 
together against us.’ ‘So Joshua went 
up from Gilgal, he, and all the people 
of war with him, and all the mighty 
men of valour. 
®And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 
‘Fear them not; for I have delivered 
them into thy hand; there shall nota 
man of them stand against thee.’ 
*Joshua therefore came upon them 
suddenly; for he went up from Gilgal 
all the night. 1°And the Lorp dis- 
comfited them before Israel, and slew 
them with a great slaughter at Gibeon; 


and they chased them by the way of 
the ascent of Beth-horon, and smote \ 


them to Azekah, and unto Makke- 
dah. "And it came to pass, as they — 
fled from before Israel, while they 
were at the descent of Beth-horon, — 
that the Lorp cast down great stone’ 
from heaven upon them unto Azekah, 
and they died; they were more who} 
died with the hailstones than they'd 
whom the children of Israel slew with 
the sword. 

”Then spoke Joshua to the Lorp 
in the day when the Lorp delivered 
up the Amorites before the children 


of Israel; and he said in the sight. of i

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midst of heaven, and hasted not to 
go down about a whole day. “And 
there was no day like that before it or 
after it, that the Lorp hearkened un- 
_ to the voice of a man; for the Lorp 
- fought for Israel. 
~ ®And Joshua returned, and all Israel 
- with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 
~ 1And these five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in the cave at Makkedah. 
WAnd it was told Joshua,. saying: 
“The five kings are found, hidden in 
_ the cave at Makkedah.’ !%And Joshua 
said: ‘Roll great stones unto the 
mouth of the cave, and set men by 
it to keep them; but stay not ye; 
pursue after your enemies, and smite 
the hindmost of them; suffer them 
_ not to enter into their cities; for the 
Lorp your God hath delivered them 
into your hand.’ And it came to 
pass, when Joshua and the children 
of Israel had made an end of slaying 
them with a very great slaughter, 
till they were consumed, and the 
~ remnant which remained of them had 
entered into the fortified cities, #that 
all the people returned to the camp 
to Joshua at Makkedah in peace; 
none whetted his tongue against any 
of the children of Israel. Then said 
~ Joshua: ‘Open the mouth of the cave, 
and bring forth those five kings unto 
me out of the cave.’ *And they did 
so, and brought forth those five kings 
- unto him out of the cave, the king of 
Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the 
king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, 
the king of Eglon. *And it came to 
pass, when they brought forth those 
Kings unto Joshua, that Joshua called 
- for all the men of Israel, and said unto 
the chiefs of the men of war that 
“went with him: ‘Come near, put your 
feet upon the necks of these kings.’ 
And they came near, and put their 
_ feet upon the necks of them. *And 
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Joshua said unto them: ‘Fear not,

were therein; he left none remaining 
in it; and he did unto the king thereof 
as he had done unto the king of 
Jericho. 

%And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel with him, unto Lachish, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
against it. And the Lorp delivered 
Lachish into the hand of Israel, and 
he took it on the second day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein, 
according to all that he had done to 
Libnah. 

8Then Horam king of Gezer came 
up to help Lachish; and Joshua smote 
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him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

%4And Joshua passed from Lachish, 
and all Israel with him, unto Eglon; 
and they encamped against it, and 
fought against it. *And they took 
it on that day, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein he utterly destroyed 
that day, according to all that he 
had done to Lachish. 

3$And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it. *’And they 
took it, and smote it with the edge of 
the sword, and the king thereof, and 
all. the cities thereof, and all the souls 
that were therein; he left none re- 
maining, according to all that he 
had done to Eglon; but he utterly 
destroyed it, and all the souls that 
were therein. 

88And Joshua turned back, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it. *%And he took it, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities thereof; 
and they smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining; as he had done to 
Hebron, so he did to Debir, and to the 
king thereof; as he had done also to 
Libnah, and to the king thereof. 

4°So Joshua smote all the land, the 
hill-country, and the South, and the 
Lowland, and the slopes, and_ all 
their kings; he left none remaining; 
but he utterly destroyed all that 
breathed, as the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, commanded. “And Joshua 
smote them from Kadesh-barnea even 
unto Gaza, and all the country of 
Goshen, even unto Gibeon. “And 
all these kings and their land did 
Joshua take at one time, because the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, fought for 
Israel. “And Joshua returned, and 
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all Israel with him, unto the camp to

6And the Lorp said unto Joshua: 1

their chariots with fire.’ 7So Joshua 
came, and all the people of war with — 
him, against them by the waters of — 
Merom suddenly, and fell upon them. 
8And the Lorp delivered them into

10And Joshua turned back at that — 
time, and took Hazor, and smote the _

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beforetime was the head of all those 

kingdoms. “And they smote all the 

souls that were therein with the 
_ edge of the sword, utterly destroying 
: them; there was none left that 
_ breathed; and he burnt Hazor with 
_ fire. And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and he smote them with the 
~ edge of the sword, and utterly de- 
- stroyed them; as Moses the servant 
BBut as 


of the Lorp commanded. 
_ for the cities that stood on their 
- mounds, Israel burned none of them, 
‘save Hazor only—that did Joshua 
burn. "And all the spoil of these 
cities, and the cattle, the children 
of Israel took for a prey unto them- 
selves; but every man they smote 
with the edge of the sword, until 
they had destroyed them, neither left 
they any that breathed. “As the 
Lorp commanded Moses His serv- 
_ ant, so did Moses command Joshua; 
and so did Joshua; he left nothing 
undone of all that the Lorp com- 
_ manded Moses. 
~ 16So0 Joshua took all that land, the 
& hill-country, and all the South, and 
all the iand of Goshen, and the ‘Low- 
age and the Arabah, and the hill- 
~ country of Israel, and the Lowland of 
the same; 17from the bare mountain, 
that goeth up to Seir, even unto 
Baal-gad in the valley of "Lebanon un- 
der mount Hermon; and all their 
_kings he took, and smote them, and 
_ put them to ‘death. Joshua made 
_ war a long time with all those kings. 
_}There was not a city that made 
_ peace with the children of Israel, 
save the Hivites the inhabitants of 
_ Gibeon; they took all in _ battle. 
For it was of the Lorp to harden 
their hearts, to come against Israel 
_ in battle, that they might be utterly 
destroyed, that they might have no 
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favour, but that they might be de- 
stroyed, as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 

And Joshua came at that time, 
and cut off the Anakim from the hill- 
country, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from Anab, and from all the hill- 
country of Judah, and from all the 
hill-country of Israel; Joshua utterly 
destroyed them with their cities. 
”There was none of the Anakim left 
in the land of the children of Israel; 
only in Gaza, in Gath, and in Ashdod, 
did some remain. %So Joshua took 
the whole land, according to all that 
the Lorp spoke unto Moses; and 
Joshua gave it for an inheritance 
unto Israel according to their divisions 
by their tribes. And the land had 
rest from war. 

12 Now these are the kings of the 

land, whom the children of 
Israel smote, and possessed their 
land beyond the Jordan toward the 
sunrising, from the valley of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon, and all the 
Arabah eastward:  Sihon king of 
the Amorites, who dwelt in Heshbon, 
and ruled from Aroer, which is on the 
edge of the valley of Arnon, and the 
middle of the valley, and half Gilead, 
even unto the river Jabbok, the bor- 
der of the children of Ammon; 3and 
the Arabah unto the sea of Chinneroth, 
eastward, and unto the sea of the 
Arabah, even the Salt Sea, eastward, 
the way to Beth-jeshimoth; and on 
the south, under the slopes of Pisgah; 
4and the border of Og king of Bashan, 
of the remnant of the Rephaim, who 
dwelt at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, 
‘and ruled in mount Hermon, and in 
Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto the 
border of, the Geshurites and. the 
Maacathites, and half Gilead, even 
unto the border of Sihon king of 
Heshbon. ‘Moses the servant of the 
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Lorp and the children of Israel smote 
them; and Moses the servant of the 
Lorp gave it for a possession unto the 
Reubenites, and the Gadites, and the 


half-tribe of Manasseh.

And 
now, behold, the Lorp hath kept me 
alive, as He spoke, these forty and 
five years, from the time that the 
Lorp spoke this word unto Moses, 
while Israel walked in the wilderness; 
and now, lo, I am this day fourscore 
and five years old. “As yet I am as 
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strong this day as I was in the day 
that Moses sent me; as my strength 
was then, even so is my strength now, 
for war, and to go out and to come in. 
2N ow therefore give me this mountain, 
whereof the Lorp spoke in that day; — 
for thou heardest in that day how the 
Anakim were there, and cities great 
and fortified; it may be that the Lorp 
will be with me, and I shall driver 
them out, as the Lorp spoke.’ “And — 
Joshua blessed him; and he gave —

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their families; and their inheritance 
was in the midst of the inheritance 
of the children of Judah. *And they 
had for their inheritance Beer-sheba 
with Sheba, and Moladah; %and Hazar- 
shual, and Balah, and Ezem; ‘and 
Eltolad, and Bethul, and Hormah; 
Sand Ziklag, and Beth-marcaboth, and 
Hazar-susah; ‘and Beth-lebaoth, and 
Sharuhen; thirteen cities with their 
villages: ‘Ain, Rimmon, and Ether, 
and Ashan; four cities with their vil- 
lages; and all the villages that were 
round about these cities to Baalath- 
beer, as far as Ramah of the South.

And the fifth lot came out for the 
tribe of the children of Asher accord- 
ing to their families. *°And their bor- 
der was Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, 
and Achshaph; “and Allammelech, 
and Amad, and Mishal; and it reached 
to Carmel westward, and to Shihor- 
libnath. 27And it turned toward the 
sunrising to Beth-dagon, and reached 
to Zebulun and tothe valley of Iphtah- 
el northward at Beth-emek and Neiel; 
and it went out to Cabul on the left 
hand, #8and Ebron, and Rehob, and 
Hammon, and Kanah, even unto great 
Zidon. **And the border turned to 
Ramah, and to the fortified city of 
Tyre; and the border turned to Hosah;

at the Jordan. *4And the border turned 
westward to Aznoth-tabor, and went 
out from thence to Hukok; and it 
reached to Zebulun on the south, and 
reached to Asher on the west, and to 
Judah at the Jordan toward the sun- 
rising. *And the fortified cities 
were Ziddim-zer, and Hammath, and 
Rakkath, and Chinnereth; **and Ada- 
mah, and Ramah, and Hazor; *’and 
Kedesh, and Edrei, and En-hazor;

8And the children of Israel gave 
by lot unto the Levites these cities 
with the open land about them, as 
the Lorp commanded by the hand of 
Moses. 

®And they gave out of the tribe of 
the children of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon, these 
cities which are here mentioned by 
name. !°And they were for the chil- 
dren of Aaron, of the families of the 
Kohathites, who were of the children 
of Levi; for theirs was the first lot. 
uAnd they gave them Kiriath-arba, 
which Arba was the father of *Anak 
—the same is Hebron—in the hill- 
country of Judah, with the open land 
round about it. But the fields of the 
city, and the villages thereof, gave 
they to Caleb the son of Jephunneh 
for his possession. 

And unto the children of Aaron 
the priest they gave Hebron with the 
open land about it, the city of refuge 
. for the manslayer, and Libnah with 
the open land about it; Mand Jattir 
with the open land about it, and 
Eshtemoa with the open land about 
it; “and Holon with the open land 
about it, and Debir with the open 
land about it;!and Ain with the open 
land about it, and Juttah with the 
open land about it, and Beth-shemesh 
with the open land about it; nine 
cities out of those two tribes. 17And 
out of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon 
with the open land about it, Geba 
with the open land about it; 8Ana- 
thoth with the open land about it, 
and Almon with the open land about 
it; four cities. 19All the cities of the 
ebildren of Aaron, the priests, were 
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thirteen cities with the open land 
about them. 

20And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites, even the rest 
of the children of Kohath, they had 
the cities of their lot out of the tribe of 
Ephraim. #And they gave them She-

All the cities of the families 
of the rest of the children of Kohath 
were ten with the open land about 
them. 

27And unto the children of Gershon, 
of the families of the Levites, out of 
the half-tribe of Manasseh they gave 
Golan in Bashan with the open land 


about it, the city of refuge for the 


manslayer; and Beeshterah with the 
open land about it; two cities. ?%And 
out of the tribe of Issachar, Kishion 
with the open land about it, Dob- 


rath with the open land about it; 


*Jarmuth with the open land about 
it, En-gannim with the open land 
about it; four cities. And out of 
the tribe of Asher, Mishal with the 
open land about it, Abdon with the 
open land about it; “Helkath with 
the open land about it, and Rehob 
with the open land about it; four 
cities. *And out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, Kedesh in Galilee with the open 
Anok. 
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land about it, the city of refuge for 
the manslayer, and Hammoth-dor 
with the open iand about it, and 
Kartan with the open land about it; 
three cities. All the cities of the 
Gershonites according to their families 
were thirteen cities with the open 
land about them. 

*4And unto the families of the chil- 


dren of Merari, the rest of the Levites, 


out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam 
with the open land about it, and 
Kartah with the open land about it; 
*Dimnah with the open land about 
it, Nahalal with the open land about 
it; four cities. [*%And out of the 
tribe of Reuben, Bezer with the open 
land about it, and Jahaz with the 
open land about it; *7Kedemoth with 
_ the open land about it, and Mepha- 
ath with the open land about it; 
four cities.] #8And out of the tribe of 
_ Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with the open 


_ land about it, the city of refuge for 


the manslayer, and Mahanaim with 
the open land about it; **Heshbon 
with the open land about it, Jazer 
_ with the open land about it; four 
_ cities in all. ‘All these were the 
- cities of the children of Merari ac- 
cording to their families, even the 
~ rest of the families of the Levites; 
and their lot was twelve cities. 

41All the cities of the Levites — 
forty and eight cities with the open 
land about them —shall be in the midst 
of the possession of the children of 
Israel, “even these cities, every one 
with the open land round about 
it; thus it shall be with all these 
cities. 
- 4880 the Lorp gave unto Israel all 
the land which He swore to give unto 


their fathers; and they possessed it, 


and dwelt therein. ‘And the Lorp 
gave them rest round about, accord- 
ing to all that He swore unto their 
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fathers; and there stood not a man 
of all their enemies against them; 
the Lorp delivered all their enemies 
into their hand. “There failed not 
aught of any good thing which the 
Lorp had spoken unto the house of 
Israel; all came to pass. 
AA Then Joshua called the Reu- 
benites, and the Gadites, and

®And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half- 
tribe of Manasseh returned, and de- 
parted from the children of Israel 
out of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan, to go unto the land of Gilead, 
to the land of their possession, where- 
of they were possessed, according to 
the commandment of the Lorp by the 
hand of Moses. ?°And when they 
came unto the region about the Jor- 
dan, that is in the land of Canaan, the 
children of Reuben and the children 
of Gad and the half-tribe of Manas- 
seh built there an altar by the Jordan, 
a great altar to look upon. “And 
the children of Israel. heard say: 
‘Behold, the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half-tribe 
of Manasseh have built an altar in 
the forefront of the land of Canaan, 
in the region about the Jordan, on the 
side that pertaineth to the children 
of Israel.’ ##And when the children of 
Israel heard of it, the whole congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to go 
up against them to war. 

13And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the half- 
tribe of Manasseh, into the land of 
Gilead, Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest; and with him ten princes, 
one prince of a fathers’ house for each 
of the tribes of Israel; and they were 
every one of them head of their 
fathers’ houses among the thousands 
of Israel. And they came unto the 
children of Reuben, and to the children 
of Gad, and to the half-tribe of 
Manasseh, unto the land of Gilead, 
and they spoke with them, saying: 
16‘Thus saith the whole congregation 
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of the Lorp: What treachery is this 
that ye have committed against the 
God of Israel, to turn away this day 
from following the Lorp, in that ye 
have builded you an altar, to rebel 
this day against the Lorp?

the Lorp our God.

of Manasseh answered, and spoke 


unto the heads of the thousands of 
Israel: ?“God, God, the Lorn, God, 


God, the Lorp, He knoweth, and — 


Israel he shall know; if it be in re- 


bellion, or if in treachery against the — 


Lorp—save Thou us not this day— 
%that we have built us an altar to 


turn away from following the Lorp; — 


or if to offer thereon burnt-offering 


or meal-offering, or if to offer sacrifices 


of peace-offerings thereon, let the 
Lorp Himself require it; “and if we 


have not rather out of anxiety about 


a matter done this, saying: In 
time to come your children might 
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speak unto our children, saying: 


What have ye to do with the Lorn, 
the God of Israel? **for the Lorp hath 
made the Jordan a border between us 
and you, ye children of Reuben and 
children of Gad; ye have no portion 
in the Lorp; so might your children 
make our children cease from fearing 
the Lorp. **Therefore we'said: Let 
us now prepare to build us an altar, 
not for burnt-offering, nor for sacrifice; 
27hut it shall be a witness between us 
and you, and between our generations 


after us, that we may do the service 
-)of the Lorp before Him with our 
_ burnt-offerings, and with our sacrifices, 


and with our peace-offerings; that 
your children may not say to our 
Jehildren in time to come: Ye have

- 380And when Phinehas the priest, and 


‘the princes of the congregation, even 


_ the heads of the thousands of Israel 
_ that were with him, heard the words 


that the children of Reuben and the 


f children of Gad and the children of 


Manasseh spoke, it pleased them well. 
%1And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children of 


_ Reuben, and to the children ‘of Gad, 
- and to the children of Manasseh: 

‘This day we know that the Lorp 
_ fs in the midst of us, because ye have 
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not committed this treachery against 
the Lorp; now have ye delivered the 
children of Israel out of the hand of 
the Lorp.’ *And Phinehas the son of 
Eleazar the priest, and the princes, 
returned from the children of Reuben, 
and from the children of Gad, out of 
the land of Gilead, ‘unto the land of 
Canaan, to the children of Israel, and 
brought them back word. And the 
thing pleased the children of Israel; 
and the children of Israel blessed 
God, and spoke no more of going up 
against them to war, to destroy the 
land wherein the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad dwelt.

"Take good heed therefore 
unto yourselves, that ye love the 
Lorp your God. Else if ye do in 
any wise go back, and cleave unto the 
remnant of these nations, even these 
that remain among you, and make 
marriages with them, and go in unto 
them, and they to you; “know for a 
certainty that the Lorp your God 
will no more drive these nations 
from out of your sight; but they 
shall be a snare and a trap unto you, 
and a scourge in your sides, and pricks 
in your eyes, until ye perish from off 
this good land which the Lorp your 
God hath given you. “And, behold, 
this day I am going the way of all 
the earth; consider ye therefore in 
all your heart and in all your soul, 
that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lorp your 
God spoke concerning you; all are 
come to pass unto you, not one thing 
hath failed thereof. ‘And it shall 
come to pass, that as all the good 
things are come upon you of which the 
Lorp your God spoke unto you, so 
shall the Lorp bring upon you all the 
evil things, until He have destroyed 
you from off this good land which

When ye transgress the covenant 
of the Lorp your God, which He com- 
manded you, and go and serve other

anath became tributary unto them. 
34And the Amorites forced the chil- 1] 
dren of Dan into the hill-country; for _ 
they would not suffer them to come 
down to the valley.

them I may prove Israel, whether 
they will keep the way of the Lorp 
to walk therein, as their fathers did 
keep it, or not.’

‘And 
they were there, to prove Israel by 
them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments of 
the Lorp, which He commanded their

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4And Gideon came to the Jordan, 
and passed over, he, and the three 
hundred men that were with him, 
faint, yet pursuing. And he said un- 
to the men of Succoth: ‘Give, I pray 
you, loaves of bread unto the people 
that follow me; for they are faint, and 
I am pursuing after Zebah and Zal- 
munna, the kings of Midian.’ ®And 
the princes of Succoth said: ‘Are the 
hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in 
thy power, that we should give bread 
unto thine army?’ 7And Gideon said: 
‘Therefore when the Lorp hath de- 
livered Zebah and Zalmunna into 
my hand, then I will tear your flesh 
with the thorns of the wilderness and 
with briers.’ And he went up thence 
to Penuel, and spoke unto them in 
like manner; and the men of Penuel 
answered him as the men of Succoth 
had answered. %And he spoke also 
unto the men of Penuel, saying: ‘When 
I come back in peace, I will break 
down this tower.’ 

Now Zebah and Zalmunna were 
in Karkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that 
were left of all the host of the children 
of the east; for there fell a hundred 
and twenty thousand men that drew 
sword.

“baal went to Shechem unto his 
mother’s brethren, and spoke with 
‘them, and with all the family of the 
house of his mother’s father, saying: 
Speak, I pray you, in the ears of all

_ for you, that all the sons of Jerubbaal, 
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who are threescore and ten’ persons, 
rule over you, or that one rule over 
you? remember also that I am your 
bone and your flesh.’ %And_ his 
mother’s brethren spoke of him in the 
ears of all the men of Shechem all 
these words; and their hearts inclined 
to follow.

of the bramble, and devour the ce- 
dars of Lebanon. 1Now therefore, if 
ye have dealt truly and uprightly, 
in that ye have made Abimelech 
king, and if ye have dealt well with 
Jerubbaal and his house, and have 
done unto him according to the de- 
serving of his hands—"for my father 
fought for you, and adventured his 
life, and delivered you out of the 
hand of Midian; and ye are risen 
up against my father’s house this 
day, and have slain his sons, three- 
score and ten persons, upon one stone, 
and have made Abimelech, the son 
of his maid- servant, king over the 
men of Shechem, because he is your 
brother—“if ye then have dealt truly 
and uprightly with Jerubbaal and 
with his house this day, then rejoice 
ye in Abimelech, and let him also 
rejoice in you.

Abimelech; *that the violence done 
to the threescore and ten sons of 
Jerubbaal might come, and that their 
blood might be laid upon Abimelech 
their brother, who slew them, and 
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upon the men of Shechem, who 
strengthened his hands to slay his 
brethren. *And the men of Shechem 
set liers-in-wait for him on the tops. 
of the mountains, and they robbed all _ 
that came along that way by them; 
and it was told Abimelech. ot 

2sAnd Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went on to 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
put their trust in him. ?7And they 
went out into the field, and gathered 
their vineyards, and trod the grapes, 
and held festival, and went into the 
house of their god, and did eat and 
drink, and cursed Abimelech. **And: ‘ 
Gaal the son of Ebed said: ‘Who is” 
Abimelech, and who is Shechem, that 
we should serve him? is not he the ; 
son of Jerubbaal? and Zebul his officer? — 
serve ye the men of Hamor the father _ 
of Shechem; but why should we serve 
him? ?%And would that this people 
were under my hand! then would 
I remove Abimelech.’ And he said 
to Abimelech: ‘Increase thine army, 
and come out.’ %And when Zebul 
the ruler of the city heard the words — 
of Gaal the son of Ebed, his anger i 
was kindled. \*‘And he sent: messengers #' | 
unto Abimelech in Tormah, saying: 
‘Behold, Gaal the son of Ebed and 
his brethren are come to Shechem; 
and, behold, they will incite the city 
against thee. Now therefore, up— 
by night, thou and the people that are i 
with thee, and lie in wait in the © 
field. *And it shall be, that in the 
morning, as soon as the sun is up, thou — 
shalt rise early, and set upon the city; t 
and, behold, when he and the people — 
that are with him come out agai | 
thee, then mayest thou do to thera 
as thou shalt be able.’ 

%4And Abimelech rose up, and a 
the people that were with him, by 
night, and they lay in wait against 
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Shechem in four companies. *And 
Gaal the son of Ebed went out, and 
stood in the entrance of the gate of 

_ the city; and Abimelech rose up, and 

_ the people that were with him, from 
the ambushment. *And when Gaal 
saw the people, he said to Zebul: 

_ “Behold, there come people down from 

_ the tops of the mountains.’ And 
- Zebul said unto him: ‘Thou seest the 

_ shadow of the mountains as if they 

were men.’ *7And Gaal spoke again 

and said: ‘See, there come people down 
by. the middle of the land, and one 
company cometh by the way of Elon- 
ine 38Then said Zebul unto 
‘Where is now thy mouth, that 
ca thou saidst: Who is Abimelech, that 
‘we should serve him? is not this the 

_ people that thou hast despised? go out 

’ now, I pray, and fight with them.’ 
39And Gaal went out before the men of 
' Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. 

~ “And Abimelech chased him, and he 

~ fled before him, and there fell many 
‘wounded, even "unto the entrance of 
the gate. “And Abimelech dwelt at 

Arumah; and Zebul drove out Gaal 

and his brethren, that they should not 

~ dwell in Shechem. 
_ “And it came to pass on the mor- 
~ row, that the people went out into 
the field; and it was told Abimelech. 
#And he took the people, and divided 
them into three companies, and lay in 
- ‘wait in the field; and he looked, and, 
behold, the people were coming forth 
~ out of the city; and he rose up against 
them, and smote them. “And Abim- 
elech, and the companies that were 
— with ‘him, rushed forward, and stood 
- in the entrance of the gate "of the city; 
= ind the two companies rushed upon 
all that were in the field, and smote 
them. “And Abimelech fought against 
the city all that day; and he took the 

"city, and slew the people that were

therein; and he beat down the city, 
and sowed it with salt. 

46And when all the men of the tower 
of Shechem heard thereof, they en- 
tered into the hold of the house of 
El-berith. 47And it was told Abim- 
elech that all the men of the tower 
of Shechem were gathered together. 
48And Abimelech got him up to mount 
Zalmon, he and all the people that 
were with him; and Abimelech took 
an axe in his hand, and cut down a 
bough from the trees, and took it up, 
and laid it on his shoulder; and he said 
unto the people that were with him: 
‘What ye haveseen medo, make haste, 
and do as I have done.’ 4%And all 
the people likewise cut down every 
man his bough, and followed Abim- 
elech, and put them to the hold, 
and set the hold on fire upon them; 
so that all the men of the tower of 
Shechem died also, about a thousand 
men and women. 

5°Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
and encamped against Thebez, and 
tookit. ®But there was a strong tower 
within the city, and thither fled all 
the men and women, even all they of 
the city, and shut themselves in, and 
got them up to the roof of the tower. 
And Abimelech came unto the tower, 
and fought against it, and went close 
unto the door of the tower to burn it 
with fire. And a certain woman cast 
an upper millstone upon Abimelech’s 
head, and broke his skull. “Then he 
called hastily unto the young map 
his armour-bearer, and said unto him: 
‘Draw thy sword, and kill me, that 
men say not of me: A woman slew 
him.’ And his young man thrust 
him through, and he died. And 
when the men of Israel saw that Abim- 
elech was dead, they departed every 
man unto his place. Thus God re- 
quited the wickedness of Abimelech, 
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which he did unto his father, in slay- 
ing his seventy brethren; Stand all the 
wickedness of the men of Shechem 
did God requite upon their heads; 
and upon them came the curse of 
Jotham the son of Jerubbaal. 
a4 0 And after Abimelech there arose 
to save Israel Tola the son of 
Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of 
Issachar; and he dwelt in Shamir in 
the hill-country of Ephraim. ?And 
he judged Israel twenty and three 
years, and died, and was buried in 
Shamir. 

3And after him arose Jair, the Gil- 
eadite; and he judged Israel twenty 
and two years. ‘And he had thirty 
sons that rode on thirty ass colts, 
and they had thirty cities, which are 
called *Havvoth-jair unto this day, 
which are in the land of Gilead. ®And 
Jair died, and was buried in Kamon. 

6And the children of Israel again 
did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorn, and served the Baalim, 
and the Ashtaroth, and the gods of 
Aram, and the gods of Zidon, and the 
gods of Moab, and the gods of the 
children of Ammon, and the gods of 
the Philistines; and they forsook the 
Lorp, and served Him not. ‘And 
the anger of the Lorp was kindled 
against Israel, and He gave them 
over into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the children 
of Ammon. ‘And they oppressed 
and crushed the children of Israel 
that year; eighteen years [oppressed 
they] all the children of Israel that 
were beyond the Jordan in the land 
of the Amorites, which is in Gilead. 
®And the children of Ammon passed 
over the Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and 
against the house of Ephraim, so 
that Israel was sore distressed. }°And 
the children of Israel cried unto the 


Lorp, saying: ‘We have sinned 
against Thee, in that we have for- 
saken our God, and have served the 
Baalim.’ UAnd the Lorp said unto 
the children of Israel: ‘Did not I | 
save you from the Egyptians, and — 
from the Amorites, from the children 
of Ammon, and from the Philistines? 
The Zidonians also, and the Amalek- — 
ites, and the Maonites, did oppress — y 
you; and ye cried unto Me, and I | 
saved you out of their hand. BYet 
ye have forsaken Me, and served i| 
other gods; wherefore I will save you ~ 
no more. Go and cry unto the gods — 
which ye have chosen; let them save 
you in the time of your distress.’ 
46And the children of Israel said untel 
the Lorp: ‘We have sinned; do Thou 
unto us whatsoever seemeth good 
unto Thee; only deliver us, we pray 
Thee, this day. ? And they ‘put away - 
the strange gods from among thems Ht 
and served the Lorn; and His soul i 
was grieved for the misery of Israel. } 


“Then the children of Ammon were 
gathered together, and encamped in 
Gilead. And the children of Israel — 
assembled themselves together, and | 
encamped in Mizpah. 18And the peo- — 
ple, the princes of Gilead, said one — 
to another: ‘What man is he that will - 
begin to fight against the children 
of Ammon? he shall be head over all 
the inhabitants of Gilead.’ 

1 1 Now Jephthah the Gileadite 
was a mighty man of valour, 4 
and he was the son of a harlot; an 
Gilead begot Jephthah. 2And’ Gil- 
ead’s wife bore him sons; and when 
his wife’s sons grew up, they drove — 
out Jephthah, and said unto him — 
‘Thou shalt not inherit in our father’s — 
house; for thou art the son of another — 
woman. ®Then Jephthah fled from — 
his brethren, and dwelt in the ‘onal 
of Tob; and there were gathered ie

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- fellows to Jephthah, and they went 
out with him. 
_ 4And it came to pass after a while, 
_ that the children of Ammon made war 
_ against Israel. ‘And it was so, that 
- when the children of Ammon made 
- war against Israel, the elders of 
~ Gilead went to fetch Jephthah out of 
the land of Tob. And they said 
unto Jephthah: ‘Come and be our 
_ chief, that we may fight with the 
children of Ammon.’ ‘And Jephthah 
said unto the elders of Gilead: ‘Did 
not ye hate me, and drive me out of 
my father’s house? and why are ye 
“come unto me now when ye are in 
' distress?’ *And the elders of Gilead 
~ said unto Jephthah: ‘Therefore are 
we returned to thee now, that thou 
_ mayest go with us, and fight with the 
_ children of Ammon, and thou shalt 
- be our head over all the inhabitants 
of Gilead.’ °And Jephthah said unto 
the elders of Gilead: ‘If ye bring me 
baek home to fight with the children 
of Ammon, and the Lorp deliver 
‘them before me, I will be your head.’ 
And the elders of Gilead said unto 
_ Jephthah: ‘The Lorp shall be wit- 
ness between us; surely according 
- to thy word so will we do.’ “Then 
~Jephthah went with the elders of 
Gilead, and the people made him head 
and chief over them; and Jephthah 
spoke all his words before the Lorp 
in Mizpah. 
. 2 And Jephthah sent messengers un- 
to the king of the children of Ammon, 
_ saying: ‘What hast thou to do with 
me, that thou art come unto me 
to fight against my land?’ “And 
- king of the children of Ammon 
answered unto the messengers of 
_ Jephthah: ‘Because Israel took away 
my land, when he came up out of 
_ Egypt, from the Arnon even unto the 
_Jabbok, and unto the Jordan; now 
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therefore restore those cities peace- 
ably.’ “And Jephthah sent messen- 
gers again unto the king of the children 
of Ammon; and he said unto him: 
‘Thus saith Jephthah:: Israel: took not 
away the land of Moab, nor the land 
of the children of Ammon. . But 
when they came up from Egypt, and 
Israel walked through: the: wilder- 
ness unto the Red Sea, and came to 
Kadesh; }’then Israel sent messengers 
unto the king of Edom, saying: Let 
me, I pray thee, pass through thy 
land; but the king of Edom _heark- 
ened not. And in like manner he 
sent unto the king of Moab; but he 
would not; and Israel abode in Ka- 
desh. 4*Then he walked through the 
wilderness, and compassed the land 
of Edom, and the land of Moab, and 
came by the east side of the land of 
Moab, and they pitched on the other 
side of the Arnon; but they came not 
within the border of Moab, for the 
Arnon was the border of Moab. 
19And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshbon; and Israel said unto him: 
Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
thy land unto my. place. But 
Sihon trusted not Israel to pass 
through his border; but Sihon gathered 
all his people together, and pitched 
in Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 
And the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
delivered Sihon and all his people 
into the hand of Israel, and they 
smote them; so Israel possessed all 
the land of the Amorites, the in- 
habitants of that country. And 
they possessed all the border of the 
Amorites, from the Arnon even unto 
the Jabbok, and from the wilderness 
even unto the Jordan. “So now the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, hath dis- 
possessed the Amorites from before 
His people Israel, and shouldest thou 
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possess them? *Wilt not thou possess 
that which Chemosh thy god giveth 
thee to possess? So whomsoever the 
Lorp our God hath dispossessed from 
before us, them will we _ possess. 
25And now art thou any thing better 
than Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab? did he ever strive against 
Israel, or did he ever fight against 
them? While Israel dwelt in Hesh- 
bon and its towns, and in Aroer 
and its towns, and in all the cities 
that are along by the side of the 
Arnon, three hundred years; where- 
fore did ye not recover them within 
that time? 27I therefore have not 
sinned against thee, but thou doest 
me wrong to war against me; the 
Lorp, the Judge, be judge this day 
between the children of Israel and the 
children of Ammon.’ **Howbeit the 
king of the children of Ammon heark- 
ened not unto the words of Jephthah 
which he sent him. 

29Then the spirit of the Lorp came 
upon Jephthah, and he passed over 
Gilead and Manasseh, and passed 
over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from 
Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over un- 
to the children of Ammon. *And 
Jephthah vowed a vow unto the Lorn, 
and said: ‘If Thou wilt indeed de- 
liver the children of Ammon into my 
hand, *!then it shall be, that whatso- 
ever cometh forth of the doors of 
my house to meet me, when I return 
in peace from the children of Am- 


mon, it shall be the Lorp’s, and I 


will offer it up for a burnt-offering.’ 

So Jephthah passed over unto the 
children of Ammon to fight against 
them; 4nd the Lorp delivered them 
into his hand. And he smote them 
from Aroer until thou come to Min- 
nith, even twenty cities, and unto 
‘Abel-cheramim, with a very great 
slaughter. So the children of Ammon 
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were subdued before the children of 
Israel. 

“And Jephthah came to Mizpah 
unto his house, and, behold, his 
daughter came out to meet him’ with i: 
timbrels and with dances; and she 
was his only child; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. *And it 
came to pass, when he saw her, that 
he rent his clothes, and said: ‘Alas, — 
my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art become | 
my troubler; for I have opened my 
mouth unto the Lorp, and I cannot — 
go back.’ *And she said unto him: 
‘My father, thou hast opened thy — | 
mouth unto the Lorp; do unto me 
according to that which hath pro-| 4 
ceeded out of thy mouth; forasmuch — 
as the Lorp hath taken vengeance ~ 
for thee of thine enemies, even of | 
the children of Ammon.’ ®And_ 
she said unto her father: ‘Let this 
thing be done for me: let me alone 
two months, that I may depart and 
go down upon the mountains, and 
bewail my | virginity, I and my 
companions.’ **And he said: ‘Go.’ — 
And he sent her away for two months; | 
and she departed, she and her com=- — 
panions, and bewailed her virginity — 
upon the mountains. %%And it came 
to pass at the end of two months, — 
that she returned unto her father, 
who did with her according to his vow — 
which he had vowed; and she had 
not known man. And it was a cus- 
tom in Israel, “that the daughters 
of Israel went yearly to lament the 
daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite | 
four days in a year. 

12 And the men of Ephraim were 
gathered together, and passed 
to Zaphon; and they said unto 
Jephthah: ‘Wherefore didst thou pass — 
over to fight against the children of — 
Ammon, and didst not call us to go 
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with thee? we will burn thy house 


upon thee with fire.’ ?And Jephthah 


said unto them: ‘I and my people 
were at great strife with the children 
of Ammon; and when I called you, 


- ye saved me not out of their hand. 


And when I saw that ye saved me 
not, I put my life in my hand, and 


_ passed over against the children of 
- Ammon, and the Lorp delivered 


them into my hand; wherefore then 


are ye come up unto me this day, to 


fight against me?’ 


‘Then Jephthah 


gathered together all the men of

Gilead, and fought with Ephraim; 
and the men of Gilead smote Ephraim, 


’ because they said: ‘Ye are fugitives of 
Ephraim, ye Gileadites, in the midst 


of Ephraim, and in the midst of 
Manasseh.’ ‘®And the Gileadites took 
the fords of the Jordan against the 


_ Ephraimites; and it was so, that when 


_ Gilead said unto him: ‘Art thou an

~ Sthen said they unto him: ‘Say now 


any of the fugitives of Ephraim 
_ paid: ‘Let me go over’, the men of 


If he said: ‘Nay’; 


Shibboleth’; and he said ‘Sibboleth’; 


- for he could not frame to pronounce 


it right; then they laid hold on him, 
and slew him at the fords of the 


~ Jordan; and there fell at that time of 


Ephraim forty and two thousand. 


- 7And Jephthah judged Israel six 


years. Then died Jephthah the 
Gileadite, and was buried in one of the 


cities of Gilead.

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8And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehem 
judged Israel. °%And he had thirty 
sons, and thirty daughters he sent 
abroad, and thirty daughters he 


_ brought in from abroad for his sons. 
_ And he judged Israel seven years. 


10And Ibzan died, and was buried at 


Beth-lehem. 
~ And after him Elon the Zebulunite

ten years. 'And Elon the Zebulunite 
died, and was buried in Aijalon in the 
land of Zebulun. 

And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillel the Pirathonite judged Israel. 
4And he had forty sons and thirty 
sons’ sons, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass colts; and he judged Israel 
eight years. 1And Abdon the son of 
Hillel the Pirathonite died, and was 
buried in Pirathon in the land of 
Ephraim, in the hill-country of the 
Amalekites. 

1 3 And the children of Israel again 

did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp; and the Lorp 
delivered them into the hand of the 
Philistines forty years. 

2And there was a certain man of 
Zorah, of the family of the Danites, 
whose name was Manoah; and his 
wife was barren, and bore not. 
3And the angel of the Lorp appeared 
unto the woman, and said unto her: 
‘Behold now, thou art barren, and 
hast not borne; but thou shalt con- 
ceive, and bear ason. 4Now therefore 
beware, I pray thee, and drink no 
wine nor strong drink, and eat not 
any unclean thing. ‘For, lo, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son; and no 
razor shall come upon his head; for 
the child shall be a Nazirite unto God 
from the womb; and he shall begin to 
save Israel out of the hand of the 
Philistines.’ *Then the woman came 
and told her husband, saying: ‘A 
man of God came unto me, and his 
countenance was like the countenance 
ot the angel of God, very terrible;

and his wife looked on. ?°For it came 
to pass, when the flame went uni 
toward heaven from off the altar, 
that the angel of the Lorp ascended 
in the flame of the altar; and Manoah 
and his wife looked on; "and they fell — 
on their faces to the ground. ™But | 
the angel of the Lorp did no more | 
appear to Manoah or to his wife.

And it came to 
pass on the seventh day, that. they 
said unto Samson’s wife: ‘Entice thy 
husband, that he may declare unto 
us the riddle, lest we burn thee and 
thy father’s house with fire; have ye 
called us hither to impoverish us?’ 
16And Samson’s wife wept before him, 
and said: ‘Thou dost but hate me, 
and lovest me not; thou hast put forth 
a riddle unto the children of my peo- 
ple, and wilt thou not tellit me?’ And

BNow therefore deliver up the men, 
the base fellows that are in Gibeah, 
that we may put them to death, and 
put away evil from Israel.’ But the 
children of Benjamin would not heark- 


i en to the voice of their brethren the 


children of Israel. And the children 
of Benjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether out of their cities unto Gibeah, 
to go out to battle against the chil- 
dren of Israel. And the children of 
Benjamin numbered on that day out 
of the cities twenty and six thousand 
men ‘that drew sword, besides the 
inhabitants of Gibeah, who numbered 
‘seven hundred chosen men. All this 
people, even seven hundred chosen 
men, were left-handed; every one could 
sling stones at a hair-breadth, and not 
miss. 

‘17And the men of Israel, beside 
- Benjamin, numbered four hundred 
thousand men that drew sword; all 
these were men of war. 1%And the 
children of Israel arose, and went up 
to Beth-el, and asked counsel of God; 


and they said: ‘Who shall go up for 


us first to battle against the children 
And the Lorp said: 


‘Judah first.’ 19And the children of 


® Heb. 
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Israel rose up in the morning, and 
encamped against Gibeah. ?°And the 
men of Israel went out to battle 
against Benjamin; and the men of 
Israel set the battle in array against 
them at Gibeah. *And the children 
of Benjamin came forth out of Gibeah, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the Israelites on that day twenty and 
two thousand men. And the people, 
the men of Israel, encouraged them- 
selves, and set the battle again in 
array in the place where they set 
themselves in array the first day. 
And the children of Israel went up 
and wept before the Lorp until even; 
and they asked of the Lorn, saying: 
‘Shall I again draw nigh to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother?’ And the Lorp said: ‘Go 
up against him.’ 

74And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 
the second day. And Benjamin went 
forth against them out of Gibeah the 
second day, and destroyed down to 
the ground of the children of Israel 
again eighteen thousand men; all these 
drew the sword. *Then all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and all the people, went 
up, and came unto Beth-el, and wept, 
and sat there before the Lorp, and 
fasted that day until even; and they 
offered burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings before the Lorp. ?7And the 
children of Israel asked of the Lorp 
—for the ark of the covenant of God 
was there in those days, *8and Phin- 
ehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of 
Aaron, stood before it in those days— 
saying: ‘Shall I yet again go out to 
battle against the children of Ben- 
jamin my brother, or shall I cease?’ 
And the Lorp said: ‘Go up; for to- 
morrow I will deliver him into thy 
hand,’ #°And Israel set liers-in-wait 
against Gibeah round about.

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3%°And the children of Israel went 
up against the children of Benjamin 
on the third day, and set themselves 
in array against Gibeah, as at other 
times. *And the children of Benja- 
min went out against the people, and 
were drawn away from the city; and 
they began to smite and kill of the 

ople, as at other times, in the field, 
in the highways, of which one goeth 
up to Beth-el, and the other to 
Gibeah, about thirty men of Israel. 
82And the children of Benjamin said: 
‘They are smitten down before us, 
as at the first.’ But the children of 
Israel said: ‘Let us flee, and draw 
them away from the city unto the 
highways.’ *And all the men of 
Israel rose up out of their place, and 
set themselves in array at Baal- 
tamar; and the liers-in-wait of Israel 
broke forth out of their place, even 
out of Maareh-geba. “And there 
came over against Gibeah ten thou- 
sand chosen men out of all Israel, and 
the battle was sore; but they knew 
not that evil was close upon them. 
And the Lorp smote Benjamin be- 
fore Israel; and the children of 
Israel destroyed of Benjamin that 
day twenty and five thousand and 
a hundred men; all these drew the 
sword. 

36So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten. And the men 
of Israel gave place to Benjamin, 
because they trusted unto the liers- 
in-wait whom they had set against 
Gibeah.— And the liers-in-wait has- 
tened, and rushed upon Gibeah; and 
the liers-in-wait drew forth, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 
’8Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Israel and the 
liers-in-wait, that they should make a 
great beacon of smoke rise up out of 


the city—**And the men of Israel! fi 
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turned in the battle, and Benjamin 
began to smite and kill of the men of 
Israel about thirty persons; for they 
said: ‘Surely they are smitten down 
before us, as in the first battle.’ 
40But when the beacon began to 
arise up out of the city in a pillar of 
smoke, the Benjamites looked behind 
them, and, behold, the whole of the 
city went up in smoke to heaven. 
“And the men of Israel turned, and 
the men of Benjamin were amazed; 
for they saw that evil was come upon 
them. “Therefore they turned their 
backs before the men of Israel unto 
the way of the wilderness; but the 
battle followed hard after them; and 
they that came out of the city 
destroyed them in the midst of the 
men of Israel. “They inclosed the 
Benjamites round about, and chased

them, and overtook them at their 


resting-place, as far as over against 


Gibeah toward the sunrising. “And 


there fell of Benjamin eighteen thou- 


sand men; all these were men of 
valour. “And they turned and fled 
toward the wilderness unto the rock

*Then the elders of the congrega- 
tion said: ‘How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing the wom- 
en are destroyed out of Benjamin?’ 
And they said: ‘They that are 
escaped must be as an inheritance for 
Benjamin, that a tribe be not blotted 
out from Israel. 1*Howbeit we may 
not give them wives of our daughters.’ 
For the children of Israel had sworn, 
saying: ‘Cursed be he that giveth a 
wife to Benjamin.’ %And_ they 
said: ‘Behold, there is the feast of the 
Lorp from year to year in Shiloh, 
which is on the north of Beth-el, on

ee she was in bitterness of soul—and 


prayed unto the Lorp, and wept sore 
And she vowed a vow, and said: ‘O 
Lorp of hosts, if Thou wilt indeed look 
on the affliction of Thy handmaid, and 
remember me, and not forget Thy 
handmaid, but wilt give unto Thy 
handmaid a man-child, then I will 
give him unto the Lorp all the days 
of his life, and there shall no razor 
come upon his head.’ “And it came 
to pass, as she prayed long before the 
Lorp, that Eli watched her mouth. 
18Now Hannah, she spoke in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but her 
voice could not be heard; therefore 
Eli ‘thought she had been drunken. 
M4And Eli said unto her: ‘How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy 
wine from thee.’ “And Hannah an- 
swered and said: ‘No, my lord, I am 
a woman of a sorrowful spirit; I have 
drunk neither wine nor strong drink, 
but I poured out my soul before the 
Lorp. Count not thy handmaid 
for a wicked woman: for out of 
the abundance of my complaint and 
my vexation have I spoken hitherto.’ 
17Then Eli answered and said: ‘Go 
in peace, and the God of Israel grant 
thy petition that thou hast asked 
of Him.’ 48And she said: ‘Let thy 
servant find favour in thy sight.’ So 
the woman went her way, and did 
eat, and her countenance was no more 
sad. 1%And they rose up in the morn- 
ing early, and worshipped before the 
Lorp, and returned, and came to their 
house to Ramah; and Elkanah knew 
Hannah his wife; and the Lorp re- 
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membered her. ?°And it came to pass, 
when the time was come about, that 
Hannah conceived, and bore a son; 
and she called his name Samuel: 
‘because I have asked him of the 
Lorp.’ 

4And the man Elkanah, and all his 
house, went up to offer unto the Lorp 
the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 
2But Hannah went not up; for she 
said unto her husband: ‘Until the 
child be weaned, when I will bring 
him, that he may appear before the 
Lorp, and there abide for ever.’ %And 
Elkanah her husband said unto her: 
‘Do what seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; only 
the Lorp establish His word.’ So 
the woman tarried and gave her son 
suck, until she weaned him. *And 
when she had weaned him, she took 
him up with her, with three bullocks, 
and one ephah of meal, and a bottle 
of wine, and brought him unto the 
house of the Lorp in Shiloh; and the 
child was young. *And when the 
bullock was slain, the child was 
brought to Eli. ?®And she said: ‘Oh, 
my lord, as thy soul liveth, my lord, 
I am the woman that stood by thee 
here, praying unto the Lorp. ?’For 
this child I prayed; and the Lorp hath 
granted me my petition which I asked 
of Him; **therefore I ‘also have lent 
him to the Lorp; as long as he liveth 
he is lent to the Lorp.’

__ "And Elkanah went to Ramah to 
his house. And the child did minister 
unto the Lorp before Eli the priest. 

“Now the sons of Eli were base 
men; they knew not the Lorp. ™And 
the custom of the priests with the 

_ people was, that, when any man of- 

fered sacrifice, the priest's servant 
came, while the flesh was in seething, 

_with a flesh-hook of three teeth in his 
hand; “and he struck it into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot ; all that 
the flesh-hook brought up the priest 
took therewith. So they did unto 
all the Israelites that came thither 
in Shiloh.

And he had judged Israel forty 
years. 

19And his daughter-in-law, Phine- 
has’ wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered; and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father-in-law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed her- 
self and brought forth; for her pains 
came suddenly upon her. And 
about the time of her death the women 
that stood by her said unto her: 
‘Fear not; for thou hast brought 
forth a son.’ But she answered not, 
neither did she regard it. *4And she 
named the child *Ichabod, saying: 
‘The glory is departed from Israel’; 
because the ark of God was taken, 
and because of her father-in-law and 
her husband. *And she said: ‘The 
glory is departed from Israel; for the 
ark of God is taken.’ 
5 Now the Philistines had taken the 

ark of God, and they brought it 
from Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. ?And 
the Philistines took the ark of God, 
and brought it into the house of 
Dagon, and set it by Dagon. *And 
when they of Ashdod arose early on 
the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground 
before the ark of the Lorp.

palms of his hands lay cut off upon the 
threshold; only the trunk of Dagon 
was left to him. Therefore neither 
the priests of Dagon, nor any that 
come into Dagon’s house, tread on the 
threshold of Dagon in Ashdod unto 
this day. 

®But the hand of the Lorp was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and He 
destroyed them, and smote them 
with emerods, even Ashdod and the 
borders thereof. 7And when the men 
of Ashdod saw that it was so, they 
said: ‘The ark of the God of Israel 
shall not abide with us; for His hand 
is sore upon us, and upon Dagon 
our god.’ ®They sent therefore and 
gathered all the lords of the Phi- 
listines unto them, and said: ‘What 
shall we do with the ark of the God 
of Israel?’

‘And when the five lords 
of the Philistines had seen it, they 
returned to Ekron the same day. 

17And these are the golden emerods 
which the Philistines returned for a 
guilt-offering unto the Lorp: for 
Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for Ash- 
kelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one; 48and the golden mice, according 
to the number of all the cities of: 
the Philistines belonging to the five 
lords, both of fortified cities and of 
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country villages, even unto Abel by 
the great stone, whereon they set down 
the ark of the Lorp, which stone re- 
maineth unto this day in the field of 
Joshua the Beth-shemite. And He 
smote of the men of Beth-shemesh, 
because they had gazed upon the ark 
of the Lorp, even He smote of the 
people seventy men, and fifty thou- 
sand men; and the people *mourned, 
because the Lorp had: smitten the 
people with a great slaughter. ?°And 
the men of Beth-shemesh said: ‘Who 
is able to stand before the Lorp, this 
holy God? and to whom shall it go up 
from us?’ And they sent messengers 
to the inhabitants of Kiriath-jearim, 
saying: ‘The Philistines have brought 
back the ark of the Lorp; come ye 

down, and fetch it up to you.’ 
+, And the men of Kiriath-jearim 
came, and fetched up the ark of 
the Lorp, and brought it into the 
house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanctified Eleazar his son to keep the 

ark of the Lorp. 

And it came to pass, from the 
day that the ark abode in Kiriath- 
jearim, that the time was long; for it 
was twenty years; and all the house 
of Israel yearned after the Lorp.| 
3And Samuel spoke unto all the house 
of Israel, saying: ‘If ye do return 
unto the Lorp with all your heart, 
then put away the foreign gods and 
the Ashtaroth from among you, and 
direct your hearts unto the Lorp, 
and serve Him only; and He will 
deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philistines.’ Then the children. of 
Israel did put away the Baalim and the 
Ashtaroth, and served the Lorp only. 
'And Samuel said: ‘Gather all Israel

TAnd when the Philistines heard 
that the’ children of Israel were 
gathered together to Mizpah, the 
lords of the Philistines went up against 
Israel. And when the children of 
Israel heard it, they were afraid of 
the Philistines: *And the children 
of Israel said to Samuel: ‘Cease not 
to ery unto the Lorp our God for 
us, that He save us out of the hand 
of the Philistines.’ %And Samuel 
took a sucking lamb, and offered it 
for a whole burnt-offering unto the 


Lorp; and Samuel cried unto the © 


Lorp for Israel; and the Lorp an- 
swered him. 1°And as Samuel was 
offering up the burnt-offering, the 
Philistines drew near to battle against 


Israel; but the Lorp thundered with — 
a great thunder on that day upon the — 


Philistines, and discomfited them; and 
they were smitten down before Israel. 


And the men of Israel went out of 


Mizpah, and pursued the Philistines, 
and smote them, until they came un- 
der Beth-car.

and the children of Israel were three 
- hundred thousand, and the men of 
Judah thirty thousand. ‘°%And they 
said unto the messengers that came: 
‘Thus shall ye say unto the men of 
_ Jabesh-gilead: To-morrow, by the 
time the sun is hot, ye shall have 
_ deliverance.’ And the messengers 
came and told the men of Jabesh; and 
“they were glad. 1°And the men of 
Jabesh said: ‘To-morrow we will 
come out unto you, and ye shall do 
with us all that seemeth good unto 
you.’ 
1And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three com- 
panies; and they came into the midst 
of the camp in the morning watch, 
and smote the Ammonites until the 
heat of the day; and it came to pass, 
that they that remained were scat- 
_ tered, so that two of them were not 
left together. 1And the people said 
unto Samuel: ‘Who is he that said: 
Shall Saul reign over us? bring the 
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men, that we may put them to death.’ 
And Saul said: ‘There shall not a 
man be put to death this day; for 
to-day the Lorp hath wrought deliver- 
ance in Israel.’ 

“Then said Samuel to the people: 
‘Come and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there.’ And all 
the people went to Gilgal; and there 
they made Saul king before the Lorp 
in Gilgal; and there they sacrificed 
sacrifices of peace-offerings before the 
Lorp; and there Saul and all the men 
of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

1 2 And Samuel said unto all Israel: 

‘Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto me, 
and have made a king over you. 
2And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you; and I am old and gray- 
headed; and, behold, my sons are 
with you; and I have walked before 
you from my youth unto this day. 
’Here I am; witness against me be- 
fore the Lorn, and before His anointed: 
whose ox have I taken? or whose ass 
have I taken? or whom have I de- 
frauded? or whom have I oppressed? 
or of whose hand have I taken a 
ransom to blind mine eyes therewith? 
and [ will restore it you.’ ‘And they 
said: ‘Thou hast not defrauded us, 
nor oppressed us, neither hast thou 
taken aught of any man’s hand.’ 
5And he said unto them: ‘The Lorp 
is witness against you, and His 
anointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found aught in my hand.’ 
And they said: ‘He is witness.’ 

SAnd Samuel said unto the people: 
‘It is the Lorp that made Moses and 
Aaron, and that brought your fathers 
up out of the land of Egypt. "Now 
therefore stand still, that I may plead 
with you before the Lorp concerning 
all the righteous acts of the Lorp, 
which He did to you and to your 
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fathers. *When Jacob was come into 
Egypt, then your fathers cried unto 
the Lorp, and the Lorp sent Moses 
and Aaron, who brought forth your 
fathers out of Egypt, and they were 
made to dwell in this place. °%But 
they forgot the Lorp their God, and 
He gave them over into the hand of 
Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king of 
Moab, and they fought against them. 
And they cried unto the: Lorp, 
and said: We have sinned, because 
we have forsaken the Lorn, and have 
served the Baalim and the Ashtaroth; 
but now deliver us out of the hand of 
our enemies, and we will serve Thee. 
uAnd the Lorp sent Jerubbaal, and 
Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, 
and delivered you out of the hand of 
your enemies on every side, and ye 
dwelt in safety. ‘And when ye saw 
that Nahash the king of the children 
of Ammon came against you, ye said 
unto me: Nay, but a king shall 
reign over us; when the Lorp your 
God was your king. Now therefore 
behold the king whom ye have chosen, 
and whom ye have asked for; and, 
behold, the Lorp hath set a king over 
you. ‘If ye will fear the Lorn, and 
serve Him, and hearken unto His 
voice, and not rebel against the com- 
mandmient of the Lorp, and both ye 
and also the king that reigneth over 
you be followers of the Lorp your 
God—;butif ye will not hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorp, but rebel against 
the commandment of the Lorp, then 
shall the hand of the Lorp be against 
you, and against your fathers. “Now 
therefore stand still and see this great 
thing, which the Lorp will do before 
your eyes. 1Is it not wheat harvest 
to-day? I will call unto the Lorp, 
that He may send thunder and rain; 
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and ye shall know and see that your 
wickedness is great, which ye have 
done in the sight of the Lorp, in 
asking you a king.’ 18So Samuel called 
unto the Lorp; and the Lorp sent — 
thunder and rain that day; and all the — 
people greatly feared the Lorp and 
Samuel. +And all the people said — 
unto Samuel: ‘Pray for thy servants — 
unto the Lorp thy God, that we die — 
not; for we have added unto all our 
sins this evil, to ask usa king.’ And | 
Samuel said unto the people: ‘Fear — 
not; ye have indeed done all this evil; 
yet turn not aside from following the 
Lorp, but serve the Lorp with all — 
your heart; “and turn ye not aides 
for then should ye go after vain things — 
which cannot profit nor deliver, for } 
they are vain. *For the Lorp will 4 
not forsake His people for His great ; 
name’s sake; because it hath pleased — 
the Lorp to make you a people unto 
Himself. *Moreoyer as for me, far — 
be it from me that I should sin against _ 
the Lorp in ceasing to pray for yous 4} 
but I will instruct you in the good and 
the right way. *Only fear the Lorp, 
and serve Him in truth with all your 
heart; for consider how great things — 
He hath done for you. *But if ye — 
shall still do wickedly, ye shall be 
swept away, both ye and your king.’ — 
1 3 Saul was *—— years old when 
he began to reign; and two years _ 
he reigned over Israel. ?And Saul — 
chose him three thousand men of rf 
Israel; whereof two thousand were — 
with Saul in Michmas and in the 
mount of Beth-el, and a thousand | 
were with Jonathan in Gibeath- — 
benjamin; and the rest of the people _ 
he sent every man to his tent. ?And — 
Jonathan smote the garrison of the — 
Philistines that was in Geba, and the — 
Philistines heard of it. And Saul — 
blew the horn throughout all eee | 
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land, saying: ‘Let the Hebrews hear.’ 
4And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten the garrison of the 
Philistines, and that Israel also had 
made himself odious with the Philis- 
_ tines. And the people were gathered 
together after Saul to Gilgal. 
_ .*And the Philistines assembled 
_ themselves together to fight with 
_ Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and 
six thousand horsemen, and people 
__ as the sand which is on the sea-shore 
- in multitude; and they came up, and 
pitched in Michmas, eastward of 
Beth-aven. ®When the men of Israel 
_ saw that they were in a strait—for 
the people were distressed — then the 
people did hide themselves in caves, 
and in thickets, and in rocks, and in 
holds, and in pits. 7Now some of the 
_ Hebrews had gone over the Jordan to 
the land of Gad and Gilead; but as 
for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all 
_ the people followed him trembling. 
__. 8And he tarried seven days, ac- 
Sy cording to the set time that Samuel 
_ had appointed; but Samuel came not 
to Gilgal; and the people were scat- 
tered from him. °And Saul said: 
_ ‘Bring hither to me the burnt-offering 
- and the peace-offerings.’ And he 
— offered the burnt-offering. 1°And it 
came to pass that, as soon as he had 
made an end of offering the burnt- 
offering, behold, Samuel came; and 
Saul went out to meet him, that he 
might salute him. “And Samuel 
- said: ‘What hast thou done?’ And 
- Gaul said: ‘Because I saw that the 
people were scattered from me, and 
that thou camest not within the 
_ days appointed, and that the Philis- 
tines assembled themselves together 
against Michmas; “therefore said I: 
~ Now will the Philistines come down 
upon me to Gilgal, and I have not 
 entreated the favour of the Lorp;

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I forced myself therefore, and offered 
the burnt-offering.’ “And Samuel 
said to Saul: ‘Thou hast done foolish- 
ly; thou hast not kept the com- 
mandment of the Lorp thy God, 
which He commanded thee; for now 
would the Lorp have established thy 
kingdom upon Israel for ever. “But 
now thy kingdom shall not continue; 
the Lorp hath sought him a man after 
His own heart, and the Lorp hath 
appointed him to be prince over His 
people, because thou hast not kept 
that which the Lorp commanded 
thee.’ 

45And Samuel arose, and got him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeath-benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six 
hundred men. ‘And Saul, and Jon- 
athan his son, and the people that were 
present with them, abode in *Gibeath- 
benjamin; but the Philistines en- 
camped in Michmas. And the spoil- 
ers came out of the camp of the 
Philistines in three companies: one 
company turned unto the way that 
leadeth to Ophrah, unto the land of 
Shual; 8and another company turned. 
the way to Beth-horon; and another 
company turned the way of the border 
that looketh down upon the valley 
of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 

19Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel; for 
the Philistines said: ‘Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears’; *°but 
all the Israelites went down to the 
Philistines, to sharpen every man his 
plowshare, and his coulter, and his 
axe, and hismattock. And the price 
of the filing was »a pim for the mat- 
tocks, and for the coulters, and for the 
forks with three teeth, and for the 
axes; and to set the goads. So it 
came to pass in the day of battle, that 
there was neither sword nor spear 


bThat is, two-thirds of a shekeL. 
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found in the hand of any of the people 
that were with Saul and Jonathan; 
but with Saul and with Jonathan his 
son was there found. *And the gar- 
rison of the Philistines went out unto 
the pass of Michmas. 
14 Now it fell upon a day, that 
Jonathan the son of Saul said 
unto the young man that bore his 
armour: ‘Come and let us go over 
to the Philistines’ garrison, that is on 
yonder side.’ But he told not his 
father. *And Saul tarried in the ut- 
termost part of Gibeah under the 
pomegranate-tree which is in Migron; 
and the people that were with him 
were about six hundred men, *and 
Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, Ichabod’s 
brother, the son of Phinehas, the son 
of Eli, the priest of the Lorp in Shiloh, 
wearing an ephod. And the people 
knew not that Jonathan was gone. 
4And between the passes, by which 
Jonathan sought to go over unto the 
Philistines’ garrison, there was a rocky 
crag on the one side, and a rocky crag 
on the other side; and the name of the 
one was Bozez, and the name of the 
other Seneh. ‘The one crag rose up 
on the north in front of Michmas, 
and the other on the south in front 
of Geba. 
6And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bore his armour: ‘Come 
and let us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumcised; it may be that 
the Lorp will work for us; for there 
is no restraint to the Lorp to save 
by many or by few.’ 7And_ his 
armour-bearer said unto him: ‘Do all 
that is in thy heart; turn thee, behold 
I am with thee according to thy heart.’ 
8Then said Jonathan: ‘Behold, we 
will pass over unto the men, and we 
will disclose ourselves unto them. *If 
they say thus unto us: Tarry until 
we come to you; then we will stand 
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still in our place, and will not go up 
unto them. But if they say thus: 
Come up unto us; then we will go 
up; for the Lorp hath delivered them 
into our hand; and this shall be the 
sign unto us.’ “And both of them 
disclosed themselves unto the gar- 
rison of the Philistines; and the Philis- 
tines said: ‘Behold Hebrews coming 
forth out of the holes where they hid 
themselves.’ And the men of the 
garrison spoke to Jonathan and his 
armour-bearer, and said: ‘Come up to 
us, and we will show you a thing.’ 
And Jonathan said unto his armour- 
bearer: ‘Come up after me; for the

And the watchmen of 
Saul in Gibeath-benjamin looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went hither and thither. 
Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him: ‘Number now, 
and see who is gone from us.’ And 
when they had numbered, behold, 
Jonathan and his armour-bearer were 
not there.

time with the children of Israel. | 


And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the priest, that the tumult 


that was in the camp of the Philis-

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‘tines went on and increased; and Saul 


said unto the priest: ‘Withdraw thy 
hand.’ ?°And Saul and all the people 
that were with him were gathered 
together, and came to the battle; and, 
behold, every man’s sword was against 
his fellow, and there was a very great 
discomfiture. *™Now the Hebrews 
that were with the Philistines as be- 
foretime, and that went up with them 
into the camp round about; even 
they also turned to be with the 
Israelites that were with Saul and 
Jonathan. ”Likewise all the men of 
Israel that had hid themselves in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, when they 


heard that the Philistmes fled, even 


they also followed hard after them in 
the battle. So the Lorp saved Israel 


that day; and the battle passed on 


as far as Beth-aven. 


*%And the men of Israel were dis-

MAnd David abode in the wilderness 
in the strongholds, and remained in 
the hill-country in the wilderness of 
Ziph. And Saul sought him every 
day, but God delivered him not into 
his hand. And David saw that

¢ that David inquired of the Lorp, 
_saying: ‘Shall I go up into any of 
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the cities of Judah?’ And the Lorp 
said unto him: ‘Go up.’ And David 
said: ‘Whither shall I go up?’ And 
He said: ‘Unto Hebron.’ *So David 
went up thither, and his two wives 
also, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the wife of Nabal the Carmel- 
ite. *And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household; and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. ‘And the men of 
Judah came, and they there anointed 
David king over the house of Judah. 

And they told David, saying: ‘The 
men of Jabesh-gilead were they that 
buried Saul.’ ‘And David sent mes- 
sengers unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, 
and said unto them: ‘Blessed be ye 
of the Lorn, that ye have shown this 
kindness unto your lord, even unto 
Saul, and have buried him. ‘And 
now the Lorp show kindness and 
truth unto you; and I also will re- 
quite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 7Now there- 
fore let your hands be strong, and be 
ye valiant; for Saul your lord is dead, 
and also the house of Judah have 
anointed me king over them.’ 

8Now Abner the son of Ner, cap- 
tain of Saul’s host, had taken Ish- 
bosheth the son of Saul, and brought. 
him over to Mahanaim; %and he made 
him king over Gilead, and over the 
Ashurites, and over Jezreel, and over 
Ephraim, and over Benjamin, and 
over all Israel. !°Ish-bosheth Saul’s 
son was forty years old when he be- 
gan to reign over Israel, and he 
reigned two years. But the house of 
Judah followed David. "And the 
time that David was king in Hebron 
over the house of Judah was seven 
years and six months. 

12And Abner the son of Ner, and the 
servants of Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
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Gibeon. And Joab the son of Zeru- 
fah, and the servants of David, went 
out; and they met together by the 
pool of Gibeon, and sat down, the 
one on the one side of the pool, and the 
other on the other side of the pool. 
4And Abner said to Joab: ‘Let the 
young men, I pray thee, arise and 
play before us.’ And Joab said: ‘Let 
them arise.’ Then they arose and 
passed over by number: twelve for 
Benjamin, and for Ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the servants 
of David. And they caught every 
one his fellow by the head, and thrust 
his sword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together; wherefore that place 
was called *Helkath-hazzurim, which 
isin Gibeon. !7And the battle was very 
sore that day; and Abner was beaten, 
and the men of Israel, before the 
servants of David. 

18And the three sons of Zeruiah 
were there, Joab, and Abishai, and 
Asahel; and Asahel was as light of 
foot as one of the roes that are in the 
field. *And Asahel pursued after 
Abner; and in going he turned not to 
the right hand nor to the left from 
following Abner. ?°Then Abner looked 
behind him, and said: ‘Is it thou, 
Asahel?’ And he answered: ‘It is I.’ 
%And Abner said to him: ‘Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, 
and lay thee hold on one of the young 
men, and take thee his armour.’ But 
Asahel would not turn aside from 
following him. ™And Abner said 
again to Asahel: ‘Turn thee aside 
from following me; wherefore should 
I smite thee to the ground? how then 
should I hold up my face to Joab thy 
brother?’ *Howbeit he refused to 
turn aside; wherefore Abner with the 
hinder end of the spear smote him in 
the groin, that the spear came out 
behind him; and he fell down there, 


® That is, The field of the sharp knives. 
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and died in the same place; and it 
came to pass, that as many as came — 
to the place where Asahel fell down 
and died stood still. 

*But Joab and Abishai pursued 
after Abner; and the sun went down 
when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by 
the way of the wilderness of Gibeon. 
And the children of Benjamin gath- — 
ered themselves together after Abner, | 
and became one band, and stood on 
the top of a hill. Then Abner called 
to Joab, and said: ‘Shall the sword — 
devour for ever? knowest thou not_ 
that it will be bitterness in the end? 
how long shall it be then, ere thou 
bid the people return from following — 
their brethren?’ ?7And Joab said: ‘As — 
God liveth, if thou hadst not spoken, | 
surely then only after the morning 
the people had gone away, every one 
from following his brother.’ So 
Joab blew the horn, and all the people 
stood still, and pursued after Israel 
no more, neither fought they any — 
more. ?*And Abner and his men went — 
all that night through the Arabah; 
and they passed over the Jordan, and 
went through all Bithron, and came 
to Mahanaim. ; 

%°And Joab returned from following 
Abner; and when he had gathered all 
the people together, there lacked of 
David’s servants nineteen men and 
Asahel. “But the servants of David 
had smitten of Benjamin, even of 
Abner’s men—three hundred and three- 
score men died. *And they took up © 
Asahel, and buried him in the sep-— 
ulchre of his father, which was in 
Beth-lehem. And Joab and his men — 
went all night, and the day broke — 
upon them at Hebron. 4 
3 Now there was long war between 

the house of Saul and the house 
of David; and David waxed stronger 


| and stronger, but the house of Saul 
' waxed weaker and weaker. 
» And unto David were sons born 
| in Hebron; and his first-born was 
, Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess; 
' 8and his second, Chileab, of Abigail 
| the wife of Nabal the Carmelite; and 
_ the third, Absalom the son of Maacah 
_ the daughter of Talmai king of Geshur; 
- 4and the fourth, Adonijah the son of 
Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah 
_ the son of Abital; ‘and the sixth, Ith- 
ream, of Eglah David’s wife. These 
_ were born tc David in Hebron. 
_. And it came to pass, while there 
_ was war between the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
_ showed himself strong in the house 
_ of Saul. 7Now Saul had a concubine, 
i whose name was Rizpah, the daughter 
of Aiah; and [Ish-bosheth] said to Ab- 
ner: ‘Wherefore hast thou gone in 
unto my father’s concubine?’ ®Then 
was Abner very wroth for the words of 
' Ish-bosheth, and said: ‘Am I a dog’s 
head that belongeth to Judah? This 
day do I show kindness unto the 
' house of Saul thy father, to his breth- 
' ren, and to his friends, and have not 
_ delivered thee into the hand of David, 
' and yet thou chargest me this day 
with a fault concerning this woman. 
%God do so to Abner, and more also, 
_ if, as the Lorp hath sworn to David, 
I do not even so to him; ?°to transfer 
the kingdom from the house of Saul, 
and to set up the throne of David 
over Israel and over Judah, from Dan 
even to Beer-sheba.’ "And he could 
not answer Abner another word, be- 
eause he feared him. 
And Abner sent messengers to 
David straightway, saying: ‘Whose 
is the land?’ saying also: ‘Make 
thy league with me, and, behold, my 
_ hand shall be with thee, to bring over 
all Israel unto thee.’ ‘And he said: 
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‘Well; I will make a league with thee; 
but one thing I require of thee, that 
is, thou shalt not see my face, except 
thou first: bring Michal Saul’s daugh- 
ter, when thou comest to see my face.’

And Ish- 
bosheth sent, and took her from her 
husband, even from Paltiel the son 
of Laish. And her husband went 
with her, weeping as he went, and 
followed her to Bahurim. Then said 
Abner unto him: ‘Go, return’; and 
he returned. 

7And Abner had communication 
with the elders of Israel, saying: ‘In 
times past ye sought for David to be 
king over you; }8now then do it; for 
the Lorp hath spoken of David, say- 
ing: By the hand of My_ servant 
David I will save My. people Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines, and 
out of the hand of all their enemies.’ 
194nd Abner also spoke in the ears of 
Benjamin; and Abner went also to 
speak in the ears of David in Hebron 
all that seemed good to Israel, and 
to the whole house of Benjamin. 2°So 
Abner came to David to Hebron, 
and twenty men with him. And 
David made Abner and the men that 
were with him a feast. And Abner 
said unto David: ‘I will arise and go, 
and will gather all Israel unto my 
lord the king, that they may make a 
covenant with thee, and that thou 
mayest reign over all that thy soul 
desireth.’ And David sent Abner 
away; and he went in peace. 

And, behold, the servants of David 
and Joab came from a foray, and 
brought in a great spoil with them; 
but Abner was not with David in 
Hebron; for he had, sent him away, 
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and he was gone in peace. *When 
Joab and all the host that was with 
him were come, they told Joab, say- 
ing: ‘Abner the son of Ner came to 
the king, and he hath sent him away, 
and he is gone in peace.’ *Then Joab 
came to the king, and said: ‘What 
hast thou done? behold, Abner came 
unto thee; why is it that thou hast 
sent him away, and he is quite gone? 
Thou knowest Abner the son of Ner, 
that he came to deceive thee, and to 
know thy going out and thy coming 
in, and to know all that thou doest.’ 
And when Joab was come out from 
David, he sent messengers after Ab- 
ner, and they brought him back from 
Bor-sirah; but David knew it not. 
27And when Abner was returned to 
Hebron, Joab took him aside into the 
midst of the gate to speak with him 
quietly, and smote him there in the 
groin, that he died, for tae blood of 
Asahel his brother. %And afterward 
when David heard it, he said: ‘I and 
my kingdom are guiltless before the 
Lorp for ever from the blood of Ab- 
ner the son of Ner; *let it fall upon 
the head of Joab, and upon all his 
father’s house; and let there not fail 
from the house of Joab one that hath 
an issue, or that is a leper, or that 
leaneth on a staff, or that falleth by 
the sword, or that lacketh bread.’ 
30So Joab and Abishai his brother slew 
Abner, because he had killed their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 
And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people that were with him: 
‘Rend your clothes, and gird you 
with sackcloth, and wail before Ab- 
ner.’ And king David followed the 
bier. - And they buried Abner in 
Hebron; and the king lifted up his 
voice, and wept at the grave of Abner; 
and all the people wept. And the 
king lamented for Abner, and said: 
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Should Abner die as a churl: dieth?

Lorp, becamest their God. And 
now, O Lorp God, the word that Thou 
hast spoken concerning Thy servant, 
and concerning his house, confirm 

Thou it for ever, and.do as Thou has 

spoken. And let Thy name be

®These are the names of the 
mighty men whom David had: 
Josheb-basshebeth a Tahchemonite, 
chief of the captains; the same was 
Adino the Eznite; [he lifted up his 
spear] against eight hundred, whom 
he slew at one time. 

*And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo the son of an Ahohite, 
one of the three mighty men with 
David, when they jeoparded. their 
lives against the Philistines that were 
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there gathered together to battle, 
and the men of Israel were gone 
away; he stood firm, and smote the 
Philistines until his hand was weary, 
and his hand did cleave unto the 
sword; and the Lorp wrought a great 
victory that day; and the people 
returned after him only to strip the 
slain. 

UAnd after him was Shammah the 
son of Age the Ararite. And the 
Philistines were gathered together 
into a troop, where was a plot of 
ground full of lentils; and the people 
fled from the Philistines. “But he 
stood in the midst of the plot, and 
defended it, and slew the Philistines; 
and the Lorp wrought a great vic- 
tory. 

BAnd three of the thirty chief 
went down, and came to David in 
the harvest time unto the cave of 
Adullam; and the troop of the Philis- 
tines were encamped in the valley of 
Rephaim. “And David was then in 
the stronghold, and the garrison of 
the Philistines was then in Beth- 
lehem. And David longed, and 
said: ‘Oh that one would give me 
water to drink of the well of Beth- 
lehem, which is by the gate!’ And 
the three mighty men broke through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Beth-lehem, 
that was by the gate, and took it, 
and brought it to David; but he 
would not drink thereof, but poured 
it out unto the Lorp. 1!7And he said: 
‘Be it far from me, O Lorn, that I 
should do this; shall I drink the blood 
of the men that went in jeopardy of 
their lives?’ therefore he would not 
drink it. These things did the three 
mighty men. 

1And Abishai, the brother of Joab, 
the son of Zeruiah, was chief of the 
three. And he lifted up his spear 
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against three hundred and slew them, 
and had a name among the three. 

19He was most honourable of the three; 

therefore he was made their captain; 

howbeit he attained not unto the 

first three. 

20And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man of Kabzeel, 
who had done mighty deeds, he smote 
the two altar-hearths of Moab; he went 
down also and slew a lion in the midst 
of a pit in time of snow; “and he slew 
an Egyptian, a goodly ‘man; and the © 
Egyptian had a spear in his hand; il 
but he went down to him with a staff, 
and plucked the spear out of the 
Egyptian’s hand, and slew him with 
his own spear. These things did 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and had — 
a name among the three mighty men, | 
He was more honourable than the 
thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three. And David set him over 
his guard.

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37Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the 
Beerothite, armour-bearer to Joab 
the son of Zeruiah; **Ira the Ithrite, 
Gareb the Ithrite; *°Uriah the Hittite. 
Thirty and seven in all. 
2 4. And again the anger of the Lorp 
was kindled against Israel, and 
He moved David against them, say- 
ing: ‘Go, number Israel and Judah.’ 
2And the king said to Joab the cap- 
tain of the host that was with him: 
- ‘Go now to and fro through all the 
_ tribes of Israel, from Dan even to 
| Beer-sheba, and number ye the people, 
_ that I may know the sum of the peo- 
ple.’ *And Joab said unto the king: 
_ ‘Now the Lorp thy God add unto the 
_ people, how many soever they may 
_ be, a hundredfold, and may the eyes 
of my lord the king see it; but why 
doth my lord the king delight in 
. this thing?’ ‘Notwithstanding the

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_ king’s word prevailed against Joab,

_ And Joab and the captains of the host 
' went out from the presence of the 
' king, to number the people of Israel. 
- 5And they passed over the Jordan, 
» and pitched in Aroer, on the right 
| side of the city that is in the middle 
, of the valley of Gad, and unto Jazer; 
' hen they came to Gilead, and to the 
' land of Tahtim-hodshi; and they came 
to Dan-jaan, and round about to 
| Zidon, 7and came to the stronghold of 
| Tyre, and to all the cities of the 
_ Hivites, and of the Canaanites; 
, and they went out to the south of 
| Judah, at Beer-sheba. *So when they 
| had gone to and fro through all the 
' land, they came to Jerusalem at the 
/ end of nine months and twenty days. 
_ And Joab gave up the sum of the 
‘ numbering of the people unto the 
| king; and there were in Israel eight 
“hundred thousand valiant men that 
, drew the sword; and the men of 
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Judah were five hundred thousand 
men. 

And David’s heart’ smote him 
after that he had numbered the people. 
And David said unto the Lorn: ‘I 
have sinned greatly in what I have 
done; but now, O Lorp, put away, I 
beseech Thee, the iniquity of Thy 
servant; for I have done very foolish- 
ly.’ “And when David rose up in the 
morning, the word of the Lorp came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, 
saying: ‘Go and speak unto David: 
Thus saith the Lorn: I lay upon thee 
three things; choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it unto thee.’ So 
Gad came to David, and told him, 
and said unto him: ‘Shall seven 
years of famine come unto thee in 
thy land? or wilt thou flee three 
months before thy foes while they 
pursue thee? or shall there be three 
days’ pestilence in thy land? now 
advise thee, and consider what an- 
swer I shall return to Him that sent 
me.’ And David said unto Gad: 
‘I am in a great strait; let us fall now 
into the hand of the Lorp; for His 
mercies are great; and let me not fall 
into the hand of man.’ 

15S0 the Lorp sent a pestilence upon 
Israel from the morning even to the 
time appointed; and there died of the 
people from Dan even to Beer-sheba 
seventy thousand men. ‘And when 
the angel stretched out his hand 
toward Jerusalem to destroy it, the 
Lorp repented Him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the 
people: ‘It is enough; now stay thy 
hand.’ And the angel of the Lorp 
was by the threshing-floor of Araunah 
the Jebusite. And David spoke 
unto the Lorp when he saw the angel 
that smote the people, and said: 
‘Lo, I have sinned, and I have done 
iniquitously; but these sheep, what

have they done? let Thy hand, I 
pray Thee, be against me, and against 
my father’s house.’ 

18And Gad came that day to David, 
and said unto him: ‘Go up, rear an 
altar unto the Lorp in the threshing- 
floor of Araunah the Jebusite.’ And 
David went up according to the say- 
ing of Gad, as the Lorp commanded. 
20And Araunah looked forth, and saw 
the king and his servants coming on 
toward him; and Araunah went out, 
and bowed down before the king 
with his face to the ground. *And 
Araunah said: ‘Wherefore is my lord 
the king come to his servant?’ And 
David said: ‘To buy the threshing- 
floor of thee, to build an altar un- 
to the Lorp, that the plague may 
be stayed from the people.’ ”And 
Araunah said unto David: ‘Let my 
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lord the king take and offer up what 
seemeth good unto him; behold the 
oxen for the burnt-offering, and the 
threshing-instruments and the fur- 
niture of the oxen for the wood.’ 
3All this did Araunah the king give 
unto the king. And Araunah said 
unto the king: ‘The Lorp thy God 
accept thee.? *And the king said 
unto Araunah: ‘Nay; but I will 


verily buy it of thee at a price; 


neither will I offer burnt-offerings 
unto the Lorp my God which cost | 
me nothing.’ So David bought the 
threshing-floor and the oxen for 
fifty shekels of silver. *And David 
built there an altar unto the Lorp, — 
and offered burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings. 
for the land, and the plague was 
stayed from Israel. 


So the Lorp was entreated _ 
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al Now king David was old and 

stricken in years; and they covered 
him with clothes, but he could get no 
heat. 2Wherefore his servants said 
unto him: ‘Let there be sought for 
my lord the king a young virgin; and 
let her stand before the king, and 
be a companion unto him; and let 
her lie in thy bosom, that my lord the 
king may get heat.’ *So they sought 
for a fair damsel throughout all the 
borders of Israel, and found Abishag 
the Shunammite, and brought her to 
the king. 4And the damsel was very 
fair; and she became a companion unto 
the ‘king, and ministered to him; but 
the king knew her not. 

- 'Now Adonijah the son of Haggith 
exalted himself, saying: ‘I will be 
| King’; ; and he prepared him chariots 
and horsemen, and fifty men to run 
_ before him. And his father had not 

ieved him all his life in saying: ‘Why 
hast thou done so?’ and he was also 
a very goodly man; and he was born 
fier Absalom. ‘And he conferred 
_ with Joab the son of Zeruiah, and with

} Adonijah helped him. 


8But Zadok 
the priest, and Benaiah the son of

9And Adonijah slew 
sheep and _ oxen and fatlings by the

En-roee and he called all his brethren 


the king’s sons, and all the men_of 


Gud the king’ s servants; ‘but Na- 
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than the prophet, and Benaiah, and 
the mighty men, and Solomon his 
brother, he called ‘not. 

uThen Nathan spoke unto Bath- 
sheba the mother of Solomon, say- 
ing: ‘Hast thou not heard that; Adoni- 
jah the son of Haggith doth reign, and 
David our lord knoweth it not? “Now 
therefore come, let me, I pray thee, 
give thee counsel, that thou mayest 
save thine own life, and the life of thy 
son Solomon. "Go and get thee in 
unto king David, and say unto him: 
Didst., not thou, my lord, O king, 
swear unto thy handmaid, saying: 
Assuredly Solomon thy son shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne? why then doth Adonijah 
reign? Behold, while. thou yet 
talkest there with the king, I also 
will come in after thee, and confirm 
thy words.’ 

And Bath-sheba went in unto the 
king into the chamber.—Now the king 
was very old; and Abishag the Shu- 
nammite ministered unto the king.— 
16And Bath-sheba bowed, and pros- 
trated herself unto the king, And 
the king said: ‘What wouldest thou?’ 
17And she said unto him: ‘My lord, 
thou didst swear by the Lorp thy 
God,unto thy handmaid: Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne. 
¥8And now, behold, Adonijah reigneth; 
and thou, my lord the king, knowest 
ié not. And he hath slain oxen and 
fatlings and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
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and Abiathar the priest, and Joab 
the captain of the host; but Solomon 
thy servant hath he not called. ?°And 
thou, my lord the king, the eyes of 
all Israel are upon thee, that thou 
shouldest tell them who shall sit on 
the throne of my lord the king after 
him. “Otherwise it will come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep 
with his fathers, that I and my son 
Solomon shall be counted offenders.’ 

2And, lo, while she yet talked with 
the king, Nathan the prophet came 
in. And they told the king, saying: 
‘Behold Nathan the prophet.’ And 
when he was come in before the king, 
he bowed down before the king with 
his face to the ground. And Nathan 
said: ‘My lord, O king, hast thou 
said: Adonijah shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne? 
For he is gone down this day, and 
hath slain oxen and fatlings and sheep 
in abundance, and hath called all the 
king’s sons, and the captains of the 
host, and Abiathar the priest; and, 
behold, they eat and drink before him, 
and say: Long live king Adonijah. 
*But me, even me thy servant, and 
Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and thy servant Solomon, 
hath he not called. Is this thing 
done by my lord the king, and thou 
hast not declared unto thy servant 
who should sit on the throne of my 
lord the king after him?’ 

Then king David answered and 
said: ‘Call me Bath-sheba.’ And she 
came into the king’s presence, and 
stood before the king. And the 
king swore and said: ‘As the Lorp 
liveth, who hath redeemed my soul 
out of all adversity, *verily as I 
swore unto thee by the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, saying: Assuredly 

Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne in my 
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stead; verily so will I do this day.’ 
31Then Bath-sheba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and prostrated her- 
self to the king, and said: ‘Let my > 
lord king David live for ever.’ 

And king David said: ‘Call me 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada.’ And they came before the 
king. And the king said unto them: 
‘Take with you the servants of your 
lord, and cause Solomon my son to 
ride upon mine own mule, and bring — 
him down to Gihon. *And let Zadok | 
the priest and Nathan the prophet | 
anoint him there king over Israel; 
and blow ye with the horn, and say: | 
Long live king Solomon. *Then 
ye shall come up after him, and he 
shail come and sit upon my throne; | 
for he shall be king in my stead; and 
I have appointed him to be prince 
over Israel and over Judah.’ And | 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada answered | 
the king, and said: ‘Amen; so say the | 
Lorp, the God of my lord the king, — 
37As the Lorp hath been with my 
lord the king, even so be He with 
Solomon, and make his throne greater — 
than the throne of my lord king > 
David.’ 

38S0 Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and the Cherethites and 
the Pelethites, went down, and caused 
Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought him to Gihon. 
39And Zadok the priest took the horn 
of oil out of the Tent, and anointed 
Solomon. And they blew the ram’s 
horn; and all the people said: ‘Long 
live king Solomon.’ “And all the- 
people came up after him, and the 
people piped with pipes, and rejoiced 
with great joy, so that the earth rent 
with the sound of them. ae 
“And Adonijah and all the guests - 


that were with him heard it as they 
' had made an end of eating. And 
when Joab heard the sound of the 
' horn, he said: ‘Wherefore is this 
noise of the city being in an uproar?’ 
“While he yet spoke, behold, Jon- 
athan the son of Abiathar the priest 
came; and Adonijah said: ‘Come in; 
for thou art a worthy man, and bri ing- 
' est good tidings.’ #And Jonathan 
_ answered and said to Adonijah: ‘Verily 
our lord king David hath made 
- Solomon king. “And the king hath 
— sent with him Zadok the priest, and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and the Chere- 
_ thites and the Pelethites, and they 
_ have caused him to ride upon the king’s 
mule. “And Zadok the priest and 
_ Nathan the prophet have anointed 
_ him king in Gihon; and they are come 
- up from thence rejoicing, so that the 
city isin an uproar. This is the noise 
that ye have heard. “And also 
Solomon sitteth on the throne of the 
kingdom. 47And moreover the king’s 
servants came to bless our lord king 
' David, saying: God make the name 
of Solomon better than thy name, and 
make his throne greater than. thy 
- throne; and the king bowed down 
- upon the bed. 48And also thus said 
~the king: Blessed be the Lorn, the 
God of Israel, who hath given one to 
- ‘sit on my throne this day, mine eyes 
' even seeing it.’ 
Oa 49And all the guests of Adonijah 
| were afraid, and rose up, and went 
every man his way. ‘And Adonijah 
' feared because of Solomon; and he 
| arose, and went, and caught hold on 
i horns of the altar. And it was 
told Solomon, saying: ‘Behold, Ado- 
~nijah feareth king Solomon; for, lo, 
' he hath laid hold on the horns of 
the altar, saying: Let king Solomon 
"swear unto me first of all: that he will 
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not slay his servant with the sword.’ 
And Solomon said: ‘If he shall show 
himself a worthy man, there shall not 
a hair of him fall to the earth; but if 
wickedness be found in him, he shall 
die.’ So king Solomon sent, "and they 
brought him down from the altar. 
And he came and prostrated himself 
before king Solomon; and Solomon 
said unto him: ‘Go to thy house.’ 
9, Now the days of. David drew 
nigh that he should die; and he 
charged Solomon his son, saying: *‘1 
go the way of all the earth; be thou 
strong therefore, and show thyself a 
man; ‘and keep the charge of the 
Lorp thy God, to walk in His ways, 
to keep His statutes, and His com- 
mandments, and His ordinances, and 
His testimonies, according to that 
which is written in the law of Moses, 
that thou mayest prosper in all that 
thou doest, and whithersoever thou 
turnest thyself; ‘that the Lorp may 
establish His word which He spoke 
concerning me, saying: If thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way, to walk 
before Me in truth with all their heart 
and with all their soul, there shall 
not fail thee, said He, a man on the 
throne of Israel. Moreover thou 
knowest also what Joab the son of 
Zeruiah did unto me, even what he did 
to the two captains of the hosts of 
Israel, unto Abner the son of Ner 
and unto Amasa the son of Jether, 
whom he slew, and shed the blood 
of war in peace, and put the blood of 
war upon his girdle that was about 
his loins, and in his shoes that were 
on his feet. ‘®Do therefore according 
to thy wisdom, and let not his hoar 
head go down to the grave in peace. 
7But show kindness unto the sons of 
Barzillai the Gileadite, and let. them 
be of those that eat at thy table; for 
so they drew nigh unto me when I 
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fled from Absalom thy brother. 8And, 
behold, there is with thee Shimei the 
son of. Gera, the Benjamite, of Ba- 
hurim, who cursed me with a grievous 
curse in the day when I went to 
Mahanaim; but he came down to meet 
me at the J ordan, and I swore to him 
by the Lorp, saying: I will not put 
thee to death with the sword. *Now 
therefore hold him not guiltless, for 
thou art a wise man; and thou wilt 
know what thou oughtest to do unto 
him, and thou shalt bring his hoar 
head down to the grave with blood.’ 
10And David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 
uAnd the days that David reigned 
’ over Israel were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty 
and three years reigned he in Jeru- 
salem. “And Solomon sat upon the 
throne of David his father; and his 
kingdom was established firmly. 
Then Adonijah the son of Hag- 
gith came to Bath-sheba the mother 
of Solomon. And she said: ‘Comest 
thou peaceably?’ And he said: ‘ Peace- 
ably.’ “He said moreover: ‘I have 
somewhat to say unto thee. And 
she said: ‘Say on.’ And he said: 
‘Thou knowest that the kingdom 
was mine, and that all Israel set their 
faces on me, that I should reign; how- 
beit the kingdom is turned about, and 
is become my brother’s; for it was 
his from the Lorp. “And now I 
ask one petition of thee, deny me 
not.’ And she said unto him: ‘Say on.’ 
And he said: ‘Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king—for he will 
not say thee nay—that he give me 
Abishag the Shunammite to wife.’ 
18And Bath-sheba said: ‘Well; I will 
speak for thee unto the king.’ 
Bath-sheba therefore went unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adonijah. And the king rose up to 
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meet her, and bowed down unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and 
caused a throne to be set for the king’s _ 
mother; and she sat on his right 
hand. ®°Then she said: ‘I ask one 
small petition of thee; deny me not.’ 
And the king said unto her: ‘Ask 
on, my mother; for I will not deny 
thee.” 2And she said: ‘Let Abishag 
the Shunammite be given to Adonijah 
thy brother to wife.’ #And king Solo- 
mon answered and said unto his 
mother: ‘And why dost thou ask — 
Abishag the Shunammite for Ado- — 
nijah? ask for him the kingdom also; 
for he is mine elder brother; even for 
him, and for Abiathar the priest, and 
for Joab the son of Zeruiah.’ *Then 
king Solomon swore by the Lorp, say- 
ing: ‘God do so to me, and more 
also, if Adonijah have not spoken this 
word against his own life. Now 
therefore as the Lorp liveth, who 
hath established me, and set me on_ 
the throne of David my father, and 
who hath made me a house, as He 
promised, surely Adonijah shall be 
put to death this day.’ And king 
Solomon sent by the hand of Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada; and he fell 
upon him, so that he died. 

And unto Abiathar the priest said 
the king: ‘Get thee to Anathoth, unto 
thine own fields; for thou art deserving 
of death; but I will not at this time 
put thee to death, because thou didst 
bear the ark of the Lord Gop before 
David my father, and because thou — 
wast afflicted in all wherein my father — 
was afflicted.’ 2’%So Solomon thrust 
out Abiathar from being priest unto { 
the Lorp; that the word of the Lorp — 
might be fulfilled, which He spoke © 
concerning the house of Eli in Shiloh: 

*8And the tidings came to Joab; for — 
Joab had turned after Adonijah, 
though he turned not after Absalom. 
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_ And Joab fled unto the Tent of the 
_ Lorp, and caught hold on the horns 
' of the altar. ®*And it was told king 
' Solomon: ‘Joab is fled unto the Tent 
of the Lorp, and, behold, he is by the 
altar.’ Then Solomon sent Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, saying: ‘Go, fall 
upon him.’ *And Benaiah came to 


i And he said: ‘Nay; but I 
_ will die here.” And Benaiah brought 
back word unto the king, saying: 
ry “Thus said Joab, and thus he answered 
' me.’ *And the king said unto him: 
' ‘Do as he hath said, and fall upon 
_ him, and bury him; that thou mayest 
take away the blood, which Joab

; 


' shed without cause, from me and 
_ from my father’s house. *And the 
- Lorp will return his blood upon his 
own head, because he fell upon two 
men more righteous and better than 
he, and slew them with the sword, 
and my father David knew it not: 
_ Abner the son of Ner, captain of the 
| host of Israel, and Amasa the son of 
_ Jether, captain of the host of Judah. 
i 3380 shall their blood return upon the 
head of Joab, and upon the head of 
; his seed for ever; but unto David, 


and unto his seed, and unto his house, 
~ and unto his throne, shall there be 
“peace for ever from the Lorn.’ *Then 
_ Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up, 
and fell upon him, and slew him; and 
he was buried in his own house in the 
wilderness. **And the king put Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada in his room over 
the host; and Zadok the priest did the 
_ king put in the room of Abiathar. 
_. %And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him: Build 
thee a house in Jerusalem, and dwell 
there, and go not forth thence any 
_ whither. *’For on the day thou goest 
out, and passest over the brook Kid- 
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ron, know thou for certain that thou 
shalt surely die; thy blood shall be 
upon thine own head.’ *8And Shimei 
said unto the king: ‘The saying is 
good; as my lord the king hath said, 
so will thy servant do.’ And Shimei 
dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 

3°And it came to pass at the end of 
three years, that two of the servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Achish, son 
of Maacah, king of Gath. _And they 
told Shimei, saying: ‘Behold, thy 
servants are in Gath.’ 4°And Shimei 
arose, and saddled his ass, and went 
to Gath to Achish, to’ seek his serv- 
ants; and Shimei went, and brought 
his servants from Gath. “And it was 
told Solomon. that Shimei had gone 
from Jerusalem to Gath, and was 
come back. “And the king sent and 
called for Shimei, and said unto him: 
‘Did I not make thee to swear by the 
Lorp, and forewarned thee, saying: 
Know for certain, that on the day 
thou goest out, and walkest abroad 
any whither, thou shalt surely die? 
and thou saidst unto me: The say- 
ing is good; I have heard it. #Why 
then hast thou not kept the oath of 
the Lorp, and the commandment that 
I have charged thee with?’ “The 
king said moreover to Shimei: ‘Thou 
knowest all the wickedness which 
thy heart is privy to, that thou didst 
to David my father; therefore the 
Lorp shall return thy wickedness 
upon thine own head. “But king Sol- 
omon shall be blessed, and the throne 
of David shall be established before 
the Lorn for ever.’ “So the king com- 
manded Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; 
and he went out, and fell upon him, 
so that he died.

Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David, until he had 
made an end of building his own 
house, and the house of the Lorp, and 
the wall of Jerusalem round about. 
2Only the people sacrificed in the high 
places, because there was no house 
built for the name of the Lorp until 
those days. And Solomon loved the 
Lorp, walking in the statutes of David 
his father; only he sacrificed and of- 
fered in the high places. 

4And the king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice there; for that was the great 
high place; a thousand burnt-offerings 
did Solomon offer upon that altar. 
5In Gibeon the Lorp appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night; and 
God said: ‘Ask what I shall give 
thee.’ And Solomon said: ‘Thou 
hast shown unto Thy servant David 
my father great kindness, according 
as he walked before Thee in truth, 
and in righteousness, and in upright- 
ness of heart with Thee; and Thou 
hast kept for him this great kindness, 
that Thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne, as it is this day. 
TAnd now, O Lorp my God, Thou 
hast made Thy servant king instead 
of David my father; and I am but a 
little child; I know not how to go out 
or come in. %And Thy servant is in 
the midst of Thy people which Thou 
hast chosen, a great people, that can- 
not be numbered nor counted for 
multitude. ®Give Thy servant there- 
. fore an understanding heart to judge 
Thy people, that I may discern be- 
tween good and evil; for who is able 
to judge this Thy great people?’ 
10And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 
“And God said unto him: ‘Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; neither 
hast asked riches for thyself, nor 
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hast asked the life of thine enemies; 
but hast asked for thyself under- 
standing to discern justice; behold, 
I have done according to thy word: 
lo, I have given thee a wise and an 
understanding heart; so that there 
hath been none like thee before thee, 
neither after thee shall any arise 
like unto thee. And I have also 
given thee that which thou hast not 
asked, both riches and honour—so 
that there hath not been any among 
the kings like unto thee—all thy 
days. And if thou wilt walk in My

days.’ And Solomon awoke, and, 
behold, it was a dream; and he came 
to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp, and 
offered up burnt-offerings, and offered 
peace-offerings, and made a feast to. 
all his servants. 

16Then came there two women, that 
were harlots, unto the king, and stood” 
before him. 147And the one woman 
said: ‘Oh, my lord, I and this woman _ 
dwell in one house; and I was deliv- 
ered of a child with her in the house. 
*8And it came to pass the third day 
after I was delivered, that this woman 
was delivered also; and we were to- 
gether; there was no stranger with 
us in the house, save we two in the 
house. 1!*And this woman’s child died

2°And she arose at midnight, and took 
my son from beside me, while thy —

7And Solomon had twelve officers

over all Israel, who provided victuals 
for the king and his household: each 
man had to make provision for a 
month in the year. *%And these are 
their names: The son of Hur, in the 
hill-country of Ephraim; *the son of 
Deker, in Makaz, and in Shaalbim, 
and Beth-shemesh, and EHlon-beth- 
hanan; !°the son of Hesed, in Arub- 
both; to him pertained Socoh, and 
all the land of Hepher; “the son of 
Abinadab, in all the region of Dor; 
he had Taphath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife; ’Baana the son of 
Ahilud, in Taanach and Megiddo, 
and all Beth-shean which is beside 
Zarethan, beneath Jezreel, from Beth- 
shean to Abel-meholah, as far as 
beyond Jokmeam; the son of Geber, 
in Ramoth-gilead; to him pertained 
the villages of Jair the son of Manas- 
seh, which are in Gilead; even to him 
pertained the region of Argob, which 
is in Bashan, threescore great. cities 
with walls and brazen bars; !4Ahina- 
dab the son of Iddo, in Mahanaim; 
1+Ahimaaz, in Naphtali; he also took 
Basemath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife; *Baana the son of Hushai, in 
Asher and. Bealoth; 1’Jehoshaphat the 
son of Paruah, in Issachar; #8Shimei 
the son of Ela, in Benjamin; }°Geber 
the son of Uri, in the land of Gilead, 
the country of Sihon king of the 
Amorites and of Og king of Bashan; 
and one officer that was [over all the 
officers] in the land. ?°Judah and Israel 
were many, as the sand which is by 
the sea in multitude, eating and drink- 
ing and making merry. 
5 And Solomon ruled over all the 
kingdoms from the River unto the 
land of the Philistines, and unto the 
border of Egypt; they brought. pres- 
ents, and served Solomon all the days 
of his life. 
2And Solomon’s provision for one 
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day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal; *ten 
fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of the 
pastures, and a hundred sheep, beside 
harts, and gazelles, and roebucks, and 
fatted fowl. 4For he had dominion 
over all the region on this side the 
River, from Tiphsah even to Gaza, 
over all the kings on this side the 
River; and he had peace on all sides 
round about him. And Judah and 
Israel dwelt safely, every man under 
his vine and under his fig-tree, from 
Dan even to Beer-sheba, all the days 
of Solomon.

‘And 
those officers provided victual for 
king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto king Solomon’s table, every man 
in his month; they let nothing. be 
lacking. ‘®Barley also and straw for 
the horses and swift steeds brought 
they unto the place where it should 
be, every man according to his charge. 

%And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart, even as the 
sand that is on the sea-shore. }°And 
Solomon’s wisdom excelled the wis- 
dom of all the children of the east, 
and all the wisdom of Egypt. "For 
he was wiser than all men: than 
Ethan the Hzrahite, and Heman, and 
Calcol, and Darda, the sons of Mahol; 
and his fame was in all the nations 
round about. And he spoke. three 
thousand proverbs; and his songs 
were a thousand and five. And he 
spoke of trees, from the cedar that is 
in Lebanon even unto the hyssop that 
springeth out of the wall; he spoke 
also of beasts, and of fowl, and of 
creeping things, and of fishes. 14And 
there came of all peoples to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon, from all kings 
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of 'the earth, who had heard of his 
wisdom. 

15And Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him 
king in the room of his father; for 
Hiram was ever a lover -of David. 
16And Solomon sent to Hiram, say- 
ing: 17‘Thou knowest how that David

And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said: ‘Blessed 


be the Lorp this day, who hath given © 


unto David a wise son over this great 
people.’ ”And Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying: ‘I have heard that which thou 
hast sent unto me; I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and 
concerning timber of cypress: ™My 
servants shall bring them down from 
Lebanon unto the sea; and I will make 
them into rafts to go by sea unto the 


place that thou shalt appoint me, and | 


will cause them to be broken up there,

_ *Hiram gave Solomon timber of cedar

_ %And the Lorp gave Solomon wisdom,

© *7And king Solomon raised a levy 
» out of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men. *%And he sent 
them to Lebanon, ten thousand a 
month by courses: a month they were 
| in Lebanon, and two months at home; 
{ and Adoniram was over the levy. 
» 28And Solomon had threescore and 
| ten thousand that bore burdens, and 
_ fourscore thousand that were hewers 
- in the mountains; **besides Solomon’s

@ And it came to pass in’ the four 
© hundred and eightieth year after

) that he began to build the house of 
the Lorp. ?And the house which 
ing Solomon built for the Lorp, the 
| length thereof was threescore: cubits,

3And the porch before >the temple of 
the house, twenty: cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house; and ten cubits 
was’ the breadth thereof ‘before the 
house. 4And for the house he made 
windows: broad. within, and narrow 
without: ‘And against the wall of the 
house he built a side-structure round 
about, against the walls of the house 
round about, both of the temple and 
of ‘the Sanctuary; and he made side- 
chambers: round about; *the: nether- 
most’ story of the side-structure was 
five cubits broad, and the middle was 
six cubits broad, and the third: was 
seven cubits broad; for on the outside 
he made rebatements in the wall of the 
house round about, that the beams 
should not have hold inthe walls of 
the house.—’For the: house, when it 
was in building, was built of stone 
made ready at the quarry; and there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house, while

4S Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. And he. built the walls 
of the house within with boards of 
cedar; from the floor of the house unto 
the joists of the ceiling, he covered 
them on the inside with wood; and 
he covered the floor of the house with 
boards of cypress. 1And he _ built 
twenty cubits on the hinder part of the 
house with boards of cedar from the 
floor unto the joists; he even built 
them for himself within, for a Sanc- 
tuary, even for the most holy place. 
17And the house, that is, the temple 
before [the Sanctuary], was forty cubits 
long. 18And the cedar on the house 
within was carved with knops and 
open flowers; all was cedar; there was 
no stone seen. 1%And he prepared the 
Sanctuary in the midst of the house 
within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp. *°And before 
the Sanctuary which was twenty cu- 
bits in length, and twenty cubits in 
breadth, and twenty cubits in the 
height thereof, overlaid with pure 
gold, he set an altar, which he covered 
with cedar. So Solomon overlaid 
*the house within with pure gold; and 
he drew chains of gold across the wall 
before the Sanctuary; and he overlaid 
it with gold. *And the whole house 
he» overlaid with gold, until all the 
house was finished; also the whole 
altar that belonged to the Sanctuary 
he overlaid with gold. 

And in the Sanctuary he made 
two cherubim of olive-wood, each ten 
cubits high. *And five cubits was the 
one wing of the cherub, and five cubits 
the other wing of the cherub; from 
the uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost, part of the other 
were ten cubits. *And the other 
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cherub was ten cubits; both the cherue 
bim were of one measure and one 
form. The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. ?7And he set the cheru- 
bim within the inner house; and the 
wings of the cherubim were stretched 
forth, so that the wing of: the one 
touched the one wall, and the wing 
of the other cherub touched the other 
wall; and their wings touched one 
another in the midst of the house. 
*8And he overlaid the cherubim with — 
gold. ma 
29And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures’ 
of cherubim and palm-trees and open 
flowers, within and without. **And- 
the floor of the house he overlaid 
with gold, within and without. #And — 
for the entrance of the Sanctuary he © 
made doors of olive-wood, the door- 
posts within the frame having. five 
angles. *And as for the two doors of 
olive-wood, he carved upon them 
carvings of cherubim and palm-trees 
and open flowers, and overlaid them 
with gold; and he spread the gold 
upon the cherubim, and upon the 
palm-trees. So also made he for 
the entrance of the temple door-posts 
of olive-wood, within a frame four- 
square; “and two doors of cypress- 
wood; the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves of the 
other door were folding. And he 
carved thereon cherubim and palm- 
trees and open flowers; and he over- 
laid them with gold fitted upon the 
graven work. And he built the © 
inner court with three rows of hewn 
stone, and a row of cedar beams. . 
57In the fourth year was the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lorp laid, 
in the month Ziv. *And in the 
eleventh year, in the month Bul, which 
is the eighth month, was the house — 


« That is, the Sanctuary. } 
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finished throughout all the parts there- 
of, and according to all the fashion of it. 
So was he seven years in building it.

| And Solomon was. building his 
: own house thirteen years, and he 
finished all his house. 

?For he built the house of the forest 

of Lebanon: the length thereof was 
a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
_ thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
_ thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows 
_ of cedar pillars, with cedar beams 
_ upon the pillars. *And it was covered 
with cedar above upon the side- 
chambers, that lay on forty and five 
pillars, fifteen in a row. 4And there 
| were beams in three rows; and light 

_ was over against light in three ranks. 

5And all the doors with their posts 

were square in the frame; and light 
was over against light in three ranks. 
I 6And he made the porch of pillars: 
| the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
| and the breadth thereof thirty cubits; 
y and a porch before them; and pillars 
' and thick beams before them. 
|  7And he made the porch of the throne 
/ where he might judge, even the porch 
» of judgment; and it was covered with 
» cedar from floor to floor. 
+ . *And his house where he might 
dwell, in the other court, within the 
» porch, was of the like work. He made 
also a house for Pharaoh’s daughter, 
* whom Solomon had taken to wife, like 

unto this porch. 

- All these were of costly stones, 
‘ according to the measures of hewn 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
“unto the coping, and so on the outside 
“unto the great court. 1°And the foun- 
dation was'of costly stones, even great 
stones, stones of ten cubits, and stones 
) of eight cubits. ™And above were 
F pestly stones, after the measure of 
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hewn stones, and cedar-wood. “And 
the great court round about had three 
rows of hewn stone, and a row of 
cedar beams, like as the inner court 
of the house of the Lorp, and the 
court of the porch of the house. 

18And king Solomon sent and fetched 
Hiram out of Tyre. “He was the 
son of a widow of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, and his father was a man of Tyre, 
a worker in brass; and he was filled 
with wisdom and understanding and 
skil, to work all works in brass. And 
he came to king Solomon, and wrought 
all his work. 

Thus he fashioned the two pillars 
of brass, of eighteen cubits high each; 
and a line of twelve cubits did com- 
pass it about; [and so] the other pillar. 
16And he made two capitals of molten 
brass, to set upon the tops of the 
pillars; the height of the one capital 
was five cubits, and the height of the 
other capital was five cubits. 17He 
also made nets of checker-work, and 
wreaths of chain-work, for the capitals 
which were upon the top of the pillars: 
seven for the one capital, and seven 
for the other capital. 1!%And he made 
the pillars; and there were two rows 
round about upon the one network, 
to cover the capitals that were upon 
the top of the pomegranates; and so 
did he for the other capital. And 
the capitals that were upon the top of 
the pillars in the porch were of lily- 
work, four cubits. *°And there were 
capitals above also upon the two 
pillars, close by the belly which was 
beside the network; and the pome- 
granates were two hundred, in rows 
round about upon each. capital. 
And he set up the pillars at the 
porch of the temple; and he set up 
the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin; and he set up. the left 
pillar, and called the name thereof 
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Boaz. *And upon the top of the 
pillars was lily-work; so was the work 
of the pillars finished. 

And he made the molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and the height thereof was 
five cubits; and a line of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. *And 
under the brim of it round about there 
were knops which did compass it, for 
ten cubits, compassing the sea round 
about; the knops were in two rows, 
cast when it was cast. *It stood upon 
twelve oxen, three looking toward 
the north, and three looking toward the 
west, and three looking toward the 
south, and three looking toward 
the east; and the sea was set upon 
them above, and all their hinder parts 
were inward. *And it was a hand- 
breadth thick; and the brim thereof 
was wrought like the brim of a cup, 
like the flower of a lily; it held two 
thousand baths. 

27And he made the ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length of 
one base, and four cubits the breadth 
thereof, and three cubits the height 
of it. ?8And the work of the bases was 
on this manner: they had borders; 
and there were borders between the 
stays; *°and on the borders that were 
between the stays were lions, oxen, 
and cherubim; and upon the stays 
it was in like manner above; and be- 
neath the lions and oxen were wreaths 
of hanging work. *And every base 
had four brazen wheels, and axles of 
brass; and the four feet thereof had 
undersetters: beneath the laver were 
the undersetters molten, with wreaths 
at the side of each. “And the mouth 
of it within the crown and above was 
a cubit high; and the mouth thereof 
was round after the work of a pedestal, 
a cubit and a half; and also upon the 
mouth of it were gravings; and their 
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borders were foursquare, not round. 
32A nd the four wheels were underneath 
the borders; and the axletrees of the 
wheels were in the base; and the 
height of a wheel was a cubit and half 
a cubit. “And the work of the wheels 
was like the work of a chariot wheel; 
their axletrees, and their felloes, and 
their spokes, and their naves, were all 
molten. *4And there were four under- 
setters at the four corners of each 
base; the undersetters thereof were 
of one piece with the base itself. And 
in the top of the base wastherearound 
compass of half a cubit high; and on. | 
the top of the base the stays thereof 
and the borders thereof were of one © 
piece therewith. *And on the plates” 
of the stays thereof, and on the bor- 
ders’ thereof, he eraved cherubim, | 
lions, and palm-trees, according to- 
the space of each, with wreaths round — 
about. ®7After this manner he made © 
the ten bases; all of them had one | 
casting, one measure, and one form. 
38And he made ten lavers of brass: 
one laver contained forty baths; and — 
every laver was four cubits; and upon — 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 
s9And he set the bases, five on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house; and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward, toward the south. 

And *Hiram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins. 

So Hiram made an end of doing 
all the work that he wrought for king _ 
Solomon in the house of the Lorp: | 
“the two pillars, and the two bowls — 
of the capitals that were on the top 
of the pillars; and the two networks 
to cover the two bowls of the capitals 
that were on the top of the pillars; 
“and the four hundred pomegranates : 
for the two networks, two rows of © 
pomegranates for each network, to — 
Hirom. 


_ cover the two bowls of the capitals 

that were upon the top of the pillars; 
_ and the ten bases, and the ten lavers 
on the bases; “and the one sea, and 
the twelve oxen under the sea; “and 
_ the pots, and the shovels, and the 

basins; even all these vessels, which 

Hiram made for king Solomon, in the 

house of the Lorp, were of burnished 
_ brass. “In the plain of the Jordan 
- did the king cast them, in the clay 

ground between Succoth and. Zare- 
than. 47And Solomon left. all the 
_ vessels unweighed, because they were 
- exceeding many; the weight of the 
_ brass could not be found out. “And 
Solomon made all the vessels that 
were in the house of the Lorp: the 
| golden altar, and the table where- 
upon the showbread was, of gold; 
- 4and the candlesticks, five on the 
_ right side, and five on the left, be- 
fore the Sanctuary, of pure gold; and 
| the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
| tongs, of gold; ®and the cups, and 
' the snuffers, and the basins, and the 
» pans, and the fire-pans, of pure gold; 
» and the hinges, both for the doors of 
) the inner house, the most holy place, 
/ and for the doors of the house, that 
) is, of the temple, of gold. 

/ | 8Thus all the work that king Sol- 
/ omon wrought in the house of the Lorp 
| was finished. And Solomon brought 
/ in the things which David his father 
| had ‘dedicated, the silver, and the 
) gold, and the vessels, and put them 
) in the treasuries of the house of the 
/ Lorp. 

8 Then Solomon assembled the el- 
™ ders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the princes of the fathers’ 
| houses of the children of Israel, unto 
king Solomon in Jerusalem, to bring 
up the ark of the covenant of the 
| Lorp out of the city of David, which 
} is Zion. ?And all the men of Israel 
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assembled ‘themselves unto king Sol- 
omon at the feast, in the month Etha- 
nim, which is the seventh month. 
sAnd all the elders of Israel came, and 
the priests took up the ark. 4And 
they brought up the ark of the Lorn, 
and the tent of meeting, and all the 
holy vessels that were in the Tent; 
even these did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. ®And king Solomon 
and all the congregation of Israel, 
that were assembled unto him, were 
with him before the ark, sacrificing 
sheep and oxen, that could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 
6And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp unto its 
place, into the Sanctuary of the house, 
to the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubim. » 7For the 
cherubim spread forth their wings 
over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. %And the staves 
were so long that the ends of the 
staves were seen from the holy place, 
even before the Sanctuary; but they 
could not be seen without; and. there 
they are unto this day. °There was 
nothing in the ark save the two tables 
of stone which Moses put there: at 
Horeb, when the Lorp made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel when 
they came out of the land of Egypt. 
10And it came to pass, when the priests 
were come out of the holy place, that 
the cloud filled the house of the Lorn, 
Uso that the: priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud; for 
the glory of the Lorp filled the house 
of the Lorn. . 

2Then spoke Solomon: 

The Lorp hath said that He would 

‘dwell in the thick darkness. 
13T have surely built Thee a house 
of habitation, fi 
A place for Thee to.dwell in for ever, 
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“And the king turned his face about, 
and blessed all the congregation of 
Israel; and all the congregation of 
Israel stood. ™And he said: ‘Blessed 
be the Lorp, the God of Israel, who 
spoke with His mouth unto David 
my father, and hath with His hand 
fulfilled it, saying: ‘Since the day 
that I brought forth My people 
Israel out of Egypt, I chose no 
city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build a house, that My name might 
be there; but I chose David to be 
over My people Israel. Now it 
was in the heart of David my father 
to build a house for the name of the 
Lorp, the God of Israel. But the 
Lorp said unto David my father: 
Whereas it was in thy heart to build 
a house for My name, thou didst well 
that it was in thy heart; #*nevertheless 
thou shalt not build the house; but 
thy son that shall come forth out of 
thy loins, he shall build the house for 
My name. *And the Lorp hath 
established His word that He spoke; 
for I am risen up in the room of David 
my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as the Lorp promised, and 
have built the house for the name of 
the Lorp, the God of Israel. And 
there have I set a place for the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the Lorp, 
which He made with our fathers, 
when He brought them out of the 
land of Egypt.’ 

And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lorp in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven; and 
he said: ‘O Lorp, the God of Israel, 
there is no God like Thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath; who 
keepest covenant and mercy with 
Thy servants, that walk before Thee 
with all their heart; *who hast kept 
with Thy servant David my father 
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that which Thou didst promise him; 

yea, Thou spokest with Thy mouth, 
rane hast fulfilled it with Thy hand, 
as it is this day. **Now therefore, 0 
Lorp, the God of Israel, keep with 
Thy servant David my father that 
which Thou hast promised him, say- 
ing: There shall not fail thee a man 
in My sight to sit on the throne of 
Israel, if only thy children take heed 
to their way, to walk before Me as 
thou hast walked before Me. **Now 


therefore, O God of Israel, let Thy 
word, I pray Thee, be verified, which © 


Thou didst speak ‘unto Thy servant 
David my father. 

27But will God in very truth dwell 
on the earth? behold, heaven and the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain 
Thee; how much less this house that 
I have builded! ?*Yet have Thou 
respect unto the prayer of Thy serv- 
ant, and to his supplication, O Lorp 
my God, to hearken unto the ery and 
to the prayer which Thy servant 


prayeth before Thee this day; that — 
Thine eyes may be open toward this —

people Israel, and bring them back 
unto the land which Thou gavest unto 
their fathers. 
_ » When heaven is shut up, and there 
- is no rain, when they do sin against 
' Thee; if they pray toward this place, 
_ and confess Thy name, and turn from 
_ their sin, when Thou dost afflict them; 
- %then hear Thou in heaven, and for- 
_ give the sin of Thy servants, and. of 
' Thy people Israel, when Thou teach- 
est them the good way wherein they 
_ should walk; and send rain upon Thy 
land, which Thou hast given to Thy 
- people for an inheritance. 
37Jf there be in the land famine, if 
_ there be pestilence, if there be blast- 
' ing or mildew, locust or caterpillar; 
| if their enemy besiege them in the 
) land of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
_ whatsoever sickness there be; **what 
| prayer and supplication soever. be 
i made by any man of all Thy people 
' Israel, who shall know every man the

“If Thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, by whatsoever 
way Thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto the Lorp toward the city 
which Thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house which I have built for Thy 
name; “then hear Thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. “If they sin 
against Thee—for there is no man 
that sinneth not—and Thou be angry 
with them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they carry them away 
captive unto the land of the enemy, far 
off or near; #’yet if they shall bethink 
themselves in the land whither they 
are carried captive, and turn. back, 
and make supplication unto Thee in 
the land of them that carried them 
captive, saying: We have sinned, 
and have done iniquitously, we have 
dealt wickedly; 4%if they return unto 
Thee with all their heart and with 
all their soul in the land of their 
enemies, who carried them captive, 
and pray unto Thee toward. their 
land, which: Thou gavest unto their 
fathers, the city which Thou hast 
chosen, and the house which I have 
built for Thy name; **then hear Thou 
their prayer and their supplication 
in heaven Thy dwelling-place, and 
maintain their cause; and forgive 
Thy people who have sinned against 
Thee, and all their transgressions 
wherein they have transgressed against

Thee; and give them compassion 
before those who: carried them: cap- 
tive, that they may have compassion 
on them; “for they are Thy people, 
and Thine inheritance, which Thou 
broughtest forth out of Egypt, from 
the midst of the furnace of iron; *that 
Thine eyes may be open unto the 
supplication of Thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of Thy people Israel, 
to hearken unto them whensoever 
they cry unto Thee. “For Thou didst 
set them apart from among all the 
peoples of the earth, to be Thine in- 
heritance, as Thou didst speak by the 
hand of Moses Thy servant, when 
Thou broughtest our fathers out of 
Egypt, O Lord Gop.’ 

- 4And it was so, that when Sol- 
omon had made anend of praying all 
this prayer and supplication unto the 
Lorp, he arose from before the altar 
of the Lorp, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread forth 
toward heaven. And he stood, and 
blessed all the congregation of Israel 
with a loud voice, saying: °°‘ Rlessed 
be the Lorp, that hath given: rest 
unto His people Israel, according to 
all that He promised; there hath not 
failed one word of all His good 
promise, which He promised by the 
hand of Moses His servant. °’The 
Lorp our God be with us, as He was 
with our fathers; let Him: not leave 
us, nor forsake us; that He may in- 
cline our hearts unto Him, to walk 
in all His ways, and to keep His com- 
mandments, and His statutes, and 
His ordinances, which He commanded 
our fathers. °*And let these my words, 
wherewith I have made supplication 
before the Lorp, be nigh unto the 
Lorp our God day and night, that 
He maintain the cause of His servant, 
and the cause of His people Israel, 
as every day shall require; that all 
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the peoples: of the earth may know 
that the Lorp, He is God; there is 
none else, Let your heart therefore 
be whole with the Lorp our God, to 
walk in His statutes, and to keep His 
commandments, as at this day.’ 
®And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lorp: 
And Solomon offered for the sacrifice 
of peace-offerings, which he offered 
unto the Lorp, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king © 
and all the children of Israel dedicated _ 
the house of the Lorp. “The same | 
day did the king hallow the middle of — 
the court that was before the house 
of the Lorp; for there he offered the 
burnt-offering, and the meal-offéring, 
and the fat of the peace-offerings; — 
because the brazen altar that was 
before the Lorp was too little to re- 
ceive the burnt-offering, and the meal- _ 
offering, and the fat of the peace- 
offerings. a | 
6So Solomon held the feast at that — 
time, and all Israel with him, a cet 


congregation, from the entrance of 
Hamath unto the Brook of Egypt, — 
before the Lorp our God, seven days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 
On the eighth day he sent the people 
away, and they blessed the king, and 
went unto their tents joyful and glad 
of heart for all the goodness that the 
Lorp had shown unto: David His 
servant, and to Israel His people. 
9 And it came to pass,. when 
Solomon had finished the building — 
of the house of the Lorp, and the |

‘light which he was pleased to do, 


*that the Lorp appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as He had appeared 
unto him at Gibeon. *And the Lorp 
said unto him: ‘I have heard' thy —

cording to all that I have command- 


ed thee, and wilt keep My statutes 
and Mine ordinances; ‘then I will 
establish the throne of thy kingdom 


_ over Israel for ever; according as I 


promised to David thy father, saying: 
There shall not fail thee a man upon 
®But if ye shall 
turn away from following Me, ye or 
your children, and not keep My com- 
mandments and My statutes which I 
have set before you, but shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them; 
%then will I cut off Israel out of the 
land which I have given them; and 


_ this house, which I have hallowed 


for My name, will I cast out of My 


_ sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
_ and a by word among all peoples; 
- 8and this house which is so high 
- [shall become desolate], and every 


one that passeth by it shall be aston- 
ished, and shall hiss; and when they 
shall say: Why hath the Lorp done 


thus unto this land, and to this 


house? *they shall be answered: Be- 


-eause they forsook the Lorp their 


God, who brought forth their fathers 


out of the land of Egypt, and laid 


hold on other gods, and worshipped 


them, and served them; therefore hath 


the Lorp brought all this evil upon 


them.’ 
40And it came to pass at the end 


of twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the two houses, the house of 


ye" 


the Lorp and the. king’s house— 


Nnow Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with  cedar-trees

and -cypress-trees, and» with ‘gold, 
according to all his desire—that then 
king» Solomon gave, Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. “And 
Hiram came out from Tyre to see the 
cities which Solomon had given him; 
and they pleased him not. “And he 
said: ‘What cities are these which 
thou hast given me, my brother?’ And 
they were called the land of Cabul, 
unto this day. “And Hiram sent to 
the king sixscore talents of gold. 

And this is the account. of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; to 
build the house of the Lorp, and his 
own house, and Millo, and the wall of 
Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, 
and Gezer. 1Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gone up, and taken Gezer, and 
burnt it with fire, and slain the 
Canaanites that dwelt in the city, and 
given it for a portion unto his daugh- 
ter, Solomon’s wife. 17And Solomon 
built Gezer, and Beth-horon the 
nether, 18and Baalath, and Tadmor in 
the wilderness, in the land, #%and all 
the store-cities that Solomon had, 
and the cities for his chariots, and 
the cities for his horsemen, and that 
which Solomon desired to build for 
his pleasure in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and in all the land of his 
dominion. All the people that were 
left of the Amorites, the Hittites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Jeb- 
usites, who were not of the children 
of Israel; #4even their children that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel were not able 
utterly to destroy, or them did Sol- 
omon raise a levy of bondservants, 
unto this day. ”But of the children 
of Israel did Solomon make no bond- 
servants; but they were the men of 
war, and his servants, and his princes, 
and his captains, and rulers of his 
chariots and of his horsemen. 
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*These were the chief officers that 
were over Solomon’s work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, who bore rule over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

“But Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto her 
house which [Solomon] had built for 
her; then did he build Millo. 

And three times in a year did 
Solomon. offer burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings upon the altar which 
he built unto the Lorp, offering 
thereby, upon the altar that was 
before the Lorp. So he finished the 
house. 

sAnd king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-geber, which is be- 
side Eloth, on the shore of the Red 
Sea, in the land of Edom. ?7And 
Hiram sent in the navy his servants, 
shipmen that had knowledge of the 
sea, with the servants of Solomon. 
And they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
it to king Solomon. 

10 And when the queen of Sheba 

heard of the fame of Sol- 
omon because of the name of the 
Lorp, she came to prove him with 
hard questions. ?And she came to 
Jerusalem with a very great train, 
with camels that bore spices and 
gold very much, and precious stones; 
and when she was come to Solomon, 
she spoke with him of all that was 
in her heart. *And Solomon told her 
all her questions; there was not any 
thing hid from the king which he told 
her not. 4And when the queen of 
Sheba had seen all the wisdom. of 
Solomon, and the house that he had 
built, Sand the food of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel, and his cupbearers, and 
his burnt-offering which he offered 
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in the house of the Lorp, there was 
no more spirit in her. ‘And she said 
to the king: ‘It was a true report that 
I heard in mine own land of thine 
acts, and of thy wisdom. 7Howbeit 
I believed not the words, until I 
came, and mine. eyes had seen it; 
and, behold, the half was not told me; 
thou hast wisdom and_prosperit; 

exceeding the fame which I heard. 
8Happy are thy men, happy are these 


thy servants, that stand continually 


before thee, and that hear thy wis- 
dom. *Blessed be the Lorp thy God, 
who delighted in thee, to set thee on 
the throne of Israel; because the 
Lorp loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made He thee king, to do justice and 
righteousness.’ 


and precious stones; there came no 
more such abundance of spices as 
these which the queen of Sheba gave 
to king Solomon. "And the navy 


also of Hiram, that brought gold from 


Ophir, brought in from Ophir great 
plenty of sandal-wood and precious 
stones. And the king made of the 
sandal-wood pillars for the house of 
the Lorp, and for the king’s house, 


i And she gave the 
king a hundred and twenty talents | 
of gold, and of spices very great store,

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harps also and psalteries for the sing- 
ers; there came no such sandal-wood, 
nor was seen, unto this day. “And 


king Solomon gave to the queen of 


Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 


asked, beside that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. So 
she turned, and went to her own land, 
she and her servants. ff 


MNow the weight of gold that came 


to Solomon in one year was six hun- 
dred. threescore and six talents of 
gold, beside that which came of the 


merchants, and of the traffic of the — 


traders, and of all the kings of the 


mingled people and of the governors of — 
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the country. ‘And king Solomon 
' made two hundred targets of beaten 
_ gold: six hundred shekels of gold went 
to gne target. 17And he made three 
_ hundred shields of beaten gold: three 
_ pounds of gold went to one shield; and 
the king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 
18VMoreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the finest gold. There were six 
_ steps to the throne, and the top of the 
_ throne was round behind; and there 
_ were arms on either side by the place 
_ of the seat, and two lions standing 
20And twelve lions 
_ stood there on the one side and on the 
_ other upon the six steps; there was 
not the like made in any kingdom. 
tAnd all king Solomon’s drinking- 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon 
were of pure gold; none were of silver; 
it was nothing accounted of in the 
days of Solomon. “For the king had 
_ at sea a navy of Tarshish with the 
_ navy of Hiram; once every three years 
' eame the navy of Tarshish, bringing 
gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 
2380 king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth in riches and in 
- wisdom. “And all the earth sought 
_ the presence of Solomon, to hear his 
- wisdom, which God had put in his 
heart. And they brought every man 
_ his present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
~ of gold, and raiment, and armour, and 
_ gpices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
_ by year. 
- -%And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen; and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and tweive thousand horsemen, that 
he bestowed in the chariot. cities, 
- and with the king at Jerusalem. ?’And 
the king made silver to be in Jerusalem 


as stones, and cedars made he to be 
as the sycomore-trees that are in 
the Lowland, for abundance. ?8And 
the horses which Solomon had were 
brought out of Egypt; also out of 
Keveh, the king’s merchants buying 
them of the men of Keveh at a price. 
*9And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and a horse for a hundred 
and fifty; and so for all the kings of the 
Hittites, and for the kings of Aram, did 
they bring them out by their means. | 
1 1 Now king Solomon loved many 

foreign women, besides the 
daughter of Pharaoh, women of the 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zi- 
donians, and Hittites; of the nations 
concerning which the Lorp said unto 
the children of Israel: ‘Ye shall not 
go among them, neither shall they 
come among you; for surely they 
will turn away your heart after their 
gods’; Solomon did cleave unto these 
in love. °And he had seven hundred 
wives, princesses, and three hundred 
concubines; and his wives turned 
away his heart. 4For it came to pass, 
when Solomon was old, that his wives 
turned away his heart after other gods; 
and his heart was not whole with the 
Lorp his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. ‘For Solomon 
went after Ashtoreth the goddess of 
the Zidonians, and after Milcom the 
detestation of the Ammonites. ®And 
Solomon did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, and went not 
fully after the Lorp, as did David 
his father. 7Then did Solomon build 
a high place for Chemosh the detesta- 
tion of Moab, in the mount that is 
before Jerusalem, and for Moleck 
the detestation of the children of 
Ammon. ®And so did he for all his 
foreign wives, who offered and sacri 
ficed unto their gods, 
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And the Lorp was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned away from the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, who had appeared unto him 
twice, and had commanded him 
concerning this thing, that he should 
not go after other gods; but he kept 
not that which the Lorp com- 
manded.. 1!Wherefore the Lorp. said 
unto Solomon: ‘Forasmuch as this 
hath been in thy mind, and thou hast 
not kept My covenant and My 
statutes, which I have commanded 
thee, I will surely rend the kingdom 
from thee, and will give it to thy 
servant. Notwithstanding in thy 
days I will not do it, for David thy 
father’s sake; but I will rend it out of 
the hand of thy son. Howbeit I 
will not rend away all the kingdom; 
but I will give one tribe to thy son, for 
David My servant’s sake, and. for 
Jerusalem’s sake which I have chosen.’ 

MAnd the Lorp raised up an ad- 
versary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite; he was of the king’s: seed 
in Edom. For it came to pass, 
when David was in Edom, and Joab 
the captain of the host was gone up to 
bury the slain, and had smitten every 
male in Edom—1?for Joab and all 
Israel remained there six months, 
until he had cut off every male in 
Edom —?"that *Hadad fled, he and 
certain’ Edomites of his father’s 
servants with him, to go into Egypt; 
Hadad being yet a little child. 48And 
they arose out of Midian, and came 
to Paran; and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to 
Kgypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
who gave him a house, and appointed 
him victuals, and gave him land. 
And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the’ queen.

And the sister of Tahpenes bore him 
Genubath his son, whom Tahpenes 
weaned -in Pharaoh’s house; and 


Genubath: was in Pharaoh’s house — 


among the sons of Pharaoh. “And 
when Hadad heard in Egypt that 
David slept with his fathers, and that 
Joab the captain of the host was dead, 
Hadad said to Pharaoh: ‘Let me 
depart, that I may go to mine own 
country.’ ”Then Pharaoh said unto 
him: 


‘But what hast thou lacked — 


with me, that, behold, thou seekest —

to go to thine own country?’ 


he answered: ‘Nothing; howbeit let 


me depart in any wise.’ ¢ 


And God raised up another ad- 


versary unto him, Rezon the son of 
Eliada, who had fled from his lord 
Hadadezer king of Zobah.  *4And 
he gathered men unto him, and be- 
came captain over a troop, when 
David slew them [of Zobah]; and they 
went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. And he 


was an adversary to Israel all the 
days of Solomon, beside the mischief — 
that Hadad did; and he abhorred

Israel, and reigned over Aram. 

>And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an Ephraimite of Zeredah, a servant 
of Solomon, whose mother’s name was 
Zeruah, a widow, he also lifted up his 
hand against the king. And this 
was the cause that he lifted up his 
hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo, and repaired the breach 
of the city of David his father. ?8And 
the man Jeroboam was a mighty 
man of valour; and Solomon saw the 
young man that he was industrious, 
and he gave him charge over all the 
labour of the house of Joseph. 2?2And 
it came to pass at that time, when 
Jeroboam ‘went out of Jerusalem, 
that the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite 
found him in the way; now’ Ahijah 
Adad. 
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and they two were alone in the field. | 
' 3%And Ahijah laid hold of the new 
garment that was on him, and rent it 
_ in twelve pieces. *And he said to 
| Jeroboam: ‘Take thee ten pieces; 
| for thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel: Behold, I will rend the 
kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
and will give ten tribes to thee— 
-~®but he shall have one tribe, for 
My servant David’s sake, and for 
_Jerusalem’s sake, the city which 
| I have chosen out of all the tribes 
, of Israel—*because that they have 
forsaken Me, and have worshipped 
. Ashtoreth the goddess of the Zi- 
' donians, Chemosh the god of Moab, 
- and Milcom the god of the children 
- of Ammon; and they have not walked 
_ in My ways, to do that which is 
_ right in Mine eyes, and to keep My 
- statutes and Mine ordinances, as did 
- David his father. *Howbeit I will 
not take the whole kingdom out of 
_ his hand; but I will make him prince 
_ all the days of his life, for David My 
- servant’s sake, whom I chose, because 
he kept My commandments and My 
statutes; *but I will take the kingdom 
_ out of his son’s hand, and will give it 
unto thee, even ten tribes. *And 
— unto his son will I give one tribe, that 
David My servant may have a lamp 
alway before Me in Jerusalem, the 
_¢ity which I have chosen Me to put 
My name there. *7And I will take 
thee, and thou shalt reign over all 
that thy soul desireth, and shalt be 
_ king over Israel. *8And it shall be, 
if thou wilt hearken unto all that I 
command thee, and wilt walk in My 
_ ways, and do that which is right in 
Mine eyes, to keep My statutes and 
My commandments, as David My 
servant did, that I will be with thee, 
and will build thee a sure house, as I 


| had clad himself with a new garment;

built for David, and will give Israel 
unto thee. %*And I will for this afflict 
the seed of David, but not for ever.’ 

“Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam; but Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

“Now the rest of the acts of Sol- 
omon, and all that he did, and his wis- 
dom, are they not written in the book 
of the acts of Solomon? “And the 
time that Solomon reigned in Jeru- 
salem over all Israel was forty years. 
And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David 
his father; and Rehoboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

12 And Rehoboam went to She- 

chem; for all Israel were come to 
Shechem to make him king. ?And 
it came to pass, when Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat heard of it—for he 
was yet in Egypt, whither he had fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt, %and 
they sent and called him—that 
Jeroboam and all the congregation of 
Israel came, and spoke unto Reho- 
boam, saying: “Thy father made 
our yoke grievous; now therefore 
make thou the grievous service of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke which he 
put upon us, lighter, and we will 
serve thee.’ °And he said unto them: 
‘Depart yet for three days, then come 
again to me.’ And the people de- 
parted. 

®And king Rehoboam took counsel 
with the old men, that had stood be- 
fore Solomon his father while he yet 
lived, saying: ‘What counsel give 
ye me to return answer to this people?’ 
7And they spoke unto him, saying: 
‘If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and, speak good 
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words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever.’ ®But he forsook 
the counsel of the old men which they 
had given him, and took counsel with 
the young men that were grown up 
with him, that stood before him. 
9And he said unto them: ‘What coun- 
sel give ye, that we may return 
answer to this people, who have 
spoken to me, saying: Make the 
yoke that thy father did put upon us 
lighter?’ 1!°And the young men that 
were grown up with him spoke unto 
him, saying: ‘Thus shalt thou say 
unto this people that spoke unto thee, 
saying: Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, but make thou it lighter 
unto us; thus shalt thou speak unto 
them: My little finger is thicker than 
my father’s loins. “And now whereas 
my father did burden you with a 
heavy yoke, I will add to your yoke; 
my father chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with scorpions.’ 

So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king bade, saying: ‘Come to me 
again the third day.’ “And the king 
answered the people roughly, and 
forsook the counsel of the old men 
which they had given him; “and spoke 
to them after the counsel of the young 
men, saying: ‘My father made your 
yoke heavy, but I will add to your 
yoke; my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions.’ So the king hearkened 
not unto the people; for it was a 
thing brought about of the Lorp, 
that He might establish His word, 
which the Lorp spoke by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat. 

And when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying: 
‘What portion have we in David? 
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neither have we inheritance in the son 
of Jesse; to your tents, O Israel; now 
see to thine own house, David.’ So Is- 
rael departed unto their tents. 17But 
as for the children of Israel that dwelt 
in the cities of Judah, Rehoboam 
reigned over them. 18Then king Re 
hoboam sent Adoram, who was over 
the levy; and all Israel stoned him 
with stones, so that he died. And 
king Rehoboam made speed to get 


him up to his chariot, to flee to Jeru- 


salem. 1°So Israel rebelled against the 
house of David, unto this day. #°And 
it came to pass, when all Israel heard 


that Jeroboam was returned, that 


they sent and called him unto the 


congregation, and made him king over — 


all Israel; there was none that fol- 
lowed the house of David, but the 
tribe of Judah only. 


2And when Rehoboam was come 


to Jerusalem, he assembled all the 


house of Judah, and the tribe of — 


Benjamin, a hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men that were 
warriors, to fight against the house of 
Israel, to bring the kingdom back to 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon. 2But_ 
the word of God came unto Shemaiah > 
the man of God, saying: ‘Speak unto 


Rehoboam the son of Solomon, king — 
of Judah, and unto all the house of 


Judah and Benjamin, and to the 
rest of the people, saying: “Thus 
saith the Lorp: Ye shall not go up, 
nor fight against your brethren the 
children of Israel; return every man 
to his house; for this thing is of Me.’ 
So they hearkened unto the word of 
the Lorp, and returned and went their 
way, according to the word of the 
Lorp. 

*Then Jeroboam built Shechem in 
the hill-country of Ephraim, and dwelt — 
therein; and he went out from thence, © 
and built Penuel. And Jeroboam 
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' gaid in his heart: ‘Now will the king- 
dom return to the house of David. 
/ 27]f this people go up to offer sacrifices 
in the house of the Lorp at Jerusalem, 
then will the heart of this people 
turn back unto their lord, even unto 
Rehoboam king of Judah; and they 
will kill me, and return to Rehoboam 
king of Judah.’ **Whereupon the 
king took counsel, and made two 
-ealves of gold; and he said unto 
them: ‘Ye have gone up long enough 
to Jerusalem; behold thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of 
_ the land of Egypt.’ ?%And he set 
- the one in Beth-el, and the other put 
' he in Dan. *°And this thing became 
a sin; for the people went to worship 
before the one, even unto Dan. 
“And he made houses of high places, 
and made priests from among all 
_ the people, that were not of the sons 
of Levi. And Jeroboam ordained 
a feast in the eighth month, on the 
fifteenth day of the month, like unto 
the feast that is in Judah, and he 
went up unto the altar; so did he in 
Beth-el, to sacrifice unto the calves 
that he had made; and he placed in 
_ Beth-el the priests of the high places 
_ that he had made. *And he went up 
- unto the altar which he had made in 
- Beth-el on the fifteenth day in the 
eighth month, even in the month 
~ which he had devised of his own heart; 
and he ordained a feast for the chil- 
dren of Israel, and went up unto the 
- altar, to offer. 
13 And, behold, there came a man 
# of God out of Judah by the word 
of the Lorp unto Beth-el; and Jero- 
boam was standing by the altar to 
offer. ?And he cried against the 
altar by the word of the Lorp, and 
_gaid: ‘O altar, altar, thus saith the 
_ Lorp: Behold, a son shall be born 
unto the house of David, Josiah by 
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name; and upon thee shall he sacrifice 
the priests of the high places that 
offer upon thee, and men’s bones 
shall. they burn upon thee.’ *And 
he gave a sign the same day, saying: 
‘This is the sign which the Lorp 
hath spoken: Behold, the altar shall 
be rent, and the ashes that are upon 
it shall be poured out.’ 4And it 
came to pass, when the king heard 
the saying of the man of God, which 
he cried against the altar in Beth-el, 
that Jeroboam put forth his hand from 
the altar, saying: ‘Lay hold on him.’ 
And his hand, which he put forth 
against him, dried up, so that he 
could not draw it back to him. ®The 
altar also was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according 
to the sign which the man of God 
had given by the word of the Lorp. 
SAnd the king answered and said unto 
the man of God: ‘Entreat now the 
favour of the Lorp thy God, and pray 
for me, that my hand may be re- 
stored me.’ And the man of God 
entreated the Lorp, and the king’s 
hand was restored him, and became as 
it was before. ‘7And the king said 
unto the man of God: ‘Come home 
with me, and refresh thyself, and I will 
give thee a reward.’ *And the man 
of God said unto the king: ‘If thou 
wilt give me half thy house, I will 
not go in with thee, neither will I 
eat bread nor drink water in this 
place. °*For so was it charged me by 
the word of the Lorp, saying: Thou 
shalt eat no bread, nor drink water, 
neither return by the way that thou 
camest.’ 1°So he went another way, 
and returned not by the way that he 
came to Beth-el. 

Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and one of his sons came 
and told him all the works that the 
man of God had done that day in 
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Beth-el, and the words which he had 
spoken unto the king, and they told 
them unto their father. And their 
father said unto them: ‘What way 
went he?’ For his sons had seen 
what way the man of God went, that 
came from Judah. And he said 
unto his sons: ‘Saddle me the ass.’ 
So they saddled him the ass; and he 
rode thereon. “And he went after 
the man of God, and found him 
sitting under a terebinth; and he 
said unto him: ‘Art thou the man of 
God that camest from Judah?’ And 
he said: ‘I am.’ Then he said 
unto him: ‘Come home with me, and 
eat bread.’?. *And he said: ‘I may 
not return with thee, nor go in ‘with 
thee; neither will I eat bread nor drink 
water with thee in this place. 1’For 
it was said to me by the word of the 
Lorp: Thou shalt eat no bread nor 
drink water there, nor turn back to 
go by the way that thou camest.’ 
18And he said unto him: ‘I alsoam a 
prophet as thou art; and an angel 
spoke unto me by the word of the 
Lorp, saying: Bring him back with 
thee into thy house, that he may eat 
bread and drink’ water.’—He lied 
unto him.—So' he went ‘back with 
him, and did eat bread in his house, 
and drank water. 

20And it came to pass, as they sat 
at the table, that. the word of the 
Lorp came unto the prophet that 
brought him back. *And he. cried 
unto the man of God that:came from 
Judah, saying: ‘Thus saith the 
Lorp: | Forasmuch as thou » hast 
rebelled. against the word of the 
Lorp, and hast not kept the com- 
mandment which the Lorp thy God 
commanded thee, “but camest back, 
and hast eaten bread »and drunk 


water in the place of which: He said | 


to thee: ‘Eat no bread, and» drink 


no water; thy carcass shall not come 
unto the sepulchre of thy fathers.’ 
And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, 
that he saddled for him the ass, 
namely, for the prophet whom he had 
brought back. *4And when he was 
gone, a lion met him by the way, and 
slew him; and his carcass was cast 
in the way, and the ass stood by it; 
the lion also stood by the carcass. 
And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcass cast in the way, and the 
lion standing by the carcass;

>And when the prophet | that 
brought him back from the way 
heard thereof, he said: ‘It is the man 
of God, who rebelled against the word 
of the Lorp; therefore the Lorp hath 
delivered him: unto the lion, which 
hath torn him, and. slain him, accord-— 
ing to the word of the Lorp, which He > 
spoke unto him.’ *7And he spoke 
to his:sons, saying: ‘Saddle me the 
ass. And they saddled it: ?%And 
he went and found his carcass cast 
in the way, and the ass and the lion 
standing by the carcass; the lion had 
not eaten the carcass, nor torn the ass. 
*9And the prophet took up the carcass 
of the man of God, and laid it upon. 
the ass, and brought it back; and he 
came to the city of the old prophet, 
to lament, and to bury him: — And 
he laid his carcass in his own grave; 
and they made lamentation for, him: 
‘Alas, my brother! And it came 
to pass, after he had buried him, — 
that. he spoke to his sons, saying: 
‘When I am dead, then bury me in the © 
sepulchre wherein the man of God 
is buried; lay my bones: beside. his 
bones. «*2For the saying: which’ he

After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned not from his evil way, but 


_made again from among all the 
_ people priests of the high places; who- 


soever would, he consecrated him, that 
he might be one of the priests of the 
And by this thing 


_ there was sin unto the house of Jero- 
_ boam, even to cut it off, and to destroy

it from off the face of the earth. 
At that time Abijah the son of 
Jeroboam fell sick. 2And Jero- 


_ boam said to his wife: ‘Arise, I pray 


thee, and disguise thyself, that thou 
be not known to be the wife of Jero- 
boam; and get thee to Shiloh; behold, 
there is Ahijah the prophet, who 
spoke concerning me that I should 
be king over this people. *And take 
with thee ten loaves, and. biscuits, 


and a cruse of honey, and go to him;

sent to thee with heavy tidings. ’Go, 


tell Jeroboam: Thus saith the Lorp,

the God of Israel: Forasmuch as I 
exalted thee from among the people, 
‘and made thee prince over My people 
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Israel, and rent the kingdom away 
from the house of David, and gave it 
thee; and yet thou hast not been as 
My servant David, who kept My 
commandments, and who. followed 
Me with all his heart, to do that 
only which was right in Mine eyes; 
*but hast done evil above all that were 
before thee, and hast gone and made 
thee other gods, and molten images, 
to provoke Me, and hast cast Me 
behind thy back; !°therefore, behold, 
I will bring evil upon the house of 
Jeroboam, and will cut off from 
Jeroboam every man-child, and him 
that is shut up and him that is left 
at large in Israel, and will utterly 
sweep away the house of Jeroboam, 
as a man sweepeth away dung, till it 
be all gone. “Him that dieth of 
Jeroboam in the city shall the dogs 
eat; and him that dieth in the field 
shall the fowls of the air eat; for the 
Lorp hath spoken it. Arise thou 
therefore, get thee to thy house; and 
when thy feet enter into the city, the 
child shall die. And all Israel shall 
make lamentation for him, and bury 
him; for he only of Jeroboam. shall 
come to the grave; because in him 
there is found some good. thing 
toward the Lorp, the God of Israel, in 
the house of Jeroboam. Moreover 
the Lorp will raise Him up a king 
over Israel, who shall cut off the house 
of Jeroboam that day. But what 
is it even then? “for the Lorp will 
smite Israel, as a reed is shaken in the 
water; and He will root up Israel out 
of this good land, which He gave 
to their fathers, and will scatter them 
beyond the River; because they have 
made their Asherim, provoking the 
Lorp. And He will give Israel up 
because of the sins of Jeroboam, which 
he hath sinned, and wherewith he 
hath made Israel to sin.’ 
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And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah; and 
as she came to the threshold of the 
house, the child died. 48And all Israel 
buried him, and made lamentation for 
him; according to the word of the 
Lorp, which He spoke by the hand of 
His servant Ahijah the prophet. 

19And the rest of the acts of Jero- 
boam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 2°And the days which Jero- 
boam reigned were two and twenty 
years; and he slept with his fathers, 
and Nadab his son reigned in his 
stead. 

2And Rehoboam the son of Sol- 
omon reigned inJudah. Rehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jerusalem, the city which the 
Lorp had chosen out of all the tribes 
of Israel, to put His name there; and 
his mother’s name was Naamah the 
Ammonitess. “And Judah did that 
which was evil in the sight of the 
Lorp; and they moved Him to jeal- 
ousy with their sins which they com- 
mitted, above all that their fathers 
had done. *For they also built them 
high places, and pillars, and Asherim, 
on every high hill, and under every 
leafy tree; “and there were also sodom- 
ites in the land; they did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lorp drove out before the 
children of Israel. 

And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem ; and he took away the treasures 
of the house of the Lorp, and the 
treasures of the king’s house; he even 
took away all; and he took ‘away all 
the shields of gold which Solomon 
had made. *And king Rehoboam 
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made in their stead shields of brass, 
and committed them to the hands of 


the captains of the guard, who kept » 


the door of the king’s house. ?*And 
it was so, that as oft as the king went 
into the house of the Lorp, the guard 
bore them, and brought them back 
into the guard-chamber.

1 5 Now in the eighteenth year 

of king Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat began Abijam to reign over 
Judah. Three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Maacah the daughter of Abishalom, 


3And he walked in all the sins of his — 
father, which he had done before 


him; and his heart was not whole 
with the Lorp his God, as the heart 
of David his father. ‘Nevertheless for 
David’s sake did the Lorp his God 
give him a lamp in Jerusalem, to set 
up his'son after him, and to establish 
Jerusalem; Sbecause David did that 
which was right in the eyes of the 
Lorp, and turned not aside from any 
thing that He commanded him all the 
days of his life, save only in the matter 
of Uriah the Hittite. *Now there was 
war between’ Rehoboam and J ero- 
boam all the days of his life. 


7And the rest of the acts of Abijam,

And there was 


war between Abijam and Jeroboam. — 
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» 8And Abijam slept with his fathers; 
) and they buried him in the city of 
_ David; and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead. 

%And in the twentieth year of 
| Jeroboam king of Israel began Asa to 
/ reign over Judah. 1'°And forty and 
‘one years reigned he in Jerusalem; 
and his mother’s name was Maacah 
/ the daughter of Abishalom. And 
Asa did that which was right in the 
' eyes of the Lorn, as did David his 
-father. And he put away the 
- sodomites out of the land, and re- 
/ moved all the idols that his fathers 
had made. And also Maacah his 
mother he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an abominable 
image for an Asherah; and Asa cut 
| down her image, and burnt it at the 
t brook Kidron. But the high places 
were not taken away; nevertheless 
: the heart of Asa was whole with the 
: Lorp all his days. And he brought 
: into the house of the Lorp the things 
, that his father had hallowed, and the 
- things that himself had hallowed, 
: silver, and gold, and vessels. 

- And there was war between Asa 
j and Baasa king of Israel all their 
i days. '7And Baasa king of Israel 
-went up against Judah, and built 
' Ramah, that he might not suffer any 
_ to go out or come in to Asa king of 
| Judah. 18Then Asa took all the silver 
/and the gold that were left in the 
treasures of the house of the Lorp, 
_ and the treasures of the king’s house, 
/ and delivered them into the hand of 
his servants; and king Asa sent them 
_ to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimmon, 
the son of Hezion, king of Aram, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying: +’There 
is a league between me and thee, 
between my father and thy father; be- 
_hoid, I have sent unto thee a present 
of silver and gold; yo, break thy league 
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with Baasa king of Israel, that he 
may depart from me.’ ®°And Ben- 
hadad hearkened unto king Asa, and 
sent the captains of his armies against 
the cities of Israel, and smote Ijon, 
and Dan, and Abel-beth-maacah, and 
all Chinneroth, with all the land of 
Naphtali. *And it came to pass, 
when Baasa heard thereof, that he 
left off building Ramah, and dwelt in 
Tirzah. Then king Asa made a 
proclamation unto all Judah; none 
was exempted; and they carried away 
the stones of Ramah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasa had build- 
ed; and king Asa built therewith Geba 
of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

*Now the rest of all the acts of 
Asa, and all his might, and all that 
he did, and the cities which he built, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
But in the time of his old age he was 
diseased in his feet. *And Asa slept 
with his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers in the city of David his 
father; and Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in his stead. 

And Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
began to reign over Israel in the 
second year of Asa king of Judah, and 
he reigned over Israel two years. 
And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp. and walked in 
the way of his father, and in his sin 
wherewith he made Israel to sin. 
27And Baasa the son of Ahijah, of 
the house of Issachar, conspired 
against him; and Baasa smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
Philistines; for Nadab. and all Israel 
were laying siege to Gibbethon.

In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasa the son of Ahijah 
to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, and 
reigned twenty and four years. *4And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp, and walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Israel to sin. 

1 6 And the word of the Lorp came 

to Jehu the son of Hanani

Assyria; and Hoshea became his sery- 
ant, and brought him presents.. And 
the king of Assyria: found conspiracy 
in Hoshea; for he had sent messengers 
to So king of Egypt, and offered no 
present to the king of Assyria, as he 
had done year by year; therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 


him in prison. ®Then the king of 
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Assyria came up throughout all the 
land, and went up to Samaria, and 


besieged it three years. °In the ninth — 


year of Hoshea, the king of Assyria 
took Samaria, and carried Israel away 
unto Assyria, and placed them in 
Halah, and in Habor, on the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes. 

7And it was so, because the children 
of Israel had sinned against the Lorp 
their God, who brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt from under the 


hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and © 
had feared other gods, 8and walked in | 
the statutes of the nations, whom the | 


Lorp cast out from before the children 
of Israel, and of the kings of Israel, 


which they practised; °and the children — 


of Israel did impute things that were 


not right unto the Lorp their God, and 


they built them high places in all their 
cities, from the tower of the watch- 


men to the fortified city; 1°"and they | 


set them up pillars and Asherim upon 


every high hill, and under every leafy — 


tree; “and there they offered in all the 


high places, as did the nations whom — 


the Lorp carried away before them; 


and wrought wicked things to provoke — 


the Lorp; Yand they served. idols, 
whereof the Lorp had said unto them? 
‘Ye shall not do this thing’; “yet the 
Lorp forewarned Israel, and Judah, 
by the hand of every prophet, and 
of every seer, saying: ‘Turn ye from 
your evil ways, and keep My com- 
mandments and My statutes, accord- 
ing to all the law which I commanded 
your fathers, and which I sent to you 
by the hand of My servants: the 
prophets’; “notwithstanding they 
would ‘not hear, but hardened. their 
neck, like to the neck of their fathers, 
who believed not in the Lorp their 
God; “and they rejected His statutes, 
and His covenant that He made with 


their fathers, and His testimonies — 
‘s 4 
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wherewith He testified against them; 
and they went after things of nought, 
and became nought, and after the 
nations that were round about them, 
concerning whom the Lorp had 
charged them that they should not do 


like them; 4’and they forsook all the 


commandments of the Lorp their 
God, and made them molten images, 


_ even two calves, and made an Asherah, 
_ and worshipped all the host of heaven, 


and served Baal; 1’and they caused 


_ their sons and their daughters to pass 


through the fire, and used divination 


and enchantments, and gave them- 


selves over to do that which was evil 


in the sight of the Lorp, to provoke 
_ Him; “that the Lorp was very angry 
_ with Israel, and removed them out of 
His sight; there was none left but the 


tribe of Judah only. 


19Also Judah 


kept not the commandments of the 


Lorp their God, but walked in the 
statutes of Israel which they practised. 
20And the Lorp rejected all the seed 


of Israel, and afflicted them, and de- 


livered them into the hand of spoilers, 


until He had cast them out of His 


sight. *For He rent Israel from the 


_ house of David; and they made Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat king; and 
_ Jeroboam drew Israel away from fol- 


ee 


lowing the Lorp, and made them sin 
a great sin. *And the children of 


Israel walked in all the sins of Jero- 


~ boam which he did; they departed not 


from them; “until the Lorp removed 
Israel out of His sight, as He spoke 
by the hand of all His servants the 


prophets. So Israel was carried away 
_ out of their own land to Assyria, unto 


ee 
of

this day. 


- *And the king of Assyria brought 


‘men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
and from Avva, and from Hamath 
‘and Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the 
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children of Israel; and they possessed 
Samaria, and dwelt in the cities there- 
of. And so it was, at the beginning 
of their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lorp; therefore the Lorp 
sent lions among them, which killed 
some of them. ?*Wherefore they spoke 
to the king of Assyria, saying: ‘The 
nations which thou hast carried away, 
and placed in the cities of Samaria, 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land; therefore He hath sent lions 
among them, and, behold, they slay 
them, because they know not the 
manner of the God of the land.’ 

27Then the king of Assyria command- 
ed, saying: ‘Carry thither one of the 
priests whom ye brought from thence; 
and let them go and dwell there, and 
let him teach them the manner of the 
God of the land.’ *So one of the 
priests whom they had carried away 
from Samaria came and dwelt in 
Beth-el, and taught them how they 
should fear the Lorp. **Howbeit 
every nation made gods of their own, 
and put them in the houses of the 
high places which the Samaritans had 
made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. *°And the men 
of Babylon made Succoth-benoth, 
and the men of Cuth made Nergal, 
and the men of Hamath made Ashima, 
land the Avvites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt 
their children in the fire to Adram- 
melech and Anammelech, the gods of 
Sepharvaim: *So they feared the 
Lorp, and made unto them from 
among themselves priests of the high 
places, who sacrificed for them in the 
houses of the high places. They 
feared the Lorp, and served their own 
gods, after the manner of the nations 
from among whom they had been 
carried away. 

4Unto this day they do after the 
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former manners: they fear not the 
Lorp, neither do they after their 
statutes, or after their ordinances, or 
after the law or after the command- 
ment which the Lorp commanded 
the children of Jacob, whom He named 
Israel; **with whom the Lorp had 
made a covenant, and charged them, 
saying: ‘Ye shall not fear other gods, 
nor bow down to them, nor serve 
them, nor sacrifice to them; *but the 
Lorp, who brought you up out of the 
land of Egypt with great power and 
with an outstretched arm, Him shall 
ye fear, and Him shall ye worship, 
and to Him shall ye sacrifice; *’and 
the statutes and the ordinances, and 
the law and the commandment, which 
He wrote for you, ye shall observe to 
do for evermore; and ye shall not fear 
other gods; *8and the covenant that I 
have made with you ye shall not for- 
get; neither shall ye fear other gods; 
%but the Lorp your God shall ye 
fear; and He will deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies.’ *°How- 
beit they did not hearken, but they 
did after their former manner. “So 
these nations feared the Lorp, and 
served their graven images; their 
children likewise, and their children’s 
children, as did their fathers, so do 
they unto this day. 
1 8 Now it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 
"Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Abi the daughter of Zechariah. *And 
he did that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lorn, according to all that 
David his father had done. 4He re- 
moved the high places, and broke 
the pillars, and cut down the Asherah; 


2 That is, A thing of brass. 
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and he broke in pieces the brazen 
serpent that Moses had made; for 
unto those days the children of Israel 
did offer to it; and it was called *Ne- 
hushtan. ‘'He trusted in the Lorp, 
the God of Israel; so that after him 
was none like him among all the kings 
of Judah, nor among them that were 
before him. ‘For he cleaved to the 
Lorp, he departed not from following 
Him, but kept His commandments, 
which the Lorp commanded Moses. | 
7And the Lorp was with him: whith- 
ersoever he went forth he prospered; 
and he rebelled against the king of | 
Assyria, and served him not. *He 
smote the Philistines unto Gaza and 
the borders thereof, from the tower 
of the watchmen to the fortified city. 
®And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah 
king of Israel, that Shalmaneser king 
of Assyria came up against Samaria, 
and besieged it. }°And at the end of 
three years they took it; even in the 
sixth year of Hezekiah, which was the 
ninth year of Hoshea king of Israel, — 
Samaria was taken. +4And the king of 
Assyria carried Israel away unto 
Assyria, and put them in Halah, and 
in Habor, onthe river of Gozan, and 
in the cities of the Medes; “because 
they hearkened not to the voice of the 
Lorp their God, but transgressed His 
covenant, even all that Moses the 
servant of the Lorp commanded, and 
would not hear it, nor do it. ‘agg 
Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against all the 
fortified cities of Judah, and took — 
them. “And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to Lachish, — 
saying: ‘I have offended; return from _ 
me; that which thou puttest on me ~ 
will I bear.’ And the king of Assyria

appointed unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah three hundred talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold. And 
Hezekiah gave him all the silver 
that was found in the house of the 
Lorp, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. *At that time did Heze- 
kiah cut off the gold from the doors 
of the temple of the Lorn, and from 
the door-posts which Hezekiah king of 


2 Judah had overlaid, and gave it to 


thou trustest? 
’ mere word of the lips is counsel and 


the king of Assyria. 


And the king of Assyria sent 
*Tartan and >Rab-saris and ¢Rab- 
_shakeh from Lachish to king Hezekiah 
with a great army unto Jerusalem. 
And they went up and came to Jeru- 
salem. And when they were come up, 
they came and stood by the conduit 
of the upper pool, which is in the 
highway of the fullers’ field. +48And 
when they had called to the king, 
there came out to them Eliakim the 


son of Hilkiah, who was over the 


household, and Shebnah the scribe, 


and Joah the son of Asaph the re- 
corder. 


19And Rab-shakeh said unto them: 


J ‘Say ye now to Hezekiah: Thus saith 


the great king, the king of Assyria: 
What confidence is this wherein 
2°Sayest thou that a 


strength for the war? Now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou hast re- 
belled against me? 21Now, behold, 
thou trustest upon the staff of this 
bruised reed, even upon Egypt; where- 


- on if a man lean, it will go into his 


trust in the Lorp our God; 


—_— 


hand, and pierce it; so is Pharaoh 
king ‘of Egypt unto all that trust on 
him. But if ye say unto me: We 
is not 
that He, whose high places and whose 
altars Hezekiah hath taken away, and 
hath said to Judah and to Jerusalem: 
Ye shall worship before this altar 
® That is, commander-in-chief, 


b That is, chief of the eunuchs, 
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in Jerusalem? *Now therefore, I 
pray thee, make a wager with my 
master the king of Assyria, and I will 
give thee two thousand horses, if thou 
be able on thy part to set riders upon 
them. *How then canst thou turn 
away the face of one captain, even of 
the least of my master’s servants? 
and yet thou puttest thy trust on 
Egypt for chariots and for horsemen! 
*Am I now come up without the Lorp 
against this place to destroy it? The 
Lorp said unto me: Go up against 
this land, and destroy it.’ 

2°Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebnah, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh: ‘Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Aramean lan- 
guage; for we understand it; and speak 
not with us in the Jews’ language, in 
the ears of the people that are on the 
wall.’ #’But Rab-shakeh said unto 
them: ‘Hath my master sent me to 
thy master, and to thee, to speak 
these words? hath he not sent me to 
the men that sit on the wall, to eat 
their own dung, and to drink their 
own water with you?’ *Then Rab- 
shakeh stood, and cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews’ language, and spoke, 
saying: ‘Hear ye the word of the great 
king, the king of Assyria. 2°Thus saith 
the king: Let not Hezekiah be- 
guile you; for he will not be able to 
deliver you out of his hand; *neither 
let Hezekiah make you trust in the 
Lorp, saying: The Lorp will surely 
deliver us, and this city shall not be 
given into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. *!Hearken not to Hezekiah; 
for thus saith the king of Assyria: 
Make your peace with me, and 
come out to me; and eat ye every 
one of his vine, and every one of his 
fig-tree, and drink ye every one 
the waters of his own cistern; “until 
I come and take you away to a 
°That is, chief butler. 
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land like your own land, a land of 
corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a land of olive-trees and 
of honey, that ye may live, and not 
die; and hearken not unto Hezekiah, 
when he persuadeth you, saying: ‘The 
Lorp will deliver us. *Hath any of 
the gods of the nations ever delivered 
his land out of the hand of the king 
of Assyria? *Where are the gods of 
Hamath, and of Arpad? where are 
the gods of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and 
Ivvah? have they delivered Samaria 
out of my hand? *Who are they 
among all the gods of the countries, 
that have delivered their country out 
of my hand, that the Lorp should 
deliver Jerusalem out of my hand?’ 
But the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word; for 
the king’s commandment was, say- 
ing: ‘Answer him not.’ *’Then came 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, who was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph 
the recorder, to Hezekiah with their 
clothes rent, and told him the words 
of Rab-shakeh. 
1 Q And it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lorp. *And he sent Eliakim, 
who was over the household, and 
Shebna the scribe, and the elders of 
the priests, covered with sackcloth, 
unto Isaiah the prophet the son of 
Amoz. And they said unto him: 
‘Thus saith Hezekiah: This day is 
a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and 
of contumely; for the children are 
come to the birth, and there is not 
strength to bring forth. ‘It may be the 
Lorp thy God will hear all the words 
of Rab-shakeh, whom the king of As- 
syria his master hath sent to taunt the 
living God, and will rebuke the words 


which the Lorp thy God hath heard; 
wherefore make prayer for the rem- 
nant that is left.’ ‘So the servants 
of king Hezekiah came to Isaiah. 
6And Isaiah said unto them: ‘Thus 
shall ye say to your master: Thus 
saith the Lorp: Be not afraid of the 
words that thou hast heard, wherewith 
the servants of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed Me. 7Behold, I will 
put a spirit in him, and he shall hear 
a rumour, and shall return to his own 
land; and I will cause him to fall by 
the sword in his own land.’ 

8So Rab-shakeh returned, and found 


the king of Assyria warring against 


Libnah; for he had heard that he was 
departed from Lachish. °And when 
he heard say of Tirhakah king of 
Ethiopia: ‘Behold, he is come out to 
fight against thee’; he sent messengers — 
again unto Hezekiah, saying: 1° Thus 
shall ye speak to Hezekiah king of 
Judah, saying: Let not thy God in © 
whom thou trustest beguile thee, say- 
ing: Jerusalem shall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 
UBehold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all — 
lands, by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou be delivered? “Have 
the gods of the nations delivered them, 
which my fathers have destroyed, Go- 
zan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and the 
children of Eden that were in Telas- 
sar? 4Where is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king of 
the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and 
Ivvah?’ 
M4And Hezekiah received the letter 


from the hand of the messengers, and 


read it; and Hezekiah went up unto the 
house of the Lorp, and spread it 
before the Lorp. And Hezekiah 
prayed before the Lorn, and said: ‘QO 
Lorp, the God of Israel, that sittest 
upon the cherubim, Thou art the God; 
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even Thou alone, of all the kingdoms 
of the earth; Thou hast made heaven 
and earth. ‘Incline Thine ear, O 
Lorp, and hear; open Thine eyes, O 
Lorp, and see; and hear the words 
of Sennacherib, wherewith he hath 
sent him to taunt the living God. 
“Of a truth, Lorp, the kings of As- 
syria have laid waste the nations and 
their lands, 8and have cast their gods 
into the fire; for they were no gods, 
_ but the work of men’s hands, wood 
and stone; therefore they have de- 
' stroyed them. +*Now therefore, O 
Lorp our God, save Thou us, I be- 
seech Thee, out of his hand, that all 
the kingdoms of the earth may know 
that Thou art the Lorp God, even 
Thou only.’ 
20Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
to Hezekiah, saying: ‘Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel: Whereas 
thou hast prayed to Me against Sen- 
' nacherib king of Assyria, I have heard 
thee. This is the word that the 
Lorp hath spoken concerning him: 
_ The virgin daughter of Zion 
- Hath despised thee and laughed 
-- thee to scorn; 
The daughter of Jerusalem 
- Hath shaken her head at thee. 
- ®Whom hast thou taunted and 
blasphemed? 
And against whom hast thou 
exalted thy voice? 

Yea, thou hast lifted up thine eyes 

on high, 

Even against the Holy One of Israel! 
By thy messengers thou hast 
_ taunted the Lord, 

And hast said: With the multitude 
of my chariots 

Am I come up to the height of the 

mountains, . 

~ Jo the innermost parts of Lebanon; 
- And I have cut down the tall 
‘cedars thereof, 
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And the choice cypresses thereof; 

And IJ have entered into his farthest 
lodge, 

The forest of his fruitful field. 

47 have digged and drunk 

Strange waters, 

And with the sole of my feet have 
I dried up 

All the rivers of Egypt. 


*Hast thou not heard? 
Long ago I made it, 
In ancient times I fashioned it; 
Now have I brought it to pass, 
Yea, it is done; that fortified cities 
Should be laid waste into ruinous 
heaps. 
Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, 
They were dismayed and con- 
founded; 
They were as the grass of the field, 
And as the green herb, 
As the grass on the housetops, 
_ And as corn blasted before it is 
grown up. 


27But I know thy sitting down, and 
thy going out, and thy coming in, 
And thy raging against Me. 
*®Because of thy raging against Me, 
And for that thy tumult is come 
up into Mine ears, 
Therefore will I put My hook in thy 
nose, 
And My bridle in thy lips, 
And I will turn thee back by the 
way 
By which thou camest. 
*9And this shall be the sign unto 
thee: ye shall eat this year that which 
groweth of itself, and in the second 
year that which springeth of the 
same; and in the third year sow ye, 
and reap, and plant vineyards, and 
eat the fruit thereof. ®°And the rem- 
nant that is escaped of the house of 
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Judah shall again take root down- 
ward, and bear fruit upward. “For 
out of Jerusalem shall go forth a 
remnant, and out of mount Zion they 
that shall escape; the zeal of the 
Lorp of hosts shall perform this. 
Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the king of Assyria: He 
shall not come unto this city, nor shoot 
an arrow there, neither shall he come 
before it with shield, nor cast a 
mound against it. “By the way that 
he came, by the same shall he return, 
and he shall not come unto this city, 
saith the Lorp. “For I will defend 
this city to save it, for Mine own 
sake, and for My servant David’s 
sake.’ 
35And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lorp went 
forth, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians a hundred fourscore and 
five thousand; and when men arose 
early in the morning, behold, they 
were all dead corpses. **So Sennach- 
erib king of Assyria departed, and 
went and returned, and dwelt at 
Nineveh. *7And it came to pass, as 
he was worshipping in the house of 
Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech 
and Sarezer his sons smote him with 
the sword; and they escaped into the 
land of Ararat. And Esarhaddon 
his son reigned in his stead. 
20) In those days was Hezekiah 
sick unto death. And: Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz came 
to him, and said unto him: ‘Thus 
saith the Lorp: Set thy house in 
order; for thou shalt die, and not 
live.’ ?Then he turned his face to 
the wall, and prayed unto the Lorp, 
saying: *Remember now, O Lorp, 
I beseech Thee, how I have walked 
before Thee in truth and with a 
whole heart, and have done that which 
is good in Thy sight.’ And Hezekiah 
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wept sore. ‘4And it came to pass, 
before Isaiah was gone out of the 
inner court of the city, that the word 
of the Lorp came to him, saying: 
Return, and say to Hezekiah the 
prince of My people: Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of David thy father: 
I have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears; behold, I will heal thee; on 
the third day thou shalt go up unto 
the house of the Lorp.

7And Isaiah said: ‘Take a - 
cake of figs.’ And they took and laid 
it on the boil, and he recovered. 

8And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah: 
‘What shall be the sign that the Lorp 
will heal me, and that I shall go up 
unto the house of the Lorp the third 
day?’ 
be the sign unto thee from the Lorp, 
that the Lorp will do the thing that — 
He hath spoken: shall the shadow go 


forward ten degrees, or go back ten _ 


degrees?’ 1°And Hezekiah answered: 
‘It is a light thing for the shadow to 
decline ten degrees; nay, but let the 
shadow return backward ten degrees.” 
1And Isaiah the prophet cried unto 
the Lorp; and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it 
had gone down on the dial of Ahaz. — 
“At that time Berodach-baladan 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, — 
sent a letter and a present unto Heze- 
kiah; for he had heard that Hezekiah 
had beensick. And Hezekiah heark- 
ened unto them, and showed them 
all his treasure-house, the silver, and 
the gold, and the.spices, and the 
precious oil, and the house of his ar- 
mour, and all that was found in his 
treasures; there was nothing in his

house, nor in all his dominion, that 
Hezekiah showed them not. “Then 
came Isaiah the prophet unto king 
Hezekiah, and said unto him: ‘What 
said these men? and from whence 
came they unto thee?’ And Heze- 
kiah said: ‘They are come from 
a far country, even from Babylon.’ 
And he said: ‘What have they seen 
in thy house?’ And Hezekiah an- 
swered: ‘All that is in my house 
have they seen; there is nothing 
among my treasures that I have not 
_ shown them.’ 
16And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah: 
‘Hear the word of the Lorp. !"Be- 
hold, the days come, that all that 
is in thy house, and that which thy 
fathers have laid up in store unto this 
day, shall be carried to Babylon; 
nothing shall be left, saith the Lorn. 
18And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, whom thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be officers in the palace of the king of 
_ Babylon.’ 1°Then said Hezekiah unto 
_ Isaiah: ‘Good is the word of the Lorp 
_ which thou hast spoken.’ He said 
- moreover: ‘Is it not so, if peace and 
_ truth shall be in my days?’ 
_ 20Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
_ kiah, and all his might, and how he 
_ made the pool, and the conduit, and 
_ brought water into the city, are they 
' not written in the book of the chron- 
icles of the kings of Judah? And 
_ Hezekiah slept with his fathers; and 
_ Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 


91 Manasseh was twelve years old 
peat when he began to reign; and 
_he reigned five and fifty years in 
_ Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
: Hephzi-bah. *And he did that which 
- was evil in the sight of the Lorp, 
» after the abominations of the nations, 
» whom the Lorp cast out before the 
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children of Israel. *For he built 
again the high places which Hezekiah 
his father had destroyed; and he 
reared up altars for Baal, and made an 
Asherah, as did Ahab king of Israel, 
and worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. ‘And he built 
altars in the house of the Lorp, 
whereof the Lorp said: ‘In Jerusalem 
will I put My name.’ And he built 
altars for all the host of heaven in the 
two courts of the house of the Lorp. 
SAnd he made his son to pass through 
the fire, and practised soothsaying, 
and used enchantments, and ap- 
pointed them that divined by a ghost 
or a familiar spirit: he wrought much 
evil in the sight of the Lorp, to pro- 
voke Him. ‘And he set the graven 
image of Asherah, that he had made, 
in the house of which the Lorp said 
to David and to Solomon his son: 
‘In this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put My name for ever; 
8neither will I cause the feet of Israel 
to wander any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; if only they 
will observe to do according to all 
that I have commanded them, and 
according to all the law that My 
servant Moses commanded them.’ 
*But they hearkened not; and Ma- 
nasseh seduced them to do that which 


is evil more than did the nations,’ 


whom the Lorp destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

And the Lorp spoke by His 
servants the prophets, saying: !‘Be- 
cause Manasseh king of Judah hath 
done these abominations, and hath 
done wickedly above all that the 
Amorites did, that were before him, 
and hath made Judah also to sin with 
his idols; "therefore thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel: Behold, 1 
bring such evil upon Jerusalem and 
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Judah, that whosoever heareth of it, 
both his ears shall tingle. “And I 
will stretch over Jerusalem the line of 
Samaria, and the plummet of the 
house of Ahab; and I will wipe Jeru- 
salem as a man wipeth a dish, wiping 
it and turning it upside down. *4And 
I will cast off the remnant of Mine 
inheritance, and deliver them into the 
hand of their enemies; and they shall 
become a prey and a spoil to all their 
enemies; "because they have done that 
which is evil in My sight, and have 
provoked Me, since the day their 
fathers came forth out of Egypt, even 
unto this day.’ 

16M[oreover Manasseh shed innocent 
blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from one end to another; 
beside his sin wherewith he made 
Judah to sin, in doing that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lorp. !”Now 
the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and 
all that he did, and his sin that he 
sinned, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 148And Manasseh slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in the 
garden of his own house, in the garden 
of Uzza; and Amon his son reigned 
in his stead. 

19A4mon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem; and 
‘his mother’s name was Meshullemeth 
the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 
20And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, as did Manasseh 
his father. And he walked in all 
the way that his father walked in, 
and served the idols that his father 
served, and worshipped them. ”And 
he forsook the Lorp, the God of his 
fathers, and walked not in the way of 
the Lorp. *And the servants of 
Amon conspired against him, and put 
the king to death in his own house. 
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*But the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 
2Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? And he was buried in his 
sepulchre in the garden of Uzza; and 
Josiah his son reigned in his stead. 
yagi Josiah was eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 

reigned thirty and one years in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Jedidah the daughter of Adaiah of | 
Bozkath. 2And he did that which was | 
right in the eyes of the Lorp, and | 
walked in all the way of David his 
father, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left. 

5And it came to pass in the eight- 
eenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, 
the son of Meshullam, the scribe, to 
the house of the Lorp, saying: *Go 
up to Hilkiah the high priest, that he 
may sum the money which is brought 
into the house of the Lorp, which the 
keepers of the door have gathered 
of the people; ‘and let them deliver 
it into the hand of the workmen that. 
have the oversight of the house of the 
Lorp; and let them give it to the 
workmen that are in the house of 
the Lorp, to repair the breaches of the 
house; unto the carpenters, and to 
the builders, and to the masons; and 
for buying timber and hewn stone to — 
repair the house.’—’Howbeit there 
was no reckoning made with them of 
the money that was delivered into 
their hand; for they dealt faithfully. — 

8And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe: ‘I have 
found the book of the Law in the house 
of the Lorn.’ And Hilkiah delivered 
the book to Shaphan, and he read it. | 


_ %And Shaphan the scribe came to 
the king, and brought back word 
unto the king, and said: ‘Thy serv- 
ants have poured out the money that 
was found in the house, and have 
_ delivered it into the hand of the work- 
men that have the oversight of the 
house of the Lorp.’ 1?°And Shaphan 
the scribe told the king, saying: 
_ ‘*Hilkiah the priest hath delivered me 
| a@ book.’ And Shaphan read it before 
the king. And it came to pass, 
_ when the king had heard the words of 
| the book of the Law, that he rent his 
' clothes. And the king commanded 
Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam the 
_ son of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
| Micaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
_ Asaiah the king’s servant, saying: 
' 13°Go ye, inquire of the Lorp for me, 
_ and for the people, and for all Judah, 
, concerning the words of this book that 
is found; for great is the wrath of the 
Lorp that is kindled against us, be- 
| cause our fathers have not hearkened 
unto the words of this book, to do ac- 
cording unto all that which is written 
- concerning us.’ 
| M4So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, 
_and Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asaiah, 
went unto Huldah the prophetess, the 
_ wife of Shallum the son of Tikvah, the 
son of Harhas, keeper of the ward- 
_robe—now she dwelt in Jerusalem in 
the second quarter—and they spoke 
» with her. And she said unto them: 
' ‘Thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel: Tell ye the man that sent 
you unto me: Thus saith the Lorp: 
| Behold, I will bring evil upon this 
place, and upon the inhabitants there- 
of, even all the words of the book 
which the king of Judah hath read; 
- Mbecause they have forsaken Me, and 
| have offered unto other gods, that 
| they might provoke Me with all the 
work of their hands; therefore My 
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wrath shall be kindled against. this 
place, and it shall not be quenched. 
But unto the king of Judah, who 
sent you to inquire of the Lorp, thus 
shall ye say to him: Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel: As touching 
the words which thou hast heard, 
1because thy heart was tender, and 
thou didst humble thyself before 
the Lorp, when thou heardest what 
I spoke against this place, and against 
the inhabitants thereof, that they 
should become an astonishment and

God proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
things. 1’Then he said: ‘What mon- 
ument is that which I see?’ 
men of the city told him: ‘It is the 
sepulchre of the man of God, who 


came from Judah, and proclaimed 


these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el.’ 18And 
he said: ‘Let him be; let no man move 
his bones.’ So they let his bones 
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alone; with the bones of the prophet 
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that came out of Samaria. '%And all 
_ the houses also of the high places that 
' were in the cities of Samaria, which 
the kings of Israel had made to pro- 
voke [the Lorn], Josiah took away, and 

did to them according to all the acts 
that he had done in Beth-el. *°And 
he slew all the priests of the high 
_ places that were there, upon the altars, 
and burned men’s bones upon them; 

_ and he returned to Jerusalem. 
- And the king commanded all the 
people, saying: ‘Keep the passover 
unto the Lorp your God, as it is 
written in this book of the covenant.’ 
2Hor there was not kept such a pass- 
over from the days of the judges that 
judged Israel, nor in all the days of the 
kings of Israel, nor of the kings of 
Judah; *but in the eighteenth year 
of king Josiah was this passover kept 
to the Lorp in Jerusalem. *More- 
over them that divined by a ghost or 
a familiar spirit, and the teraphim, 
and the idols, and all the detestable 
_ things that were spied in the land of 
_ Judah and in Jerusalem, did Josiah 
_ put away, that he might confirm the 
_ words of the law which were written 
- in the book that Hilkiah the priest 
' found in the house of the Lorp. 
' %And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that turned to the Lorp 
_ with all his heart, and with all his soul, 
and with all his might, according to 
' all the law of Moses; neither after him 
- arose there any like him. 

' 6Notwithstanding the Lorp turned 
not from the fierceness of His great 
wrath, wherewith His anger was 

kindled against Judah, because of all 
| the provocations wherewith Manasseh 
_ had provoked Him. ?’And the Lorp 
| gaid: ‘I will remove Judah also out 
of My sight, as I have removed Israel, 
: and I will cast off this city which I 
' have chosen, even Jerusalem, and the 
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house of which I said: My name 
shall be there.’ 

28N ow the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? ?%In his days 
Pharaoh-necoh king of Egypt went 
up against the king of Assyria to the 
river Euphrates; and king Josiah went 
against him; and he slew him at 
Megiddo, when he had seen him. 
3°And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jehoahaz the 
son of Josiah, and anointed him, and 
made him king in his father’s stead.

%4And Pharaoh-necoh made Eliakim 
the son of Josiah king in the room of 
Josiah his father, and changed his 
name to Jehoiakim; but he took Je- 
hoahaz away; and he came to Egypt, 
and died there. *And Jehoiakim 
gave the silver and the gold to Pha- 
raoh; but he taxed the land to give 
the money according to the command- 
ment of Pharaoh; he exacted the 
silver and the gold of the people of 
the land, of every one according to 
his taxation, to give it unto Pharaoh- 
necoh.

the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 
’7And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 
y) In his days Nebuchadnezzar 
. king of Babylon came up, and 
Jehoiakim became his servant three 
years; then he turned and rebelled 
against him. ?And the Lorp sent 
against him bands of the Chaldeans, 
and bands of the Arameans, and bands 
of the Moabites, and bands of the 
children of Ammon, and sent them 
against Judah to destroy it, according 
to the word.of the Lorp, which He 
spoke by the hand of His servants 
the prophets. “Surely at the com- 
mandment of the Lorp came this up- 
on Judah, to remove them out of His 
sight, for the sins of Manasseh, ac- 
cording to all that he did; 4and also 
for the innocent blood that he shed; 
for he filled Jerusalem with inno- 
cent blood; and the Lorp would not 
pardon. 

5Now the rest of the acts of Jehoia- 
kim, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? °So Jehoiakim 
slept with his fathers; and Jehoiachin 
his son reigned in his stead.

- And Zedekiah rebelled against the 
2 5 king of Babylon. 1And it came 
to pass in the ninth year of his 
reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, that Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon came, he and.all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and en- 
camped against it; and they built forts 
against it round about. So the city 
was besieged unto the eleventh year of 
3On the ninth day of 
the [fourth] month the famine was sore 
in the city, so that there was no bread 
for the people of the land. ‘Then a 
breach was made in the city, and all 
the men of war [fled] by night by the 
way of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king’s garden—now 
the Chaldeans were against the city 
round about—and the king went by 
the way of the Arabah.

10And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the 
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guard, broke down the walls of Jeru: 
salem round about. "And the residue 
of the people that were left in the 
city, and those that fell away, that 
fell to the king of Babylon, and the 
residue of the multitude, did Nebu- 
zaradan the captain of the guard 
carry away captive. But the captain 
of the guard left of the poorest of the 
land to be vinedressers and husband- 
men. 

And the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lorp, and the 
bases and the brazen sea that were in 
the house of the Lorp, did the Chal- 
deans break in pieces, and carried the 
brass’of them to Babylon.

the brass of all these vessels was with- 
out weight. 1’The height of the one 
pillar was eighteen cubits, and a 
capital of brass was upon it; and the 
height of the capital was three cubits; 
with network and pomegranates upon 
the capital round about, all of brass; 
and like unto these had the second 
pillar with network. 

18And the captain of the guard took 
Seraiah the chief priest, and Zepha- 
niah the second priest, and the three 
keepers of the door; 1¥and out of the 
city he took an officer that was set 
over the men of war; and five men of 
them that saw the king’s face, who 
were found in the city; and the scribe 
of the captain of the host, who mus- 
tered the people of the land; and three- 
score men of the people of the land, 
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that were found in the city. ®And 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard took them, and brought them 
to the king of Babylon to Riblah. “And 
the king of Babylon smote them, and 
put them to death at Riblah in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was car- 
ried away captive out of his land. 
And as for the people that were left 
in the land of Judah, whom Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon had left, even 
over them he made Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
governor. 

23Now when all the captains of the 
forces, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Geda- 
liah governor, they came to Gedaliah 
to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and Seraiah the son of Tan- 
humeth the Netophathite, and Jaaza- 
niah the son of the Maacathite, they 
and theirmen. *And Gedaliah swore 
to them and to their men, and said 
unto them: ‘Fear not because of the 
servants of the Chaldeans; dwell in the 
land, and serve the king of Babylon, 
and it shall be well with you.’ **But it 


came to pass in the seventh month, 
that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 
the son of Elishama, of the seed royal, 
came, and ten men with him, and 
smote Gedaliah, that he died, and 
the Jews and the Chaldeans that 
were with him at Mizpah.

lift up the head of Jehoiachin king of 


Judah out of prison. *8And he spoke — 
kindly to him, and set his throne © 
above the throne of the kings that — 


were with him in Babylon. And 
he changed his prison garments, and 


did eat bread before him continually — 
all the days of his life. *°And for his — 


allowance, there was a continual al- 
lowance given him of the king, every

day a portion, all the days of his life, — 
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1 THE vision of Isaiah the son of 

Amoz, which he saw concerning 
Judah and Jerusalem, in the days of

of the famine, and of the pestilence; 
and what Thou hast spoken is come 
to pass; and, behold, Thou seest it. 
Yet Thou hast said unto me, O 
Lord Gop: Buy thee the field for 


money, and call witnesses; whereas | 


the city is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans.’ 

Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying: ?7‘Behold, I 
am the Lorp, the God of all flesh; is 
there any thing too hard for Me? 
28Therefore thus saith the Lorp: Be- 


hold, I will give this city into the hand, 


of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
he shall take it; °and the Chaldeans, 
that fight against this city, shall come 
and set this city on fire, and burn it, 
with the houses, upon whose roofs 
they have offered unto Baal, and 
poured out drink-offerings unto other 
gods, to provoke Me. *For the chil- 
dren of Israel and the children of 
Judah have only done that which was 
evil in My sight from their youth; for 
the children of Israel have only pro- 
voked Me with the work of their 
hands, saith the Lorp, For this 
city hath been to Me a provocation 
of Mine anger and of My fury from 
the day that they built it even unto 
this day, that I should remove it from 
before My face; *because of all the 
evil of the children of Israel and of 
the children of Judah, which they 
have done to provoke Me, they, their 
kings, their princes, their priests, and 
their prophets, and the men of Judah, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
%And they have turned unto Me the 
back, and not the face; and thaugh I 
taught them, teaching them betimes 
and often, yet they have not hearkened 
to receive instruction, “But they set 
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their abominations in the house where- 
upon My name is called, to defile it. 
35And they built the high places of Baal, — 
which are in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom, to set apart their sons and _ 
their daughters unto Molech; which © 
I commanded them not, neither came — 
it into My mind, that they should — 
do this abomination; to cause Judah — 
to sin. *And now therefore thus saith — 
the Lorn, the God of Israel, concern- i

ing this city, whereof ye say: Itis _ 
given into the hand of the king 
of Babylon by the sword, and by the 
famine, and by the pestilence: ®7Be- 
hold, I will gather them out of all the 
countries, whither I have driven them 
in Mine anger, and in My fury, and — 
in great wrath; and I will bring them 
back unto this place, and I will 
cause them to dwell safely; *8and they 
shall be My people, and I willbe their 
God; *°and I will give them one heart 
and one way, that they may fear Me _ 
for ever; for the good of them, and of — 
their children after them; #°and I will — 
make an everlasting covenant with 
them, that I will not turn away from ' 
them, to do them good; and I will 
put My fear in their hearts, that they — 
shall not depart from Me. “Yea, I 
will rejoice over them to do them good, - 
and I will plant them in this land in 
truth with My whole heart and with 
My whole soul. “For thus saith the 
Lorp: Like as I have brought all 
this great evil upon this people, so 
will 1 bring upon them all the good 
that I have promised them. “And 
fields shall be bought in this land, 
whereof ye say: It is desolate, with- 
out man or beast; it is given into the- 
hand of the Chaldeans. “Men shall 
buy fields for money, and subscribe 
the deeds, and seal them, and call 
witnesses, in the land of Benjamin, and — 
in the places about Jerusalem, and in > 
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the cities of Judah, and in the cities 
of the hill-country, and in the cities 
of the Lowland, and in the cities of 


_ the South; for I will cause their cap- 


tivity to return, saith the Lorp.’ 
3 3 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto Jeremiah the second 
time, while he was yet shut up in the 
court of the guard, saying: 
2Thus saith the Lorp the Maker 
thereof, 
The Lorp that formed it to estab- 
lish it, 
The Lorp is His name: 
3Call unto Me, and I will answer 


thee, 
And will tell thee great things, and 
hidden, which thou knowest not. 
4For thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, concerning the houses of this 
city, and concerning the houses of 
the kings of Judah, which are broken 
down for mounds, and for ramparts; 
5whereon they come to fight with the 
Chaldeans, even to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have slain 
in Mine anger and in My fury, and 
for all whose wickedness I have hid 
My face from this city: ‘Behold, I will 
bring it healing and cure, and I will 
cure them; and I will reveal unto 


| them the abundance of peace and 


truth. 7And I will cause the cap- 


tivity of Judah and the captivity of 


Israel to return, and will build them, 
as at the first. %And I will cleanse 
them from all their iniquity, whereby 
they have sinned against Me; and 


I will pardon all their iniquities, 


whereby they have sinned against 
Me, and whereby they have trans- 
gressed against Me. °And this city 
shall be to Me for a name of joy, for 
a praise and for a glory, before all 


the nations of the earth, which shall 


hear all the good that I do unto them, 
and shall fear and tremble for all the 


good and for all the peace that I pro- 
cure unto it. 

Thus saith the Lorp: Yet again 
there shall be heard in this place, 
whereof ye say: It is waste, without 
man and without beast, even in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, that are desolate, without 
man and without inhabitant and with- 
out beast, “the voice of joy and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom and the voice of the bride, 
the voice of them that say: ‘Give 
thanks to the Lorp of hosts, for the 
Lorp is good, for His mercy endureth 
for ever’, even of them that bring 
offermgs of thanksgiving into the 
house of the Lorp. For I will cause 
the captivity of the land to return as 
at the first, saith the Lorp. 

Thus saith the Lorp of hosts: 
Yet again shall there be in this place, 
which is waste, without man and with- 
out beast, and in all the cities thereof, 
a habitation of shepherds causing 
their flocks to lie down. !In the cities 
of the hill-country, in the cities of the 
Lowland, and in the cities of the 
South, and in the land of Benjamin, 
and in the places about. Jerusalem, 
and in the cities of Judah, shall the 
flocks again pass under the hands of 
him that counteth them, saith the 
Lord. 

“Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lorp, that I will perform that 
good word which I have spoken con- 
cerning the house of Israel and con- 
cerning the house of Judah. In those 
days, and at that time, 

Will I cause a shoot of righteous- 

ness to grow up unto David; 

And he shall execute justice and 

righteousness in the land. ' 
16Iyn those days shall Judah be 
saved, 

And Jerusalem shall dwell safely; 
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And this is the name whereby she 

shall be called, 

The Lorp is our righteousness. 
17For thus saith the Lorp: There shall 
not be cut off unto David a man to 
sit upon the throne of the house of 
Israel; 18neither shall there be cut off 
unto the priests the Levites a man be- 
fore Me to offer burnt-offerings, and to 
burn meal-offerings, and to do sacrifice 
continually. 

19And the word of the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah, saying: ®°Thus saith 
the Lorn: 

If ye can break My covenant with 

the day, 

And My covenant with the night, 

So that there should not be day 

and night in their season; 
Then may also My covenant be 
broken with David My servant, 

That he should not have a son to 

reign upon his throne; 

And with the Levites the priests, 

My ministers. 
2As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, 

Neither the sand of the sea meas- 


ured; 

So will I multiply the seed of David 
My servant, 

And the Levites that minister unto 
Me. 

And the word of the Lorp came to 
Jeremiah, saying: *4‘Considerest thou 
not what this people have spoken, 
saying: The two families which the 
Lorp did choose, He hath cast them 
off? and they contemn My people, 
that they should be no more a nation 
before them. *°Thus saith the Lorp: 
If My covenant be not with day and 
night, if I have not appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and _ earth; 
**then will I also cast away the seed 
of Jacob, and of David My servant, 
so that I will not take of his seed to 
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be rulers over the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; for I will cause their 
captivity to return, and will have 
compassion on them.’

The word which came unto Jere- 


miah from the Lorp, when Nebu- © 


chadrezzar king of Babylon, and all — 
his army, and all the kingdoms of © 


the land of his dominion, and all the 
peoples, fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities thereof, saying: 


2Thus saith the Lorp, the God of Is- — 


rael: Go, and speak to Zedekiah king 
of Judah, and tell him: Thus saith 
the Lorp: Behold, I will give this city 
into the hand of the king of Baby- 
lon, and he shall burn it with fire; 
Sand thou shalt not escape out of his 
hand, but shalt surely be taken, and 
delivered into his hand; and thine 
eyes shall behold the eyes of the king 
of Babylon, and he shall speak with 
thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt 
goto Babylon. ‘Yet hear the word of 
the Lorp, O Zedekiah king of Judah: 


Thus saith the Lorp concerning thee: — 
Thou shalt not die by the sword; © 
‘thou shalt die in peace; and with the © 
burnings of thy fathers, the former — 


kings that were before thee, so shall 


they make a burning for thee; and’ 


they shall lament thee: ‘Ah lord!’ for 


I have spoken the word, saith the 


Lorp. 


°Then Jeremiah the prophet spokeall 
these words unto Zedekiah king of 


Judah in Jerusalem, ‘when the king of 
Babylon’s army fought against Jeru- 
salem, and against all the cities of 
Judah that were left, against Lachish 
and against Azekah; for these alone 
remained of the cities of Judah as 
fortified cities. “a 


*The word that came unto Jeremiah — 


from the Lorp, after that the king 
Zedekiah had made a covenant with 
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all the people that were at Jerusalem, 


to proclaim liberty unto them; *that 
every man should let his man-servant, 
and every man his maid-servant, being 
a, Hebrew man or a Hebrew woman, go 
free ; that none should make bondmen 
of them, even of a Jew his brother; 
10and all the princes and all the people 
hearkened, that had entered into the 
covenant to let every one his man- 
servant, and every one his maid- 
servant, go free, and not to make 
bondmen of them any more; they 
hearkened, and let them go; "but 
afterwards they turned, and caused 
the servants and the handmaids, whom 
they had let go free, to return, and 
brought them into subjection for 
servants and for handmaids; /*there- 


fore the word of the Lorp came to 


Jeremiah from the Lorp, saying: 
18Thus saith the Lorp, the God of 


| Israel: I made a covenant with your 
. fathers in the day that I brought them 


forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondage, saying: ‘At 
the end of seven years ye shall let 
go every man his brother that is a 
Hebrew, that hath been sold unto 
thee, and hath served thee six years, 


- thou shalt let him go free from thee’; 


but your fathers hearkened not unto 
Me, neither inclined their ear. And 
ye were now turned, and had done 
that which is right in Mine eyes, in 
proclaiming liberty every man to his 


neighbour; and ye had made a cov- 
_ enant before Me in the house whereon 
- My name is called; but ye turned 


and profaned My name, and caused 
every man his servant, and every man 
his handmaid, whom ye had let go 
free at their pleasure, to return; and 


ye brought them into subjection, to 


be unto you for servants and for hand- 
maids. 1’Therefore thus saith the 
Lorp: Ye have not hearkened unto 
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Me, to proclaim liberty, every man to 
his brother, and every man to his 
neighbour; behold, I proclaim for you 
a liberty, saith the Lorp, unto the 
sword, unto the pestilence, and unto 
the famine; and I will make you a 
horror unto all the kingdoms of the 
earth. 1And I will give the men that 
have transgressed My covenant, that 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they made before Me, 
when they cut the calf in twain and 
passed between the parts thereof; 
19the princes of Judah, and the princes 
of Jerusalem, the officers, and the 
priests, and all the people of the land, 
that passed between the parts of the 
calf; #°L will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life; and 
their dead bodies shall be for food 
unto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beasts of the earth. *And Zede- 
kiah king of Judah and his princes 
will I give into the hand of their en- 
emies, and into the hand of them that 
seek their life, and into the hand of 
the king of Babylon’s army, that are 
gone up from you. *Behold, I will 
command, saith the Lorp, and cause 
them to return to this city; and they 
shall fight against it, and take it, and 
burn it with fire; and I will make the 
cities of Judah a desolation, without 
inhabitant. 
3 5 The word which came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lorp in 
the days of Jehoiakim the son of 
Josiah, king of Judah, saying: *‘Go 
unto the house of the Rechabites, and 
speak unto them, and bring them into 
the house of the Lorp, into one of the 
chambers, and give them wine to 
drink.’ ®Then I took Jaazaniah the 
son of Jeremiah, the son of Habaz-

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Rechabites; 4and I brought them into 
the house of the Lorn, into the cham- 
ber of the sons of Hanan the son of 
Igdaliah, the man of God, which was 
by the chamber of the princes, which 
was above the chamber of Maaseiah 
the son of Shallum, the keeper of the 
door; ‘and I set before the sons of 
the house of the Rechabites goblets 
full of wine, and cups, and I said 
unto them: ‘Drink ye wine.’ ®But 
they said: ‘We will drink no wine;

our sons, for ever; “neither shall ye 
build house, nor sow seed, nor plant 
vineyard, nor have any; but all your 
days ye shall dwell in tents, that ye 
may live many days in the land where- 
in ye scjourn. *And we have heark- 
ened to the voice of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab our father in all that he 
charged us, to drink no wine all our 
days, we, our wives, our sons, nor our 
daughters; *nor to build houses for 
us to dwell in, neither ‘to have vine- 
yard, or field, or seed; ?°but we have 
dwelt in tents, and have hearkened, 
and done according to all that Jonadab 
our father commanded us. "But it 
came to pass, when Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon came up against 
the land, that we said: Come, and 
let us go to Jerusalem for fear of the 
army of the Chaldeans, and for fear 
of the army of the Arameans; so we 
dwell at Jerusalem.’ 

Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying: ‘Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Go, and say to the men of Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem: Will 
ye not receive instruction to heark- 
en to My words? saith the Lorp. 
“The words of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, that he commanded his sons, 
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not to drink wine, are performed, and — 


unto this day they drink none, for | 


they hearken to their father’s com- 
mandment; but I have spoken unto 
you, speaking betimes and often, and 
ye have not hearkened unto Me. I 
have sent also unto you all My serv- 
ants the prophets, sending them be- 
times and often, saying: Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, 
and amend your doings, and go not 
after other gods to serve them, and 
ye shall dwell in the land which I 
have given to you and to your fathers; 
but ye have not inclined your ear, 
nor hearkened unto Me. Because 
the sons of Jonadab the son of Rechab 
have performed the commandment of 
their father which he commanded 
them, but this people hath not 
hearkened unto Me; "therefore thus 
saith the Lorp, the God of hosts, the 


God of Israel: Behold, I will bring 


upon Judah and upon all the in- . 
habitants of Jerusalem all the evil 
that I have pronounced against them; 
because I have spoken unto them, but 
they have not heard, and I have 
called unto them, but they have not 
answered.’ 

18And unto the house of the Re- 
chabites Jeremiah said: Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Because ye have hearkened to the 
commandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto all that he commanded 
you; therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, the God of Israel: There — 
shall not be cut off unto Jonadab 
the son of Rechab a man to stand be- 


fore Me for ever.’ 

36 And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim the 

son of Josiah, king of Judah, that — 

this word came unto Jeremiah from 
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the Lorp, saying: ?‘Take thee a roll 
i} of a book, and write therein all the 

words that I have spoken unto thee 
f against Israel, and against Judah, 
and against all the nations, frem the 
day I spoke ynto thee, from the days 
of Josiah, even unto this day. ‘It 
may be that the house of Judah will 
hear all the evil which, I purpose to 
do unto them; that they may return 
every man from his evil way, and I] 
may forgive their iniquity and their 


A i sin.’ 


4Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah; and Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the Lorp, which He had spoken 
unto him, upon a roll of a book. 
5And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying: ‘I am detained, I cannot go 
into the house of the Lorp; ‘therefore 
go thou, and read in the roll, which 
thou hast written from my mouth, 
the words of the Lorp in the ears of 
| the people in the Lorp’s house upon 
a fast-day; and also thou shalt read 
them in the ears of all Judah that come 
out of their cities. 7It may be they 
will present their supplication before 
the Lorp, and will return every one 
from his evil way;.for great is the 


| anger and the fury that the Lorp 


hath pronounced against this people.’ 
- ®And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, reading in 
the book the words of the Lorp in 
the Lorp’s house.

- Then did Baruch read in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house of 


the Lorp, in the chamber of Gema- 
riah the son of Shaphan the scribe, in 
the upper court, at the entry of the 
new gate of the Lorp’s house, in the 
ears of all the people. “And when 
Micaiah the son of Gemariah, the 
son of Shaphan, had heard out of the 
book all the words of the Lorn, !*he 
went down into the king’s house, into 
the scribe’s chamber; and, lo, all the 
princes sat there, even Elishama: the 
scribe, and Delaiah the son of She- 
maiah, and Elnathan the son of Achbor, 
and Gemariah the son of. Shaphan, 
and Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, 
and all the princes. “Then Micaiah 
declared unto them all the words that 
he had heard, when Baruch read the 
book in the ears ‘of the people. 
“Therefore all the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of 
Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, unto 
Baruch, saying: ‘Take in thy hand 
the roll wherein thou hast read in the 
ears of the people, and come.’ So 
Baruch the son of Neriah took the roll 
in his hand, and came unto them. 
15And they said unto him: ‘Sit down 
now, and read it in our ears.’ So 
Baruch read it in their ears. ‘Now 
it came to pass, when they had heard 
all the words, they turned in fear one 
toward another, and said unto Ba- 
ruch: ‘We will surely tell the king of 
all these words.’

23And it came to pass, when Jehudi had 
read three or four columns, that he 
cut it with the penknife, and cast it into 
the fire that was in the brazier, until 
all the roll was consumed in the fire 
that was in the brazier. **Yet they 
were not afraid, nor rent their gar- 
ments, neither the king, nor any of his 
servants that heard all these words.

27Then the word of the Lorp came 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Baruch wrote at the mouth of Jere- 
miah, saying: ?*Take thee again an- 
other roll, and write in it all the former 
words that were in the first roll, which 
Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath 
burned. ?%And concerning Jehoiakim 
king of Judah thou shalt say: Thus 
saith the Lorp: Thou hast burned 
this roll, saying: Why hast thou 
written therein, saying: The king 
of Babylon shall certainly come and 
destroy this land, and shall cause to 
cease from thence man and beast? 
‘Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning Jehoiakim king of Judah:

_ delivered into the hand of the king of 
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Babylon.’ 18Moreover Jeremiah said 
unto king Zedekiah: ‘Wherein have I 
sinned against thee, or against thy 
servants, or against this people, that 
ye have put me in prison? 1*Where 
now are your prophets that proph- 
esied unto you, saying: The king of 
Babylon shall not come against you, 
nor against this land? And now 
hear, I pray thee, O my lord the king: 
let my supplication, I pray thee, be 
presented before thee; that thou cause 
me not to return to the house of 
Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there.’ 
Then Zedekiah the king commanded, 
and they committed Jeremiah into the 
court of the guard, and they gave him 
daily a loaf of bread out of the bakers’ 
street, until all the bread in the city 
was spent. Thus Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the guard. 
38 And Shephatiah the son of 
Mattan, and Gedaliah the son of 
Pashhur, and Jucal the son of Shele- 
miah, and Pashhur the son of Mal- 
chiah, heard the words that Jeremiah 
spoke unto all the people, saying: 
“Thus saith the Lorp: He that re- 
maineth in this city shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence; but he that goeth forth to 
the Chaldeans shall live, and his life 
shall be unto him for a prey, and he 
shall live. *®Thus saith the Lorp: 
This city shall surely be given into 
the hand of the army of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it.’ “Then 
the princes said unto the king: ‘Let 
this man, we pray thee, be put to 
death; forasmuch as he weakeneth the 
hands of the men of war that remain 
in this city, and the hands of all the 
people, in speaking such words unto 
them; for this man seeketh not the 
welfare of this people, but the hurt.’ 
’5Then Zedekiah the king said: ‘Be- 
hold, he is in your hand; for the king 
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is not he that can do any thing against 
you.’ °Then took they Jeremiah, 
and cast him into the pit of Malehiah 
the king’s son, that was in the court 
of the guard; and they let down 
Jeremiah with cords. And in the pit 
there was no water, but mire; and 
Jeremiah sank in the mire. 

7Now when Ebed-melech the Ethi- 
opian, an officer, who was in the king’s 
house, heard that they had put 
Jeremiah in the pit; the king then 
sitting in the gate of Benjamin; 
8Ebed-melech went forth out of the 
king’s house, and spoke to the king, 
saying: My lord the king, these 
men have done evil in all that they 
have done to Jeremiah the prophet, 
whom they have cast into the pit; 
and he is like to die in the place where 
he is because of the famine; for there 
is no more bread in the city.’ 1°Then 
the king commanded Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, saying: ‘Take from hence 
thirty men with thee, and take up 
Jeremiah the prophet out of the pit, 
before he die.’ “So Ebed-melech took 
the men with him, and went into the 
house of the king under the treasury, 
and took thence worn clouts and worn 
rags, and let them down by cords into 
the pit to Jeremiah. 'And Ebed- 
melech the Ethiopian said unto 
Jeremiah: ‘Put now these worn clouts 
and rags under thine armholes under 
the cords.’ And Jeremiah did so. 
So they drew up Jeremiah with the 
cords, and took him up out of the pit; 
and Jeremiah remained in the court 
of the guard. 

“Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took Jeremiah the prophet unto him 
into the third entry that was in the 
house of the Lorp; and the king said 
unto Jeremiah: ‘I will ask thee a 
thing; hide nothing from me.’ Then 
Jeremiah said unto Zedekiah: ‘If 


I declare it unto thee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death? and if I | 
give thee counsel, thou wilt not — 
hearken unto me.’ 1So Zedekiah the 
king swore secretly unto Jeremiah, — 
saying: ‘As the Lorp liveth, tha 
made us this soul, I will not put the 

to death, neither will I give thee into 
the hand of these men that seek thy 
life. 

Then said Jeremiah unto Zede- — 
kiah: ‘Thus saith the Lorp, the God _ 
of hosts, the God of Israel: If thou 
wilt go forth unto the king of Baby- 
lon’s princes, then thy soul shall live, | 
and this city shall not be burned with 
fire; and thou shalt live, thou, and 
thy house; ‘but if thou wilt not go 
forth to the king of Babylon’s princes, 
then shall this city be given into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and they shall 
burn it with fire, and thou shalt not 
escape out of their hand.’ 1%And 
Zedekiah the king said unto Jere-— 
miah: ‘I am afraid of the Jews that. 
are fallen away to the Chaldeans, i 
they deliver me into their hand, and © 
they mock me.’ But Jeremiah — 
said: ‘They shall not deliver thee. — 
Hearken, I beseech thee, to the voice — 
of the Lorn, in that which I speak 
unto thee; so it shall be well with thee, _ 
and thy soul shall live. “But if —

*  *Then said Zedekiah unto Jere- 
i miah: ‘Let no man know of these 
) words, and thou shalt not die. **But 
| if the princes hear that I have talked 
i) with thee, and they come unto thee, 
4 and say unto thee: Declare unto us 
“now what thou hast said unto the 
) king; hide it not from us, and we 
} will not put thee to death; also what 
i the king said unto thee; then thou 
| shalt say unto them: I presented 
} my supplication before the king, 
| that he would not cause me to return 
} to Jonathan’s house, to die there.’ 
| 27Then came all the princes unto 
) Jeremiah, and asked him; and he told 
| them according to all these words that 
the king had commanded. So they 
left off speaking with him; for the 
matter was not reported. *%So Jere- 
_miah abode in the court of the guard 
| until the day that Jerusalem was 
| taken. 
| And it came to pass, when Jerusa- 
i 89 lem was taken—tin the ninth 
fie year of Zedekiah king of Judah, 
} in the tenth month, came Nebuchad- 
_rezzar king of Babylon and all his 
| army against Jerusalem, and be- 
sieged it; ’in the eleventh year of 
_ Zedekiah, in the fourth month, the 
| ninth day of the month, a breach 
was made in the city —*that all the 
_ princes of the king of Babylon camein, 
and sat in the middle gate, even Ner- 
_ gal-sarezer, Samgar-nebo, Sarsechim 
it *Rab-saris, Nergal-sarezer *>Rab-mag, 
with all the residue of the princes of 
. the king of Babylon. ‘And it came 
- to pass, that when Zedekiah the king 
of Judah and all the men of war saw 
them, then they fled, and went forth

out of the city by night, by the way of 
the king’s garden, by the gate betwixt 
the two walls; and he went out the 
way of the Arabah. ®*But the army 
of the Chaldeans pursued after them, 
and overtook Zedekiah in the plains 
of Jericho; and when they had taken 
him, they brought him up to Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon to Riblah 
in the land of Hamath, and he gave 
judgment upon him. ®Then the king 
of Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah 
in Riblah before his eyes; also the 
king of Babylon slew all the nobles of 
Judah. ‘Moreover he put out Zede- 
kiah’s eyes, and bound him in fetters. 
to carry him to Babylon. %And the 
Chaldeans burned the king’s house, 
and the house of the people, with fire, 
and broke down the walls of Jeru- 
salem. *Then Nebuzaradan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive into Babylon the remnant of 
the people that remained in the city, 
the deserters also, that fell away to 
him, with the rest of the people that 
remained. But Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard left of the poor 
of the people, that had nothing, in 
the land of Judah, and gave them 
vineyards and fields in that day. 
Now Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon gave charge concerning Jeremiah 
to Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard, saying: Take him, and look 
well to him, and do him no harm; but 
do unto him even as he shall say unto 
thee.’ So Nebuzaradan the captain 
of the guard sent, and Nebushazban 
Rab-saris, and Nergal-sarezer Rab- 
mag, and all the chief officers of the 
king of Babylon; ‘they sent, and took 
Jeremiah out of the court of the 
guard, and committed him unto 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, that he should carry him 
home; so he dwelt among the people.

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18Now the word of the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut 
up in the court of the guard, saying: 
16Go, and speak to Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, saying: Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Behold, I will bring My words upon 
this city for evil, and not for good; 
and they shall be accomplished before 
thee in that day. !7But I will deliver 
thee in that day, saith the Lorp;

ried away captive unto Babylon. 
2And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and said unto him: ‘The 
Lorp thy God pronounced this evil 
upon this place; ‘and the Lorp hath 
brought it, and done according as He 
spoke; because ye have sinned against 
the Lorp, and have not hearkened to 
His voice, therefore this thing is come 
upon you. 4And now, behold, I loose 
thee this day from the chains which 
are upon thy hand. If it seem good 
unto thee to come with me into Baby- 
lon, come, and I will look well unto 
thee; but if it seem ill unto thee to 
come with me into Babylon, forbear;

Babylon; *then they came to Gedaliah — 
to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of © 
Nethaniah, and Johanan and Jona-—

Ephai the Netophathite, and Jezaniah — 
the son of the Maacathite, they and — 
their men. *And Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan swore 
unto them and to their men, saying:

| The word which Jeremiah the 
) prophet commanded. Seraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of Mahseiah, when 
‘he went with Zedekiah the king of 
Judah to Babylon in the fourth year 
| of his reign. Now Seraiah was quar- 
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termaster. ®And Jeremiah wrote in 
one book all the evil that should come 
upon Babylon, even all these words 
that are written concerning Babylon. 
6 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah: ‘When 
thou comest to Babylon, then see 
that thou read all these words, “and 
say: O Lorp, Thou hast spoken con- 
cerning this place, to cut it off, that 
none shall dwell therein, neither man 
nor beast, but that it shall be deso- 
late for ever. And it shall be, when 
thou hast made an end of reading this 
book, that thou shalt bind a stone to 
it, and cast it into the midst of the 
Euphrates; “and thou shalt say: Thus 
shall Babylon sink, and shall not 
rise again because of the evil that I 
will bring upon her; and they shall be 
weary.’ 


Thus far are the words of Jeremiah, 


52 Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign; . 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem; and his mother’s name was 
Hamutal the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. *And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lorn, according 
to all that Jehoiakim had done. *For 
through the anger of the Lorp did it 
come to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, 
until He had cast them out from His 
presence. And Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon.’ 4And 
it came to pass in the ninth year of his 
reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, that Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and en- 
camped against it; and they built 
forts against it round about. So the 
city was besieged unto the eleventh 
year of king Zedekiah. ®In the fourth 
month, in the ninth day of the month, 
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the famine was sore in the city, so 
that there was no bread for the people 
of the land. ‘7Then a breach was 
made in the city, and all the men of 
war fled, and went forth out of the 
city by night by the way of the gate 
between the two walls, which was 
by the king’s garden—now the Chal- 
deans were against the city round 
about — and they went by the way of 
the Arabah. *®But the army of the 
Chaldeans pursued after the king, and 
overtook Zedekiah in the plains of 
Jericho; and all his army was scat- 
tered from him. *Then they took the 
king, and carried him up unto the 
king of Babylon to Riblah in the land 
of Hamath; and he gave judgment 
upon him. !°And the king of Babylon 
slew the sons of Zedekiah before his 
eyes; he slew also all the princes of 
Judah in Riblah. And he put out 
the eyes of Zedekiah; and the king of 
Babylon bound him in fetters, and 
carried him to Babylon, and put him 
in prison till the day of his death. 
Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of king Nebu- 
chadrezzar, king of Babylon, came 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard, who stood before the king of 
Babylon, into Jerusalem; “and he 
burned the house of the Lorp, and 
the king’s house; and all the houses of 
Jerusalem, even every great man’s 
house, burned he with fire. ‘And 
all the army of the Chaldeans, that 
were with the captain of the guard, 
broke down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. Then Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard carried away 
captive of the poorest sort of the 
people, and the residue of the people 
that remained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to the king of 
Babylon, and the residue of the 
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multitude. ‘But Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard left of the poorest 
of the land to be vinedressers and 
husbandmen.

*And the captain of the ard 
took Seraiah the chief pricslidl and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and the _ 


three keepers of the door; and out of 


the city he took an officer that was _ 


set over the men of war; and seven 


men of them that saw the king’s face, 
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who were found in the city; and the 
scribe of the captain of the host, who 
mustered the people of the land; and 
threescore. men of the people of the 
land, that were found in the midst of 
the city. And Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard took them, and 
_ brought them to the king of Babylon 

to Riblah. *7And the king of Babylon 
smote them, and put them to death at 
_ Riblah in the land of Hamath. So 
| Judah was carried away captive out 
| of his land. 

28This is the people whom Nebu- 
chadrezzar carried away captive: in 
the seventh year three thousand Jews 
and three and twenty; 2%in the eight- 
eenth year of Nebuchadrezzar, from Je- 
rusalem, eight hundred thirty and two 
persons; *°in the three and twentieth 
year of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard carried away 
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captive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and five persons; all the persong 
were four thousand and six hundred. 
31And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity ot 
Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, in the five and twen- 
tieth day of the month, that Evil- 
merodach king of Babylon, in the 
first year of his reign, lifted up the 
head of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
and brought him forth out of prison. 
And he spoke kindly to him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon. 
33And he changed his prison garments, 
and did eat bread before him continu- 
ally all the days of his life. *4And for 
his allowance, there was a continual 
allowance given him of the king of 
Babylon, every day a portion until the 
day of his death, all the days of his life. 
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1 Now it came to pass in the thirtieth 

year, in the fourth month, in the 
fifth day of the month, as I was among 
the captives by the river Chebar, 
that, the heavens were opened, and 
I saw visions of God. In the fifth day 
of the month, which was the fifth 
year of king Jehoiachin’s captivity, 
3the word of the Lorp came expressly 
unto Ezekiel the priest, the son of 
Buzi, in the land of the Chaldeans by 
the river Chebar; and the hand of the 
Lorp was there upon him. 

4And I looked, and, behold, a 
stormy wind came out of the north, 
a great cloud, with a fire flashing up, 
so that a brightness was round about 
it; and out of the midst thereof as the 
colour of electrum, out of the midst of 
the fire. ®And out of the midst thereof 
camie the likeness of four living crea- 
tures.

“Thus were their 
faces; and their wings were stretched ~ 
upward; two wings of every one were 
joined one to another, and two covered 
their bodies. 1!2And they went every 
one straight forward; whither the | 
spirit was to go, they went; they 
turned not when they went. 4%As for | 
the likeness of the living creatures, | 
their appearance was like coals of 


fire, burning like the appearance of | 


torches; it flashed up and down among 
the living creatures; and there was 
brightness to the fire, and out of the 
fire went forth lightning. ‘And the | 
living creatures ran and returned as. 
the appearance of a flash of lightning. 
18Now as I beheld the living crea- | 
tures, behold one wheel at the bottom 
hard by the living creatures, at the 
four faces thereof. 1°The appearance 
of the wheels and their work was like 
unto the colour of a beryl; and they 
four had one likeness; and their ap-~ 
pearance and their work was as it — 
were a wheel within a wheel. 
they went, they went toward their 
four sides; they turned not when they 
went. 18As for their rings, they were 
high and they were dreadful; and they 
four had their rings full of eyes round — 
about. 1®And when the living crea- 
tures went, the wheels went hard by 
them; and when the living creatures 
were lifted up from the bottom, the _ 
wheels were lifted up. %°Whitherso- 
ever the spirit was to go, as the spirit 
was to go thither, so they went; and | 
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the wheels were lifted up beside them; 
for the spirit of the living creature 
was in the wheels. *!When those went, 
these went, and when those stood, 
these stood; and when those were 
lifted up from the earth, the wheels 
were lifted up beside them; for the 
spirit of the living creature was in 
the wheels. 
_ And over the heads of the living 
creatures there was the likeness of a 
firmament, like the colour of the ter- 
rible ice, stretched forth over their 
heads above. *And under the firma- 
ment were their wings conformable 
the one to the other; this one of them 
had two which covered, and that one 
of them had two which covered, their 
bodies. *And when they went, I 
heard the noise of their wings like the 
noise of great waters, like the voice 
of the Almighty, a noise of tumult 
like the noise of a host; when they 
stood, they let down their wings. 
For, when there was a voice above 
the firmament that was over their 
heads, as they stood, they let down 
their wings. 
26And above the firmament that was 
over their heads was the likeness of a 
_ throne, as the appearance of a sap- 
phire stone; and upon the likeness of 


-- the throne was a likeness as the ap- 


pearance of a man upon it above. 


_ 27And I saw as the colour of electrum, 


as the appearance of fire round about 
- enclosing it, from the appearance of 
his loins and upward; and from the 
appearance of his loins and downward 
I saw as it were the appearance of 
fire, and there was brightness round 
about him. ?%As the appearance of 
the bow that is in the cloud in the day 
of rain, so was the appearance of the 
brightness round about. This was 
the appearance of the likeness of the 
glory of the Lorp. And when I saw

it, I fell upon my face, and I heard a 
voice of one that spoke. 
2 And He said untome: ‘Son ofman, 

stand upon thy feet, and I will 
speak with thee.’ ?And spirit entered 
into me when He spoke unto me, and 
set me upon my feet; and I heard Him 
that spoke unto me. 

sAnd He said untome: ‘Sonof man, 
I send thee to the children of Israel, 
to rebellious nations, that have re- 
belled against Me; they and their 
fathers have transgressed against Me, 
even unto this very day; ‘and the 
children are brazen-faced and _ stiff- 
hearted, I do send thee unto them; 
and thou shalt say unto them: Thus 
saith the Lord Gop. ‘And they, 
whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear—for they are a re- 
bellious house — yet shall know that 
there hath beena prophet among them. 

6And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
their words, though defiers and de- 
spisers be with thee, and thou dost 
dwell among scorpions; be not afraid 
of their words, nor be dismayed at 
their looks, for they are a rebellious 
house. 7And thou shalt speak My 
words unto them, whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear; 
for they are most rebellious. 

8And thou, son of man, hear what 
I say unto thee: be not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house; open thy 
mouth, and eat that which IJ give thee.’ 
*And when I looked, behold, a hand was 
put forth unto me; and, lo, a roll ofa 
book was therein; !°and He spread it be- 
fore me, and it was written within and 
without; and there was written therein 
lamentations, and moaning, and woe. 
3 And He said unto me: ‘Son of 

man, eat that which thou findest; 
eat this roll, and go, speak unto 
the house of Israel.’ *So I opened 
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them, even the noise of a great rushing. 
“So a spirit lifted me up, and took 
me away; and I went in bitterness, in 
the heat of my spirit, and the hand of 
the Lorp was strong uponme. Then 
I came to them of the captivity at- 
Tel-abib, that dwelt by the river 
Chebar, and I sat where they sat; — 
and I remained there appalled among 
them seven days.

die; because thou hast not given him 
warning, he shall die in his sin, and his 
righteous deeds which he hath done 
shall not be remembered; but his 
blood will I require at thy hand. 
4N evertheless if thou warn the right- 
eous man, that the righteous sin not, — 
and he doth not sin, he shall surely 
live, because he took warning; and — 
thou hast delivered thy soul.’ iva 
2And the hand of the Lorp came 
there upon me; and He said unto me: 
‘Arise, go forth into the plain, and I 
will there speak with thee.’ “Then — 


came unto me, saying: }7‘Son of man, 
I have appointed thee a watchman 


to warn the wicked from his wicked © 


his iniquity; but thou hast delivered

' 2and lay siege against it, and build 
forts against it, and cast up a mound 
against it; set camps also against it, 
and set battering rams against it 
round about. %And take thou unto 
_ thee an iron griddle, and set it for a 
wall of iron between thee and the 
city; and set thy face toward it, and 
--it shall be besieged, and thou shalt 
_ lay siege against it. This shall be a 
_ sign to the house of Israel. 
4Moreover lie thou upon thy left 
side, and lay the iniquity of the house 
of Israel upon it; according to the 
number of the days that thou shalt 
lie upon it, thou shalt bear their in- 
_ iquity. For] have appointed the years 
of their iniquity to be unto thee a 
number of days, even three hundred 
and ninety days; so shalt thou bear 
_ the iniquity of the house of Israel. 
 ®And again, when thou hast accom- 
plished these, thou shalt lie on thy 
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right side, and shalt bear the iniquity 
of the house of Judah; forty days, each 
day for a year, have I appointed it 
unto thee. 7And thou shalt set thy 
face toward the siege of Jerusalem, 
with thine arm uncovered; and thou ~ 
shalt prophesy against it. %And, be- 
hold, I lay bands upon thee, and thou 
shalt not turn thee from one side to 
another, till thou hast accomplished 
the days of thy siege. °*Take thou 
also unto thee wheat, and barley, and 
beans, and lentils, and millet, and 
spelt, and put them in one vessel, 
and make thee bread thereof; accord- 
ing to the number of the days that 
thou shalt lie upon thy side, even three 
hundred and ninety days, shalt thou 
eat thereof. 1°And thy food which 
thou shalt eat shall be by weight, 
twenty shekels a day; from time to 
time shalt thou eat 1t. Thou shalt 
drink also water by measure, the 
sixth part of a hin; from time to time 
shalt thou drink. And thou shalt 
eat it as barley cakes, and thou shalt 
bake it in their sight with dung that 
cometh out of man.’ 

13And the Lorp said: ‘Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat their 
bread unclean, among the nations 
whither I will drive them.’ “Then 
said I: ‘Ah Lord Gop! behold, my 
soul hath not been polluted; for from 
my youth up even till now have I not 
eaten of that which dieth of itself, or 
is torn of beasts; neither came there 
abhorred flesh into my mouth.’ Then 
He-said unto me: ‘See, I have given 
thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, and 
thou shalt prepare thy bread thereon.’ 
16Moreover He said unto me: ‘Son 
of man, behold, I will break the staff 
of bread in Jerusalem, and they shall 
eat bread by weight, and with anxiety; 
and they shall drink water by measure,

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want bread and water, and be ap- 
palled one with another, and pine 
away in their iniquity. 
5 And thou, son of man, take thee 

a sharp sword, as a barber’s razor 
shalt thou take it unto thee, and cause 
it to pass upon thy head and upon thy 
beard; then take thee balances to 
weigh, and divide the hair. ?A third 
part shalt thou burn in the fire in 
the midst of the city, when the days 
of the siege are fulfilled; and thou 
shalt take a third part, and smite it 
with the sword round about her; and 
a third part thou shalt scatter to 
the wind, and I will draw out a sword 
after them. *Thou shalt also take 
thereof a few by number, and bind 
them in thy skirts. 4And of them 
again shalt thou take, and cast them 
into the midst of the fire, and burn 
them in the fire; therefrom shall a 
fire come forth into all the house of 
[srael. 

5Thus saith the Lord Gop: This 
is Jerusalem! I have set her in the 
midst of the nations, and countries 
are round about her. ®And she hath 
rebelled against Mine ordinances in 
doing wickedness more than the na- 
tions, and against My statutes more 
than the countries that are round 
about her; for they have rejected 
Mine ordinances, and as for My 
statutes, they have not walked in 
them. ‘Therefore thus saith the 
Lord Gop: Because ye have outdone 
the nations that are round about you, 
in that ye have not walked in My 
statutes, neither have kept Mine 
ordinances, neither have done after

scatter unto all the winds. 1!Where- 
fore, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
surely, because thou hast defiled My 
sanctuary with all thy detestable 
things, and with all thine abomina- | 
tions, therefore will I also diminish © 
thee; neither shall Mine eye spare, 
and I also will have no pity. MA 
third part of thee shall die with the — 
pestilence, and with famine shall they 
be consumed in the midst of thee; 
and a third part shall fall by the | 
sword round about thee; and a third 
part I will scatter unto all the winds, 
and will draw out a sword after them. | 
Thus shall Mine anger spend itself, 
and I will satisfy My fury upon them, 
and I will be eased; and they shall | 
know that I the Lorp have spoken in | 
My zeal, when I have spent My fury | 
upon them. Moreover I will make 

thee an amazement and a reproach, 
among the nations that are round 

about thee, in the sight of all that 

pass by. So it shall be a reproach 

and a taunt, an instruction and an — 
astonishment, unto the nations that 

are round about thee, when I shall 

execute judgments in thee in anger 

and in fury, and in furious rebukes; 

I the Lorp have spoken it; !*when I

7and I will send upon you famine and

) your idols. ‘And I will lay the car- 
' easses of the children of Israel before 
| their idols; and I will scatter your 
' bones round about your altars. ‘In 
| all your dwelling-places the cities shall 
, be laid waste, and the high places 
| shall be desolate; that your altars 
) may be laid waste and made desolate, 
and your idols may be broken and 
cease, and your sun-images may be 
/ hewn down, and your works may be 
_ blotted out. 7And the slain shall fall 
| in the midst of you, and ye shall 
/ know that I am the Lorp. *Yet will 
' I leave a remnant, in that ye shall

they that escape of you shall remember 
Me among the nations whither they 
shall be carried captives, how that I

UThus saith the Lord Gop: Smite 
with thy hand, and stamp with thy 
foot, and say: Alas! because of all 
the evil abominations of the house of 
Israel; for they shall fall by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence. 
2Me that is far off shall die of the 
pestilence; and he that is near shall 
fall by the sword; and he that re- 
maineth and is besieged shall die by 
the famine; thus will I spend My 
fury upon them.

thee, and I will send Mine anger upon 
thee, and will judge thee according 
to thy ways; and I will bring upon 
thee all thine abominations. ‘And 
Mine eye shall not spare thee, neither 
will I have pity; but I will bring thy 
ways upon thee, and thine abomina- 
tions shall be in the midst of thee; 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. 

‘Thus saith the Lord Gop: An 
evil, a singular evil, behold, it cometh. 
6An end is come, the end is come, 
it awaketh against thee; behold, it 
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cometh. ’7The turn is come unto thee, 
O inhabitant of the land; the time is 
come, the day of tumult is near, and 
not of joyful shouting upon the moun- 
tains. %Now will I shortly pour out 
My fury upon thee, and spend Mine 
anger upon thee, and will judge thee 
according to thy ways; and I will 
bring upon thee all thine abominations. 
9And Mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity; I will bring upon thee 
according to thy ways, and thine 
abominations shall be in the midst of 
thee; and ye shall know that I the 
Lorp do smite. ?°Behold the day; 
behold, it cometh; the turn is come 
forth; the rod hath blossomed, ar- 
rogancy hath budded. Violence is 
risen up into a rod of wickedness; 
nought cometh from them, nor from 
their tumult, nor from their turmoil, 
neither is there eminency among them. 
2The time is come, the day draweth 
near; let not the buyer rejoice, nor 
the seller mourn; for wrath is upon 
all the multitude thereof. “For the 
seller shall not return to that which 
is sold, although they be yet alive; 
for the vision is touching the whole 
multitude thereof, which shall not 
return; neither shall any stand pos- 
sessed of theiniquity of his life. They 
have blown the horn, and have made 
all ready, but none goeth to the 
battle; for My wrath is upon all the 
multitude thereof. 1°The sword is 
without, and the pestilence and the 
famine within; he that is in the field 
shall die with the sword, and he 
that is in the city, famine and pesti- 
lence shall devour him. ‘But they 
that shall at all escape of them, shall 
be on the mountains like doves of 
the valleys, all of them moaning, 
every one in his iniquity. ‘All hands 
shall be slack, and all knees shall 
drip with water. 'They shall also

gird themselves with sackcloth, and 

horror shall cover them; and shame © 
shall be upon all faces, and baldness 

upon all their heads. 19They shall — 
cast their silver in the streets, and — 
their gold shall be as an unclean

day of the wrath of the Lorp; they 
shall not satisfy their souls, neither — 
fill their bowels; because it hath been — 
the stumblingblock of their iniquity. 
And as for the beauty of ‘their

*Make the chain; for the land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the city is” 
full of violence. %Wherefore I will — 
bring the worst of the nations, and 
they shall possess their houses; I will — 
also make the pride of the strong to 
cease; and their holy places shall be 
profaned. *Horror cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. Calamity shall come upon 
calamity, and rumour shall be upon 
rumour; and they shall seek a vision — 
of the prophet, and instruction shall 
perish from the priest, and counsel 
from the elders. 2’The king shall — 
mourn, and the prince shall be clothed — 
with appalment, and the hands of the 
people of the iand shall be enfeebled; 
I will de unto them after their way, 
and according to their deserts will 
I judge them; and they shall know — 
that I am the Lorp.’ .

6And He said unto me: ‘Son of 
man, seest thou what they do? even

| but thou shalt again see yet greater 
| abominations.’ 7And He brought me 
| to the door of the court; and when I 
| looked, behold a hole in the wall. 
_ 8Then said He unto me: ‘Son of man, 
_ dig now in the wall’; and when I had 
- digged in the wall, behold a door. 
» 9And He said unto me: ‘Go in, and 
‘ gee the wicked abominations that they 
| do here.’ 1°So I went in and saw; and 
' behold every detestable form of 
_ereeping things and beasts, and all the

idols of the house of Israel, pourtrayed 
upon the wall round about. “And 
there stood before them seventy men 
of the elders of the house of Israel, and 
in the midst of them stood Jaazaniah 
the son of Shaphan, every man with 
his censer in his hand; and a thick 
cloud of incense went up. Then said 
He unto me: ‘Son of man, hast thou 
seen what the elders of the house of 
Israel do in the dark, every man in 
his chambers of imagery? for they say:

worshipped the sun toward the east. 
17Then He said unto me: ‘Hast thou 
seen this, O son of man? Is it a light 
thing to the house of Judah that they 
commit the abominations which they 
commit here in that they fill the land 
with violence, and provoke Me still 
more, and, lo, they put the branch to 
their nose? !8Therefore will I also 
deal in fury; Mine eye shall not spare, 
neither will I have pity; and though 
they cry in Mine ears with a loud 
voice, yet will I not hear them.’ 
9 Then He called in mine ears with 
a loud voice, saying: ‘Cause ye 
them that have charge over the city 
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to draw near, every man with his 
destroying weapon in his hand.’

But 
as for them whose heart walketh 
after the heart of their detestable — 
things and their abominations, I will 
bring their way upon their oy heads, — 
saith the Lord Gop.’ : 
2Then did the cherubim lift up — 
their wings, and the wheels were 
beside them; and the glory of the 
God of Israel was over them above. — 
And the glory of the Lorp went up 
from the midst of the city, and stood 
upon the mountain which is on the © 
east side of the city. *4And a spirit 
lifted me up, and brought me in the 
vision by the spirit of God into

So the vision that I had seen went | 
up from me. *Then I spoke unto 
them of the captivity all the things” 
that the Lorp had shown me.

house. ‘And thou shalt bring forth © 
thy stuff by day in their sight, as — 
stuff for exile; and thou shalt go © 
forth thyself at even in their sight, | 
as when men go forth into exile. 
*Dig thou through the wall in their 
sight, and carry out thereby. ‘In 
their sight shalt thou bear it upon thy 

shoulder, and carry it forth in the — 
darkness; thou shalt cover thy face, 

that thou see not the ground; for I 
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have set thee for a sign unto the 
| house of Israel.’ 7And I did so as I 
was commanded: I brought forth 
' my stuff by day, as stuff for exile, 
| and in the even I digged through the 
i wall with my hand; I carried out in 
i the darkness, and bore it upon my 
| shoulder in their sight. 

8And in the morning came the word 
1 of the Lorp unto me, saying: %Son of 
/ man, hath not the house of Israel, 
| the rebellious house, said unto thee: 
} What doest thou? Say thou unto 
! them: Thus saith the Lord Gop: Con- 
§ cerning the prince, even this burden, 
{ in Jerusalem, and all the house of 
¢ Israel among whom they are, Usay: 
' I am your sign: like as I have done, 
¢ so shall it be done unto them — they 
§ shall go into exile, into captivity. 
| #2And the prince that is among them 
| shall bear upon his shoulder, and go

~ 17Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came to me, saying: 1*‘Son of man,

of Jerusalem in the land of Israel: 
They shall eat their bread with anxiety,

*1And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying: 7‘Son of man, what 
is that proverb that ye have in the 
land of Israel, saying: The days are 
prolonged, and every vision faileth? 
Tell them therefore: Thus saith 
the Lord Gop: I will make this prov- 
erb to cease, and they shall no more 
use it as a proverb i in Israel; but say 
unto them: The days are ‘at hand, 
and the word of every vision. *4For 
there shall be no more any vain 
vision nor smooth divination within 
the house of Israel. For I am the 
Lorp; I will speak, what word so- 
ever it be that I shall speak, and it 
shall be performed; it shall be no 
more delayed; for in your days, O 
rebellious house, will I speak the word, 
and will perform it, saith the Lord 
Gop.’

*And My hand shall be against the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies; they shall not be in the 
council of My people, neither shall 
they be written in the register of the 
house of Israel, neither shall they 
enter into the land of Israel; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord Gop. 
10Because, even because they have 
led My people astray, saying: Peace, 
and there is no peace; and when it 
buildeth up a slight wall, behold, they 
daub it with whited plaster; say un- 
to them that daub it with whited plas- 
ter, that it shall fall; there shall be an 
overflowing shower, and ye, O great 
hailstones, shall fall, and a stormy 
wind shall break forth, “and, lo, when

1%And ye 
have profaned Me among My people 
for handfuls of barley and for crumbs 
of bread, to slay the souls that should 
not die, and to save the souls alive 
that should not live, by your lying to 
My people that hearken unto lies. 
20Wherefore thus saith the Lord Gop: 
Behold, I am against your cushions, 
wherewith ye hunt the souls as birds, 
and I will tear them from your arms;

r of Israel unto me, and sat be- 
i fore me. ?2And the word of the Lorp 
i} came unto me, saying: *‘Son of man, 
these men have set up their idols 
} in their mind, and put the stumbling- 
) block of their iniquity before their 
|| face; should I be inquired of at all by 
j them? “Therefore speak unto them, 
and say unto them: Thus saith the 
)\ Lord Gop: Every man of the house of 
) Israel that setteth up his idols in his

» block of his iniquity before his face, 
t and cometh to the prophet—I the 
 Lorp will answer him that cometh

1%Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out My fury upon 
it in blood, to cut off from it man and 
beast; ?°though Noah, Daniel, and 
Job, were in it, as I live, saith the 
Lord Gop, they shall deliver neither 
son nor daughter; they shall but de- 
liver their own souls by their righteous- 
ness. “For thus saith the Lord Gop: 
How much more. when I send My 
four sore judgments against Jeru- 
salem, the sword, and the famine, and 
the evil beasts, and the pestilence, to 
cut off from it man and beast. And, 
behold, though there be left a rem- 
nant therein that shall be brought 
forth, both sons and daughters; be- 
hold, when they come forth unto you, 
and ye see their way and their doings, 
then ye shall be comforted concerning 
the evil that I have brought upon 
Jerusalem, even concerning all that 
I have brought upon it; “and they 
shall comfort you, when ye see their 
way and their doings, and ye shall 
know that I have not done without 
cause all that I have done in it, 
saith the Lord Gop.’

’Then he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every side-chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. ®And 
the side-chambers were one over 
another, three and thirty times; and 
there were cornices in the wall which 
belonged to the house for the side- 
chambers round about, that they 
might have hold therein, and not have 
hold in the wall of the house. 7And 
the side-chambers were broader as they 
wound about higher and higher; for 
the winding about of the house went 
higher and higher round about the 
house; therefore the breadth of the 


house continued upward; and so one. 


went up from the lowest row to the 
highest by the middle. *I saw also 
that the house had a raised basement 
round about; the foundations of the 
side-chambers were a full reed of six 
cubits to the joining. °The breadth 
of the outer wall which belonged to 
the side-chambers was five cubits; and 
so that which was left by the structure 
of the side-chambers that belonged 
to the house. ‘°And between the 
chambers was a breadth of twenty 
cubits round about the house on every 
side. "And the doors of the side- 
chambers were toward the place that 
was left, one door toward the north, 
and another door toward the south; 
and the breadth of the place that was 
left was five cubits round about. 
And the building that was before 
the separate place at the side toward 


the west was seventy cubits: broad; 
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and the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the | 


length thereof ninety cubits. 


And he measured the house, a 


hundred cubits long; and the separate 
place, and the building, with the walls 


thereof, a hundred cubits long; “also 


the breadth of the face of the house 
and of the separate place toward the 
east, a hundred cubits. And he 
measured the length of the building 
before the separate place which was at 


the back thereof, and the galleries 


thereof on the one side. and on the other 


side, a hundred cubits. - | 


Now the temple, and the inner place, 
and the porches of the court, the 
jambs, and the narrow windows, 
and the galleries, that they three 
had round about, over against the 
jambs there was a veneering of wood 


round about, and from the ground up 


to the windows; and the windows were 
covered; 1’to the space above’ the 
door, even unto the inner house, and 
without, and on all the wall round 
about within and without, by meas- 


ure. 18And it was made with cherubim —

temple. *As for the temple, the

The altar, three cubits high, and 
the length thereof two cubits, was of 
wood, and: so the corners thereof;

‘And before the 
chambers was a walk of ten cubits 
) breadth inward, a way of one cubit; 
and their doors were toward the 
' north. ‘Now the upper chambers 
were shorter; tor the galleries took 
» away from these, more than from the 
| lower and the middlemost, in the 
| building. ‘For they were in three 
_ stories, and they had not pillars as the 
| pillars of the courts; therefore room 
_-was taken away from the lowest and 
' the middlemost, in comparison with 
' the ground. ‘And the wall that was 
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without by the side of the chambers, 
toward the outer court in front of the 
chambers, the length thereof was 
fifty cubits. *®For the length of the 
chambers that were toward the outer 
court was fifty cubits; and, lo, before 
the temple were a hundred cubits. 
*And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the east side, as one 
goeth into them from the outer court. 
10In the breadth of the wall of the 
court toward the east, before the 
separate place, and before the build- 
ing, there were chambers, "with a 
way before them; like the appearance 
of the chambers which were toward 
the north, as long as they, and as 
broad as they, with all their goings 
out, and according to their fashions; 
and as their doors, so were also 
the doors of the chambers that were 
toward the south, there was a door 
in the head of the way, even the way 
directly before the wall, toward the 
way from the east, as one entereth 
into them. 

Then said he unto me: ‘The 
north chambers and the south cham- 
bers, which are before the separate 
place, they are the holy chambers, 
where the priests that are near unto 
the Lorp shall eat the most holy 
things; there shall they lay the most 
holy things, and the meal-offering, 
and the sin-offering, and the guilt- 
offering; for the place is holy. When 
the priests enter in, then shall they 
not go out of the holy place into the 
outer court, but there they shall lay 
their garments wherein they minister, 
for they are holy; and they shall put 
on other garments, and shall approach 
to that which pertaineth to the peo- 
ple.’ 

15Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth by the way of the gate whose 
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prospect is toward the east, and 
measured it round about. He 
measured the east side with the 
measuring reed, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 
17He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed round about. ‘He measured 
the south side, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed. !°He turned 
about to the west side, and measured 
five hundred reeds with the measuring 
reed. *°He measured it by the four 
sides; it had a wall round about, the 
length five hundred, and the breadth 
five hundred, to make a separation 
between that which was holy and 
that which was common.

I builded me houses; I planted me 
vineyards; *I made me gardens and 
parks, and I planted trees in them of 
all kinds of fruit; *I made me pools 
of water, to water therefrom the 
wood springing up with trees; ‘I 
acquired men-servants and maid- 
servants, and had servants born in 
my house; also I had great possessions 
of herds and flocks, above all that 
were before me in Jerusalem; *I gath- 
ered me also silver and gold, and treas- 
ure such as kings and the provinces 
have as their own; I got me men-singers 
and women-singers, and the delights 
of the sons of men, women very many. 
%So I was great, and increased more 
than all that were before me in Jeru- 
salem; also my wisdom stood me in 
stead. 1°And whatsoever mine eyes 
desired I kept not from them; I with- 
held not my heart from any joy, for 
my heart had joy of all my labour; 
and this was my portion from all my 
labour. ™Then I looked on all the 
works that my hands had wrought, 
and on the labour that I had laboured 
to do; and, behold, all was vanity and 
a striving after wind, and there was no 
profit under the sun. 

And I turned myself to behold wis- 
dom, and madness and folly; for what 
can the man do that cometh after 
the king? even that which hath been 
already done. Then I saw that wis- 
dom excelleth folly, as far as light 
excelleth darkness. 

“The wise man, his eyes are in his 
head; 

But the fool walketh in darkness. 
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And I also perceived that one event 
happeneth to them all. Then said 
Iin my heart: ‘As it happeneth to the 
fool, so will it happen even to me; and 
why was I then more wise?’ Then I 
said in my heart, that this also is 
vanity. 1*For of the wise man, even 
as of the fool, there is no remembrance 
for ever; seeing that in the days to 
come all will long ago have been for- 
gotten. And how must the wise man 
die even as the fool! 17So I hated life; 
because the work that is wrought 
under the sun was grievous unto me; 
for all is vanity and a striving after 
wind.

nothing can be added to it, nor any 
thing taken from it; and God hath 
so made it, that men should fear before 
Him. ?°That which is hath been long 
ago, and that which is to be hath 
already been; and God seeketh that 
which is pursued. 
16And moreover I saw under the sun, 
in the place of justice, that wicked- 
ness was there; and in the place of 
righteousness, that wickedness was 
there. 17I said in my heart: ‘The 
righteous and the wicked God will 
judge; for there is a time there for 
every purpose and for every work.’ 
18] said in my heart: ‘It is because of 
the sons of men, that God may sift 
them, and that they may see that they 
themselves are but as beasts.’ For 
that which befalleth the sons of men 
befalleth beasts; even one thing be- 
falleth them; as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other; yea, they have all one 
breath; so that man hath no pre- 
eminence above a beast; for all is 
vanity. ?°All go unto one place; all 
are of the dust, and all return to 
dust. “Who knoweth the spirit of 
man whether it goeth upward, and the 
spirit of the beast whether it goeth 
downward to the earth? ~”Where- 
fore I perceived that there is nothing 
better, than that a man should rejoice 
in his works; for that is his portion; 
for who shall bring him to see what 
shall be after him? 
4 But I returned and considered 
all the oppressions that are done 
under the sun; and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the side of 
their oppressors there was power, but 
they had no comforter. *Wherefore 
I praised the dead that are already 
dead more than the living that are 
yet alive; *but better than they 
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both is he that hath not yet been, who 
hath not seen the evil work that is 
done under the sun. 

4Again, I considered all labour and 
all excelling in work, that it is a man’s 
rivalry with his neighbour. This also 
is vanity and a striving after wind. 

’The fool foldeth his hands together, 

And eateth his own flesh. 

®Better is a handful of quietness, 

Than both the hands full of labour 

and striving after wind. 

7Then I returned and saw vanity 
under the sun. ®There is one that is 
alone, and he hath not a second; yea, 
he hath neither son nor brother; yet 
is there no end of all his labour, 
neither is his eye satisfied with riches: 
‘for whom then do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of pleasure?’ This 
also is vanity, yea, it is a grievous 
business. *ITwo are better than one; 
because they have a good reward for 
their labour. For if they fall, the one 
will lift up his fellow; but woe to 
him that is alone when he falleth, and 
hath not another to lift him up. 
Again, if two lie together, then they 
have warmth; but how can one be 
warm alone? 1!#And if a man prevail 
against him that is alone, two shall 
withstand him; and a threefold cord 
is not quickly broken. 

13Better is a poor and wise child than 
an old and foolish king, who knoweth 
not how to receive admonition any 
more. For out of prison he came 
forth to be king; although in his king- 
dom he was born poor. ®I saw all the 
living that walk under the sun, that 
they were with the child, the second, 
that was to stand up in his stead. 
#’There was no end of all the people, 
even of all them whom he did lead; 
yet they that come after shall not re- 
joicein him. Surely this also is vanity 
and a striving after wind. 
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17Guard thy foot when thou goest 
to the house of God, and be ready to 
hearken: it is better than when fools 
give sacrifices; for they know not that 
they do evil.

and he hath much vexation and sick- 
ness and wrath. 

17Behold that which I have seen: it is 
good, yea, it is comely for one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy pleasure 
for all his labour, wherein he laboureth 
under the sun, all the days of his 
life which God hath given him; for 
this is his portion. !®EKvery man also 
to whom God hath given riches and 
wealth, and hath given him power 
to eat thereof, and to take his portion, 
and to rejoice in his labour—this is 
the gift of God. For let him remem- 
ber the days of his life that they are 
not many; for God answereth him in 
the joy of his heart.

8For what advantage hath the wise 
more than the fool? or the poor man 
that hath understanding, in walking 
before the living? °Better is the seeing 
of the eyes than the wandering of the 
desire; this also is vanity and a striv- 
ing after wind, 

10Whatsoever cometh into being, the 
name thereof was given long ago, and 
it is foreknown what man is; neither 
can he contend with Him that is 
mightier than he. “Seeing there are 
many words that increase vanity, 
what is man the better? “For who 
knoweth what is good for man in his 
life, all the days of his vain life which 
he spendeth as a shadow? for who can 
tell a man what shall be after him 


under the sun?

‘Surely oppression turneth a wise 
man into a fool; 

And a gift destroyeth the under- 
standing. 

8Better is the end of a thing than the 
beginning thereof; 

And the patient in spirit is better 
than the proud in spirit. 

*Be not hasty in thy spirit to be 
angry; 

For anger resteth in the bosom of 
fools. 

L0Say not thou: ‘How was it that the 

former days were better than these?’ 

for it is not out of wisdom that thou 

inquirest concerning this. 

UWisdom is good with an inheritance, 
Yea, a profit to them that see the 

sun. 

“For wisdom is a defence, even as 

money is a defence; but the excellency 

of knowledge is, that wisdom pre- 

serveth the life of him that hath it. 
#8Consider the work of God; for who 

can make that straight, which He 

hath made crooked? “In the day of 

prosperity be joyful, and in the day 

of adversity consider; God hath made 

even the one as well as the other, 

to the end that man should find noth- 

ing after him. 
¥All things have I seen in the days 

of my vanity; there is a righteous 

man that perisheth in his righteous- 

ness, and there is a wicked man that 
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prolongeth his life in his evil-doing. 


16Be not righteous overmuch; neither 


make thyself overwise; why shouldest 
thou destroy thyself? +47Be not over- 
much wicked, neither be thou foolish; 
why shouldest thou die before thy 
time? 48It is good that thou shouldest 
take hold of the one; yea, also from 
the other withdraw not thy hand; for 
he that feareth God shall discharge 
himself of them all. 

19Wisdom is a stronghold to the wise 
man more than ten rulers that are ina 
city. ?°For there is not a righteous man 
upon earth, that doeth good, and sin- 
neth not. 

Also take not heed unto all words 
that are spoken, lest thou hear thy 
servant curse thee; “for oftentimes 
also thine own heart knoweth that 
thou thyself likewise hast cursed 
others. ; 

All this have I tried by wisdom; 
I said: ‘I will get wisdom’; but it was 
far from me. ™That which is is far 
off, and exceeding deep; who can find 


it out? *I turned about, and applied — 
my heart to know and to search out, | 


and to seek wisdom and the reason of 
things, and to know wickedness to be 
folly, and foolishness to be madness; 
*and I find more bitter than death 
the woman, whose heart is snares and 


nets, and her hands as bands; whoso ~ 


pleaseth God shall escape from her; 
but the sinner shall be taken by her. 


27Behold, this have I found, saith — 
Koheleth, adding one thing to another, 


to find out the account; which yet 
my soul sought, but I found not; one 


man among a thousand have I found; 


but a woman among all those have I 
not found. **Behold, this only have 
I found, that God made man upright; 


but they have sought out many in- 


ventions. 
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8 Who is as the wise man? and who 
knoweth the interpretation of a 
thing? 
A man’s wisdom maketh his face 
to shine, 
And the boldness of his face is 
changed. 
2{ [counsel thee]: keep the king’s 
command, and that in regard of the 
oath of God. *Be not hasty to go out 
of his presence; stand not in an evil 
thing; for he doeth whatsoever pleas- 
eth him. ‘4Forasmuch as the king’s 
word hath power; and who may say 
unto him: ‘What doest thou?’ 
5Whoso keepeth the commandment 
shall know no evil thing; 
And a wise man’s heart discerneth 
time and judgment. 
®For to every matter there is a time 
and judgment; for the evil of man is 
great upon him. 7For he knoweth not 
that which shall be; for even when it 
cometh to pass, who shall declare 
it unto him? *There is no man that 
hath power over the wind to retain the 
wind; neither hath he power over the 
day of death; and there is no dis- 
charge in war; neither shall wicked- 
ness deliver him that is given to it. 
9All this have I seen, even applied my 
heart thereto, whatever the work that 
is done under the sun; what time one 
man had power over another to his hurt. 
10And so I saw the wicked buried, 
and they entered into their rest; but 
they that had done right went away 
from the holy place, and were forgot- 
ten in the city; this also is vanity. 
UBecause sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, there- 
fore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil; #because 
a sinner doeth evil a hundred times, 
and prolongeth his days—though yet 


[know that it shall be well with them 


that fear God, that fear before Him; 
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Bbut it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow, because 
he feareth not before God. There is 
a vanity which is done upon the earth: 
that there are righteous men, unto 
whom it happeneth according to the 
work of the wicked; again, there are 
wicked men, to whom it happeneth 
according to the work of the righteous 
—I said that this also is vanity. 
80 I commended mirth, that a man 
hath no better thing under the sun, 
than to eat, and to drink, and to be 
merry, and that this should accom- 
pany him in his labour all the days 
of his life which God hath given him 
under the sun. 
16When I applied my heart to know 
wisdom, and to see the business that 
is done upon the earth—for neither 
day nor night do men see sleep with 
their eyes—1"then I beheld all the 
work of God, that man cannot find 
out the work that is done under the 
sun; because though a man labour 
to seek it out, yet he shall not find 
it; yea further, though a wise man 
think to know it, yet shall he not 
be able to find it. 
For all this I laid to my heart, 
even to make clear all this: that 
the righteous, and the wise, and their 
works, are in the hand of God; 
whether it be love or hatred, man 
knoweth it not; all is before them. 
2All things come alike to all; there is 
one event to the righteous and to the 
wicked; to the good and to the clean 
and to the unclean; to him that 
sacrificeth and to him that sacrificeth 
not; as is the good, so is the sinner, 
and he that sweareth, as he that fear- 
eth an oath. *This is an evil in all 
that is done under the sun, that there 
is one event unto all; yea also, the 
heart of the sons of men is full of 
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evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they live, and after that they 
go to the dead. 

4For to him that is joined to all the 
living there is hope; for a living dog 
is better than a dead lion. *For the 
living know that they shall die; but 
the dead know not any thing, neither 
have they any more a reward; for the 
memory of themisforgotten. ‘As well 
their love, as their hatred and their 
envy, is long ago perished; neither 
have they any more a portion for ever 
in any thing that is done under the sun.

saAcink thy wine with a merry 
heart; 
For God hath already accepted thy 
works. 
8Let thy garments be always white; 
And let thy head lack no oil. 
Enjoy life with the wife whom thou 
lovest all the days of the life of thy 
vanity, which He hath given thee 
under the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity; for that is thy portion in life, 
and in thy labour wherein thou 
labourest under the sun.

uJ returned, and saw under the sun, 
that the race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong, neither yet 
bread to the wise, nor yet riches to 
men of understanding, nor yet favour 
to men of skill; but time and chance 
happeneth to them all. “For man 
also knoweth not his time; as the 
fishes that are taken in an evil net, 
and as the birds that are caught in the 
snare, even so are the sons of men 
snared in an evil time, when it falleth 
suddenly upon them. 


13This also have I seen as wisdom 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me: there was a little city, and 
few men within it; and there came a 
great king against it, and besieged 
it, and built great bulwarks against 
it; now there was found in it a 
man poor and wise, and he by his 
wisdom delivered the city; yet no 
man remembered that same poor 
man.

3Yea also, when a fool walketh by the 
way, his understanding faileth him, and 
he saith to every one that he is a fool. 


‘If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, 

Leave not thy place; 

For gentleness allayeth great of- 
fences, 

’There is an evil which I have seen 
under the sun, 

Like an error which proceedeth 
from a ruler:

The words of the wise are as goads, 
and as nails well fastened are those 
that are composed in collections; 
they are given from one shepherd. 
2And furthermore, my son, be ad- 
monished: of making many books 
there is no end; and much study is a 
weariness of the flesh. 


18The end of the matter, all having 


been heard: fear God, and keep His 
commandments; for this is the whole 
man.

The end of the matter, all having been heard: 
fear God, and keep His commandments; for this 
is the whole man, 
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ti Now it came to pass in the days of 

Ahasuerus—this is Ahasuerus who 
reigned, from India even unto Ethio- 
pia, over a hundred and seven and 
twenty provinces—*thatin those days, 
when the king Ahasuerus sat on the 
throne of his kingdom, which was in 
Shushan the castle, *in the third year 
of his reign, he made a feast unto all 
his princes and his servants; the army 
of Persia and Media, the nobles and 
princes of the provinces, being before 
him; ‘when he showed the riches of 
his glorious kingdom and the honour 
of his excellent majesty, many days, 
even a hundred and fourscore days. 
5And when these days were fulfilled, 
the king made a feast unto all the 
people that were present in Shushan 
the castle, both great and small, seven 
days, in the court of the garden of the 
king’s palace; *there were hangings of 
white, fine cotton, and blue, bordered 
with cords of fine linen and purple, 
upon silver rods and pillars of marble; 
the couches were of gold and silver, 
upon a pavement of green, and white, 
and shell, and onyx marble. 7And 
they gave them drink in vessels of 
gold—the vessels being diverse one 
from another—and royal wine in 
abundance, according to the bounty 
of the king. *And the drinking was 
according to the law; none did compel; 
for so the king had appointed to all the 
officers of his house, that they should 
do according to every man’s pleasure. 

9Also Vashti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal house 


which belonged to king Ahasuerus, 
10On the seventh day, when the heart 
of the king was merry with wine, he 
commanded Mehuman, Bizzetha, Har- 
bona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, 
and Carcas, the seven chamberlains 
that ministered in the presence of 
Ahasuerus the king, “to bring Vashti 
the queen before the king with the 
crown royal, to show the peoples and 
the princes her beauty; for she was 
fair to look on. !But the queen Vashti 
refused to come at the king’s com- 
mandment by the chamberlains; there- 
fore was the king very wroth, and his 
anger burned in him. 

Then the king said to the wise 
men, who knew the times—for so was 
the king’s manner toward all that 
knew law and judgment; “and the 
next unto him was Carshena, Shethar, 
Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, 
and Memucan, the seven princes of 
Persia and Media, who saw the king’s 
face, and sat first in the kingdom: 
16‘What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, forasmuch as 
she hath not done the bidding of the 
king Ahasuerus by the chamberlains?’ 

16And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes: ‘Vashti 
the queen hath not done wrong to 
the king only, but also to all the 
princes, and to all the peoples, that 
are in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus. '’For this deed of the 
queen will come abroad unto all 
women, to make their husbands con- 
temptible in their eyes, when it will 
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be said: The king Ahasuerus com- 
manded Vashti the queen to be 
brought in before him, but she came 
not. 18And this day will the prin- 
cesses of Persia and Media who have 
heard of the deed of the queen say 
the like unto all the king’s princes. 
So will there arise enough contempt 
and wrath. 4°If it please the king, let 
there go forth a royal commandment 
from him, and let it be written among 
the laws of the Persians and the Medes, 
that it be not altered, that Vashti 
come no more before king Ahasuerus, 
and that the king give her royal 
estate unto another that is better 
than she. ?*And when the king’s 
decree which he shall make shall be 
published throughout all his kingdom, 
great though it be, all the wives will 
give to their husbands honour, both 
to great and small.’ *!And the word 
pleased the king and the princes; and 
the king did according to the word of 
Memucan; “for he sent letters into all 
the king’s provinces, into every prov- 
ince according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their lan- 
guage, that every man should bear 
rule in his own house, and speak ac- 
cording to the language of his people. 
y. After these things, when the wrath 

of king Ahasuerus was assuaged, 
he remembered Vashti, and what she 
had done, and what was decreed 
against her. ?Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him: 
‘Let there be sought for the king 
young virgins fair to look on; %and 
let the king appoint officers in all the 
provinces of his kingdom, that they 
may gather together all the fair young 
virgins unto Shushan the castle, to 
the house of the women, unto the 
custody of *Hegai the king’s chamber- 
lain, keeper of the women; and let 
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their ointments be given them; ‘and 
let the maiden that pleaseth the king 
be queen instead of Vashti.’ And the 
thing pleased the king; and he did so. 

5There was a certain Jew in Shushan 
the castle, whose name was Mordecai 
the son of Jair the son of Shimei the 
son of Kish, a Benjamite, ‘who had 
been carried away from Jerusalem 
with the captives that had been carried 
away with Jeconiah king of Judah, 
whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon had carried away. 7And he 
brought up Hadassah, that is, Esther, 
his uncle’s daughter; for she had 
neither father nor mother, and the 
maiden was of beautiful form and 
fair to look on; and when her father 
and mother were dead, Mordecai 
took her for his own daughter. 

8So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 


was published, and when many maid- ~ 


cns were gathered together unto Shu- — 
shan the castle, to the custody of 


Hegai, that Esther was taken into 
the king’s house, to the custody of 
Hegai, keeper of the women. %And 
the maiden pleased him, and she 
obtained kindness of him; and he 
speedily gave her her ointments, with 
her portions, and the seven maidens, 


who were meet to be given her out | 


of the king’s house; and he advanced 
her and her maidens to the best place 
in the house of the women. !Esther 
had not made known her people nor 
her kindred; for Mordecai had charged 
her that she should not tell it. 
Mordecai walked every day before the 
court of the women’s house, to know 


how Esther did, and what would be- © 


come of her. ‘ 

Now when the turn of every maid- 
en was come to go in to king Ahasuerus, 
after that it had been done to her 
according to the law for the women, 
Hege. 
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elve months—for so were the days|commandment of Mordecai, like as

of their anointing accomplished, to| when she was brought up with him— 
wit, six months with oil of myrrh,|“in those days, while Mordecai sat 


and six months with sweet odours, 
and with other ointments of the 
women — when then the maiden came 
unto the king, whatsoever she desired 
was given her to go with her out of the 
house of the women unto the king’s 
house. ‘In the evening she went, 
and on the morrow she returned into 
the second house of the women, to 
the custody of Shaashgaz, the king’s 
chamberlain, who kept the concubines; 
she came in unto the king no more, 
except the king delighted in her, and 
she were called by name. 

18Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the 
keeper of the women, appointed. 
And Esther obtained favour in the 
sight of all them that looked upon 
her. 1*So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in 
the tenth month, which is the month 
Tebeth, in the seventh year of his 
reign. '7And the king loved Esther 
above all the women, and she obtained 
grace and favour in his sight more than 
all the virgins; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and made her 
queen instead of Vashti. 1®Then the 
king made a great feast unto all his 
princes and his servants, even Esther’s 
feast; and he made a release to the 
provinces, and gave gifts, according 
to the bounty of the king. 

19And when the virgins were gath- 
ered together the second time, and 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate— 
20Rsther had not yet made known 


in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh,‘ 
of those that kept the door, were 
wroth, and sought to lay hands on the 
king Ahasuerus. *And the thing 
became known to Mordecai, who 
told it unto Esther the queen; and 
Esther told the king thereof in Morde- 
cai’s name. *And when inquisition 
was made of the matter, and it was 
found to be so, they were both hanged 
on a tree; and it was written in the 
book of the chronicles before the king. 


3 After these things did king Ahas- 

uerus promote Haman the son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, and ad- 
vanced him, and set his seat above 
all the princes that were with him. 
And all the king’s servants, that were 
in the king’s gate, bowed down, and 
prostrated themselves before Haman; 
for the king had so commanded con- 
cerning him. But Mordecai bowed 
not down, nor prostrated himself 
before kim. *Then the king’s servants, 
that were in the king’s gate, said unto 
Mordecai: ‘Why transgressest thou 
the king’s commandment?’ ‘Now it 
came to pass, when they spoke daily 
unto him, and he hearkened not unto 
them, that they told Haman, to see 
whether Mordecai’s words would stand; 
for he had told them that he was a 
Jew. And when Haman saw that 
Mordecai bowed not down, nor pros- 
trated himself before him, then was 
Haman full of wrath. ‘*But it seemed 
contemptible in his eyes to lay hands 
on Mordecai alone; for they had made 
known to him the people of Mordecai; 
wherefore Haman sought to destroy all 


her kindred nor her people; as Morde-| the Jews that were throughout the 
cai had charged her; for Esther did the | whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the 
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people of Mordecai. ‘In the first 
month, which is the month Nisan, in 
the twelfth year of king Ahasuerus, 
they cast pur, that is, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from 
month to month, to the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. 
8And Haman said unto king Ahas- 
uerus: ‘There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and dispersed among 
the peoples in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws are diverse 
from those of every people; neither 
keep they the king’s laws; therefore it 
profiteth not the king to suffer them. 
Tf it please the king, let it be written 
that they be destroyed; and I will 
ay ten thousand talents of silver 
into the hands of those that have the 
charge of the king’s business, to bring 
it into the king’s treasuries.’ 1°And 
the king took his ring from his hand, 
and gave it unto Haman the son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, the Jews’ 
enemy. “And the king said unto 
Haman: ‘The silver is given to thee, 
the people also, to do with them as 
it seemeth good to thee.’ 
Then were the king’s scribes 
called in the first month, on the thir- 
teenth day thereof, and there was 
written, according to all that Haman 
commanded, unto the king’s satraps, 
and to the governors that were over 
every province, and to the princes of 
every people; to every province ac- 
cording to the writing thereof, and to 
every people after their language; in 
the name of king Ahasuerus was it 
written, and it was sealed with the 
king’s ring. ‘And letters were sent 
by posts into all the king’s provinces, 
to destroy, to slay, and to cause to 
perish, all Jews, both young and old, 
little children and women, in one day, 
even upon the thirteenth day of the 
twelfth month, which is the month 


Adar, and to take the spoil of them 
for a prey. “The copy of the writing, 
to be given out for a decree in every 
province, was to be published unto 
all the peoples, that they should be 
ready against that day. The posts 
went forth in haste by the king’s 
commandment, and the decree was 
given out in Shushan the castle; and 
the king and Haman sat down to 
drink; but the city of Shushan was 
perplexed. 
4 Now when Mordecai knew all that 
was done, Mordecai rent his 
clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; 2and he came even before 
the king’s gate; for none might enter 
within the king’s gate clothed with 
sackcloth. %And in every province, 
whithersoever the king’s command- 
ment and his decree came, there was 
great mourning among the Jews, and 
fasting, and weeping, and wailing; 
and many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 
4And Esther’s maidens and her 
chamberlains came and told it her; 
and the queen was exceedingly pained; 
and she sent raiment to clothe Morde- 
cai, and to take his sackcloth from off 
him; but he accepted it not. Then 


realled Esther for Hathach, one of the 


king’s chamberlains, whom he had 
appointed to attend upon her, and 
charged him to go to Mordecai, to 
know what this was, and why it was. 
‘So Hathach went forth to Mordecai 
unto the broad place of the city, which 
was before the king’s gate. ‘And 
Mordecai told him of all that had 
happened unto him, and the exact 
sum of the money that Haman had 
promised to pay to the king’s treas- 
uries for the Jews, to destroy them. 
SAlso he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given 
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out in Shushan to destroy them, to 
show it unto Esther, and to declare 
it unto her; and to charge her that 
she should go in unto the king, to 
make supplication unto him, and to 
make request before him, for her 
people. 

®*And Hathach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordecai. }°Then 
Esther spoke unto Hathach, and 
gave him a message unto Mordecai: 
1° All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do 
know, that whosoever, whether man 
or woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law for him, that 
he be put to death, except such to 
whom the king shall hold out the 
golden sceptre, that he may live; but 
I have not been called to come in 
unto the king these thirty days.’ 
And they told to Mordecai Esther’s 
words, | 

Then Mordecai bade them return 
answer unto Esther: ‘Think not with 
thyself that thou shalt escape in the 
king’s house, more than all the Jews. 
“For if thou altogether holdest thy 
peace at this time, then will relief 
and deliverance arise to the Jews from 
another place, but thou and thy 
father’s house will perish; and who 
knoweth whether thou art not come to 
royal estate for such a time as this?’ 
Then Esther bade them return an- 
swer unto Mordecai: 16‘Go, gather 
together all the Jews that are present 
in Shushan, and fast ye for me, and 
neither eat nor drink three days, night 
or day; I also and my maidens will 
fast in like manner; and so will I goin 
unto the king, which is not according 
to the law; and if I perish, I perish.’ 
1789 Mordecai went his way, and did 
according to all that Esther had com- 
manded him. 
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5 Now it came to pass on the third 
day, that Esther put on her royal 
apparel, and stood in the inner court 
of the king’s house, over against the 
king’s house; and the king sat upon 
his royal throne in the royal house, 
over against the entrance of the house. 
2And it was so, when the king saw 
Esther the queen standing in the 
court, that she obtained favour in his 
sight; and the king held out to Esther 
the golden sceptre that was. in his 
hand. So Esther drew near, and 
touched the top of the sceptre. *Then 
said the king unto her: ‘What wilt 
thou, queen Esther? for whatever 
thy request, even to the half of the 
kingdom, it shall be given thee.’ 4And 
Esther said: ‘If it seem good unto the 
king, let the king and Haman come 
this day unto the banquet that I have 
prepared for him.’ *Then the king 
said: ‘Cause Haman to make haste, 
that it may be done as Esther hath 
said.’ So the kingand Haman came to 
the banquet that Esther had prepared. 
6And the king said unto Hsther at 
the banquet of wine: ‘Whatever thy 
petition, it shall be granted thee; and 
whatever thy request, even to the 
half of the kingdom, it shall be per- 
formed.’ ‘’Then answered Esther, 
and said: ‘My petition and my re- 
quest is—if I have found favour in the 
sight of the king, and if it please the 
king to grant my petition, and to per- 
form my request—let the king and 
Haman come to the banquet that I 
shall prepare for them, and I will do 
to-morrow as the king hath said.’ 
°Then went Haman forth that day 
joyful and glad of heart; but when 
Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s 
gate, that he stood not up nor moved 
for him, Haman was filled with wrath 
against Mordecai. !°Nevertheless Ha- 
man refrained himself, and went home; 
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and he sent and fetched his friends 
and Zeresh his wife. "And Haman 
recounted unto them the glory of his 
riches, and the multitude of his chil- 
dren, and everything as to how the 
king had promoted him, and how 
he had advanced him above the princes 
and servants of the king. Haman 
said moreover: ‘Yea, Esther the queen 
did let no man come in with the king 
unto the banquet that she had pre- 
pared but myself; and to-morrow also 
am I invited by her together with the 
king. 'Yet all this availeth me noth- 
ing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gate.’ Then 
said Zeresh his wife and all his friends 
unto him: ‘Let a gallows be made of 
fifty cubits high, and in the morning 
speak thou unto the king that Mor- 
decai may be hanged thereon; then 
go thou in merrily with the king unto 
the banquet.’ And the thing pleased 
Haman; and he caused the gallows to 
be made. 
6 On that night could not the king 
sleep; and he commanded to bring 
the book of records of the chronicles, 
and they were read before the king. 
2And it was found written, that Morde- 
cai had told of Bigthana and Teresh, 
two of the king’s chamberlains, of 
those that kept the door, who had 
sought to lay hands on the king Ahas- 
uerus. °And the king said: ‘What 
honour and dignity hath been done 
to Mordecai for this?’ Then said the 
king’s servants that ministered unto 
him: ‘There is nothing done for him.’ 
“And the king said: ‘Who is in the 
court?’—Now Haman was come into 
the outer court of the king’s house, to 
speak uato the king to hang Mordecai 
on the gallows that he had prepared 
for him.—'And the king’s servants 
said unto him: ‘Behold, Haman 
standeth in the court.’ And the king 


said: ‘Let him come in.’ "So Ham 

camein. And the king said unto him: 
‘What shall be done unto the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour?’ 
—Now Haman said in his heart: 
‘Whom would the king delight to hon- 
our besides myself?’—’And Haman 
said unto theking: ‘Fortheman whom 
the king delighteth to honour, ‘let royal 
apparel be brought which the king 
useth to wear, and the horse that the 


king rideth upon, and on whose head — 


a crown royal is set; °and let the ap- 
parel and the horse be delivered to 
the hand of one of the king’s most 
noble princes, that they may array 
the man therewith whom the king 
delighteth to honour, and cause him 
to ride on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaim before 


him: Thus shall it be done to the ~ 


man whom the king delighteth to 
honour.’ Then the king said to 
Haman: ‘Make haste, and take the 
apparel and the horse, as thou hast 
said, and do even so to Mordecai the 
Jew, that sitteth at the king’s gate; 
let nothing fail of all that thou hast 
spoken.’ "Then took Haman the 
apparel and the horse, and arrayed 
Mordecai, and caused him to ride 
through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him: ‘Thus shall 


it be done unto the man whom the king 


delighteth to honour.’ 

And Mordecai returned to the 
king’s gate. But Haman hastened to 
his house, mourning and having his 
head covered. And Haman recount- 


ed unto Zeresh his wife and all his — 
friends every thing that had befallen | 


him. Then said his wise men and 


Zeresh his wife unto him: ‘If Morde- — | 


cai, before whom thou hast begun to 
fall, be of the seed of the Jews, thou 
shalt not prevail against him, but shalt 
surely fall before him.’ While they 
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were yet talking with him, came the 
king’s chamberlains, and hastened to 
bring Haman unto the banquet that 
Esther had prepared. 
Ve So the king and Haman came to 
banquet with Esther the queen. 
2And the king said again unto Esther 
on the second day at the banquet 
of wine: ‘Whatever thy petition, 
queen Esther, it shall be granted thee; 
and whatever thy request, even to the 
half of the kingdom, it shall be per- 
formed.’ *%Then Esther the queen 
answered and said: ‘If I have found 
favour in thy sight, O king, and if it 
please the king, let my life be given 
me at my petition, and my people 
at my request; ‘for we are sold, I and 
my people, to be destroyed, to be 
slain, and to perish. But if we had 
been sold for bondmen and _ bond- 
women, I had held my peace, for the 
adversary is not worthy that the king 
be endamaged.’ 

'Then spoke the king Ahasuerus 
and said unto Esther the queen: 
‘Who is he, and where is he, that 
durst presume in his heart to do so?’ 
6And Esther said: ‘An adversary and 
an enemy, even this wicked Haman.’ 
Then Haman was terrified before the 

_ king and the queen. 7And the king 
arose in his wrath from the banquet of 
wine and went into the palace gar- 
den; but Haman remained to make 
request for his life to Esther the queen; 
for he saw that there was evil deter- 
mined against him by the king. *Then 
the king returned out of the palace 
garden into the place of the banquet 
of wine; and Haman was fallen upon 
the couch whereon Esther was. Then 
said the king: ‘Will he even force the 
queen before me in the house?’ As 
the word went out of the king’s 
mouth, they covered Haman’s face. 
°Then said Harbonah, one of the 
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chamberlains that were before the 
king: ‘Behold also, the gallows fifty 
cubits high, which Haman hath made 
for Mordecai, who spoke good for the 
king, standeth in the house of Haman.’ 
And the king said: ‘Hang him there- 
on.’ }°So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai. Then was the king’s wrath 
assuaged. 
On that day did the king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Haman the Jews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And 
Mordecai came before the king; for 
Esther had told what he was untc 
her. *And the king took off his ring, 
which he had taken from Haman, an¢d 
gave it unto Mordecai. And Esther 
set Mordecai over the house of Haman. 
3And Esther spoke yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, 
and besought him with tears to put 
away the mischief of Haman the 
Agagite, and his device that he had 
devised against the Jews. ‘Then 
the king held out to Esther the golden 
sceptre. So Esther arose, and stood 
before the king. ®And she said: ‘If it 
please the king, and if I have found 
favour in his sight, and the thing seem 
right before the king, and I be pleasing 
in his eyes, let it be written to reverse 
the letters devised by Haman the son 
of Hammedatha the Agagite, which he 
wrote to destroy the Jews that are in 
all the king’s provinces; *for how can I 
endure to see the evil that shall come 
unto my people? or how can I endure 
to see the destruction of my kindred?’ 
7Then the king Ahasuerus said unto 
Esther the queen and to Mordecai the 
Jew: ‘Behold, I have given Esther the 
house of Haman, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, because he 
laid his hand upon the Jews. ®Write 
ye also concerning the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
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seal it with the king’s ring; for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s ring, 
may no man reverse.’ Then were the 
king’s scribes called at that time, in 
the third month, which is the month 
Sivan, on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written according 
to all that Mordecai commanded 
concerning the Jews, even to the sa- 
traps, and the governors and princes 
of the provinces which are from India 
unto Ethiopia, a hundred twenty and 
seven provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
unto every people after their language, 
and to the Jews according to their 
- writing, and according to their lan- 
guage. !°And they wrotein thename of 
king Ahasuerus, and sealed it with 
the king’s ring, and sent letters by 
posts on horseback, riding on swift 
steeds that were used in the king’s 
service, bred of the stud; "that the 
king had granted the Jews that were 
in every city to gather themselves 
together, and to stand for their life, 
to destroy, and to slay, and to cause 
to perish, all the forces of the people 
and province that would assault them, 
their little ones and women, and to 
take the spoil of them for a prey, 
2ypon one day in all the provinces of 
king Ahasuerus, namely, upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. “The copy 
of the writing, to be given out for a 
decree in every province, was to be 
published unto all the peoples, and 
that the Jews should be ready against 
that day to avenge themselves on their 
enemies. 1So the posts that rode upon 
swift steeds that were used in the king’s 
service went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the king’s command- 
ment; and the decree was given out in 
Shushan the castle.

15And Mordecai went forth from the 
presence of the king in royal apparel of 
blue and white, and with a great crown 
of gold, and with a robe of fine linen 
and purple; and the city of Shushan 
shouted and was glad. 1°The Jews had 
light and gladness, and joy and 
honour. !7And in every province, and ~ 
in every city, whithersoever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had gladness and joy, a feast 
and a good day. And many from 
among the peoples of the land became _ 
Jews; for the fear of the Jews was — 
fallen upon them. 
9 Now in the twelfth month, which 

is the month Adar, on the thir- 

teenth day of the same, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
drew near to be put in execution, in | 
the day that the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to have rule over them; whereas 
it was turned to the contrary, that the 
Jews had rule over them that hated 
them; ?the Jews gathered themselves 
together in their cities throughout all 
the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their — 
hurt; and no man could withstand ~ 
them; for the fear of them was fallen _ 
upon all the peoples. *And all the 
princes of the provinces, and the — 
satraps, and the governors, and they 
that did the king’s business, helped ~ 
the Jews; because the fear of Mordecai 
was fallen upon them. ‘For Mordecai 
was great in the king’s house, and his 
fame went forth throughout all the . 
provinces; for the man Mordecai — 
waxed greater and greater. And the ~ 
Jews smote all their enemies with the 
stroke of the sword, and with slaughter 
and destruction, and did what they — 
would unto them that hated them. — 
SAnd in Shushan the castle the Jews 
slew and destroyed five hundred men. _ 
“And Parshandatha,and Dalphon, and 
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Aspatha, 8and Poratha, and Adalia, 
and Aridatha, ‘and Parmashta, and 
Arisai, and Aridai, and Vaizatha, “the 
ten sons of Haman the son of Ham- 


‘medatha, the Jews’ enemy, slew they; 


but on the spoil they laid not their 
hand. 

UOn that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shushan the castle 
was brought before the king. And 
the king said unto Esther the queen: 
‘The Jews have slain and destroyed 
five hundred men in Shushan the cas- 
tle, and the ten sons of Haman; what 
then have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces! Now whatever thy 
petition, it shall be granted thee; and 
whatever thy request further, it shall 
be done.’ Then said Esther: ‘If it 
please the king, let it be granted to 
the Jews that are in Shushan to do 
to-morrow also according unto this 
day’s decree, and let Haman’s ten 
sons be hanged upon the gallows.’ 
14And the king commanded it so to be 
done; and a decree was given out in 
Shushan; and they hanged Haman’s 
ten sons. 1°And the Jews that were in 
Shushan gathered themselves together 
on the fourteenth day also of the 
month Adar, and slew three hundred 
men in Shushan; but on the spoil they 


- laid not their hand. 


16And the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their enemies, 
and slew of them that hated them 
seventy and five thousand—but on 
the spoil they laid not their hand— 
l79n the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar, and on the fourteenth day of the 
same they rested, and made it a day 
of feasting and gladness. 4*But the 
Jews that were in Shushan assembled 
together on the thirteenth day there- 
of, and on the fourteenth thereof; and 


on the fifteenth day of the same they 
rested, and made it a day of feasting 
and gladness. Therefore do the 
Jews of the villages, that dwell in the 
unwalled towns, make the fourteenth 
day of the month Adar a day of 
gladness and feasting, and a good 
day, and of sending portions one to 
another. 

20And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, both nigh and far, “to 
enjoin them that they should keep the 
fourteenth day of the month Adar, 
and the fifteenth day of the same, 
yearly, *the days wherein the Jews 
had rest from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to gladness, and from 
mourning into a good day; that they 
should make them days of feasting and 
gladness, and of sending portions one 
to another, and gifts to the poor. 
And the Jews took upon them to do 
as they had begun, and as Mordecai 
had written unto them; *because Ha- 
man the son of Hammedatha, the 
Agagite, the enemy of all the Jews, 
had devised against the Jews to de- 
stroy them, and had cast pur, that is. 
the lot, to discomfit them, and to 
destroy them; **but when *she came 
before the king, he commanded by 
letters that his wicked device, which 
he had devised against the Jews, 
should return upon his own head; 
and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows. *Wherefore 
they called these days Purim, after 
the name of pur. Therefore because 
of all the words of this letter, and of 
that which they had seen concerning 
this matter, and that which had come 


‘unto them, ?’the Jews ordained, and 


took upon them, and upon their seed, 
and upon all such as joined themselves 


4 That is, Esther. 
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unto them, so as it should not fail, 
that they would keep these two days 
according to the writing thereof, and 
according to the appointed time there- 
of, every year; **and that these days 
should be remembered and kept 
throughout every generation, every 
family, every province, and every 
city; and that these days of Purim 
should not fail from among the Jews, 
nor the memorial of them perish from 
their seed. 

2Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai the 
Jew, wrote down all the acts of power, 
to confirm this second letter of Purim. 
30And he sent letters unto all the Jews, 
to the hundred twenty and seven proy- 
inces of the kingdom of Ahasuerus, 
with words of peace and truth, *!to 
confirm these days of Purim in their 
appointed times, according as Morde- 
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cai the Jew and Esther the queen had 
enjoined them, and as they had or- 
dained for themselves and for their 
seed, the matters of the fastings and 
theircry *And the commandment of 
Esther confirmed these matters of 
Purim; and it was written in the book. 
10 And the king Ahasuerus laid a 

tribute upon the land, and upon 
the isles of the sea. ?And all the acts 
of his power and of his might, and the 
full account of the greatness of Mor- 
decai, how the king advanced him, — 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Media and 
Persia? *For Mordecai the Jew was 
next unto king Ahasuerus, and great 
among the Jews, and accepted of the 
multitude of his brethren; seeking the 


good of his people and speaking peace 


to all his seed. 
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1 In the third year of the reign of 

Jehoiakim king of Judah came 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. And the 
Lord gave Jehoiakim king of Judah 
into his hand, with part of the vessels 
of the house of God; and he carried 
them into the land of Shinar to the 
house of his god, and the vessels he 
brought into the treasure-house of his 
god. *And the king spoke unto Ash- 
penaz his chief officer, that he should 
bring in certain of the children of 
Israel, and of the seed royal, and of 
the nobles, ‘youths in whom was no 
blemish, but fair to look on, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and skilful in 
knowledge, and discerning in thought, 
and such as had ability to stand in the 
king’s palace; and that he should 
teach them the learning and the tongue 
of the Chaldeans. *And the king 
appointed for them a daily portion of 
the king’s food, and of the wine which 
he drank, and that they should be 
nourished three years; that at the end 
thereof they might stand before the 
king. ‘Now among these were, of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah. ‘And the 
chief of the officers gave names unto 
them: unto Daniel he gave the name 
of Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, of 
Shadrach; and to Mishael, of Meshach; 
and to Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the king’s food, nor with the wine 
which he drank; therefore he requested 


of the chief of the officers that he 
might not defile himself. %And God 
granted Daniel mercy and compassion 
in the sight of the chief of the officers. 
10And the chief of the officers said 
unto Daniel: ‘I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your food and 
your drink; for why should he see your 
faces sad in comparison with the 
youths that are of your own age? so 
would ye endanger my head with 
the king.’ "Then said Daniel to the 
steward, whom the chief of the officers 
had appointed over Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: 1!Try thy 
servants, I beseech thee, ten days; 
and let them give us pulse to eat, and 
water to drink. “Then let our coun- 
tenances be looked upon before thee, 
and the countenance of the youths 
that eat of the king’s food; and as 
thou _seest, deal with thy servants.’ 
480 he hearkened unto them in this 
matter, and tried them ten days. 
15And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer, and 
they were fatter in flesh, than all the 
youths that did eat of the king’s food. 
16So the steward took away their food, 
and the wine that they should drink, 
and gave them pulse. 

17Now as for these four youths, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom; and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 1*And at the end of the days 
which the king had appointed for 
bringing them in, the chief of the 
officers brought them in before Nebu- 
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chadnezzar. !°And theking spoke with 
them; and among them all was found 
none like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah; therefore stood they be- 
fore the king. %And in all matters of 
wisdom and understanding, that the 
king inquired of them, he found them 
ten times better than all the magicians 
and enchanters that were in all his 
realm. And Daniel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cyrus. 
And in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar Nebu- 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams; and his 
spirit was troubled, and his sleep 
broke from him. ?Then the king com- 
manded to call the magicians, and the 
enchanters, and the sorcerers, and the 
Chaldeans, to tell the king his dreams. 
So they came and stood before the 
king. *And the king said unto them: 
‘T have dreamed adream, and my spirit 
is troubled to know the dream.’ 
‘Then spoke the Chaldeans to the 
king in Aramaic: ‘O king, live for 
ever! tell thy servants the dream, and 
we will declare the interpretation.’ 
‘The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans: ‘The thing is certain 
with me: if ye make not known unto 
me the dream and the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a dunghill. 
®But if ye declare the dream and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great 
honour; only declare unto me. the 
dream and the interpretation thereof.’ 
7They answered the second time and 
said: ‘Let the king tell his servants 
the dream, and we will declare the 
interpretation.’ ®The king answered 
and said: ‘I know of a truth that ye 
would gain time, inasmuch as ye see 
the thing is certain with me, *that, if 
ye make not known untome the dream, 
there is but one law for you; and ye 
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have agreed together to speak before 
me lying and corrupt words, till the 
time be changed; only tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye can 
declare unto me the interpretation 
thereof.’ !°The Chaldeans answered 
before the king, and said: ‘There is 
not a man upon the earth that can 
declare the king’s matter; forasmuch 
as no great and powerful king hath 
asked such a thing of any magician, 
or enchanter, or Chaldean. "And it 
is a hard thing that the king asketh, 


and there is none other that can de- | 


clare it before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with 
flesh.’ For this cause the king was 
angry and very furious, and com- 
manded to destroy all the wise men of 
Babylon. So the decree went forth, 
and the wise men were to be slain; 
and they sought Daniel and his com- 
panions to be slain. 

“Then Daniel returned answer with 
counsel and discretion to Arioch the 
captain of the king’s guard, who was 
gone forth to slay the wise men of 
Babylon; he answered and said to 
Arioch the king’s captain: ‘Where- 
fore is the decree so peremptory from 
the king?’ Then Arioch made the 


thing known to Daniel. !°Then Daniel — 


went in, and desired of the king that 
he would give him time, that be 


might declare unto the king the inter- 


pretation. 
17Then Daniel went to his house, and 


made the thing known to Hananiah, — 


Mishael, and Azariah, his companions: 


*8that they might ask mercy of the — 
God of heaven concerning this secret; — 


that Daniel and his companions should 
not perish with the rest of the wise men 
of Babylon. !*°Then was the secret re- 
vealed unto Daniel in a vision of the 
night. Then Daniel blessed the God 


of heaven, **Daniel spoke and said: — 
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Blessed be the name of God 

From everlasting even unto ever- 

lasting; 

For wisdom and might are His; 

1And He changeth the times and the 
seasons; 
‘He removeth kings, and setteth up 

_ kings; 

He giveth wisdom unto the wise, 

And knowledge to them that know 

understanding; 
2He revealeth the deep and secret 
things; 

He knoweth what is in the darkness, 

. And the light dwelleth with Him. 
2] thank Thee, and praise Thee, 

O Thou God of my fathers, 

Who hast given me wisdom and 

might, 

And hast now made known unto me 

what we desired of Thee; 

For Thou hast made known unto us 

the king’s matter. 

“Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had appointed 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon; he 
went and said thus unto him: ‘ Destroy 
not the wise men of Babylon; bring 
me in before the king, and I will de- 
clare unto the king the interpreta- 
tion.’ 

Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him: ‘I have found a man of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, 
that will make known unto the king 
the interpretation.’ *°The king spoke 
and said to Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar: ‘Art thou able to make 
known unto me the dream which I 
have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof?’ 27’Daniel answered. before 
the king, and said: ‘The secret which 
the king hath asked can neither wise 
men, enchanters, magicians, nor as- 
trologers, declare unto the king; 
28but there ‘is a God in heaven that 
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revealeth secrets, and He hath made 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what shall be in the end of days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy head up- 
on thy bed, are these: ?°as for thee, 
O king, thy thoughts came [into thy 
mind] upon thy bed, what should come 
to pass hereafter; and He that reveal- 
eth secrets hath made known to thee 
what shall come to pass. *°But as for 
me, this secret is not revealed to me for 
any wisdom that I have more than 
any living, but to the intent that the 
interpretation may be made known 
to the king, and that thou mayest 
know the thoughts of thy heart. 
Thou, O king, sawest, and behold 
a greatimage. This image, which was 
mighty, and whose brightness was sur- 
passing, stood before thee; and the 
appearance thereof was terrible. As 
for that image, its head was of fine 
gold, its breast and its arms of silver, 
its belly and its thighs of brass, *its 
legs of iron, its feet part of iron, and 
part of clay. **Thou sawest till that a 
stone was cut out without hands, 
which smote the image upon its feet 
that were of iron and clay, and broke 
them in pieces. **Then was the iron, 
the clay, the brass, the silver, and the 
gold, broken in pieces together, and 
became like the chaff of the summer 
threshing-floors; and the wind carried 
them away, so that no place was 
found for: them; and the stone that 
smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth. 
3°This is the dream; and we will tell the 
interpretation thereof before the king. 
3’Thou, O king, king of kings, unto 
whom the God of heaven hath given 
the kingdom, the power, and the 
strength, and the glory; 38and where- 
soever the children of men, the beasts 
of the field, and the fowls of the heaven 
dwell, hath He given them into thy 
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hand, and hath made thee to rule over 
them all; thou art the head of gold. 
39And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee; and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. “And 
the fourth kingdom shall be strong as 
iron; forasmuch as iron breaketh in 
pieces and beateth down all things; 
and as iron that crusheth all these, 
shall it break in pieces and crush. 
“And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potters’ clay, and 
part of iron, it shall be a divided 
kingdom; but there shall be in it of 
the firmness of the iron, forasmuch as 
thou sawest the iron mixed with miry 
clay. “And as the toes of the feet 
were part of iron, and part of clay, so 
part of the kingdom shall be strong, 
and part thereof broken. “And 
whereas thcu sawest the iron mixed 
with miry clay, they shall mingle 
themselves by the seed of men; but 
they shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron doth not mingle with 
clay. And in the days of those kings 
shall the God of heaven set up a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed; 
nor shall the kingdom be left to anoth- 
er people; it shall break in pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms, but it 
shall stand for ever. “Forasmuch as 
thou sawest that a stone was cut out 
of the mountain without. hands, and 
that it broke in pieces the iron, the 
brass, the clay, the silver, and the 
gold; the great God hath made known 
to the king what shall come to pass 
hereafter; and thedream is certain, and 
theinterpretation thereof sure.’ “Then 
the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon 
his face, and worshipped Daniel, and 
commanded that they should offer 
an offering and sweet odours unto 
him. “The king spoke unto Daniel,

the sheriffs, and all the rulers of the 
provinces, to come to the dedication of

man that shall hear the sound of the 
horn, pipe, harp, trigon, psaltery, and 
bagpipe, and all kinds of music, shall 
fall down and worship the golden 
image; “and whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth shall be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. 
There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast appointed over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, O 
king, have not regarded thee: they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set up.’ 

1%Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 
rage and fury commanded tv bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
Then were thesemen brought before the 
king. “Nebuchadnezzar spoke and 
said unto them: ‘Is it true, O Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, that 
ye serve not my gods, nor worship 
the golden image which I have set up? 
Now if ye be ready that at what time 
ye hear the sound of the horn, pipe, 
harp, trigon, psaltery, and bagpipe, 
and all kinds of music, ye fall down 
and worship the image which I have 
made [, well]; but if ye worship not, 
ye shall be cast the same hour into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; and 
who is the god that shall deliver you 
out of my hands?’ 'Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, answered and 
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we have no need to answer thee in this 
matter. 47If our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us, He will deliver us 
from the burning fiery furnace, and 
out of thy hand, O king. 48But if not, 
be it known unto thee, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast set 
up. 

Then was Nebuchadnezzar filled 
with fury, and the form of his visage 
was changed, against Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; he spoke, and 
commanded that they should heat the 
furnace seven times more than it was 
wont to be heated. 2°And he com- 
manded certain mighty men that were 
in his army to bind Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, and to cast them 
into the burning fiery furnace. #Then 
these men were bound in their cloaks, 
their tunics, and their robes, and their 
other garments, and were cast into . 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 
Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was peremptory, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the 
fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 

*4Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was alarmed, and rose up in haste; he 
spoke and said unto his ministers: 
‘Did not we cast three men bound 
into the midst of the fire?? They an- 
swered and said unto the king: ‘True, 
O king.” *He answered and said: 
‘Lo, I see four men loose, walking in 
the midst of the fire, and they have 
no hurt; and the appearance of the 
fourth is like a son of the gods.’ 

Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery 
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furnace; he spoke and said: ‘Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants 
of God Most High, come forth, and 
come hither.’ Then Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, came forth out 
of the midst of the fire. ?’And the 
satraps, the prefects, and the gover- 
nors, and the king’s ministers, being 
gathered together, saw these men, that 
the fire had no power upon their 
bodies, nor was the hair of their head 
singed, neither were their cloaks 
changed, nor had the smell of fire 
passed on them. ?*Nebuchadnezzar 
spoke and said: ‘Blessed be the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, who hath sent His angel, and 
delivered His servants that trusted 
in Him, and have changed the king’s 
word, and have yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God.

Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was appalled for a while, 
and his thoughts affrighted him.

theless leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even in a band 
of iron and brass, in the tender grass 
of the field; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beasts of the field, till seven 
times pass over him—*this is. the 
interpretation, O king, and it is the 
decree of the Most High, which is 
come upon my lord the king, “that 
thou shalt be driven from men, and 
thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field, and thou shalt be made to

25A]] this came upon the king Nebu- 
chadnezzar. **At the end of twelve 
months he was walking upon the 
royal palace of Babylon. *’The king 
spoke and said: ‘Isnot this great Baby- 
lon, which I have built for a royal 
dwelling-place, by the might of my 
power and for the glory of my majesty?’ 
28While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven: 
‘O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is 
spoken: the kingdom is departed from 
thee. %%And thou shalt be driven

*Belshazzar, while he tasted the wine 
commanded to bring the golden and 
silver vessels which Nebuchadnezzar 
his father had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem; that the 
king and his lords, his consorts and 
his concubines, might drink therein. 
’Then they brought the golden vessels 
that were taken out of the temple of 
the house of God which was at Jeru- 
salem; and the king and his lords, 
his consorts and his concubines, drank 
in them. “They drank wine, and © 
praised the gods of gold, and of silver, | 
of brass, of iron, of wood, and. of 
stone. °In the same heur came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote

and the king saw the palm of the 
hand that wrote. ®Then the king’s. 
countenance was changed in him,

8Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation. ‘Then was king 
Belshazzar greatly affrighted, and his 
countenance was changed in him, and 
his lords were perplexed. 1!°Now the 
queen by reason of the words of the 
king and his lords came into the ban- 
quet house; the queen spoke and said: 
‘O king, live for ever! let not thy 
thoughts affright thee, nor let thy 
countenance be changed; "there is a 
man in thy kingdom, in whom is the 
spirit of the holy gods; and in the 
days of thy father light and under- 
standing and wisdom, like the wisdom 
of the gods, was found in him; and 
the king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, 
the king, I say, thy father, made him 
master of the magicians, enchanters, 
Chaldeans, and astrologers; }foras- 
much as a surpassing spirit, and knowl- 
edge, and understanding, interpreting 
of dreams, and declaring of riddles, 
and loosing of knots, were found in the 
same Daniel, whom the king named 
Belteshazzar. Now let Daniel be 
called, and he will declare the inter- 
pretation.’ i : 

Then was Daniel brought in be- 
fore the king. The king spoke and 
said unto Daniel: ‘Art thou Daniel, 
who is of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Judah, whom the king my 
father brought out of Judah? “I 
have heard of thee, that the spirit 
of the gods is in thee, and that light 
and understanding and surpassing 


wisdom is found in thee. And now 
the wise men, the enchanters, have 
been brought in before me, that 
they should read this writing, and 
make known unto me the interpreta- 
tion thereof; but they could not de- 
clare the interpretation of the thing. 
But I have heard of thee, that thou 
canst give interpretations, and loose 
knots; now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed with purple, and have a chain 
of gold about thy neck, and shalt rule 
as one of three in the kingdom.’ 
Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king: ‘Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to 
another; nevertheless I will read the 
writing unto the king, and make 
known to him the interpretation. 18O 
thou king, God Most High gave Nebu- 
chadnezzar thy father the kingdom, 
and greatness, and glory, and majesty; 
19and because of the greatness that He 
gave him, all the peoples, nations, and 
languages trembled and feared before 
him: whom he would he slew, and 
whom he would he kept alive; and 
whom he would he raised up, and 
whom he would he put down. 2°But 
when his heart was lifted up, and his 
spirit was hardened that he dealt 
proudly, he was deposed from his 
kingly throne, and his glory was 
taken from him; “and he was driven 
from the sons of men, and his heart 
was made like the beasts, and his 
dwelling was with the wild asses; 
he was fed with grass like oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven; until he knew that God Most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and that He setteth up over it whom- 
soever He will. #And thou his son, 
O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thy 
heart, though thou knewest all this 
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%but hast lifted up thyself against 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
brought the vessels of His house be- 
fore thee, and thou and thy lords, 
thy consorts and thy concubines, 
have drunk wine in them; and thou 
hast praised the gods of silver, and 
gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor know; 
and the God in whose hand thy breath 
is, and whose areall thy ways, hast thou 
not glorified; *then was the palm of 
the hand sent from before Him, and 
this writing was inscribed. ™And 
this is the writing that was inscribed: 
MENE MENE, TEKEL UPHARSIN. This 
is the interpretation of the thing: 
MENE, God hath numbered thy king- 
dom, and brought it to an end. 
27~7EKEL, thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting. *8PEREs, 
thy kingdom is divided, and given to 
the Medes and Persians.’ 
22Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with purple, and 
put a chain of gold about his neck, and 
made proclamation concerning him, 
that he should rule as one of three in 
the kingdom. *In that night Belshaz- 
zar the Chaldean king was slain. 
6 And Darius the Mede received 
the kingdom, being about three- 
score and two years old. *It pleased 
Darius to set over the kingdom a 
hundred, and twenty satraps, who 
should be throughout the whole king- 
dom; *and over them three presidents, 
of whom Daniel was one; that these 
satraps might give account unto them, 
and that the king should have no 
damage. ‘Then this Daniel distin- 
guished himself above the presidents 
and the satraps, because a surpassing 
spirit was in him; and the king thought 
to set him over the whole realm. 
*Then the presidents and the satraps 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 


as touching the kingdom; but they 
could find no occasion nor fault; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 
him. ‘Then said these men: ‘We 
shall not find any occasion against 
this Daniel, except we find it against 
him in the matter of the law of his 
God.’ ‘’Then these presidents and 
satraps came tumultuously to the 
king, and said thus unto him: ‘King 
Darius, live for ever! All the presi- 
dents of the kingdom, the prefects and 
the satraps, the ministers and the 
governors, have consulted together 
that the king should establish a 
statute, and make a strong inter- 
dict, that whosoever shall ask a 
petition of any god or man for thirty 
days, save of thee, O king, he shall 
be cast into the den of lions. %Now, 
O king, establish the interdict, and 
sign the writing, thatit be not changed, 
according to the law of the Medes and 
Persians, which altereth not.’ !°Where- 
fore king Darius signed the writing 
and the interdict. 

UAnd when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house—now his windows were open 
in his upper chamber toward Jerusa- 
lem — and he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he 
did aforetime. 
tumultuously, and found Daniel mak- 
ing petition and supplication before 


his God. “Then they came near, and | 


spoke before the king concerning the 
king’s interdict: ‘Hast thou not signed 


an interdict, that every man that 


shall make petition unto any god or 
man within thirty days, save unto 
thee, O king, shall be cast into the 
den of lions?’ The king answered and 
said: ‘The thing is true, according to 
the law of the Medes and Persians, 
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which altereth not.’» “Then answered 
they and said before the king: ‘That 
Daniel, who is of the children of the 
captivity of Judah, regardeth not thee, 
O king, nor the interdict that thou 
hast signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day.’ Then the king, 
when he heard these words, was sore 
displeased, and set his heart on Daniel 
to deliver him; and he laboured till 
the going down of the sun to rescue 
him. 1Then these men came tumult- 
uously unto the king, and said unto 
the king: ‘Know, O king, that it is a 
law of the Medes and Persians, that 
no interdict nor statute which the 
king establisheth may be changed.’ 
17Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into 
the den of lions. Now the king spoke 
and said unto Daniel: ‘Thy God 
whom thou servest continually, He 
will deliver thee.’ 18And a stone was 
brought, and laid upon the mouth of 
the den; and the king sealed it with 
his own signet, and with the signet 
of his lords; that nothing might be 
changed concerning Daniel. 

19Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting; neither 
were diversions brought before him; 
and his sleep fled from him. ?’Then 
-the king arose very early in the morn- 
ing, and went in haste unto the den 
of lions. *And when he came near 
unto the den to Daniel, he. cried 
with a pained voice; the king spoke 
and said to Daniel: ‘O Daniel, servant 
of the living God, is thy God, whom 
thou servest continually, able to de- 
liver thee from the lions?’ “Then said 
Daniel unto the king: ‘O king, live 
for ever! “~My God hath sent His 
angel, and hath shut the lions’ mouths, 
and they have not hurt me; foras- 
much as before Him innocency was 
found in me; and also before thee, O 
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king, have I done no hurt.’ #Then 
was the king exceeding glad, and com- 
manded that they should take Daniel 
up out of the den. So Daniel was 
taken up out of the den, and no man- 
ner of hurt was found upon him, be- 
cause he had trusted in his God. #And 
the king commanded, and they 
brought those men that had accused 
Daniel, and they cast them into the 
den of lions, them, their children, and 
their wives; and they had not come 
to the bottom of the den, when the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
broke all their bones in pieces. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all 
the peoples, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth: ‘Peace be 
multiplied unto you. ?7I make a 
decree, that in all the dominion of my 
kingdom men tremble and fear before 
the God of Daniel; 

For He is the living God, 

And stedfast for ever, 

And His kingdom that which shall 

not be destroyed, 

And His dominion shall be even 

unto the end; 
28He delivereth and rescueth, 

And He worketh signs and wonders 

In heaven and in earth; 

Who hath delivered Daniel from the 

power of the lions.’ 
29So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 


Cyrus the Persian. 
7 In the first year of Belshazzar 
king of Babylon Daniel had a 
dream and visions of his head upon 
his bed; then he wrote the dream and 
told the sum of the matters. *Daniel 
spoke and said: I saw in my vision 
by night, and, behold, the four winds 
of the heaven broke forth upon the 
great sea. ‘*And four great beasts 
came up from the sea, diverse One 
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from another. ‘The first was like a 
lion, and had eagle’s wings; I beheld 
till the wings thereof were plucked off, 
and it was lifted up from the earth, and 
made to stand upon two feet as a 
man, and a man’s heart was given to 
it. And behold another beast, a 
second, like to a bear, and it raised 
up itself on one side, and it had three 
ribs in its mouth between its teeth; 
and it was said thus unto it: ‘Arise, 
devour much flesh.’ ‘After this I 
beheld, and lo another, like a leopard, 
which had upon the sides of it four 
wings of a fowl; the beast had also 
four heads; and dominion was given 
to it. ‘After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong ex- 
ceedingly; and it had great iron teeth; 
it devoured and broke in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with its feet; 
and it was diverse from all the beasts 
that were before it; and it had ten 
horns. *8I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among them 
another horn, a little one, before which 
three of the first horns were plucked 
up by the roots; and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of a man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 
J beheld 
Till thrones were placed, 
And one that was ancient of days 
did sit: 
His raiment was as white snow, 
And the hair of his head like pure 
wool; 
His throne was fiery flames, 
And the wheels thereof burning fire. 
10A fiery stream issued 
And came forth from before him; 
Thousand thousands ministered 
unto him, ¥ 
And ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand stood before him; 
The judgment was set, 


And the books were opened. 
uJ beheld at that time because of the 
voice of the great words which the 
horn spoke, I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and its body de- 
stroyed, and it was given to be burned 
with fire. !And as for the rest of the 
beasts, their dominion was taken 
away; yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and a time. 
13] saw in the night visions, 
And, behold, there came with the 
clouds of heaven 
One like unto a son of man, 
And he came even to the Ancient 
of days, 
And he was brought near before Him. 
14And there was given him dominion, 
And glory, and a kingdom, 
That all the peoples, nations, and 
languages 
Should serve him; 
His dominion isan everlasting domin- 
ion, which shall not pass away, 
And his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed. 
16As for me Daniel, my spirit was 
pained in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head affrighted me. 
16] came near unto one of them that 
stood by, and asked him the truth 
concerning all this. So he told me, 
and made me know the interpretation 
of the things: 17‘These great beasts, 
which are four, are four kings, that 
shall arise out of the earth. ‘But 
the saints of the Most High shall re- 


ceive the kingdom, and possess the — 


kingdom for ever, even for ever and 
ever.’ 1°Then I desired to know ‘the 


truth concerning the fourth beast, — 


which was diverse from all of them, 
exceeding terrible, whose teeth were of 
iron, and its nails of brass; which 
devoured, broke in pieces, and stamped 
the residue with its feet; ?°and con- 
cerning the ten horns that were on 
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its head, and the other horn which 
came up, and before which three fell; 
even that horn that had eyes, and a 
mouth that spoke great things, whose 
appearance was greater than that of 
its fellows. ™I beheld, and the same 
horn made war with the saints, and 
prevailed against them; “until the 
Ancient of days came, and judgment 
was given for the saints of the Most 
High; and the time came, and the 
saints possessed the kingdom. Thus 
he said: ‘The fourth beast shall be a 
fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
shall be diverse from all the kingdoms, 
and shall devour the whole earth, and 
shall tread it down, and break it in 
pieces. *And as for the ten horns, out 
of this kingdom shall ten kings arise; 
and another shall arise after them; and 
he shall be diverse from the former, 
and he shall put down three kings. 
25And he shall speak words against 
the Most High, and shall wear out 
the saints of the Most High; and he 
shall think to change the seasons and 
the law; and they shall be given into 
his hand until a time and times and 
half a time. **But the judgment shall 
sit, and his dominion shall be taken 
away, to be consumed and to be de- 
stroyed unto the end. #7And the king- 
. dom and the dominion, and the great- 
ness of the kingdoms under the whole 
heaven, shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the Most. High; their 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, 
and all dominions shall serve and 
obey them.’ *8Here is the end of the 
matter. As for me Daniel, my 
thoughts much affrighted me, and my 
countenance was changed in me; but 
I kept the matter in my heart. — 
8 In the third year of the reign of 
king Belshazzar a vision appeared 
unto me, even unto me Daniel, after 
that which appeared unto me at the 
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first. ?And I saw in the vision; now 
it was so, that when I saw, I was in 
Shushan the castle, which is in the 
province of Elam; and I saw in the 
vision, and I was by the stream Ulai. 
sAnd [ lifted up mine eyes, and saw, 
and, behold, there stood before the 
stream a ram which had two horns; 
and the two horns were high, but 
one was higher than the other, and the 
higher came up last. ‘I saw the ram 
pushing westward, and northward, 
and southward; and no beasts could 
stand before him, neither was there 
any that could deliver out of his hand; 
but he did according to his will, and 
magnified himself. 

5And as I was considering, behold, 
a he-goat came from the west over 
the face of the whole earth, and 
touched not the ground; and the goat 
had a conspicuous horn between his 
eyes. ®And he came to the ram that 
had the two horns, which I saw stand- 
ing before the stream, and ran at 
him in the fury of his power. ‘And 
I saw him come close unto the ram, 
and he was moved with choler against 
him, and smote the ram, and broke 
his two horns; and there was ne 
power in the ram to stand before him; 
but he cast him down to the ground, 
and trampled upon him; and there 
was none that could deliver the ram 
out of his hand. *%And the he-goat 
magnified himself exceedingly; and 
when he was strong, the great horn 
was broken; and instead of it there 
came up the appearance of four horns 
toward the four winds of heaven. 

°And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the beauteous 
land. '°And it waxed great, even 
to the host of heaven; and some of the 
host and of the stars it cast down to 
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the ground, and trampled upon them. 
Yea, it magnified itself, even to the 
prince of the host; and from him 
the continual burnt-offering was 
taken away, and the place of his 
sanctuary was cast down. And 
the host was given over to it together 
with the continual burnt-offering 
through transgression; and it cast 
down truth to the ground, and it 
wrought, and prospered. Then I 
heard a holy one speaking; and 
another holy one said unto that cer- 
tain one who spoke: ‘How long shall 
be the vision concerning the continual 
burnt-offering, and the transgression 
that causeth appalment, to give both 
the sanctuary and the host to be 
trampled under foot?’ And he said 
unto me: ‘Unto two thousand and 
three hundred evenings and mornings; 
then shall the sanctuary be victorious.’ 

And it came to pass, when I, 
even I Daniel, had seen the vision, 
that I sought to understand it; and, 
behold, there stood before me as the 
appearance of aman. ‘And I heard 
the voice of a man between the 
banks of Ulai, who called, and said: 
‘Gabriel, make this man to under- 
stand the vision.’ 1’So he came near 
where I stood; and when he came, I 
was terrified, and fell upon my face; 
but he said unto me: ‘Understand, 
O son of man; for the vision belongeth 
to the time of the end.’ 18Now as he 
was speaking with me, I fell into a 
deep sleep with my face toward the 
ground; but he touched me, and set 
meupright. 1°And he said: ‘Behold, I 
will make thee know what shall be in 
the latter time of the indignation; for 
it belongeth to the appointed time of 
the end. *The ram which thou 
sawest having the two horns, they are 
the kings of Media and Persia. And 
the rough he-goat is the king of 


Greece; and the great horn that is 
between his eyes is the first king. 
2And as for that which was broken, 
in the place whereof four stood up, 
four kingdoms shall stand up out of 
the nation, but not with his power. 
23And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the transgressors have 
completed their transgression, there 
shall stand up a king of fierce coun- 
tenance, and understanding strata- 
gems. And his power shall be 
mighty, but not by his own power; and 
he shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper and do; and he shall destroy 
them that are mighty and the people 
of the saints. *And through his 
cunning he shall cause craft to prosper 
in his hand; and he shall magnify 
himself in his heart, and in time of 
security shall he destroy many; he 
shall also stand up against the prince 
of princes; but he shall be broken 
without hand. *And the vision of the 
evenings and mornings which hath 
been told is true; but thou, shut thou 
up the vision; for it belongeth to 
many days to come. And I 
Daniel fainted, and was sick certain 
days; then I rose up, and did the 
king’s business; and I was appalled 
at the vision, but understood it not. 


9 In the first year of Darius the son 

of Ahasuerus, of the seed of the 
Medes, who was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; ?in the first 
year of his reign I Daniel meditated 


in the books, over the number of the 


years, whereof the word of the Lorp 
came to Jeremiah the prophet, that 


He would accomplish for the desola- 


tions of Jerusalem seventy years. 
8And I set my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, 
and ashes. 4And I prayed unto the 
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Lorp my God, and made confession, 
and said: ‘O Lord, the great and aw- 
ful God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy with them that love Thee and 
keep Thy commandments, we have 
sinned, and have dealt iniquitously, 
and have done wickedly, and have 
rebelled, and have turned aside from 
Thy commandments and from Thine 
ordinances; *neither have we hearkened 
unto Thy servants the prophets, 
that spoke in Thy name to our kings, 
our princes, and our fathers, and to all 
the people of the land. “Unto Thee, O 
Lord, belongeth righteousness, but 
unto us confusion of face, as at this 
day; to the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto 
all Israel, that are near, and that are 
far off, through all the countries 
whither Thou hast driven them, be- 
cause they dealt treacherously with 
Thee. 8O Lorp, to us belongeth 
confusion of face, to our kings, to 
our princes, and to our fathers, be- 
cause we have sinned against Thee. 
°To the Lord our God belong com- 
passions and forgivenesses; for we 
have rebelled against Him; !°neither 
have we hearkened to the voice of 
the Lorp our God, to walk in His 
laws, which He set before us by His 
servants the prophets. Yea, all 
Israel have transgressed Thy law, 
and have turned aside, so as not 
to hearken to Thy voice; and so there 
hath been poured out upon us the 
curse and the oath that is written 
in the Law of Moses the servant of 
God; for we have sinned against 
Him. And He hath confirmed His 
word, which He spoke’ against _ us, 
and against our judges that judged us, 
by bringing upon us a great evil; so 
that under the whole heaven hath not 
been done as hath been done upon 
Jerusalem. 13As it is written in the 
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Law of Moses, all this evil is come 
upon us; yet have we not entreated 
the favour of the Lorp our God, that 
we might turn from our iniquities, 
and have discernment in Thy truth. 
14And so the Lorp hath watched over 
the evil, and brought it upon us; for 
the Lorp our God is righteous in all 
His works which He hath done, and 
we have not hearkened to His voice. 
And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought Thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and hast gotten Thee renown, as at 
this day; we have sinned, we have 
done wickedly. '%O Lord, according 
to all Thy righteousness, let Thine 
anger and Thy fury, I pray Thee, be 
turned away from Thy city Jerusalem, 
Thy holy mountain; because for our 
sins, and for the iniquities of our 
fathers, Jerusalem and Thy people 
are become a reproach to all that are 
round about us. !’Now therefore, O 
our God, hearken unto the prayer of 
Thy servant, and to his supplications, 
and cause Thy face to shine upon 
Thy sanctuary that is desolate, for 
the Lord’s sake. 180 my God, incline 
Thine ear, and hear; open Thine eyes, 


‘and behold our desolations, and the 


city upon which Thy name is called; 
for we do not present our supplica- 
tions before Thee because of our 
righteousness, but because of Thy 
great compassions. 19O Lord, hear, 
O Lord, forgive, O Lord, attend and 
do, defer not; for Thine own sake, O 
my God, because Thy name is called 
upon Thy city and Thy people.’ 
20And while I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre- 
senting my supplication before the 
Lorp my God for the holy moun- 
tain of my God; *tyea, while I was 
speaking in prayer, the man Gabriel, 
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whom I had seen in the vision at the 
beginning, being caused to fly swiftly, 
approached close to me about the 
time of the evening offering. And 
he made me to understand, and talked 
with me, and said: ‘O Daniel, I am 
now come forth to make thee skilful 
of understanding. *At the beginning 
of thy supplications a word went 
forth, and I am come to declare it; 
for thou art greatly beloved; therefore 
look into the word, and understand 
the vision. *Seventy weeks are 
decreed upon thy people and upon 
thy holy city, to finish the transgres- 
sion, and to make an end of sin, and to 
forgive iniquity, and to bring in 
everlasting righteousness, and to seal 
vision and prophet, and to anoint 
the most holy place. **Know there- 
fore and discern, that from the going 
forth of the word to restore and to 
build Jerusalem unto one anointed, a 
prince, shall be seven weeks; and for 
threescore and two weeks, it shall be 
built again, with broad place and 
moat, but in troublous times. **And 
after the threescore and two weeks 
shall an anointed one be cut off, and 
be no more; and the people of a 
prince that shall come shall destroy 
the city and the sanctuary; but his 
end shall be with a flood; and unto 
the end of the war desolations are 
determined. *’And he shall make a 
firm covenant with many for one week; 
and for half of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the offering to cease; 
and upon the wing of detestable things 
shall be that which causeth appal- 
ment; and that until the extermination 
wholly determined be poured out upon 
that which causeth appalment.’ 
10 In the third year of Cyrus king 
of Persia a word was revealed 
unto Daniel, whose name was called 
Belteshazzar; and the word was true, 


even a great warfare; and he gave 
heed to the word, and had under- 
standing of the vision. In those days 
I Daniel was mourning three whole 
weeks. *I ate no pleasant bread, 
neither came flesh nor wine in my 
mouth, neither did I anoint myself at 
all, till three whole weeks were ful- 
filled. 4And in the four and twentieth 
day of the first month, as I was by the 
side of the great river, which is 
Tigris, *I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold a man clothed in 
linen, whose loins were girded with 
fine gold of Uphaz; this body also wag 
like the beryl, and his face as the 
appearance of lightning, and his eyes 
as torches of fire, and his arms and his 
feet like in colour to burnished brass, 
and the voice of his words like the 
voice of a multitude. 7And I Daniel 
alone saw the vision; for the men that 
were with me saw not the vision; 
howbeit a great trembling fell upon 
them, and they fled to hide them- 
selves. *So I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there remained 
no strength in me; for my comeliness 
was turned in me into corruption, and 
I retained no strength. ‘%Yet heard I 
the voice of his words; and when 
I heard the voice of his words, then 
was I fallen into a deep sleep on my 
face, with my face toward the ground. 
And, behold, a hand touched me, 
which set me tottering upon my knees 
and upon the palms of my hands. 
UAnd he said unto me: ‘O Daniel, | 
thou man greatly beloved, give heed 
unto the words that I speak unto 
thee, and stand upright; for now — 
am I sent unto thee’; and when he 
had spoken this word unto me, I 
stood trembling. Then said he 
unto me: ‘Fear not, Daniel; for from — 
the first day that thou didst set thy 
heart to understand, and to humble 
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thyself before thy God, thy words 
were heard; and I am come because 
of thy words. But the prince of the 
kingdom of Persia withstood me one 
and twenty days; but, lo, Michael, one 
of the chief princes, came to help 
me; and I was left over there beside 
the kings of Persia. “Now lam come 
to make thee understand what shall 
befall thy people in the end. of days; 
for there is yet a vision for the days.’ 
15And when he had spoken unto me 
according to these words, I set my 
face toward the ground, and was 
dumb. #%And, behold, one like the 
similitude of the sons of men touched 
my lips; then I opened my mouth, 
and spoke and said unto him that 
stood before me: ‘O my lord, by 
reason of the vision my pains are 
come upon me, and I retain no 
strength. 1!7For how can this servant 
of my lord talk with this my lord? 
for as for me, straightway there re- 
mained no strength in me, neither was 
there breath left in me.’ 1*Then there 
touched me again one like the ap- 
pearance of a man, and he strength- 
ened me. 1%And he said: ‘O man 
greatly beloved, fear not! peace be 
unto thee, be strong, yea, be strong.’ 
And when he had spoken unto me, I 
was strengthened, and said: ‘Let 
my lord speak; for thou hast strength- 
ened me.’ 2°Then said he: ‘Knowest 
thou wherefore I am come unto thee? 
and now will I return to fight with 
the prince of Persia; and when I 
go forth, lo, the prince of Greece 
shall come. *Howbeit I will declare 
unto thee that which is inscribed in 
the writing of truth; and there is 
none that holdeth with me against 
these, except Michael your prince. 
q 1 And as for me, in the first year of 
Darius the Mede, I stood up to be 

a, supporter and a stronghold unto him. 
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2And now will I declare unto thee 
the truth. Behold, there shall stand 
up yet three kings in Persia; and the 
fourth shall be far richer than they 
all; and when he is waxed strong 
through his riches, he shall stir up all 
against the realm of Greece. #And 
a mighty king shall stand up, that 
shall rule with great dominion, and do 
according to his will. 4And when he 
shal! stand up, his kingdom shall. be 
broken, and shall be divided toward 
the four winds of heaven; but not 
to his posterity, nor according to his 
dominion wherewith he ruled; for 
his kingdom shall be plucked up, 
even for others beside these. 

5And the king of the south shall be 
strong, and one of his princes; and 
he shall be strong above him, and 
have dominion; his dominion shall 
be a great dominion. 

6And at the end of years they shall 
join themselves together; and the 
daughter of the king of the south 
shall come to the king of the north to 
make an agreement; but she shall not 
retain the strength of her arm; 
neither shall he stand, nor his arm; 
but she shall be given up, and they 
that brought her, and he that begot 
her, and he that obtained her in 
those times. 

7TBut one of the shoots of her roots 
shall stand up in his place, and shall 
come unto the army, and shall enter 
into the stronghold of the king of the 
north, and shall deal with them, and 
shall prevail; *and also their gods, 
with their molten images, and with 
their precious vessels of silver and of 
gold, shall he bring into captivity into 
Egypt; and he shall desist some years 
from the king of the north. %And he 
shall come into the kingdom of the 
king of the south, but he shall return 
into his own land. 
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10And his sons shall stir themselves 
up, and shall assemble a multitude 
of great forces, and he shall come on, 
and overflow, as he passeth through; 
and he shall return and stir himself 
up, even to his stronghold. "And 
the king of the south shall be moved 
with choler, and shall come forth and 
fight with him, even with the king of 
the north; and he shall set forth a 
great multitude, but the multitude 
shall be given into his hand; and 
the multitude shall be carried away, 
and his heart shall be lifted up; and 
he shall cast down tens of thousands, 
but he shall not prevail. “And the 
king of the north shall again set forth 
a multitude, greater than the former; 
and he shall come on at the end of the 
times, even of years, with a great 
army and with much substance. 
4And in those times there shall many 
stand up against the king of the south; 
also the children of the violent among 
thy people shall lift themselves up to 
establish the vision; but they shall 
stumble. And the king of the north 
shall come, and cast up a mound, 
and take a well-fortified city; and 
the arms of the south shall not with- 
stand; and as for his chosen people, 
there shall be no strength in them to 
withstand. 14°But he that cometh 
against him shall do according to his 
own will, and none shall stand before 
him; and he shall stand in the beau- 
teous land, and in his hand shall be 
extermination. 17And he shall set 
his face to come with the strength of 
his whole kingdom, but shall make an 
agreement with him; and he shall give 
him the daughter of women, to 
destroy it; but it shall not stand, 
neither be for him. 48After this shall 
he set his face unto the isles, and shall 
take many; but a captain shall cause 
the reproach offered by him to cease;

yea, he shall cause his own reproach 
to return upon him. 1°Then he shall 
turn his face toward the strongholds 
of his own land; but he shall stumble 
and fall, and shall not be found. 
20Then shall stand up in his place 
one that shall cause an exactor to 
pass through the glory of the king- 


dom; but within few days he shall | 
be destroyed, neither in anger, nor. ~ 


in battle. 

21And in his place shall stand up a 
contemptible person, upon whom 
had not been conferred the majesty 
of the kingdom; but he shall come in 
time of security, and shall obtain the 
kingdom by blandishments. ”And 
the arms of the flood shall be swept 
away from before him, and shall be 
broken; yea, also the prince of the 
covenant. *And after the league 
made with him he shall work deceit- 
fully; and he shall come up and be- 
come strong, with a little nation. 
In time of security shall he come 
even upon the fattest places of the 
province; and he shall do that which 
his fathers have not done, nor his 
fathers’ fathers: he shall scatter 
among them prey, and spoil, and sub- 
stance; yea, he shall devise his devices 
against fortresses, but only until the 
time. 

25And he shall stir up his power and 
his courage against the king of the 
south with a great army; and the king 
of the south shall stir himself up to 


battle with a very great and mighty — 


army; but he shall not stand, for they 
shall devise devices against him. 


*Yea, they that eat of his food shall | 


destroy him, and his army shall be 
swept away; and many shall fall down 
slain. *’And as for both these kings, 
their hearts shall be to do mischief, 
and they shall speak lies at one table; 
but it shall not prosper, for the end 
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remaineth yet for the time appointed. 
28And he shall return to his own land 
with great substance; and his heart 
shall be against the holy covenant; 
and he shall do his pleasure, and re- 
turn to his own land. 

29At the time appointed he shall 
return, and come into the south; but 
it shall not be in the latter time as it 
was in the former. *For. ships: of 
Kittim shall come against him, and 
he shall be cowed, and he shall return, 
and have indignation against the holy 
covenant, and shall do his pleasure; 
and he shall return, and have regard 
unto them that forsake the holy cove- 
nant. *And arms shall stand up on 
his part, and they shall profane the 
sanctuary, even the stronghold, and 
shall take away the continual burnt- 
offering, and they shall set up the 
detestable thing that causeth appal- 
ment. %And such as do wickedly 
against the covenant shall be corrupt 
by blandishments; but the people that 
know their God shall show strength, 
and prevail. *And they that are wise 
among the people shall cause the 
many to understand; yet they shall 
stumble by the sword and by flame, 
by captivity and by spoil, many days. 
34Now when they shall stumble, they 
shall be helped with a little help; but 
many shall join themselves unto them 
with blandishments. **And some of 
them that are wise shall stumble, to 
refine among them, and to purify, 
and to make white, even to the time 
of the end; for it is yet for the time 
appointed. 

36And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, and 
magnify himself above every god, and 
shall speak strange things against the 
God of gods; and he shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished; for 
that which is determined shali be

done. *’Neither shall he regard the 
gods of his fathers; and neither the 
desire of women, nor any god, shall he 
regard; for he shall magnify himself 
above all. **But in his place shall he 
honour the god of strongholds; and a 
god whom his fathers knew not shall 
he honour with gold, and silver, and 
with precious. stones, and costly 
things. #%And he shall deal with the 
strongest fortresses with the help of a 
foreign god; whom he shall acknowl- 
edge, shall increase glory; and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and 
shall divide the land for a price. 
40And at the time of the end shall 
the king of the south push at him; and 
the king of. the north shall come 
against him: like a whirlwind, with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and with 
many ships; and he shall enter into 
the countries, and shall overflow, as he 
passeth through. “He shall enter also 
into the beauteous land, and many 
countries shall be overthrown; - but 
these shall be delivered out of his 
hand, Edom, and Moab, and the chief 
of the children of Ammon. “He shall 
stretch forth his hand also upon the 
countries; and the land of Egypt shall 
not escape. *But he shall have power 
over the treasures of gold and of silver, 
and over all the precious things of 
Egypt; and the Libyans and the 
Ethiopians shall be at his steps. “But 
tidings out of the east and out of the 
north shall affright him; and he shall 
go forth with great fury to destroy and 
utterly to make away many. “And 
he shall plant the tents of his palace 
between the seas and the beauteous 
holy mountain; and he shall come to 
his end, and none shall help him. 
12 And at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince who 
standeth for the children of thy 
people; and there shall be a time of 
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trouble, such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same time; 
and at that time thy people shall be 
delivered, every one that shall be 
found written in the book. *And many 
of them that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to everlast- 
ing life, and some to reproaches and 
everlasting abhorrence. *And they 
that are wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament; and they that 
turn the many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever. ‘*But thou, O 
Daniel, shut up the words, and seal 
the book, even to the time of the end; 
many shall run to and fro, and knowl- 
edge shall be increased.’ 

’Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, 
there stood other two, the one on the 
bank of the river on this side, and the 
other on the bank of the river on that 
side. And one said to the man clothed 
in linen, who was above the waters of 
the river: ‘How long shall it be to 
the end of the wonders?’ 7And I heard 
the man clothed in linen, who was 
above the waters of the river, when he 
lifted up his right hand and his left 


hand unto heaven, and swore by Him 
that liveth for ever that it shall be for 
a time, times, and a half; and when 
they have made an end of breaking 
in pieces the power of the holy people, 
all these things shall be finished. 


8And I heard, but I understood not; _ 


then said I: ‘O my lord, what shall 
be the latter end of these things?’ 
%And he said: ‘Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words are shut up and sealed 
till the time of the end. !°Many shall 
purify themselves, and make them- 
selves white, and be refined; but the 
wicked shall do wickedly; and none 
of the wicked shall understand; but 
they that are wise shall understand. 
11And from the time that the continual 
burnt-offering shall be taken away, 
and the detestable thing that causeth 
appalment set up, there shall be a 
thousand two hundred and ninety 
days. Happy is he that waiteth, and 
cometh to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days. But go 
thou thy way till the end be; and thou 
shalt rest, and shalt stand up to thy 
lot, at the end of the days.’ 
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Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lorp by the mouth of Jeremiah might 
be accomplished, the Lorp stirred up 
the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, that 
he made a proclamation throughout 
all his kingdom, and put it also in writ- 
ing, saying: *‘Thus saith Cyrus king 
of Persia: All the kingdoms of the 
earth hath the Lorp, the God of heav- 
en, given me; and He hath charged 
me to build Him a house in Jerusalem, 
which is in Judah. *Whosoever there 
is among you of all His people—his 
God be with him — let him go up to 
Jerusalem, which is in Judah, and 
build the house of the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, He is the God who is in 
Jerusalem. ‘And whosoever is. left, 
in any place where he sojourneth, let 
the men of his place help him with 
silver, and with gold, and with goods, 
and with beasts, beside the freewill- 
offering for the house of God which 
is in Jerusalem.’ 
5Then rose up the heads of fathers’ 
houses of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, even all 
whose spirit God had stirred to go up 
to build the house of the Lorp which 
is in Jerusalem. ‘And all they that 
were round about them strengthened 
their hands with vessels of silver, with 
gold, with goods, and with beasts, and 
with precious things, beside all that 
was willingly offered. 7Also Cyrus the 
king brought forth the vessels of the 
house of the Lorp, which Nebuchad- 
nezzar had brought forth out of Jeru- 


salem, and had put them in the house 
of his gods; Seven those did Cyrus 
king of Persia bring forth by the hand 
of Mithredath the treasurer, and num- 
bered them unto Sheshbazzar, the 
prince of Judah. °And this is the num- 
ber of them: thirty basins of gold, a 
thousand basins of silver, nine and 
twenty knives; !°thirty bowls of gold, 
silver bowls of a second sort four 
hundred and ten, and other vessels a 
thousand. "All the vessels of gold 
and of silver were five thousand and 
four hundred. All these did Shesh- 
bazzar bring up, when they of the 
captivity were brought up from Baby- 
lon unto Jerusalem. 
2 Now these are the children of the 
province, that went up out of the 

captivity of those that had been 
carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away 
unto Babylon, and that returned unto 
Jerusalem and Judah, every one unto 
his city; who came with Zerubbabel, 
Jeshua, Nehemiah, Seraiah, Reelaiah, 
Mordecai, Bilshan, Mispar, Bigvai, 
Rehum, Baanah.

58All the Nethinim, and the chil- 
dren of Solomon’s servants, were 
three hundred ninety and two. 


529And these were they that went up 
from Tel-melah, Tel-harsha, Cherub; 
Addan, and Immer; but they could 
not tell their fathers’ houses, and their 
‘seed, whether they were of Israel: 
60¢the children of Delaiah, the children 
of Tobiah, the children of Nekoda, 
six hundred fifty and two. “And of 
the children of the priests: the chil- 
dren of Habaiah, the children of 
Hakkoz, the children of Barzillai, 
who took a wife of the daughters of 
Barzillai the Gileadite, and was 
called after their name. These 
sought their register, that is, the 
genealogy, but it was not found; 
therefore were they deemed polluted 
and put from the priesthood. “And 
the “Tirshatha said unto them, that 


® That is, 
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they should not eat of the most 
holy things, till there stood up a 
priest with Urim and with Thummim. 


“The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three © 
hundred and threescore, “beside their 
men-servants and their maid-servants, 
of whom there were seven thousand 
three hundred thirty and seven; and 
they had two hundred singing men 
and singing women. Their horses 
were seven hundred thirty and six; 
their mules, two hundred forty and 
five; *their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five; their asses, six thou- 
sand seven hundred and twenty. 

68And some of the heads of fathers’ 
houses, when they came to the house 
of the Lorp which is in Jerusalem, 
offered willingly for the house of 
God to set it up in its place; they 
gave after their ability into the 
treasury of the work threescore and 
one thousand darics of gold, and five 
thousand pounds of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ tunics. 

7So the priests, and the Levites, 
and some of the people, and the 
singers, and the porters, and the 
Nethinim, dwelt in their cities, and 
all Israel in their cities. 

3 And when the seventh month 

was come, and the children of 
Israel were in the cities, the people 
gathered themselves together as one 
man to Jerusalem. ?Then stood up 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and his 
brethren the priests, and Zerubbabel 
the son of Shealtiel, and his brethren, 
and builded the altar of the God of 
Israel, to offer burnt-offerings thereon, 
as it 1s written in the Law of Moses 
the man of God. %And they set the 
altar upon its bases; for fear was upon 
them because of the people of the 
countries, and they offered burnt 
governor, 
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offerings thereon unto the Lorp, 
even burnt-offerings morning and 
evening. ‘And they kept the feast 
of tabernacles, as it is written, and 
offered the daily burnt-offerings by 
number, according to the ordinance, 
as the duty of every day required; 
Sand afterward the continual burnt- 
offering, and the offerings of the new 
moons, and of all the appointed 
seasons of the Lorp that were hal- 
lowed, and of every one that willingly 
offered a freewill-offering unto the 
Lorp. ‘From the first day of the 
seventh month began they to offer 
burnt-offerings unto the Lorp; but 
the foundation of the temple of the 
Lorp was not yet laid. “They gave 
money also unto the hewers, and to 
the carpenters; and food, and drink, 
and oil, unto them of Zidon, and to 
them of Tyre, to bring cedar-trees 
from Lebanon to the sea, unto Joppa, 
according to the grant that they had 
of Cyrus king of Persia. 

8Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at 
Jerusalem, in the second month, 
began Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, 
and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and 
the rest of their brethren the priests 
and the Levites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem; and appointed the Levites, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
to have the oversight of the work of 
the house of the Lorp. °*Then stood 
Jeshua with his sons and his brethren, 
and Kadmiel and his sons, the sons of 
Judah, together, to have the over- 
sight of the workmen in the house of 
God; the sons of Henadad also, with 
their sons and their brethren the 
Levites. 4%°And when the builders 
laid the foundation of the temple of 
the Lorp, they set the priests in 
their apparel with trumpets, and the 


Levites the sons of Asaph with eym- 
bals, to praise the Lorp, according 
to the direction of David king of 
Israel. “And they sang one to 
another in praising and giving thanks 
unto the Lorp: ‘for He is good, 
for His mercy endureth for ever to- 
ward Israel.’ And all the people 
shouted with a great shout, when 
they praised the Lorn, because the 
foundation of the house of the Lorp 
was laid. 'But many of the priests | 
and Levites and heads of fathers’ 
houses, the old men that had seen the 
first house standing on its foundation, 
wept with a loud voice, when this 
house was before their eyes; and many 
shouted aloud for joy; so that the 
people could not discern the noise of 
the shout of joy from the noise of the 
weeping of the people; for the people 
shouted with a loud shout, and the 
noise was heard afar off. 
4 Now when the adversaries of 
Judah and Benjamin heard that 
the children of the captivity were 
building a temple unto the Lorp, 
the God of Israel; then they drew 
near to Zerubbabel, and to the heads 
of fathers’ houses, and said unto 
them: ‘Let us build with you; for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and we 
do sacrifice unto Him since the days 
of Hsarhaddon king of Assyria, 
who brought us up hither.’ *But 
Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and the 
rest of the heads of fathers’ houses of 
Israel, said unto them: ‘Ye have 
nothing to do with us to build a house ~ 
unto our God; but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, as king Cyrus the king ~ 
of Persia hath commanded us.’ *Then 
the people of the land weakened the 
hands of the people of Judah, and 
harried them while they were build- 
ing, ‘and hired counsellors against 
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them, to frustrate their purpose, all 
the days of Cyrus king of Persia, 
even until the reign of Darius king 
of Persia. ‘And in the reign of 
Ahasuerus, in the beginning of his 
reign, wrote they an accusation 
against the inhabitants of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

7And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of his companions, unto 
Artaxerxes king of Persia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in the 
Aramaic character, and set forth in 
the Aramaic tongue. *Rehum the 
commander and Shimshai the scribe 
wrote a letter against Jerusalem to 
Artaxerxes the king in this sort— 
%hen wrote Rehum the commander, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the 
rest of their companions; the Dinites, 
and the Apharesattechites, the Tar- 
pelites, the Apharesites, the Arche- 
vites, the Babylonians, the Shushan- 
chites, the Dehites, the Elamites, °and 
the rest of the nations whom the 
great and noble Asenappar brought 
over, and set in the city of Samaria, 
and the rest that are in the country 
beyond the River:—‘And now—"this 
is the copy of the letter that they 
sent unto him, even unto Artaxerxes 
the king—thy servants the men be- 
yond the River—and now *beit known. 
unto the king, that the Jews that 
came up from thee are come to us 
unto Jerusalem; they are building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have finished the walls, and are 
digging out the foundations. “Be 
it known now unto the king, that, if 
this city be builded, and the walls 
finished, they will not pay tribute, 
impost, or toll, and so thou wilt 
endamage the revenue of the: kings. 
14Now because we eat the salt of the 
palace, and it is not meet for us to 
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see the king’s dishonour, therefore 
have we sent and announced to the 
king, that search may be made in 
the book of the records of thy fathers; 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is a 
rebellious city, and hurtful unto kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of old 
time; for which cause was this city. 
laid waste. !°We announce to the king 
that, if this city be builded, end the 
walls finished, by thismeans thou shalt 
have no portion beyond the River.’ 
17Then sent the king an answer unto 
Rehum the commander, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest of 
their companions that dwell in Sa- 
maria, and unto the rest beyond the 
River: ‘Peace, and now }8the letter 
which ye sent unto us hath been 
plainly read before me.  !%And> I 
decreed, and search hath been made, 
and it 1s found that this city of old 
time hath made insurrection against 
kings, and that rebellion and sedition 
have been made therein. There 
have been mighty kings also over 
Jerusalem, who have ruled over all 
the country beyond the River; and 
tribute, impost, and toll, was paid un- 
to them. *Make ye now a decree to 
cause these mento cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until a decree 
shall be made by me. And take heed 
that:ye be not slack herein; why should 
damage grow to the hurt of the kings?’ 
Then when the copy of king Ar- 
taxerxes’ letter wasread before Rehum, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and their 
companions, they went in haste to 
Jerusalem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 
*Then ceased the work of the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem; and it 
ceased unto the second year of the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 
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prophet, and Zechariah the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem; in the 
name of the God of Israel prophesied 
they unto them. ?Then rose up 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and began 
to build the house of God which is 
at Jerusalem; and with them were 
the prophets of God, helping them. 
3At the same time came to them 
Tattenai, the governor beyond the 
River, and Shethar-bozenai, and their 
companions, and said thus unto them: 
‘Who gave you a decree to build this 
house, and to finish this structure?’ 
4‘Then spoke we unto them after 
this manner [, wrote they]: What 
are the names of the men that build 
this building?’ ®*But the eye of their 
God was upon the elders of the Jews, 
and they did not make them cease, 
till the matter should come to Darius, 
and then answer should be returned by 
letter concerning it. 

6The copy of the letter that Tatte- 
nai, the governor beyond the River, 
and Shethar-bozenai, and his com- 
panions the Apharesachites, who 
were beyond the River, sent unto 
Darius the king; ‘they sent a letter 
unto him, wherein was written thus: 
‘Unto Darius the king, all peace. 
’Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judah, to 
the house of the great God, which is 
builded with great stones, and tim- 
ber is laid in the walls, and this work 
goeth on with diligence and prospereth 
in their hands. *Then asked we those 
elders, and said unto them thus: 
Who gave you a decree to build 
this house, and to finish this wall? 
We asked them their names. also, 
to announce to thee, that we might 
write the names of the men that were 
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at the head of them. “And thus they 
returned us answer, saying: We are 
the servants of the God of heaven 
and earth, and build the house that 
was builded these many years ago, 
which a great king of Israel builded 
and finished. But because that 
our fathers had provoked the God 
of heaven, He gave them into the 
hand of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, the Chaldean, who de- 
stroyed this house, and carried the 
people away into Babylon. ‘But 
in the first year of Cyrus king of 
Babylon, Cyrus the king made a 
decree to build this house of God. 
“And the gold and silver vessels 
also of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took out of the tem- 
ple that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, — 
those did Cyrus the king take out of 
the temple of Babylon, and they 
were delivered unto one whose name 
was Sheshbazzar, whom he had made 
governor; “and he said unto him: 
Take these vessels, go, put them in 
the temple that is in Jerusalem, and 
let the house of God be builded in its 
place. Then came the same Shesh- 
bazzar, and laid the foundations of the 
house of God which is in Jerusalem; 
and since that time even until now 
hath it been in building, and yet it is 
not completed. 1”Now therefore, if 
it seem good to the king, let search: 
be made in the king’s treasure-house: 
there, which is at Babylon, whether 
it be so, that a decree was made of — 
Cyrus the king to build this house of 
God at Jerusalem, and let the king 
send his pleasure to us concerning — 
this matter.’ . iy 
6 Then Darius the king made a 
decree, and search was made in the 
house of the archives, where the 
treasures were laid up, in Babylon. 
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2And there was found at Ahmetha, 
in the palace that is in the province of 
Media, a roll, and therein was thus 
written: ‘A record. In the first 
year of Cyrus the king, Cyrus the 
king made a decree: Concerning the 
house of God at Jerusalem, let the 
house be builded, the place where 
they offer sacrifices, and let the 
foundations thereof be strongly laid; 
the height thereof threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof threescore 
cubits; ‘with three rows of great 
stones, and a row of new timber, and 
let the expenses be given out of the 
king’s house; ‘and also let the gold 
and silver vessels of the house of God, 
which Nebuchadnezzar took forth out 
of the temple which is at Jerusalem, 
and brought unto Babylon, be re- 
stored, and brought back unto the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, every 
one to its place, and thou shalt put 
them in the house of God.’ 

®‘Now therefore, Tattenai, governor 
beyond the River, Shethar-bozenai, 
and your companions the Apharesach- 
ites, who are beyond the River, be ye 
far from thence; “let the work of this 
house of God alone; let the governor 
of the Jews and the elders of the Jews 
build this house of God in its place. 
-8Moreover I make a decree concern- 
ing what ye shall do to these elders of 
the Jews for the building of this 
house of God; that of the king’s 
goods, even of the tribute beyond the 
River, expenses be given with all 
diligence unto these men, that they 
be not hindered. %And that which 
they have need of, both young bul- 
locks, and rams, and lambs, for 
burnt-offerings to the God of heaven, 
wheat, salt, wine, and oil, according 
to the word of the priests that are at 
Jerusalem, let it be given them day by 
day without fail; ‘that they may 
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offer sacrifices of sweet savour unto 
the God of heaven, and pray for the 
life of the king, and of his sons. Also 
I have made a decree, that whoso- 
ever shall alter this word, let a beam 
be pulled out from his house, and let 
him be lifted up and fastened thereon; 
and let his house be made a dunghill 
for this; "and may the God that hath 
caused His name to dwell there over- 
throw all kings'and peoples, that shall 
put forth their hand to alter the same, 
to destroy this house of God which is 
at Jerusalem. I Darius have made 
a decree; let it be done with all 
diligence.’ 

BThen Tattenai, the governor be- 
yond the River, Shethar-bozenai, and 
their companions, because that Darius 
the king had thus sent, acted with all 
diligence. 44And the elders of the 
Jews builded and prospered, through 
the prophesying of Haggai the prophet 
and Zechariah the son of Iddo. And 
they builded and finished it, according 
to the commandment of the God of 
Israel, and according to the decree of 
Cyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes 
king of Persia. And this house was 
finished on the third day of the month 
Adar, which was in the sixth year of 
the reign of Darius the king. . 

And the children of Israel, the 
priests and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy. And they offered at the 
dedication of this house of God a hun- 
dred bullocks, two hundred rams, four 
hundred lambs; and for a sin-offering 
for all Israel, twelve he-goats, accord- 
ing to the number of the tribes of 
Israel. 48And they set the priests in 
their divisions, and the Levites in 
their courses, for the service of God, 
which is at Jerusalem; as it is written 
in the book of Moses. 
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19And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
day of the first month. *For the 
priests and the Levites had purified 
themselves together; all of them were 
ure; and they killed the passover 
amb for all the children of the captiv- 
ity, and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves. “And the chil- 
dren of Israel, that were come back 
out of the captivity, and all such as 
had separated themselves unto them 
from the filthiness of the nations of 
the land, to seek the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, did eat, and kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with joy; for the Lorp had made them 
joyful, and had turned the heart of 
the king of Assyria unto them, to 
strengthen their hands in the work of 
the house of God, the God of Israel. 
7 Now after these things, in the 
reign of Artaxerxes king of Persia, 
Ezra the son of Seraiah, the son of 
Azariah, the son of Hilkiah, *the son 
of Shallum, the son of Zadok, the son 
of Ahitub, *the son of Amariah, the 
son of Azariah, the son of Meraioth, 
‘the son of Zerahiah, the son of Uzzi, 
the son of Bukki, the son of Abishua, 
the son of Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, 
the son of Aaron the chief priest — 
Sthis Ezra went up from Babylon; and 
he was a ready scribe in the Law of 
Moses, which the Lorn, the God of 
Israel, had given; and the king granted 
him all his request, according to the 
hand of the Lorp his God upon him. 
7And there went up some of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and of the priests, and 
the Levites, and the singers, and the 
porters, and the Nethinim, unto Jeru- 
salem, in the seventh year of Artaxer- 
xes the king. %And he came to Jeru- 
salem in the fifth month, which was in 
the seventh year of the king. ‘For 
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upon the first day of the first month 
began he to go up from Babylon, and 
on the first day of the fifth month came 
he to Jerusalem, according to the good 
hand of his God upon him. }°For 
Ezra had set his heart to seek the law 
of the Lorn, and to do it, and to teach 
in Israel statutes and ordinances. 

UN ow this is the copy of the letter 
that the king Artaxerxes gave unto 
Ezra the priest, the scribe, even the 
scribe of the words of the command- 
ments of the Lorp, and of His statutes 
to Israel: !°‘Artaxerxes, king of kings, 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe of the 
Law of the God of heaven, and so 
forth. And now I make a decree, 
that all they of the people of Israel, 
and their priests and the Levites, in 
my realm, that are minded of their 
own free will to go with thee to Jeru- 
salem, go. 4Forasmuchas thou artsent 
of the king and his seven counsellors, 
to inquire concerning Judah and Jeru- 
salem, according to the law of. thy 
God which is in thy hand; “and to 
carry the silver and gold, which the 
king and his counsellors have freely 
offered unto the God of Israel, whose 
habitation is in Jerusalem, !*and all the 
silver and gold that thou shalt find in 
all the province of Babylon, with the 
freewill-offering of the people, and of 
the priests, offering willingly for the 
house of their God which is in Jeru- 
salem; "therefore thou shalt with all 
diligence buy with this money bul- 
locks, rams, lambs, with their meal- 


offerings and their drink-offerings, and — 


shalt offer them upon the altar of the 
house of your God which is in Jeru- 
salem. 


with the rest of the silver and the gold, 
that do ye after the will of your God. 
19And the vessels that are given thee 
for the service of the house of thy God, 
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18And whatsoever shall seem — 
good to thee and to thy brethren to do — 
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| salem. 
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deliver thou before the God of Jeru- 
20And whatsoever more shall 
_ be needful for the house of thy God, 
| which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure-house. *And J, even I Ar- 
taxerxes the king, do make a decree 
to all the treasurers that are beyond 
the River, that whatsoever Ezra the 
priest, the scribe of the Law of the God 
of heaven, shall require of you, it be 
done with all diligence, unto a -hun- 
dred talents of silver, and to a hundred 
measures of wheat, and to a hundred 
baths of wine, and to a hundred baths 
of oil, and salt without prescribing how 
much. **Whatsoever is commanded 
by the God of heaven, let it be done 
exactly for the house of the God of 
heaven; for why should there be wrath 
against the realm of the king and his 
sons? *4Also we anncunce to you, that 
touching any of the priests and Le- 
vites, the singers, porters, Nethinim, 
or servants of this house of God, it 
shall not be lawful to impose tribute, 
impost, or toll, upon them. And 
thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of thy 
God that is in thy hand, appoint 
magistrates and judges, who may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the River, all such as know the laws of 
thy God; and teach ye him that 
knoweth them not. And whosoever 
will not do the law of thy God, and 
the law of the king, let judgment be 
executed upon him with all diligence, 
whether it be unto death, or to ban- 
ishment, or to confiscation of goods, 
or to imprisonment.’ 

27Blessed be the Lorp, the God of 
our fathers, who hath put such a 
thing as this in the king’s heart, to 
beautify the house of the Lorp which 
is in Jerusalem; ?8and hath extended 
mercy unto me before the king, and 
his counsellors; and before all the 
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king’s mighty princes. And I was 
strengthened according to the hand of 
the Lorp my God upon me, and I 
gathered together out of Israel chief 
men to go up with me. 
8 Now these are the heads. of their 
fathers’ houses, and this is the 
genealogy of them that went up with 
me from Babylon, in the reign of Arta- 
xerxes the king. ?Of the sons of Phine- 
has, Gershom; of the sons of Ithamar, 
Daniel; of the sons of David, Hat- 
tush. %Of the sons of Shecaniah: of 
the sons of Parosh, Zechariah; and 
with him were reckoned by gene- 
alogy of the males a hundred and fifty. 
4Of the sons of Pahath-moab, Eliehoe- 
nai the son of Zerahiah; and with him 
two hundred males. ‘Of the sons 
of Shecaniah, the son of Jahaziel; and 
with him three hundred males. And 
of the sons of Adin, Ebed the son 
of Jonathan; and with him fifty 
males. ‘And of the sons of Elam, 
Jeshaiah the son of Athaliah; and 
with him seventy males. %And of the 
sons of Shephatiah, Zebadiah the son 
of Michael; and with him fourscore 
males. °Of the sons of Joab, Obadiah 
the son of Jehiel; and with him two 
hundred and eighteen males. !°And 
of the sons of Shelomith, the son of 
Josiphiah; and with him a hundred 
and threescore males. “And of the 
sons of Bebai, Zechariah the son of 
Bebai; and with him twenty and eight 
males. And of the sons of Azgad, 
Johanan the son of Hakkatan; and 
with him a hundred and ten males. 
And of the sons of Adonikam, that 
were the last; and these are their 
names, Eliphelet, Jeiel, and Shemaiah; 
and with them threescore males. “And 
of the sons of Bigvai, Uthai and 
Zaccur; and with him seventy males. 
And I gathered them together to 
the river that runneth to Ahava; and 
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there we encamped three days; and 
I viewed the people, and the priests, 
and found there none of the sons of 
Levi. Then sent I for Eliezer, for 
Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, 
and for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and 
for Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam, chief men; also for Joiarib, 
and for Elnathan, teachers. +7And 
I gave them commandment unto Iddo 
the chief at the place Casiphia; and 
I told them what they should say un- 
to Iddo [and] his brother, who were 
set over the place Casiphia, that they 
should bring unto us ministers for the 
house of ourGod. And according to 
the good hand of our God upon us 
they brought us a man of discretion, of 
the sons of Mahli, the son of Levi, the 
son of Israel; and Sherebiah, with his 
sons and his brethren, eighteen; !%and 
Hashabiah, and with him Jeshaiah of 
the sons of Merari, his brethren and 
their sons, twenty; ?°and of the Neth- 
inim, whom David and the princes had 
given for the service of the Levites, 
two hundred and twenty Nethinim; 
all of them were mentioned by name. 

Then I proclaimed a fast there, at 
the river Ahava, that we might hum- 
ble ourselves before our God, to seek 
of Him a straight way, for us, and for 
our little ones, and for all our sub- 
stance. “For I was ashamed to ask of 
the king a band of soldiers and 
horsemen to help us against the enemy 
in the way; because we had spoken 
unto the king, saying: ‘The hand of 
our God is upon all them that seek 
Him, for good; but His power and His 
wrath is against all them that forsake 
Him.’ **So we fasted and besought our 
God for this; and He was entreated of 
us. ™Then I separated twelve of the 


chiefs of the priests, besides Shere- | 


biah, Hashabiah, and ten of their 
brethren with them, and weighed 


unto them the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, even the offering for the 
house of our God, which the king, and 
his counsellors, and his princes, and 
all Israel there present, had offered; 
*J even weighed into their hand six 
hundred and fifty talents of silver, and 
silver vessels a hundred talents; of 
gold a hundred talents; ?“and twenty 
bowls of gold, of a thousand daries; 
and two vessels of.fine bright brass, 
precious as gold. *8And I said unto 
them: ‘Ye are holy unto the Lorn, 
and the vessels are holy; and the silver 
and the gold are a freewill-offering 
unto the Lorp, the God of your 
fathers. 2°Watch ye, and keep them, 
until ye weigh them before the chiefs 
of the priests and the Levites, and 
the princes of the fathers’ houses of 
Israel, at Jerusalem, in the chambers 
of the house of the Lorn.’ So the 
priests and the Levites received the 
weight of the silver and tne gold, and 
the vessels, to bring them to Jerusalem 
unto the house of our God. 

31Then we departed from the river 
of Ahava on the twelfth day of the 
first month, to go unto Jerusalem; 
and the hand of our God was upon us, 
and He delivered us from the hand of 
the enemy and lier-in-wait by the way. 
2And we came toJerusalem, and abode 
there three days. *And on the fourth 
day was the silver and the gold and the 
vessels weighed in the house of our 
God into the hand of Meremoth the 
son of Uriah the priest; and with him 
was Eleazar the son of Phinehas; and 
with them was Jozabad the son of 
Jeshua, aud Noadiah the son of Binnui, . 
the Levites; *4the whole by number 
and by weight; and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

The children of the captivity, that 
were come out of exile, offered burnt- 
offerings unto the God of Israel, twelve 
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bullocks for all Israel, ninety and six 
rams, seventy and seven lambs, 
twelve he-goats for a sin-offering; all 
this was a burnt-offering unto the 
Lorp. *And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s satraps, 
and to the governors beyond the 
River; and they furthered the people 
and the house of God. 
9 Now when these things were done, 
the princes drew near unto me, 
saying: ‘The people of Israel, and the 
priests and the Levites, have not 
separated themselves from the peoples 
of the lands, doing according to their 
abominations, even of the Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Perizzites, the Jebu- 
sites, the Ammonites, the Moabites, 
the Egyptians, and the Amorites. 
2¥ or they have taken of their daughters 
for themselves and for their sons; so 
that the holy seed have mingled them- 
selves with the peoples of the lands; 
yea, the hand of the princes and 
rulers hath been first in this faithless- 
ness.’ *And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head and 
of my beard, and sat down appalled. 
4Then were assembled unto me every 
one that trembled at the words of the 
God of Israel, because of the faithless- 
ness of them of the captivity; and I 
sat appalled until the evening offering. 
5And at the evening offering I arose 
up from my fasting, even with my 
garment and my mantle rent; and I 
fell upon my knees, and spread out 
my hands unto the Lorp my God; 
sand I said: ‘O my God, Iam ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to Thee, 
my God; for our zniquities are increased 
over our head, and our guiltiness 
is grown up unto the heavens. ‘Since 
the days of our fathers we have been 
exceeding guilty unto this day; and 
for our iniquities have we, our kings, 


and our priests, been delivered into 
the hand of the kings of the lands, to 
the sword, to captivity, and to spoil- 
ing, and to confusion of face, as it is 
this day. *And now for a little moment 
grace hath been shown from the 
Lorp our God, to leave us a remnant 
to escape, and to give us a, nail in His 
holy place, that our God may lighten 
our eyes, and give us a little reviving 
in our bondage. °For we are bond- 
men; yet our God hath not forsaken 
us in our bondage, but hath extended 
mercy unto us in the sight of the kings 
of Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
up the house of our God, and to repair 
the ruins thereof, and to give us a 
fence in Judah and in Jerusalem. 
10And now, O our God, what shall we 
say after this? for we have forsaken 
Thy commandments, “which Thou 
hast commanded by Thy servants 
the prophets, saying: The land, unto 
which ye go to possess it, is an unclean 
land through the uncleanness of the 
peoples of the lands, through their 
abominations, wherewith they have 
filled it from one end to another in 
their filthiness. ‘Now therefore give 
not your daughters unto their sons, 
neither take their daughters unto your 
sons, nor seek their peace or their 
prosperity for ever; that ye may be 
strong, and eat the good of the land, 
and leave it for an inheritance to your 
children for ever. “And after all 
that is come upon us for our evil 
deeds, and for our great guilt, seeing 
that Thou our God hast punished us 
less than our iniquities deserve, and 
hast given us such a remnant, “shall 
we again break Thy commandments, 
and make marriages with the peoples 
that do these abominations? wouldest 
not Thou be angry with us till Thou 
hadst consumed us, so that there 
should be po remnant, nor any to 
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escape? %O Lorp, the God of Israel, 
Thou art righteous; for we are left a 
remnant that is escaped, as it is this 
day; behold, we are before Thee in our 
guiltiness; for none can stand before 
Thee because of this.’ 
1 ¢) Now while Ezra prayed, and 
made confession, weeping and 
casting himself down before the house 
of God, there was gathered together 
unto him out of Israel a very great con- 
gregation of men and women and chil- 
dren; for the people wept very sore. 
2And Shecaniah the son of Jehiel, one of 
the sons of Elam, answered and said 
unto Ezra: ‘Wehavebrokenfaith with 
our God, and have married foreign 
women of the peoples of the land; yet 
now there is hope for Israel concerning 
this thing. *Now therefore let us make 
a covenant with our God to put away 
all the wives, and such as are born of 
them, according to the counsel of the 
Lorp, and of those that tremble at 
the commandment of our God; and 
let it be done according to the law. 
‘Arise; for the matter belongeth unto 
thee, and we are with thee; be of good 
courage, and do it.’ 
5Then arose Ezra, and made the 
chiefs of the priests, the Levites, and 
all Israel, to swear that they would 
do according to this word. So they 
swore. °Then Hzra rose up from be- 
fore the house of God, and went into 
the chamber of Jehohanan the son of 
Eliashib; and when he came thither, 
he did eat no bread, nor drink water; 
for he mourned because of the faith- 
lessness of them of the captivity. 7And 
they made proclamation throughout 
Judah and Jerusalem unto all. the 
children of the captivity, that they 
should gather themselves together 
unto Jerusalem; 8and that whosoever 
came not within three days, according 
to the counsel of the princes and the 
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elders, all his substance. should be 
forfeited, and himself separated from 
the congregation of the captivity. 
°Then all the men of Judah and Ben- 
jamin gathered themselves together 
unto Jerusalem within the three days; 
it was the ninth month, on the twen- 
tieth day of the month; and all. the 
people sat in the broad place before 
the house of God, trembling because 
of this matter, and for the great rain. 
10And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them: ‘Ye have broken 
faith, and have married foreign wom- 
en, to increase the guilt of Israel. 
Now therefore make confession unto 
the Lorn, the God of your fathers, and 
do His pleasure; and separate your- 
selves from the peoples of the land, 
and from the foreign women.’ Then 
all the congregation answered and said 
with a loud voice: ‘As thou hast said, 
so it is for us to do. “But the people 
are many, and it is a time of much 
rain, and we are not able to stand with- 
out, neither is this a work of one day or 
two; for we have greatly transgressed 
in this matter. ‘Let now our princes 
of all the congregation stand, and let 
all them that are in our cities that 
have married foreign women come at 
appointed times, and with them the 
elders of every city, and the judges 
thereof, until the fierce wrath of our 
God be turned from us, as touching 
this matter.’ “Only Jonathan the son 
of Asahel and Jahzeiah the son of 
Tikvah stood up against this matter; 
and Meshullam and Shabbethai the © 
Levite helped them. 1And the chil- 
dren of the captivity did so. And 
Ezra the priest, with certain heads of — 
fathers’ houses, after their fathers’ 
houses, and all of them by their 
names, were separated; and they sat 
down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 17And 
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they were finished with all the men 
that had married foreign women by 
the first day of the first month. 

18A nd among the sons of the priests 
there were found that had married 
foreign women, namely: of the sons 
of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, and his 
brethren, Maaseiah, and Eliezer, and 
Jarib, and Gedaliah. And they 
gave their hand that they would put 
away their wives; and being guilty, 
{they offered]a ram of the flock for their 
guilt. ?°And of the sons of Immer: 
Hanani and Zebadiah. *And of the 
sons of Harim: Maaseiah, and Elijah, 
and Shemaiah, and Jehiel, and Uzziah. 
And of the sons of Pashhur: Elioenai, 
Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethanel, Joza- 
bad, and Elasah. *And of the Le- 
vites: Jozabad, and Shimei, and 
Kelaiah—the same is Kelita—Petha- 
hiah, Judah, and Eliezer. “And of the 
singers: Elhashib; and of the porters: 
Shallum, and Telem, and Uri. *And 
of Israel: of the sons of Parosh: 
Ramiah, and IJzziah, and Malchijah, 
and Mijamin, and Eleazar, and Mal- 
chijah, and Benaiah. *And of the 
sons of Elam: Mattaniah, Zechariah, 
and Jehiel, and Abdi, and Jeremoth, 
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and Elijah. 27And of the sons of Zat- 
tu: Elioenai, Eliashib, Mattaniah, and 
Jeremoth, and Zabad, and Aziza. 
28And of the sons of Bebai: Jehohanan, 
Hananiah, Zabbai, Athlai. ?%And of 
the sons of Bani: Meshullam, Mal- 
luch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal, 
and Ramoth. *And of the sons of 
Pahath-moab: Adna, and Chelal, 
Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mattaniah, Bezal- 
el, and Binnui, and Manasseh. *And 
of the sons of Harim: Eliezer, Isshi- 
jah, Malchijah, Shemaiah, Shimeon; 
Benjamin, Malluch, Shemariah. #Of 
the sons of Hashum: Mattenai, Mat- 
tattah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Jeremai, 
Manasseh, Shimei. “Of the sons of 
Bani: Maadai, Amram, and Uel; 
3Benaiah, Bedeiah, Cheluhu; **Va- 
niah, Meremoth, Eliashib; 3’Matta- 
niah, Mattenai, and Jaasai;*8and Bani, 
and Binnui, Shimei; *°and Shelemiah, 
and Nathan, and Adaiah; 4°Machna- 
debai, Shashai, Sharai; “‘Azarel, and 
Shelemiah, Shemariah; “Shallum, Am- 
ariah, Joseph. “Of the sons of Nebo: 
Jeiel, Mattithiah, Zabad, Zebina, Jad- 
dai,and Joel, Benaiah. “All these had 
taken foreign wives; and some of them 
had wives by whom they had children. 
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1 Tur words of Nehemiah the son of 
Hacaliah. 

Now it came to pass in the month 
Chislev, in the twentieth year, as I 
was in Shushan. the castle, - that 
Hanani, one of my brethren, came 
out of Judah, he and certain men; 
and J asked them: concerning’ the 
Jews that had escaped, that were 


left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. *And they said unto me: 
‘The remnant that are left of the 
captivity there in the province are in 
great affliction and reproach; the wall 
of Jerusalem also is broken down, and 
the gates thereof are burned with 
fire.’ 4And it came to pass, when I 
heard these ‘words, that I sat down 
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and wept, and mourned certain days; 
and I fasted and prayed before the God 
of heaven, ®and said: ‘I beseech Thee, 
O Lorp, the God of heaven, the great 
and awful God, that keepeth cove- 
nant and mercy with them that love 
Him and keep His commandments; 
‘let Thine ear now be attentive, and 
Thine eyes open, that Thou mayest 
hearken unto the prayer of Thy serv- 
ant, which I pray before Thee at 
this time, day and night, for the chil- 
dren of Israel Thy servants, while I 
confess the sins of the children of 
Israel, which we have sinned against 
Thee; yea, I and my father’s house 
have sinned. 7We have dealt very 
corruptly against Thee, and have not 
kept the commandments, nor. the 
statutes, nor the ordinances which 
Thou didst command Thy servant 
Moses. Remember, I beseech Thee, 
the word that Thou didst command 
Thy servant Moses, saying: If ye 
deal treacherously, I will scatter you 
abroad among the peoples; *but if ye 
return unto Me, and keep My com- 
-mandments and do them, though 
your dispersed were in the uttermost 
part of the heaven, yet will I gather 
them from thence, and will bring them 
unto the place that I have chosen to 
cause My name to dwell there. “Now 
these are Thy servantsand Thy people, 
whom Thou hast redeemed by Thy 
great power, and by Thy strong hand. 
NQ Lord, I beseech Thee, let now 
Thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
Thy servant, and to the prayer of 
Thy servants, who delight to fear Thy 
name; and prosper, I pray Thee, Thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy 
in the sight of this man.’ Now I was 
cupbearer to the king. 
2 And it came to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, when wine was

before him, that I took up the wine, 
and. gave it unto the king. Now I 
had not been beforetime sad in his 
presence. 


ing else but sorrow of heart.’ Then 
I was very sore afraid. *And I said 
unto the king: ‘Let the king live 
for ever: why should not my counte- 
nance be sad, when the city, the place 
of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are consumed 
with fire?’ “Then the king said unto 
me: ‘For what dost thou make re- 
quest?’ So I prayed to the God of 
heaven. *And J said unto the king: 
‘If it please the king, and if thy serv- 
ant have found favour in thy sight,

sepulchres, that I may build it.’ ‘And 
the king said unto me, the queen 
also sitting by him: ‘For how long 
shall thy journey be? and when wilt 
thou return?’ So it pleased the king 
to send me; and I set him a time, 
™Moreover I said unto the king: ‘If 
it please the king, let letters be given 
me to the governors beyond the River, 
that they may let me pass through 
till I come unto Judah; ®and a letter 
unto Asaph the keeper of the king’s 
park, that he may give me timber to 
make beams for the gates of the castle 
which appertaineth to the house, and 
for the wall of the city, and for the 
house that I shall enter into.’ And 


the king granted me, according to — 


the good hand of my God upon me. 
*Then I came to the governors be- 


yond the River, and gave them the > 


king’s letters. Now the king had sent 
with me captains of the army and 
horsemen. +°And when Sanballat the 
Horonite, and Tobiah the servant, the 


Ammonite, heard: of it, it grieved 
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2And the king said unto | 
me: ‘Why is thy countenance sad, _ 
seeing thou art not sick? this is noth- -

them exceedingly, for that there was 
come a man to seek the welfare of the 
children of Israel. "So I came to 
Jerusalem, and was there three days. 
l2And I arose in the night, I and some 
few men with me; neither told I any 
man what my God put into my heart 
to do for Jerusalem; neither was there 
any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. And I went out by 
night by the valley gate, even toward 
the dragon’s well, and to the dung 
gate, and viewed the walls of Jerusa- 
lem, which were broken down, and the 
gates thereof were consumed with 
fire. Then I went on to the fountain 
gate and to the king’s pool; but there 
was no place for the beast that was 
under me to. pass. Then went I up 
in the night in the valley, and viewed 
the wall; and I turned back, and en- 
tered by the valley gate, and so re- 
turned. ‘And the rulers knew not 
whither I went, or what I did; neither 
had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor 
to the priests, nor to the nobles, nor to 
the rulers, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17Then said I unto them: ‘Ye 
see the evil case that we are in, how 
Jerusalem lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire; come 
and let us build up the wall of Jerusa- 
lem, that we be no more a reproach.’ 
i8And I told them of the hand of my 
God which was good upon me; as also 
of the king’s words that he had spoken 
unto me. And they said: ‘Let us rise 
up and build.’ So they strengthened 
their hands for the good work. 1°But 
when Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
and Geshem the Arabian, heard it, 
they laughed us to scorn, and despised 
us, and said: ‘What is this thing that 
ye do? will ye rebel against the king?’ 
2Then answered I them, and said 
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unto them: ‘The God of heaven, He 
will prosper us; therefore we His 
servants will arise and build; but ye 
have no portion, nor right, nor memo- 
rial, in Jerusalem.’ 

Then Eliashib the high priest 

rose up with his’ brethren the 
priests, and they builded the sheep 
gate; they sanctified it, and set up the 
doors of it; even unto the tower of 
Hammeah they sanctified it, unto the 
tower of Hananel. *And next unto 
him builded the men of Jericho. And 
next to them builded Zaccur the son of 
Imri. *And the fish gate did the sons 
of Hassenaah build; they laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the bolts thereof, and the 
bars thereof. 4And next unto them 
repaired Meremoth the son of Uriah, 
the son of Hakkoz. And next unto 
them repaired Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah, the son of Meshezabel. 
And next unto them repaired Zadok 
the son of Baana. *And next unto 
them the Tekoites repaired; and their 
nobles put not their necks to the work 
of their lord. ®And the gate of the 
old city repaired Joiada the son of 
Paseah and Meshullam the son of 
Besodeiah; they laid the beams thereof, 
and set up the doors thereof, and the 
bolts thereof, and the bars thereof. 
7And next unto them repaired Mela- 
tiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and 
of Mizpah, for them that apper- 
tained to the throne of the governor 
beyond the River. %Next unto him 
repaired Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, 
goldsmiths. And next unto him re- 
paired Hananiah one of the perfumers, 
and they restored Jerusalem even 
unto the broad wall. *And next unto 
them repaired Rephaiah the son of 
Hur, the ruler of half the district of 
Jerusalem. 1°And next unto them 
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repaired Jedaiah the son of Harumaph, 
even over against his house. And 
next unto him repaired Hattush the 
son of Hashabneiah. !Malchijah the 
son of Harim, and Hasshub the son of 
Pahath-moab, repaired another por- 
tion, and the tower of the furnaces. 
2And next unto him repaired Shallum 
the son of Hallohesh, the ruler of 
half the district of Jerusalem, he and 
his daughters. 'The valley gate re- 
paired Hanun, and the inhabitants 
of Zanoah; they built it, and set up 
the doors thereof, the bolts thereof, 
and the bars thereof, and a thousand 
cubits of the wall unto the dung gate. 
MAnd the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chijah the son of Rechab, the ruler 
of the district of Beth-cherem; he 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, 
’ the bolts thereof, and the bars thereof. 
15And the fountain gate repaired Shal- 
lun the son of Col-hozeh, the ruler of 
the district of Mizpah; he built it, 
and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the bolts thereof, and the 
bars thereof, and the wall of the pool 
of Shelah by the king’s garden, even 
unto the stairs that go down from the 
city of David. After him repaired 
Nehemiah the son of Azbuk. the ruler 
of half the district of Beth-zur, unto 
the place over against the sepulchres 
of David, and unto the pool that was 
made, and unto the house of the 
mighty men. 17After him repaired 
the Levites, Rehum the son of Bani. 
Next unto him repaired Hashabiah, 
the ruler of half the district of Keilah, 
for his district. 18After him repaired 
their brethren, Bavvai the son of 
Henadad, the ruler of half the district 
of Keilah. 1°And next to him repaired 
Ezer the son of Jeshua, the ruler of 
Mizpah, another portion, over against 
the ascent to the armoury at the 
Turning. ?°After him Baruch the son 
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of Zaccai earnestly repaired another 
portion, from the Turning unto the 
door of the house of Eliashib the high 
priest. “After him repaired Mere- 
moth the son of Uriah the son of Hak- 
koz another portion, from the door 
of the house of Eliashib even to the 
end of the house of Eliashib. And 
after him repaired the priests, the men 
of the Plain. 
Benjamin and Hasshub over against 
their house. After them repaired 
Azariah the son of Maaseiah the son 
of Ananiah beside his own house. 
After him repaired Binnui the son 
of Henadad another portion, from the 
house of Azariah unto the Turning 
and unto the corner. **Palal the son 
of Uzai repaired over against the 
Turning, and the tower that standeth 
out from the upper house of the king, 
which is by the court of the guard. 
After him Pedaiah the son of Parosh

repaired.—*N ow the Nethinim dwelt — 
in Ophel, unto the place over against — 


the water gate toward the east, and 
the tower that standeth out.— After 


him the Tekoites repaired another | 


portion, over against the great tower 


that standeth out, and unto the wall 
of Ophel. *8Above the horse gate re-. 


paired the priests, every one over 
against his own house. **After them 
repaired Zadok the son of Immer over 
against his own house. And after 
him repaired Shemaiah the son of 


Shecaniah, the keeper of the east — 
gate. *°After him repaired Hananiah 


the son of Shelemiah, and Hanun the 


sixth son of Zalaph, another portion. — 
After him repaired Meshullam the — 


son of Berechiah over against his 
chamber. 
chijah one of the goldsmiths unto the 
house of the Nethinim, and of the 
merchants, over against the gate of 


After him repaired Mal- 


Hammiphkad, and to the upper cham- 
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ber of the corner. *And between the 
upper chamber of the corner and the 
sheep gate repaired the goldsmiths 
and the merchants. 
®But it came to pass that, when 
Sanballat heard that we builded the 
wall, he was wroth, and took great 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 
%4And he spoke before his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and said: 
‘What do these feeble Jews? will they 
restore at will? will they sacrifice? 
will they make an end this day? will 
they revive the stones out of the heaps 
of rubbish, seeing they are burned?’ 
%Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by 
him, and he said: ‘Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall break 
down their stone wall.’, **Hear, O 
our God; for we are despised; and 
turn back their reproach upon their 
own head, and give them up to spoil- 
ing in a land of captivity; *’and cover 
not their iniquity, and let not their 
sin be blotted out from before Thee; 
for they have vexed Thee before the 
builders. #8So we built the wall; and 
all the wall was joined together unto 
half the height thereof; for the people 
had a mind to work. 
4 But it came to pass that, when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites, and 
the Ashdodites, heard that the re- 
pairing of the walls of Jerusalem went 
forward, and that the breaches began 
to be stopped, then they were very 
wroth;?and they conspired all of them 
together to come and fight against 
Jerusalem, and to cause confusion 
therein. *But we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 
4And Judah said: ‘The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, 
and there is much rubbish; so that we 
are not able to build the wall.’ 'And 
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our adversaries said: ‘They shall not 
know, neither see, till we come into the 
midst of them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease.’ ‘And it 
came to pass that, when the Jews that 
dwelt by them came, they said unto 
us ten times: ‘Ye must return unto us 
from all places.’ 7Therefore set I 
in the lowest parts of the space behind 
the wall, in the open places, I even 
set the people after their families 
with their swords, their spears, and 
their bows. %And I looked, and rose 
up, and said unto the nobles, and to 
the rulers, and to the rest of the 
people: ‘Be not ye afraid of them; 
remember the Lord, who is great 
and awful, and fight for your breth- 
ren, your sons and your daughters, your 
wives and your houses.’ 

*And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had broughé <neir counsel 
to nought, that we returned all of us 
to the wall, every one unto his work. 
10And it came to pass from that time 
forth, that half of my servants wrought 
in the work, and half of them held 
the spears, the shields, and the bows, 
and the coats of mail; and the rulers 
were behind all the house of Judah. 
“They that builded the wall and they 
that bore burdens laded_ themselves, 
every one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the 
other held his weapon; "and the 
builders, every one had his sword 
girded by his side, and so builded. 
And he that sounded the horn was 
by me. And I said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers and to the rest 
of the people: ‘The work is great 
and large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from another; ‘in 
what place soever ye hear the sound of 
the horn, resort ye thither unto us; 
our God will fight for us.’ 
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18Sq we wrought in the work; and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. ‘Likewise at the same 
time said I unto the people: ‘Let 
every one with his servant lodge with- 
in Jerusalem, that in the night they 
may be a guard to us, and may labour 
in the day.’ 1!"So neither I, nor my 
brethren, nor my servants, nor the 
men of the guard that followed me, 
none of us put off our clothes, every one 
that went to the water had his weapon. 
5 Then there arose a great cry of 
the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the Jews. ?For 
there were that said: ‘We, our sons 
and our daughters, are many; let us 
get for them corn, that we may eat 
and live.’ *Some also there were that 
said: ‘We are mortgaging our fields, 
and our vineyards, and our houses; let 
us get corn, because of the dearth.’ 
‘There were also that said: ‘We have 
borrowed money for the king’s tribute 
upon our fields and our vineyards. 
5Yet now our flesh is as the flesh of 
our brethren, our children as their 
children; and, lo, we bring into bondage 
our sons and our daughters to be serv- 
ants, and some of our daughters are 
brought into bondage already; neither 
is it in our power to help it; for other 
men have our fields and our vineyards.’ 
‘And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 
7Then I consulted with myself, and 
contended with the nobles and the 
rulers, and said unto them: ‘Ye 
lend upon pledge, every one to his 
brother.’ And I held a great assembly 
against them. 8%And I said unto them: 
‘We after our ability have redeemed 
our brethren the Jews, that sold them- 
selves unto the heathen; and would 
ye nevertheless sell your brethren, and 
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should they sell themselves unto us?’ 
Then held they their peace, and found 
never a word. Also I said: ‘The 
thing that ye do is not good; ought 


ye not to walk in the fear of our God, — 


because of the reproach of the heathen 
our enemies? 1!°And I likewise, my 
brethren and my servants, have lent 
them money and corn. I pray you, 
let us leave off this exaction. ™Re- 
store, I pray you, to them, even this 
day, their fields, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, 
also the hundred pieces of silver, 
and the corn, the wine, and the oil, 
that ye exact of them.’ Then said 
they: ‘We will restore them, and will 
require nothing of them; so will we 
do, even as thou sayest.’ Then I 


called the priests, and took an oath of — 


them, that they should do according 
to this promise. “Also I shook out 
my lap, and said: ‘So God shake 


out every man from his house, and 


from his labour, that performeth not 
this promise; even thus be he shaken 
out, and emptied.’ And all the con- 
gregation said: ‘Amen’, and praised 
the Lorp. And the people did ac- 
cording to this promise. 

MMoreover from the time that I 


was appointed to be their governor 


in the land of Judah, from the twen- — 


tieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that is, twelve years, I and my brethren 
have not eaten the bread of the 


governor. But the former governors ~ 


that were before me laid burdens 


upon the people, and took of them for — 
bread and wine above forty shekels of 
silver; yea, even their servants lorded 


over the people; but so did not I, be- 
cause of the fear of God. 1°Yea, alsoT 
set hand to the work of this wall 


neither bought we any land; and all 


my servants were gathered thither

unto the work. ‘Moreover there 
were at my table of the Jews and the 
rulers a hundred and fifty men, be- 
side those that came unto us from 
among the nations that were round 
about us. 18Now that which was 
prepared for one day was one ox and 
six choice sheep, also fowls were 
prepared for me; and once in ten days 
store of all sorts of wine; yet for all 
this I demanded not the bread of the 
governor, because the service was 
heavy upon this people. !%Remember 
unto me, O my God, for good, all that 
I have done for this people. 
6 Now it came to pass, when it was 
reported to Sanballat and Tobiah, 
and to Geshem the Arabian, and unto 
the rest of our enemies, that I had 
builded the wall, and that there was 
no breach left therein—though even 
unto that time I had not set up the 
doors in the gates—that Sanballat 
and Geshem sent unto me, saying: 
‘Come, let us meet together in one of 
the villages in the plain of Ono.’ 
But they thought to do me mischief. 
8And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying: ‘I am doing a great work, 
so that I cannot come down; why 
should the work cease, whilst I 
leave it, and come down to you?’ 
4And they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. *Then sent 
Sanballat his servant unto me in like 
manner the fifth time with an open 
letter in his hand; ‘wherein was 
written: ‘It is reported among the 
nations, and *Geshem saith it, that 
thou and the Jews think to rebel; for 
which cause thou buildest the wall; 
and thou wouldest be their king, 
even according to these words. 7And 
thou hast also appointed prophets to 
proclaim of thee at Jerusalem, saying: 


There is a king in Judah; and now 


shall it be reported to the king ac- 
cording to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel to- 
gether.’ ®Then I sent unto him, say- 
ing: ‘There are no such things done 
as thou sayest, but thou feignest them 
out of thine own heart.’ °%For they 
all would have us afraid, saying: 
‘Their hands shall be weakened from 
the work, that it be not done.’ But 
now, strengthen Thou my hands. 

10And as for me, I went unto the 
house of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah 
the son of Mehetabel, who was shut 
up; and he said: ‘Let us meet together 
in the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the temple; 
for they will come to slay thee; yea, 
in the night will they come to slay 
thee.’ “And I said: ‘Should such a 
man as I flee? and who is there, that, 
being such as I, could go into the 
temple and live? I will not go in.’ 
And I discerned, and, lo, God had 
not sent him; for he pronounced this 
prophecy against me, whereas Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. “For 
this cause was he hired, that I should 
be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that 
they might have matter for an evil 
report, that they might taunt me. 
4Remember, O my God, Tobiah and 
Sanballat according to these their 
works, and also the prophetess Noa- 
diah, and the rest of the prophets, that 
would have me put in fear. | 

1550 the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month 
Elul, in fifty and two days. And 
it came to pass, when all our enemies 
heard thereof, that all the nations 
that were about us feared, and were 
much cast down in their own eyes; 
for they perceived that this work 
was wrought of our God. 17More- 
over in those days the nobles of 
Judah sent many letters unto Tobiah, 
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and the letters of Tobiah came unto 
them. #8For there were many 1n 
‘Judah sworn unto him, because he 
was the son-in-law of Shecaniah the 
son of Arah; and his son Jehohanan 
had taken the daughter of Meshullam 
the son of Berechiah to wife. +*Also 
they spoke of his good deeds before 
me, and reported my words to him. 
And Tobiah sent letters to put me in 
fear. 
7 Now it came to pass, when the 
wall was built, and I had set up 
the doors, and the porters and the 
singers and the Levites were ap- 
pointed, *that I gave my brother 
Hanani, and Hananiah the governor 
of the castle, charge over Jerusalem; 
for he was a faithful man, and feared 
God above many. *And I said unto 
them: ‘Let not the gates of Jerusalem 
be opened until the sun be hot; and 
while they stand on guard, let them 
shut the doors, and bar ye them; and 
let watches be appointed of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, every one in 
his watch, and every one to be over 
against his house.’ ‘Now the city was 
wide and large; but the people were 
few therein, and the houses were not 
builded. ‘And my God put into my 
heart to gather together the nobles, 
and the rulers, and the people, that 
they might be reckoned by genealogy. 
And I found the book of the genealogy 
of them that came up at the first, and 
I found written therein: 


®These are the children of the 
province, that went up out of the 
captivity of those that had been 
carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away, 
and that returned unto Jerusalem and 
to Judah, every one unto his city;

And when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel were 
8 in their cities, Jall the people 

gathered themselves together as 
one man into the broad place that was 
before the water gate; and they spoke 


unto Ezra the scribe to bring the book 
of the Law of Moses, which the Lorp 
had commanded to Israel. ?And | 
Ezra the priest brought the Law before 
the congregation, both men and wom- 
en, and all that could hear witb 
understanding, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. And he read ~ 
therein before the broad place that 
was before the water gate from early — 
morning until midday, in the presence 
of the men and the women, and of 
those that could understand; and the 
ears of all the people were attentive 
unto the book of the Law. ‘4And 
Ezra the scribe stood upon a pulpit of — 
wood, which they had made for the 
purpose; and beside him stood Matti- 
thiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, and 
Uriah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his right hand; and on his left — 
hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and — 
Malchijah, and Hashum, and Hash- 
baddanah, Zechariah, and Meshullam. 
5And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people—for he was 
above all the people—and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up. 
SAnd Ezra blessed the Lorp, the great 
God. And all the people answered: 
‘Amen, Amen’, with the lifting up of 
their hands; and they bowed their 
heads, and fell down before the 
Lorp with their faces to the ground. 
7Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Shere- 
biah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodiah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, even the ~ 
Levites, caused the people to under- | 
stand the Law; and the people stood 
in their place. ®%And they read in the — 
book, in the Law of God, distinctly 
and they gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the reading. 
®*And Nehemiah, who was the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the — 
scribe, and the Levites that taught the 


ga

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people, said unto all the people: 
‘This day is holy unto the Lorp your 
God; mourn not, nor weep.’ For all 
the people wept, when they heard 
the words of the Law. 1°Then he said 
unto them: ‘Go your way, eat the 
fat, and drink the sweet, and send 
portions unto him for whom nothing 
is prepared; for this day is holy unto 
our Lord; neither be ye grieved; for 
the joy of the Lorp is your strength.’ 
USo the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying: ‘Hold your peace, for the day 
is holy; neither be ye grieved.’ And 
all the people went their way to eat, 
and to drink, and to send portions, and 
to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that were 
declared unto them. 

13And on the second day were gath- 
ered together the heads of fathers’ 
houses of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to give attention to the words 
of the Law. “And they found written 
in. the Law, how that the Lorp had 
commanded by Moses, that the chil- 
dren of Israel should dwell in booths 
in the feast of the seventh month; 
land that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying: ‘Go forth unto 
-the mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and branches of wild olive, and myr- 
tle branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as it is written.’ ‘So the 
people went forth, and brought them, 
and made themselves booths, every 
one upon the roof of his house, and 
in their courts, and in the courts 
of the house of God, and in the 
broad place of the water gate, and 
in the broad place of the gate of 
Ephraim. 1'7And all the congrega- 
tion of them that were come back out 
of the captivity made booths, and 


dwelt in the booths; for since the: 
days of *Joshua the son of Nun unto! 
that day had not the children of 
Israel done so. And there was very: 
great gladness. Also day by day, 
from the first day unto the last day, 
he read in the book of the Law of God. 
And they kept the feast seven days; 
and on the eighth day was a solemn 
assembly, according unto the ordi- 
nance. 
9 Now in the twenty and fourth day 
of this month the children of 
Israel were assembled with fasting, 
and with sackcloth, and earth upon 
them. ?And the seed of Israel sep- 
arated themselves from all foreigners, 
and stood and confessed their sins, 
and the iniquities of their fathers. 
3And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the Law of the 
Lorp their God a fourth part of the 
day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and prostrated themselves. 
before the Lorp their God. 

‘Then stood up upon the platform 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, 
Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Shere- 
biah, Bani, and Chenani, and cried 
with a loud voice unto the Lorp their 
God. 'Then the Levites, Jeshua, 
and Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabneiah, 
Sherebiah, Hodiah, Shebaniah, and 
Pethahiah, said: ‘Stand up and 
bless the Lorp your God from ever- 
lasting to everlasting; and let them 
say: Blessed be Thy glorious Name, 
that is exalted above all blessing and 
praise. 

Thou art the Lorp, even Thou 
alone; Thou hast made heaven, the 
heaven of heavens, with all their host, 
the earth and all things that are there- 
on, the seas and all that is in them, 
and Thou preservest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshippeth Thee. 
"Thou art the Lorp the God, who. 
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didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abraham; 
Sand foundest his heart faithful before 
Thee, and madest a covenant with him 
to give the land of the Canaanite, the 
Hittite, the Amorite, and the Perizzite, 
and the Jebusite, and the Girgashite, 
even to give it unto his seed, and hast 
performed Thy words; for Thou art 
righteous. °And Thou sawest the 
affliction of our fathers in Egypt, and 
heardest their cry by the Red Sea; 
l0and didst show signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land; for 
Thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them; and didst get Thee a 
name, as it is this day. “And Thou 
didst divide the sea before them, so 
that they went through the midst of 
the sea on the dry land; and their 
pursuers Thou didst cast into the 
depths, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. Moreover in a pillar of 
cloud Thou didst lead them by day; 
and in a pillar of fire by night, to give 
them light in the way wherein they 
should go. “Thou camest down also 
upon mount Sinai, and spokest with 
them from heaven, and gavest them 
right ordinances and laws of truth, 
good statutes and commandments; 
Mand madest known unto them Thy 
holy sabbath, and didst command them 
commandments, and statutes, and a 
law, by the hand of Moses Thy 
servant; “and gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out’ of the 
rock for their thirst, and didst com- 
mand them that they should goin to 
possess the land which Thou hadst 
lifted up Thy hand to give them. 
But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their neck, 
and hearkened not to Thy command-

ments, 17and refused to hearken, 
neither were mindful of Thy wonders 
that Thou didst among them; but 
hardened their neck, and in their 
rebellion appointed a captain to 
return to their bondage; but Thou 
art a God ready to pardon, gracious 
and full of compassion, slow to anger, 
and plenteous in mercy, and forsookest 
them not. 18Yea, when they had 
made them a molten calf, and said: 
This is thy God that brought thee up 
out of Egypt, and had wrought great 
provocations; }%*yet Thou in Thy 
manifold mercies forsookest them not 
in the wilderness; the pillar of cloud 
departed not from over them by day, 
to lead them in the way; neither the 
pillar of fire by night, to show them 
light, and the way wherein they should 
go. Thou gavest also Thy good 
spirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not Thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water for 
their thirst. Yea, forty years didst 
Thou sustain them in the wilderness, 
and they lacked nothing; their clothes _ 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled — 
not. 

Moreover Thou gavest them king- 
doms and peoples, which Thou didst — 
allot quarter by quarter; so they 
possessed the land of Sihon, even the — 
land of the king of Heshbon, and the | 
Their 
children also didst Thou multiply as 
the stars of heaven, and didst bring 
them into the land, concerning which — 
Thou didst say to their fathers, that 
they should go in to possess it. “So — 
the children went in and possessed | 
the land, and Thou didst subdue be-: 
fore them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Canaanites, and gavest them into 
their hands, with their kings, and the 
peoples of the land, that they might 
do with them as they would. 
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they took fortified cities, and a fat 
land, and possessed houses full of all 
good things, cisterns hewn out, vine- 
yards, and oliveyards, and fruit- 
trees in abundance; so they did eat, 
and were filled; and became fat, and 
luxuriated in Thy great goodness. 
26Nevertheless they were disobe- 
dient, and rebelled against Thee, and 
cast Thy law behind their back, and 
slew Thy prophets that did forewarn 
them to turn them back unto Thee, 
and they wrought great provocations. 
27Therefore Thou didst deliver them 
into the hand of their adversaries, 
who distressed them; and in the time 
of their trouble, when they cried unto 
Thee, Thou heardest from heaven; 
and according to Thy manifold 
mercies Thou gavest them saviours 
who might save them out of the hand 
of their adversaries. **But after 
they had rest, they did evil again 
before Thee; therefore didst Thou leave 
them in the hand of their enemies, 
so that they had the dominion over 
them; yet when they returned, and 
cried unto Thee, many times didst 
Thou hear from heaven, and deliver 
them according to Thy mercies; 
29and didst forewarn them, that Thou 
mightest bring them back unto Thy 
law; yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto Thy command- 
ments, but sinned against Thine 
ordinances, which if a man do, he 
shall live by them, and presented a 
stubborn shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear. 
30Yet many years didst Thou extend 
mercy unto them, and didst forewarn 
them by Thy spirit through Thy 
prophets; yet would they not give 
ear; therefore gavest Thou them into 
the hand of the peoples of the lands. 
3lNevertheless in Thy manifold mer- 
cies Thou didst not utterly consume 


them, nor forsake them; for Thou art 
a gracious and merciful God. 
®2N ow therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the awful God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not 
all the travail seem little before Thee, 
that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, 
and on our prophets, and on our 
fathers, and on all Thy people, since 
the time of the kings of Assyria unto 
this day. *Howbeit Thou art just 
in all that is come upon us; for Thou 
hast. dealt truly, but we have done 
wickedly; “neither have our kings, 
our princes, our priests, nor our 
fathers, kept Thy law, nor hearkened 
unto Thy commandments and Thy 
testimonies, wherewith Thou didst 
testify against them. *For they have 
not served Thee in their kingdom, and 
in Thy great goodness that Thou 
gavest them, and’in the large and fat 
land which Thou gavest before them, 
neither turned they from their wicked 
works. *Behold, we are servants 
this day, and as for the land that 
Thou gavest unto our fathers to eat 
the fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
behold, we areservants init. ®7And it 
yieldeth much increase unto the kings 
whom Thou hast set over us because of 
our sins; also they have power over our 
bodies, and over our cattle, at their 
pleasure, and we are in great distress.’ 
1 6) And yet for all this we make a 
sure covenant, and subscribe 
it; and our princes, our Levites, and 
our priests, set their seal unto it. 
2Now those that set their seal were: 
Nehemiah the Tirshatha, the son 
of Hacaliah, and Zedekiah; *Seraiah, 
Azariah, Jeremiah; ‘Pashhur, Ama- 
riah, Malchijah; *Hattush, Shebaniah, 
Malluch; *Harim, Meremoth, Oba- 
diah; “Daniel, Ginnethon, Baruch; 
§Meshullam, Abijah, Mijamin; *Maa- 
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ziah, Bilgai, Shemaiah. These were 
the priests. 

10And the Levites: Jeshua the son 
of Azaniah, Binnui of the sons of 
Henadad, Kadmiel; "and their breth- 
ren, Shebaniah, Hodiah, Kelita, Pela- 
iah, Hanan;!*Mica, Rehob, Hashabiah; 
13Zaccur, Sherebiah, Shebaniah; “Ho- 
diah, Bani, Beninu. 

The chiefs of the people: Parosh, 
Pahath-moab, Elam, Zattu, Bani; 
1%Bunni, Azgad, Bebai; 17Adonijah, 
Bigvai, Adin; }8Ater, Hezekiah, Azzur; 
19Hodiah, Hashum, Bezai; ?°Hariph, 
Anathoth, Nebai; *Magpiash, Me- 
shullam, Hezir; #Meshezabel, Zadok, 
Jaddua; *Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah;

29And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinim, and all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the peoples of the lands unto the law 
of God, their wives, their sons, and 
their daughters, every one that had 
knowledge and understanding; *°*they 
cleaved to their brethren, their nobles, 
and entered into a curse, and into an 
oath, to walk in God’s law, which was 
given by Moses the servant of God, 
and to observe and do all the com- 
mandments of the Lorp our Lord, 
and His ordinances and His statutes; 
‘and that we would not give our 
daughters unto the peoples of the 
land, nor take their daughters for 
our sons; “and if the peoples of the 
land bring ware or any victuals on the 
sabbath day to sell, that we would not 
buy of them on the sabbath, or ona 
holy day; and that we would forego 
the seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt. 
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33Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service 


of the house of our God; “for the 


showbread, and for the continual 
meal-offering, and for the continual 
burnt-offering, of the sabbaths, of the 
new moons, for the appointed seasons, 
and for the holy things, and for the 
sin-offerings to make atonement for 
Israel, and for all the work of the house 
of our God. *And we cast lots, the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood-offering, to bring it into 


the house of our God, according to our — 


fathers’ houses, at times appointed, 
year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the Lorp our God, as it is written 
in the Law; “and to bring the first- 
fruits of our land, and the first-fruits 
of all fruit of all manner of trees, year 
by year, unto the house of the Lorp; 
37also the first-born of our sons, and of 
our cattle, as it is written in the Law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of 
our flocks, to bring to the house of our 
God, unto the priests that minister in 
the house of our God; *8and that we 
should bring the first of our dough, 
and our heave-offerings, and the fruit 
of all manner of trees, the wine and the 
oil, unto the priests, to the chambers 
of the house of our God; and the tithes 
of our land unto the Levites; for they, 
the Levites, take the tithes in all the 
cities of our tillage. **And the priest 


the son of Aaron shall be with the © 


Levites, when the Levites take tithes; 
and the Levites shall bring up the tithe 
of the tithes unto the house of our God, 


to the chambers, into the treasure- — 


house. 4For the children of Israel 


and the children of Levi shall bring the _ 
heave-offering of the corn, of the wine, — 


and of the oil, unto the chambers, 
where are the vessels of the sanctuary, 
and the priests that minister, and the 
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porters, and the singers; and we will 
not forsake the house of our God. 
11 And the princes of the people 
dwelt in Jerusalem; the rest of 
the people also cast lots, to bring one 
of ten to dwell in Jerusalem the holy 
city, and nine parts in the other cities. 
2And the people blessed all the men 
that willingly offered themselves to 
dwell in Jerusalem. 
3Now these are the chiefs of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem; but 
in the cities of Judah dwelt every one 
in his possession in their cities, to wit, 
Israelites, the priests, and the Levites, 
and the Nethinim, and the children of 
Solomon’s servants. ‘And in Jerusa- 
lem dwelt certain of the children of 
Judah, and of the children of Ben- 


amin. 
; Of the children of Judah: Athaiah 
the son of Uzziah, the son of Zechariah, 
the son of Amariah, the son of Sheph- 
atiah, the son of "Mahalalel, of the 
children of Perez; 'and Maaseiah the 
son of Baruch, the son of Col-hozeh, 
the son of Hazaiah, the son of Adaiah, 
the son of Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, 
the son of the Shilonite. ®AIl the sons 
of Perez that dwelt in Jerusalem were 
four hundred threescore and eight 
valiant men. 
7And these are the sons of Benjamin: 
Sallu the son of Meshullam, the son 
of Joed, the son of Pedaiah, the son of 
Kolaiah; the son of Maaseiah, the son 
of Ithiel, the son of Jeshaiah. 8And 
after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine hundred 
twenty and eight. *And Joel the son 
of Zichri was their overseer; and Judah 
the son of Hassenuah was second over 
the city. 
10Of the priests: Jedaiah the son of 
Joiarib, Jachin, “Seraiah the son of 
Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, the 
son of Zadok, the son of Meraioth, the 
son of Ahitub, the ruler of the house 


of God, and their brethren that. did 


the work of the house, eight hundred 
twenty and two; and Adaiah the son of 
Jeroham, the son of Pelaliah, the son 
of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Pashhur, the son of Malchijah, “anc 
his brethren, chiefs of fathers’ houses, 
two hundred forty and two; and 
Amashsai the son of Azarel, the son of 
Ahzai, the son of Meshillemoth, the son 
of Immer, Mand their brethren, mighty 
men of valour, a hundred twenty and 
eight; and their overseer was Zabdiel, 
the son of Haggedolim. 

And of the Levites: Shemaiah the 
son of Hasshub, the son of Azrikam, 
the son of Hashabiah, the son of 
Bunni; and Shabbethai and Jozabad, 
of the chiefs of the Levites, who had 
the oversight of the outward business 
of the house of God; !’and Mattaniah 
the son of Mica, the son of Zabdi, the 
son of Asaph, who was the chief to 
begin the thanksgiving in prayer, and 
Bakbukiah, the second among his 
brethren; and Abda the son of Sham- 
mua, the son of Galal, the son of 
Jeduthun. 48All the Levites in the 
holy city were two hundred fourscore 
and four. 

Moreover the porters, Akkub, 
Talmon, and their brethren, that kept 
watch at the gates, were a hundred 
seventy and two. 

And the residue of Israel, of the 
priests, the Levites, were in all the 
cities of Judah, every one in his inher- 
itance. “But the Nethinim dwelt in 
Ophel; and Ziha and Gishpa were 
over the Nethinim. 

The overseer also of the Levites at 
Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, 
the son of Hashabiah, the son of 
Mattaniah, the son of Mica, of the sons 
of Asaph, the singers, over the busi- 
ness of the house of God. *For there 
was a commandment from the king 
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concerning them, and a sure ordinance 
concerning the singers, as every day 
required. *And Pethahiah the son 
of Meshezabel, of the children of 
Zerah the son of Judah, was at the 
king’s hand in all matters concerning 
the people. **And for the villages, 
with their fields, some of the children 
of Judah dwelt in Kiriath-arba and 
the towns thereof, and in Dibon and 
the towns thereof, and in Jekabzeel 
and the villages thereof; **and in Jesh- 
ua, and in Moladah, and Beth-pelet; 
27and in Hazar-shual, and in Beer-sheba 
and the towns thereof; #8and in Zik- 
lag, and in Meconah and in the towns 
thereof; ?°and in En-rimmon, and in 
Zorah, and in Jarmuth; *Zanoah, 
Adullam, and their villages, Lachish 
and the fields thereof, Azekah and the 
towns thereof. Sothey encamped from 
Beer-sheba unto the valley of Hinnom. 
31And the children of Benjamin 
from Geba onward, at Michmas and 
Aijah, and at Beth-el and the towns 
thereof; ®at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah; 
3Hazor, Ramah, Gittaim; “Hadid, 
Zeboim, Neballat; *Lod, and Ono, 
Ge-harashim. **And of the Levites, 
certain courses in Judah were joined 
to Benjamin. 
1 2 Now these are the priests and the 
Levites that went up with 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 


Jeshua: Seraiah, Jeremiah, Ezra; 
2Amariah, Malluch, Hattush; ’Shec- 
aniah, Rehum, Meremoth: ‘TIddo, 


Ginnethoi, Abijah; Mijamin, Maa- 
diah, Bilgah: éShemaiah, and Joiarib, 
Jedaiah; 7Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jeda- 
jah. These were the chiefs of the 
priests and their brethren in the days 
of Jeshua. 

®Moreover the Levites: Jeshua, 
Binnui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, 
and Mattaniah, who was over the 
thanksgiving, he and his brethren. 


|*Also Bakbukiah and Unni, 


their 
brethren, were over against them in 
wards. 

And Jeshua begot Joiakim, and 
Joiakim begot Eliashib, and Ehashib 
begot Joiada, “and Joiada begot. 
J onathan, and Jonathan begot J addua. 

12And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, heads of fathers’ houses: of 
Seraiah, Meraiah; of Jeremiah, Han- 
aniah; “of Ezra, Meshullam;_ of 
Amariah, Jehohanan; “of Melicu, 
Jonathan; of Shebaniah, Joseph; of 
Harim, Adna; of Meraioth, Helkai; 


lof Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, 
Meshullam; of Abijah, Zichri; 
Miniamin; of Moadiah, Piltai; 18of 


Bilgah, Shammua; of Shemaiah, Je- 
honathan; !%and of Joiarib, Mattenai; 
of Jedaiah, Uzzi; °of Sallai, Kallai; 
of Amok, Eber: dof Hilkiah, Hasha~ 
biah; of Jedaiah, Nethanel. 

2The Levites in the days of Elia- 
shib, Joiada, and Johanan, and Jad-. 
dua, were recorded heads of fathers’ 
houses; also the priests, in the reign: 
of Darius the Persian. 

*8The sons of Levi, heads of fathers’ 
houses, were written ‘in the book of the 
chronicles, even until the days of 
Johanan the son of Eliashib. *And 
the chiefs of the Levites: Hashabiah, 
Sherebiah, and Jeshua the son of 
Kadmiel, with their brethren over 
against them, to praise and give 
thanks, according to the command- 
ment of David the man of God, ward 
against ward. *Mattaniah, and Bak- 
bukiah, Obadiah, Meshullam, Talmon, 
Akkub, were porters keeping the 
ward at the store-houses of the gates. 
*eThese were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in the days of Nehemiah the 
governor, and of Ezra the priest the 
scribe. 
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27And at the dedication of the wall of 
Jerusalem they sought the Levites out 
of all their places, to bring them to 
Jerusalem, to keep the dedication with 
gladness, both with thanksgivings, and 
with singing, with cymbals, psalteries, 
and with harps. ?8And the sons of the 
singers gathered themselves together, 
both out of the Plain round about 
Jerusalem, and from the villages of the 
Netophathites; ?°also from Beth-gilgal, 
and out of the fields of Geba and 
Azmaveth; for the singers had builded 
them villages round about Jerusalem. 
30And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves; and they purified 
the people, and the gates, and the wall. 

Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed 
two great companies that gave thanks 
and went in procession: on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung 
gate; “and after them went Hoshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah; “and 
Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, *Ju- 
dah, and Benjamin, and Shemaiah, 
and Jeremiah; **and certain of. the 
priests’ sons with trumpets: Zech- 
ariah the son of Jonathan, the son of 
Shemaiah, the son of Mattaniah, the 
son of Micaiah, the son of Zaccur, the 
son of Asaph; *sand his brethren, 
Shemaiah, and Azarel, Milalai, Gilalai, 
Maai, Nethanel, and Judah, Hanani, 
with the musical instruments of David 
the man of God; and Ezra the scribe 
was before them; *’and by the fountain 
gate, and straight before them, they 
went up by the stairs of the city of 
David, at the going up of the wall, 
above the house of David, even unto 
the water gate eastward. *8And the 
other company of them that gave 
thanks went to meet them, and I after 
them, with the half of the people, 
upon the wall, above the tower of the 
furnaces, even unto the broad wall; 


39and above the gate of Ephraim, and 
by the gate of the old city and by 
the fish gate, and the tower of Hanan- 
el, and the tower of Hammeah, even 
unto the sheep gate; and they stood 
still in the gate of the guard. “So 
stood the two companies of them that 
gave thanks in the house of God, and 
I, and the half of the rulers with me; 
“land the priests, Eliakim, Maaseiak., 
Miniamin, Micaiah, Elioenai, Zecha~ 
riah, and Hananiah, with trumpets; 
“and Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and 
Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, 
and Malchijah, and Elam, and Hzer. 
And the singers sang loud, with 
Jezrahiah their overseer. “And they 
offered great sacrifices that day, and 
rejoiced; for God had made them re- 
joice with great joy; and the women 
also and the children rejoiced; so that 
the joy of Jerusalem was heard even 
afar off. 


“And on that day were men ap- 
pointed over the chambers for the 
treasures, for the heave-offerings, for 
the first-fruits, and for the tithes, to 
gather into them, according to the 
fields of the cities, the portions 
appointed by the law for the priests 
and Levites; for Judah rejoiced for 
the priests and for the Levites that 
took their station. ‘And they kept 
the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, and so did the 
singers and the porters, according to 
the commandment of David, and of 
Solomon his son. “For in the days 
of David and Asaph of old there 
were chiefs of the singers, and 
songs of praise and thanksgiving 
unto God. ‘’And all Israel in the 
days of Zerubbabel, and in the days 
of Nehemiah, gave the portions of the 
singers and the porters, as every day 
required; and they hallowed for the 
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Levites; and the Levites hallowed for 
the sons of Aaron. 
13 On that day they read in the 
book of Moses in the hearing of 
the people; and therein was found 
written, that an Ammonite and a 
Moabite should not enter into the 
assembly of God for ever; *because 
they met not the. children of Israel 
with bread and with water, but hired 
Balaam against them, to curse them; 
howbeit our God turned the curse into 
ablessing. *And it came to pass, when 
they had heard the law, that they 
separated from Israel all the alien 
mixture. 


4N ow before this, Eliashib the priest, 
who was appointed over the chambers 
of the house of our God, being allied 
unto Tobiah, ‘had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
faid the meal-offerings, the frank- 
incense, and the vessels, and the tithes 
of the corn, the wine, and the oil, 
which were given by commandment 
to the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters; and the heave-offerings 
for the priests. ®But in all this time 
I was not at Jerusalem; for in the two 
and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes king 
of Babylon I went unto the king, and 
after certain days asked I leave of the 
king; 7and I came to Jerusalem, and 
understood the evil that Eliashib had 
done for Tobiah, in preparing him a 
chamber in the courts of the house of 
God. *And it grieved me sore; there- 
fore I cast forth all the household stuff 
of Tobiah out of the chamber. *Then 
I commanded, and they cleansed the 
chambers;, and thither brought I 
again the vessels of the house of God, 
with the meal-offerings and the frank- 
incense. 

10And I perceived that the portions 
of the Levites had not been given 
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them; so that the Levites and the sing- 
ers, that did the work, were fled every 
one to his field. “Then contended I 
with the rulers, and said: ‘Why is 
the house of God forsaken?’ And I 
gathered them together, and set them 
in their place. Then brought all 
Judah the tithe of the corn and the 
wine and the oil unto the treasuries. 
13And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah; and next to them was 
Hanan the son of Zaccur, the son of 
Mattaniah; for they were counted 
faithful, and their office was to dis- 
tribute unto their brethren. 4Re- 
member me, O my God, concerning 
this, and wipe not out’ my good deeds 
that I have done for the house of my 
God, and for the wards thereof. 

In those days saw I in Judah some 
treading winepresses on the sabbath, 
and bringing in heaps of corn, and 
lading asses therewith; as also wine, 
grapes, and figs, and all manner -of 
burdens, which they brought into 
Jerusalem on the sabbath day; and I 
forewarned them in the day where- 
in they sold victuals. There dwelt 
men of Tyre also therein, who brought 
in fish, and all manner of ware, and 
sold on the sabbath unto the children 
of Judah, and in Jerusalem. !’Then 
I contended with the nobles of Judah, 
and said unto them: ‘What evil thing 
is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? 18Did not your fathers — 
thus, and did not our God bring all this 
evil upon us, and upon this city? yet 
ye bring more wrath upon Israel by | 
profaning the sabbath.’ 

19And it came to pass that, when the 
gates of Jerusalem began to be dark 
before the sabbath, I commanded that 
the doors should be shut, and com- 
manded that they should not ‘be 
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opened till after the sabbath; and some 
of my servants set I over the gates, 
that there should no burden be 
brought in on the sabbath day. ®°So 
the merchants and sellers of all kind 
of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. *Then I forewarned 
them, and said unto them: ‘Why lodge 
ye about the wall? if ye do so again, 
I will lay hands on you.’ From that 
time forth came they no more on the 
sabbath. *”And I commanded the 
Levites that they should purify them- 
selves, and that they should come and 
keep the gates, to sanctify the sabbath 
day. Remember unto me, O my God, 
this also, and spare me according to 
the greatness of Thy mercy. 

23In those days also saw I the Jews 
that had married women of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, and of Moab; “and their 
children spoke half in the speech of 
Ashdod, and could not speak in the 
Jews’ language, but according to the 
language of each people. **And I 
contended with them, and _ cursed 
them, and smote certain of them, and 
plucked off their hair, and made them 
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swear by God: ‘Ye shall not give 
your daughters unto their sons, nor 
take their daughters for your sons, or 
for yourselves. *Did not Solomon 
king of Israel sin by these things? yet 
among many nations was there no 
king like him, and he was beloved of 
his God, and God made him king over 
all Israel; nevertheless even him did the 
foreign women cause to sin. 27Shall 
we then hearken unto you to do all 
this great evil, to break faith with our 
God in marrying foreign women?’ 

28And one of the sons of Joiada, the 
son of Eliashib the high priest, was 
son-in-law to Sanballat the Horo- 
nite; therefore I chased him from me. 
**Remember them, O my God, be- 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, 
and of the Levites. : 

s°Thus cleansed I them from every 
thing foreign, and appointed wards 
for the priests and for the Levites, 
every one in his work; *4and for the 
wood-offering, at times appointed, 
and for the first-fruits. Remember 
me, O my God, for good. 
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Apam, Seth, Enosh; *Kenan, Ma- 

halaiel, Jared; #Enoch, Methuselah, 
Lamech; ‘Noah, Shem, Ham, and Ja- 
pheth. 

5The sons of Japheth: Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and _ Tiras. 
6And the sons of Gomer: Ashkenaz, 
and Diphath, and Togarmah. ‘And 
the sons of Javan: Elishah, and Tar- 
shish, Kittim, anc Rodanim. 

8The sons of Ham: Cush, and Miz- 
raim, Put, and Canaan. °%And the 
sons of Cush: Seba, and Havilah, and 
Sabta, and Raama, and Sabteca. 
And the sons of Raamah: Sheba, and 
Dedan. !°And Cush begot Nimrod; 
he began to be a mighty one in the 
earth. "And Mizraim begot Ludim, 
and Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim, “and Pathrusim, and Caslu- 
him—from whence came the Philis- 
tines—and Caphtorim. “And Canaan 
begot Zidon his first-born, and Heth; 
Mand the Jebusite, and the Amorite, 
and the Girgashite; “and the Hivite, 
and the Arkite, and the Sinite; !and 
the Arvadite, and the Zemarite, and 
the Hamathite. 

The sons of Shem: Elam, and 
Asshur, and Arpachshad, and Lud, 
and Aram, and Uz, and Hul, and 
Gether, and Meshech.

Nahshon, prince of the children of 
Judah; “and Nahshon begot Salma, 
and Salma begot Boaz; and Boaz 
begot Obed, and Obed ’begot Jesse; 
Band Jesse begot his first-born Eliab, 
and Abinadab the second, and Shimea 
the third; *Nethanel the fourth, Rad- 
dai the fifth; *Ozem the sixth, David 
the seventh.

mith, the son of Immer; “and their 
brethren, heads of their fathers’ houses, 
a thousand and seven hundred and 
threescore; very able men for the 
work of the service of the house of 
God. 

M4And of the Levites: Shemaiah the 
son of Hasshub, the son of Azrikam, 
the son of Hashabiah, of the sons of 
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Merari; and Bakbakkar, Heresh, and 
Galal, and Mattaniah the son of Mica, 
the son of Zichri, the son of Asaph; 
land Obadiah the son of Shemaiah, 
the son of Galal, the son of Jeduthun, 
and Berechiah the son of Asa, the son 
of Elkanah, that dwelt in the villages 
of the Netophathites. 

“And the porters: Shallum, and 
Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahiman, and 
their brother Shallum the chief; 
who hitherto waited in the king’s 
gate eastward; they were the porters 
for the camp of the children of Levi. 
19And Shallum the son of Kore, the 
son of Ebiasaph, the son of Korah, 
and his brethren, of his father’s house, 
the Korahites, were over the work of 
the service, keepers of the gates of 
the Tent; and their fathers had been 
over the camp of the Lorp, keepers of 
the entry; ?°and Phinehas the son of 
Eleazar was ruler over them in time 
past, the Lorp being with him. #!Zech- 
ariah the son of Meshelemiah was 
porter of the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. All these that were chosen to 
be porters in the gates were two 
hundred and twelve. These were 
reckoned by genealogy in their vil- 
lages, whom David and Samuel the 
seer did ordain in their set office. %So 
they and their children had the over- 
sight of the gates of the house of the 
Lorp, even the house of the Tent, by 
wards. “On the four sides were the 
porters, toward the east, west, north, 
and south. *And their brethren, in 
their villages, were to come in every 
seven days from time to time to be 
with them; for the four chief porters 
were in a set office. These were the 
Levites, 

They were also over the chambers 
and over the treasuries in the house of 
God. *’And they lodged round about 
the house of God, because the charge 
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thereof was upon them, and to them 

ertained the opening thereof morning 

y morning. *%And certain of them 
had charge of the vessels of service; 
for by tale were they brought in and 
by tale were they taken out. Some 
of them also were appointed over the 
furniture, and over all the holy vessels, 
and over the fine flour, and the wine, 
and the oil, and the frankincense, and 
the spices. *°And some of the sons of 
the priests prepared the confection 
of the spices. #And Mattithiah, one 
of the Levites, who was the first-born 
of Shallum the Korahite, had the set 
office over the things that were baked 
on griddles. **And some of their breth- 
ren, of the sons of the Kohathites, were 
over the showbread, to prepare it 
every sabbath. 

33And these are the singers, heads of 
fathers’ houses of the Levites, who 
dwelt in the chambers and were free 
from other service; for they were em- 
ployed in their work day and night. 
These were heads of fathers’ houses 
of the Levites, by their generations, 
chief men; these dwelt at Jerusalem. 

And in Gibeon there dwelt the 
father of Gibeon, Jeiel, whose wife’s 
name was Maacah; *6and his first- 
born son Abdon, and Zur, and Kish, 
and Baal, and Ner, and Nadab; *7and 
Gedor, and Ahio, and Zechariah, and 
Mikloth. *And Mikloth begot Shime- 
am. And they also dwelt with their 
brethren in Jerusalem, over against 
their brethren. 

%And Ner begot Kish; and Kish 
begot Saul; and Saul begot Jonathan, 
and Malchi-shua, and Abinadab, and 
Eshbaal. 4°And the son of Jonathan 
was Merib-baal; and *Merib-baal be- 
got Micah. “And the sons of Micah: 
Pithon, and Melech, and Taharea 
[,Pand Ahaz]. “And Ahaz begot Jarah; 
and Jarah begot Alemeth, and Azma- 

® Heb. Mers-baal. 


veth, and Zimri; and Zimri begot 
Moza. “And Moza begot Binea; and 
Rephaiah his son, Eleasah his son, 
Azel his son. “And Azel had six sons, 
whose names are these: Azrikam 
Bocru, and Ishmael, and Sheariah, and 
Obadiah, and Hanan; these were the 
sons of Azel. 


10 Now the 


Israel fled from before the Philistines, 
and fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 
2And the Philistines followed hard 
after Saul and after his sons; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abina- 
dab, and Malchi-shua, the sons of 
Saul. And the battle went. sore 
against Saul, and the archers over- 
took him; and he was in anguish by 
reason of the archers. ‘Then said 
Saul unto his armour-bearer: ‘Draw

thy sword, and thrust me through © 
therewith; lest these uncircumcised — 


come and make a mock of me.’ But 
his armour-bearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took 
his sword, and fell upon it. 
when his armour-bearer saw that Saul 


was dead, he likewise fell upon his * 
§So Saul died, and 


sword, and died. 
his three sons; and all his house died 
together. 
Israel that were in the valley saw 
that [Israel] fled, and that Saul and 


his sons were dead, they forsook their — 


cities, and fled; and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them. 


8And it came to pass on the morrow, 


when the Philistines came to strip the 


slain, that they found Saulandhissons — 


fallen in mount Gilboa. %And they 
stripped him, and took his head, and 
his armour, and sent into the land of 
the Philistines round about, to carry 


the tidings unto their idols, and to the _ 


people. }°And they put his armour 
» See ch. viii. 35. 
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in the house of their gods, and fastened 
his head in the house of Dagon. "And 
when all Jabesh-gilead heard all that 
the Philistines had done to Saul, “all 
the valiant men arose, and took away 
the body of Saul, and the bodies of his 
sons, and brought them to Jabesh, 
and buried their bones under the 
terebinth in Jabesh, and fasted seven 
days. 
18S0 Saul died for his transgression 
which he committed against the Lorn, 
because of the word of the Lorn, which 
he kept not; and also for that he asked 
counsel of a ghost, to inquire thereby, 
and inquired not of the Lorp; there- 
fore He slew him, and turned the 
kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 
1 1 Then all Israel gathered them- 
selves to David unto Hebron, 
saying: ‘Behold, we are thy bone and 
thy flesh. #In times past, even when 
Saul was king, it was thou that didst 
lead out and bring in Israel; and the 
Lorp thy God said unto thee: Thou 
shalt feed My people Israel, and thou 
shalt be prince over My people Israel.’ 
3So all the elders of Israel came to the 
king to Hebron; and David made a 
covenant with them in Hebron before 
the Lorp; and they anointed David 
king over Israel, according to the word 
of the Lorp by the hand of Samuel. 
4And David and all Israel went to 
Jerusalem—the same is Jebus—and 
the Jebusites, the inhabitants of the 
land, were there. ‘And the inhab- 
itants of Jebus said to David: ‘Thou 
shalt not come in hither.’ Neverthe- 
less David took the stronghold of 
Zion; the same is the city of David. 
®And David said: ‘Whosoever smiteth 
the Jebusites first shall be chief and 
captain.’ And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
went up first, and was made chief. 
7And David dwelt in the stronghold; 
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therefore they called it the city of 
David. *And he built the city rouna 
about, from Millo even round about; 
and Joab repaired the rest of the city. 
*And David waxed greater and great- 
er; for the Lorp of hosts was with him. 

10Now these are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
held strongly with him in his kingdom, 
together with all Israel, to make him 
king, according to the word of the 
Lorp concerning Israel. “And this 
is the number of the mighty men whom 
David had: Jashobeam, the son of a 
Hachmonite, the chief of the cap- 
tains; he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred and slew them at one 
time. 

And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was 
one of the three mighty men. “He was 
with David at Pas-dammim, and 
there the Philistines were gathered 
together to battle, where was a plot 
of ground full of barley; and the people 
fled from before the Philistines. “But 
they stood in the midst of the plot, and 
defended it, and slew the Philistines; 
and the Lorp saved them by a great 
victory. 

15And three of the thirty chiefs went 
down to the rock to David, unto the 
cave of Adullam; and the host of the 
Philistines were encamped in the 
valley of Rephaim. 1*And David- was 
then in the stronghold, and the gar- 
rison of the Philistines was then in 
Beth-lehem. And David longed, and 
said: ‘Oh that one would give me water 
to drink of the well of Beth-lehem, 
which is by the gate!’ 18And the three 
broke through the host of the Philis- 
tines, and drew water out of the well 
of Beth-lehem, that was by the gate, 
and took it, and brought it to David; 
but David would not drink thereof, 
but poured it out unto the Lorp, 
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and said: ‘My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this; shall I drink 
the blood of these men that have 
put their lives in jeopardy? for with 
the jeopardy of their lives they brought 
it.’ Therefore he would not drink it. 
These things did the three mighty 
men. 

20And *Abishai, the brother of Joab, 
he was chief of the three; for he lifted 
up his spear against three hundred and 
slew them, and had a name among 
the three. #4Of the three in the second 
rank he was the most honourable, and 
was made their captain; howbeit he 
attained not to the first three. 

2Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, the son 
of a valiant man of Kabzeel, who had 
done mighty deeds, he smote the two 
altar-hearths of Moab; he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit 
in timeof snow. #Andheslew an Egyp- 
tian, aman of great stature, five cubits 
high; and in the Egyptian’s hand was 
a spear like a weaver’s beam; and he 
went down to him with a staff, and 
plucked the spear out of the Egyp- 
tian’s hand, and slew him with his 
own spear. *These things did Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, and had a 
name among the three mighty men. 
*Behold, he was more honourable 
than the thirty, but he attained not to 
the first three; and David set him 
over his guard. 

Also the mighty men of valour: 
Asahel the brother of Joab, Elhanan 
the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem; 
*7Shammoth the Harorite, Helez the 
Pelonite; *8Ira the son of Ikkesh the 
Tekoite, Abiezer the Anathothite; 
*Sibbecai the Hushathite, Iai the 
Ahohite; **Mahrai the Netophathite, 
Heled the son of Baanah the Ne- 
tophathite; *‘Ithai the son of Ribai of 
Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 
Benaiah the Pirathonite; *Hurai of 


Nahale-gaash, Abiel the Arbathite; 
383A zmaveth the Baharumite, Eliahba 
the Shaalbonite; “the sons of Hashem 
the Gizonite, Jonathan the son of 


Shageh the Hararite; **Ahiam the son’ 


of Sacar the Hararite, Eliphal the 
son of Ur; *Hepher the Mecherath- 
ite, Ahijah the Pelonite; *"Hezro the 
Carmelite, Naarai the son of Ezbai; 
38Joel the brother of Nathan, Mibhar 
the son of Hagri; **Zelek the Ammon- 
ite, Nahrai the Berothite, the armour- 
bearer of Joab the son of Zeruiah; 
40Tra the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite; 
“Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son of 
Ahlai; “Adina the son of Shiza the 
Reubenite, a chief of the Reubenites, 
and thirty with him; “Hanan the 
son of Maacah, and Joshaphat the 
Mithnite; “Uzzia the Ashterathite, 
Shama and Jeiel the sons of Hotham 
the Aroerite; “Jediael the son of 
Shimri, and Joha his brother, the 


Tizite; *Eliel the Mahavite, and. 


Jeribai, and Joshaviah, the sons of 
Elnaam, and Ithmah the Moabite; 
‘7Kliel, and Obed, and Jaasiel the 
Mezobaite. 
12 Now these are they that came 

to David to Ziklag, while he 
was yet shut up because of Saul the 
son of Kish; and they were among the 


mighty men, his helpersin war. ?They 


were armed with bows, and could use 
both the right hand and the left in 
slinging stones and in shooting arrows 
from the bow; they were of Saul’s 
brethren of Benjamin. *The chief 
was Ahiezer, then Joash, the sons of 
Shemaah the Gibeathite; and Jeziel, 
and Pelet, the sons of Azmaveth; and 
Beracah, and Jehu the Anathothite; 


4and Ishmaiah the Gibeonite, a mighty 


man among the thirty, and over the 
thirty; ‘and Jeremiah, and Jahaziel, 
and Johanan, and Jozabad the Gede- 


rathite; *Eluzai, and Jerimoth, and _ 
* Heb, Abshas.

Bealiah, and Shemariah, and Shepha- 
tiah the Hariphite; 7Elkanah, and 
Isshiah, and Azarel, and Joezer, and 
Jashobeam, the Korahites; and Joe- 
lah, and Zebadiah, the sons of Jeroham 
of the troop. 

9And of the Gadites there separated 
themselves unto David to the strong- 
hold in the wilderness, mighty men of 
valour, men trained for war, that could 
handle shield and spear; whose faces 
were like the faces of lions, and they 
were as swift as the roes upon the 
mountains: !°Ezer the chief, Obadiah 
the second, Eliab the third; !!Mash- 
mannah the fourth, Jeremiah the fifth; 
Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh; 
BJohanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth; “Jeremiah the tenth, Mach- 
bannai the eleventh. ‘These of the 
sons of Gad were captains of the host; 
he that was least was equal to a 
hundred, and the greatest to a thou- 
sand. 1°These are they that went over 
the Jordan in the first month, when 
it had overflown all its banks; and they 
put to fiight all them of the valleys, 
both toward the east, and toward 
the west. 

17And there came of the children of 
Benjamin and Judah to the strong- 
hold unto David. 48And David went 
out to meet them, and answered and 
said unto them: ‘If ye be come 
peaceably unto me to help me, my 
heart shall be knit unto you; but if ye 
be come to betray me to mine ad- 
versaries, seeing there is no wrong in 
my hands, the God of our fathers look 
thereon, and give judgment.’ 1°Then 
the spirit clothed Amasai, who was 
chief of the captains: 

Thine are we, David, 

And on thy side, thou son of Jesse; 

Peace, peace be unto thee, 

And peace be to thy helpers; 

For thy God helpeth thee. 


Then David received them, and 
made them captains of the band. 

20Of Manasseh also there fell away 
some to David, when he came with 
the Philistines against Saul to battle, 
but *they helped them not; for the 
lords of the Philistines upon advise- 
ment sent him away, saying: ‘He will 
fall away to his master Saul to the 
jeopardy of our heads.’ As he went 
to Ziklag, there fell to him of Manas- 
seh, Adnah, and Jozabad, and Jediael, 
and Michael, and Jozabad, and Elihu, 
and Zillethai, captains of thousands 
that were of Manasseh. And they 
helped David against the troop, for 
they were all mighty men of valour, 
and were captains in the host. ™For 
from day to day men came to David 
to help him, until there was a great 
host, like the host of God. 

*4And these are the numbers of the 
heads of them that were armed for 
war, who came to David to Hebron, 
to turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to the word of the Lorp. 
*The children of Judah that bore 
shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, armed for war. 
**Of the children of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven 
thousand and one hundred. ”Of the 
children of Levi four thousand and 
six hundred. *And Jehoiada was 
the leader of the house of Aaron, and 
with him were three thousand and 
seven hundred; “and Zadok, a young © 
man mighty of valour, and of his 
father’s house twenty and two cap- 
tains. *°And of the children of Benja- 
min, the brethren of Saul, three thou- 
sand; for hitherto the greatest part 
of them had kept their allegiance 
to the house of Saul. And of the 
children of Ephraim twenty thousand 
and eight hundred, mighty men of 
valour, famous men in their fathers’ 


® That is, David and his men. 
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houses. *And of the half-tribe of 
Manasseh eighteen thousand, who 
were mentioned by name, to come and 
make David king. *And of the chil- 
dren of Issachar, men that had un- 
derstanding of the times, to know 
what Israel ought to do; the heads of 
them were two hundred; and all their 
brethren were at their commandment. 
4Of Zebulun, such az were able to go 
out in the host, that could set the 
battle in array, with all manner of 
instruments of war, fifty thousand; 
and that could order the battle array, 
and were not of double heart. **And 
of Naphtali a thousand captains, and 
with them with shield and spear 
thirty and seven thousand. %And of 
the Danites that could set the battle 
in array, twenty and eight thousand 
and six hundred. And of Asher, 
such as were able to go out in the host, 
that could set the battle in array, 
forty thousand. *And on the other 
side of the Jordan, of the Reubenites, 
and the Gadites, and of the half-tribe 
of Manasseh, with all manner of 
instruments of war for the battle, 
a hundred and twenty thousand. 
8°All these, being men of war, that 
could order the battle array, came 
with a whole heart to Hebron, to make 
David king over all Israel; and all the 
rest also of Israel were of one heart 
to make David king. 4And they 
were there with David three days, 
eating and drinking; for their brethren 
had made preparation for them. 
“Moreover they that were nigh unto 
them, even as far as Issachar and 
Zebulun and Naphtali, brought bread 
on asses, and on camels, and on 
mules, and on oxen, victual of meal, 
cakes of figs, and clusters of raisins, 
and wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
in abundance; for there was joy in 
Israel. 
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1 3 And David consulted with the 
captains of thousands and_ of 
hundreds, even with every leader. 
2And David said unto all the assembly 
of Israel: ‘If it seem good unto you, 
and if it be of the Lorp our God, let 
us send abroad everywhere unto our 
brethren that are left in all the land 
of Israel, and with them to the priests 
and Levites that are in their cities 
that have open land about them, 
that they may gather themselves unto 
us; and let us bring back the ark of 
our God to us; for we sought not unto 
it in the days of Saul.’ 4And all the 
assembly said that they would do so; 
for the thing was right in the eyes of 
all the people. So David assembled 
all Israel together, from Shihor the 
brook of Egypt even unto the en- 
trance of Hamath, to bring the ark 
of God from Kiriath-jearim. 
6And David went up, and all Israel, 
to Baalah, that is, to Kiriath-jearim, © 
which belonged to Judah, to bring 
up from thence the ark of God, the 
Lorp that sitteth upon the cherubim, 
whereon is called the Name. 7And 
they set the ark of God upon a new 
cart, [and brought it] out of the house 
of Abinadab; and Uzza and Ahio 
drove the cart. *And David and all 
Israel played before God with all their 
might; even with songs, and with 
harps, and with psalteries, and with 
timbrels, and with cymbals, and with 
trumpets. *And when they came unto 
the threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza 
put forth his hand to hold the ark; 
for the oxen stumbled. 1°And the 
anger of the Lorp was kindled against 
Uzza, and He smote him, because he — 
put forth his hand to the ark; and 
there he died before God. “And Da- 
vid was displeased, because the Lorp 
had broken forth upon Uzza; and 
that place was called *Perez-uzza 


® That is, The breach of Uzza. 
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unto this day. "And David was 
afraid of God that day, saying: ‘How 
shall I bring the ark of God home to 
me?’ So David removed not the ark 
unto him into the city of David, but 
carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-edom the Gittite. “And the 
ark of God remained with the family 
of Obed-edom in his house three 
months; and the Lorp blessed the 
house of Obed-edom, and all that he 


had. 
14 And Huram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and cedar- 

trees, and masons, and carpenters, to 
build him a house. ?And David per- 
ceived that the Lorp had established 
him king over Israel, for his kingdom 
was exalted exceedingly, for His 
people Israel’s sake. 

3And David took more wives at 
Jerysalem; and David begot more sons 
and daughters. 4And these are the 
names of the children whom he had 
in Jerusalem: Shammua, and Shobab, 
Nathan, and Solomon; ‘and Ibhar, 
and Elishua. and Elpelet; ‘and Nogah, 
and Nepheg, and Japhia; ’7and. Elish- 
ama, and Beeliada, and Eliphelet. 

8And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over all 
Israel, all the Philistines went up to 
seek David; and David heard of 
it, and went out to meet them. *Now 
the Philistines had come and made a 
raid in the valley of Rephaim. '°And 
David inquired of God, saying: 
‘Shall I go up against the Philistines? 
and wilt Thou deliver them into my 
hand?’ And the Lorp said unto him: 
‘Go up; for I will deliver them into 
thy hand.’ So they came up to 
Baal-perazim, and David smote them 
there; and David said: ‘God hath 
broken mine enemies by my hand, 
like the breach of waters.’ Therefore 
they called the name of that place 
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*Baal-perazim. And they left their 
gods there; and David gave com- 
mandment, and they were burned 
with fire. 

And the Philistines yet again 
made a raid in the valley. “And Da- 
vid inquired again of God; and God 
said unto him: ‘Thou shalt not go up 
after them; turn away from them, and 
come upon them over against the 
mulberry-trees. “And it shall be, 
when thou hearest the sound of 
marching in the tops of the mulberry- 
trees, that then thou shalt go out to 
battle; for God is gone out before 
thee to smite the host of the Philis- 
tines.’ And David did as God com- 
manded him; and they smote the 
host of the Philistines from Gibeon 
even to Gezer. ‘”And the fame of 
David went out into all lands; and 
the Lorp brought the fear of him upon 
all nations. 
ex And [David] made him houses 

in the city of David; and he 
prepared a place for the ark of God, 
and pitched foritatent. ?Then David 
said: ‘None ought to carry the ark 
of God but the Levites; for them hath 
the Lorp chosen to carry the ark of 
the Lorp, and to minister unto Him 
for ever.’ *And David assembled all 
Israel at Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the Lorp unto its place, which 
he had prepared for it. 4And David 
gathered together the sons of Aaron, 
and the Levites; ‘of the sons of Ko- 
hath: Uriel the chief, and his brethren 
a hundred and twenty; ®of the sons of 
Merari: Asaiah the chief, and his 
brethren two hundred and twenty; 
Tof the sons of Gershom: Joel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred and 
thirty; ®of the sons of Elizaphan: 
Shemaiah the chief, and his brethren 
two hundred; %of the sons of Hebron: 
Eliel the chief, and his brethren four.

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score; }f the sons of Uzziel: Am- 
minadab the chief, and his brethren a 
hundred and twelve. "And David 
called for Zadok and Abiathar the 
priests, and for the Levites, for Uriel, 
Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, and 
Eliel, and Amminadab, “and said 
unto them: ‘Ye are the heads of the 
fathers’ houses of the Levites; sanctify 
yourselves, both ye and your brethren, 
that ye may bring up the ark of the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, unto the 
place that I have prepared for it. 
Bor because ye [bore it] not at the 
first, the Lorp our God made a 
breach upon us, for that we sought 
Him not according to the ordinance.’ 
4So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lorp, the God of Israel. 
And the children of the Levites bore 
the ark of God upon their shoulders 
with the bars thereon, as Moses com- 
manded according to the word of the 
Lorp. 

146And David spoke to the chief of 
the Levites to appoint their brethren 
the singers, with instruments of 
music, psalteries and harps and cym- 
bals, sounding aloud and lifting up the 
voice with joy. So the Levites 
appointed Heman the son of Joel; 
and of his brethren, Asaph the son of 
Berechiah; and of the sons of Merari 
their brethren, Ethan the son of 
Kushaiah; 4and with them their 
brethren of the second degree, Zech- 
ariah, Ben, and Jaaziel, and She- 
miramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
Eliab, and Benaiah, and Maaseiah, 
and Mattithiah, and Eliphalehu, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, 
the doorkeepers. 1%So the singers, 
Heman, Asaph, and Ethan [, were 
appointed], with cymbals of brass to 
sound aloud; *°and Zechariah, and 
Aziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
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and Unni, and Eliab, and Maaseiah, 
and Benaiah, with psalteries set to Al- 
amoth; #and Mattithiah, and Eliph- 
alehu, and Mikneiahu, and Obed- 
edom, and Jeiel, and Azaziah, with 
harps on the Sheminith, to lead. And 
Chenaniah, chief of the Levites, was 
over the song; he was master in the song, 


because he was skilful. #?And Berechi- | 


ah and Elkanah were doorkeepers for 
the ark. *And Shebaniah, and Josha- 
phat, and Nethanel, and Amasai, and 
Zechariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, 
the priests, did blow with the trum- 
pets before the ark of God; and Obed- 
edom and Jehiah were doorkeepers 
for the ark. 

2580 David, and the elders of Israel, 
and the captains over thousands, went 
to bring up the ark of the covenant 
of the Lorp out of the house of Obed- 
edom with joy. And it came to 


pass, when God helped the Levites 


that bore the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp, that they sacrificed seven 
bullocks and seven rams. ?7And Da- 
vid was clothed with a robe of fine 
linen, and all the Levites that bore the 
ark, and the singers, and Chenaniah 
the master of the singers in the song; 
and David had upon him an ephod of 
linen. **Thus all Israel brought up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
with shouting, and with sound of the 
horn, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, sounding aloud with psal- 
teries and harps. And it came to 
pass, as the ark of the covenant of the’ 
Lorp came to the city of David, that 
Michal the daughter of Saul looked 
out at the window, and saw king 
David dancing and making merry; 
and she despised him in her heart. 
1 6 And they brought in the ark of 
God, and set it in the midst of. 
the tent that David had pitched for 
it, and they offered burnt-offerings 
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and peace-offerings before God. ?And 
when David had made an end of 
offering the burnt-offering and the 
peace-offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lorp. *And he 
dealt to every one of Israel, both man 
and woman, to every one a loaf of 
bread, and a cake made in a pan, and 
a sweet cake. 

4And he appointed certain of the 
Levites to minister before the ark of 
the Lorp, and to celebrate and to 
thank and praise the Lorp, the 
God of Israel: ‘Asaph the chief, and 
second to him Zechariah, Jeiel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Mat- 
tithiah, and Eliab, and Benaiah, and 
Obed-edom, and Jeiel, with psalteries 
and with harps; and Asaph with 
cymbals, sounding aloud; ‘and Be- 
naiah and Jahaziel the priests with 
trumpets continually, before the ark of 
the covenant of God. 

7Then on that day did David first 
ordain to give thanks unto the Lorp, 
by the hand of Asaph and his breth- 
ren.

edom also the son of Jedithun and 
Hosah to be doorkeepers; #’and Zadok 
the priest, and his brethren the priests, 
before the tabernacle of the Lorp 
in the high place that was at Gibeon, 
49 offer burnt-offerings unto the 
Lorp upon the altar of burnt-offering 
continually morning and _ evening, 
even according to all that is written 
in the Law of the Lorp, which He 
commanded unto Israel; “and with 
them Heman and Jeduthun, and the 
rest that were chosen, who were 
mentioned by name, to give thanks 
to the Lorp, because His mercy en- 
dureth for ever; “and with them 
Heman and Jeduthun, to sound aloud 
with trumpets and cymbals, and with 
instruments for the songs of God; 
and the sons of Jeduthun to be at the 
gate. “And all the people departed 
every man to his house; and David | 
returned to bless his house. 
17 And it came to pass, when 
David dwelt in his house, that 
David said to Nathan the prophet: 
‘Lo, I dwell in a house of cedar, but 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
dwelleth under curtains.’ 2And Na- 
than said unto David: ‘Do all that is 
in thy heart; for God is with thee.’ 
3And it came to pass the same night, 
that the word of God came to Nathan, 
saying: “Go and tell David My 
servant: Thus saith the Lorp:

ever. 431 will be to him for a father, 
and he shall be to Me for a son; and 
I will not take My mercy away from 
him, as I took it from him that was 
before thee; “but I will settle him in 
My house and in My kingdom for ever; 
and his throne shall be established for 
ever.’ According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

16Then David the king went in, and 
sat before the Lorp; and he said: 
‘Who am I, O Lorp God, and what is 
my house, that Thou hast brought me 
thus far? ‘And this was a small 
thing in Thine eyes, O God; but Thou 
hast spoken of Thy servant’s house 
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for a great while to come, and hast 
regarded me after the manner of a 
man of high degree, O Lorp God. 
18What can David say yet more unto 
Thee concerning the honour which is 
done to Thy servant? for Thou 
knowest Thy servant. 190 Lorp, for 
Thy servant’s sake, and according to 
Thine own heart, hast Thou wrought 
all this greatness, to make known all 
these great things. *°O Lorp, there 
is none like Thee, neither is there any 
God beside Thee, according to all 
that we have heard with our ears. 
*1And who is like Thy people Israel, 
a nation one in the earth, whom God 
went to redeem unto Himself for a 
people, to make Thee a name by great 
and tremendous things, in driving 
out nations from before Thy people, 
whom Thou didst redeem out of Egypt? 
Hor Thy people Israel didst Thou 
make Thine own people for ever; and 
Thou, Lorp, becamest their God. 
23And now, O Lorp, let the word that 
Thou hast spoken concerning Thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
be established for ever, and do as 
Thou hast spoken. *4Yea, let it be 
established, and let Thy name be 
magnified for ever, that it may be 
said: The Lorp of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel; and 
the house of David Thy servant shall 
be established before Thee. *For 
Thou, O my God, hast revealed to 
Thy servant that Thou wilt build 
him a house; therefore hath Thy 
servant taken heart to pray before 
Thee. And now, O Lorp, Thou 
alone art God, and hast promised this 
good thing unto Thy servant; 2’and 
now it hath pleased Thee to bless the 
house of Thy servant, that it may 
continue for ever before Thee; for 
Thou, O Lorp, hast blessed, and so 
let [Thy servant] be blessed for ever.’ 
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1 8 And after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, 

and subdued them, and took Gath 

and its towns out of the hand of the 

Philistines. 

2And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became servants to David, 
and brought presents. 

3And David smote Hadarezer king 
of Zobah by Hamath, as he went to 
establish his dominion at the river 
Euphrates. ‘And David took from 
him a thousand chariots, and seven 
thousand horsemen, and twenty thou- 
sand footmen; and David houghed all 
the chariot horses, but reserved of 
them for a hundred chariots. *And 
when the Arameans of Damascus 
came to succour Hadarezer king of 
Zobah, David smote of the Arameans 
two and twenty thousand men. ®*Then 
David put [garrisons] in Aram. Da- 
mascus; and the Arameans became 
servants to David, and brought pres- 
ents. And the Lorp gave victory to 
David whithersoever he went. 7And 
David took the shields of gold that 
were on the servants of Hadarezer, 
and brought them to Jerusalem. *And 
from Tibhath and from Cun, cities 
of Hadarezer, David took very much 
brass, wherewith Solomon made the 
brazen sea, and the pillars, and the 
vessels of brass. 

*And when Tou king of Hamath 
heard that David had smitten all the 
host of Hadarezer king of Zobah, 
Whe sent Hadoram his son to king 
David, to salute him, and to bless him 
—because he had fought against Had- 
arezer and smitten him; for Had- 
arezer had wars with Tou—and [he 
had with him] all manner of vessels 
of gold and silver and brass. “These 
also did king David dedicate unto 
the Lorp, with the silver and the gold 
that he carried away from all the na- 
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tions; from Edom, and from Moab 
and from the children of Ammon, and 
from the Philistines, and from Amalek. 
12Moreover *Abishai the son of Zer- 
uiah smote of the Kdomites in the 
Valley of Salt eighteen thousand, 
13And he put garrisons in Edom; and 
all the Edomites became servants to 
David. And the Lorp gave victory 
to David whithersoever he went. 
14And David reigned over all Israel; 
and he executed justice and righteous- 
ness unto all his people. “And Joab 
the son of Zeruiah was over the host; 
and Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud was 
recorder. ‘And Zadok the son of 
Ahitub, and Abimelech the son of 
Abiathar, were priests; and Shavsha 
was scribe; "and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada was over the Cherethites 
and the Pelethites; and the sons of 
David were chief about the king. 
19 And it came to pass after this, 
that Nahash the king of the 
children of Ammon died, and his son 
reigned in his stead. *And David 
said: ‘I will show kindness unto Ha- 
nun the son of Nahash, because his 
father showed kindness to me.’ So 
David sent messengers to comfort 
him concerning his father. And Da- 
vid’s servants came into the land of 
the children of Ammon to Hanun, to 
comfort him. *But the princes of the 
children of Ammon said to Hanun: 
‘Thinkest thou that David doth hon- 
our thy father, that he hath sent com- 
forters unto thee? are not his servants 
come unto thee to search, and to over- 
throw, and to spy out the land?’ 4So 
Hanun took David’s servants, and 
shaved them, and cut off their gar- 
ments in the middle, even to their 
hips, and sent them away. Then 
there went certain persons, and told 
David how the men were served. And 
he sent to meet them; for the men 


® Heb. Abshai, and in xix. 11, 15. 
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were greatly ashamed. And _ the 
king said: ‘Tarry at Jericho until 
your beards be grown, and then re- 
turn.’ 

SAnd when the children of Ammon 
saw that they had made themselves 
odious to David, Hanun and the 
children of Ammon sent a thousand 
talents of silver to hire them chariots 
and horsemen out of Aram-naharaim, 
and out of Aram-maacah, and out of 
Zobah. So they hired them thirty 
and two thousand chariots, and the 
king of Maacah and his people; who 
came and encamped before Medeba. 
And the children of Ammon gathered 
themselves together from their cities, 
and came to battle. 8And when Da- 
vid heard of it, he sent Joab, and all 
the host of the mighty men. *%And 
the children of Ammon came out, 
and put the battle in array at the 
gate of the city; and the kings that 
were come were by themselves in the 
field, 

10Now when Joab saw that the 
battle was set against him before and 
behind, he chose of all the choice men 
of Israel, and put them in array against 
the Arameans. "And the rest of the 
people he committed into the hand 
of Abishai his brother, and they put 
themselves in array against the chil- 
dren of Ammon. "And he said: ‘If 
the Arameans be too strong for me, 
then thou shalt help me; but if the 
children of Ammon be too strong for 
thee, then I will help thee. “Be of 
good courage, and let us prove strong 
for our people, and for the cities of 
our God; and the Lorp do that which 
seemeth Him good.’ “So Joab and 
the people that were with him drew 
nigh unto the battle to meet the 
Arameans; and they fled before him. 
And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Arameans were fled, they 
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likewise fled before Abishai his brother, 
and entered into the city. Then Joab 
came to Jerusalem. 
16And when the Arameans saw that 
they were put to the worse before 
Israel, they sent messengers, and 
brought out the Arameans that were 
beyond the River, with Shophach the 
captain of the host of Hadarezer at 
their head. 17And it was told David; 
and he gathered all Israel together, 
and passed over the Jordan, and came 
upon them, and set the battle in 
array against them. So when David 
had put the battle in array against 
the Arameans, they fought with 
him. ‘And the Arameans fled before 
Israel; and David slew of the Ara- 
means the men of seven thousand 
chariots, and forty thousand footmen, 
and killed Shophach the captain of 
the host. 1’And when the servants of 
Hadarezer saw that they were put to 
the worse before Israel, they made | 
peace with David, and served him; 
neither would the Arameans help 
the children of Ammon any more. 
20 And it came to pass, at the time 
of the return of the year, at the 
time when kings go out to battle, 
that Joab led forth the power of the 
army, and wasted the country of the 
children of Ammon, and came and 
besieged Rabbah. But David tarried 
at Jerusalem. And Joab smote Rab- 
bah, and overthrew it. And David 
took the crown of Malcam from off 
his head, and found it to weigh a 
talent of gold, and there were precious 
stones in it; and it was set upon 
David’s head; and he brought forth 
the spoil of the city, exceeding much. 
8And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and cut them with 
saws, and with harrows of iron, and 
with axes. And thus did David unto 
all the cities of the children of Am- 
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mon. And David and all the people 
returned to Jerusalem. 
4And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines; then Sibbecai the 
Hushathite slew Sippai, of the sons 
of the giants; and they were sub- 
dued. *And there was again war with 
the Philistines; and Elhanan the son 
of Jair slew Lahmi the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver’s beam. 
SAnd there was again war at Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, 
whose fingers and toes were four and 
twenty, six [on each hand], and six [on 
each foot]; and he also was born unto 
the giant. ‘’And when he taunted 
Israel, Jonathan the son of Shimea 
David’s brother slew him. ®These 
were born unto the giant in Gath; 
and they fell by the hand of David, 
and by the hand of his servants. 
21 And Satan stood up against 
Israel, and moved David to 
number Israel. ?And David said to 
Joab and to the princes of the peo- 
ple: ‘Go, number Israel from Beer- 
sheba even to Dan; and bring me 
word, that I may know the sum of 
them.’ %And Joab said: ‘The Lorp 
make His people a hundred times so 
many more as they are; but, my lord 
the king, are they not all my lord’s 
servants? why doth my lord require 
this thing? why will he be a cause of 
guilt unto Israel?’ ‘Nevertheless the 
king’s word prevailed against Joab. 
Wherefore Joab departed, and went 
throughout all Israel, and came to 
Jerusalem. And Joab gave up the 
sum of the numbering of the people 
unto David. And all they of Israel 
were a thousand thousand and a hun- 
dred thousand men that drew sword; 
and Judah was four hundred three- 
score and ten thousand men that drew 


sword. ®But Levi and Benjamin he 


did not number among them; for — 


the king’s word was abominable to 
Joab. 

7And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore He smote Israel. 
8And David said unto God: ‘T have 
sinned greatly, in that I have done 
this thing; but now, put away, I 
beseech Thee, the iniquity of Thy 
servant; for I have done very foolishly.’ 
%And the Lorp spoke unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying: !°‘Go and speak 
unto David, saying: Thus saith the 
Lorp: I offer thee three things; 
choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee.’ “So Gad came to 
David, and said unto him: ‘Thus 
saith the Lorp: Take which thou 
wilt: Veither three years of famine; 
or three months to be swept away 
before thy foes, while the sword of 
thine enemies overtaketh thee; or 
else three days the sword of the Lorp, 
even pestilence in the land, and the 
angel of the Lorp destroying through- 
out all the borders of Israel. Now 
therefore consider what answer I 
shall return to Him that sent me.’ 
And David said unto Gad: ‘I am in 
a great strait; let me fall now into the 
hand of the Lorp, for very great are 
His mercies; and let me not fall into 
the hand of man.’ 

4So0 the Lorp sent a_ pestilence — 
upon Israel; and there fell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. “And God 
sent an angel unto Jerusalem to de- | 
stroy it; and as he was about to de- | 
stroy, the Lorp beheld, and He re- 
pented Him of the evil, and said to . 
the destroying angel: ‘It is enough; 
now stay thy hand.’ And the angel 
of the Lorp was standing by the 
threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 
And David lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the angel of the Lorp standing 
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between the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
stretched out over Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders, clothed in 
sackcloth, fell upon their faces. 17And 
David said unto God: ‘Is it not I that 
commanded the people to be num- 
bered? even I it is that have sinned 
and dene very wickedly; but these 
sheep, what have they done? let 
Thy hand, I pray Thee, O Lorp my 
God, be against me, and against my 
father’s house; but not against Thy 
people, that they should be plagued.’ 

i8Then the angel of the Lorp com- 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and rear an altar 
unto the Lorp in the threshing-floor 
of Ornan the Jebusite. 1*And David 
went up at the saying of Gad, which 
he spoke in the name of the Lorp. 
20And Ornan turned back, and saw 
the angel; and his four sons that 
were with him hid themselves. Now 
Ornan was threshing wheat. And 
as David came to Ornan, Ornan 
looked and saw David, and went out 
of the threshing-floor, and bowed 
down to David with his face to the 
ground. *”Then David said to Or- 
nan: ‘Give me the place of this 
threshing-floor, that I may build 
thereon an altar unto the Lorp; for 
the full price shalt thou give it me; 
that the plague may be stayed from 
the people.’ And Ornan said unto 
David: ‘Take it to thee, and let my 
lord the king do that which is good in 
his eyes: lo, I give thee the oxen for 
burnt-offerings, and the threshing- 
instruments for wood, and the wheat 
for the meal-offering; I give it all.’ 
4And king David said to Ornan: 
‘Nay, but I will verily buy it for the 
fuli price; for I will not take that 
which is thine for the Lorp, nor offer 
a burnt-offering without cost.’ So 
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David gave to Ornan for the place six 
hundred shekels of gold by weight. 
2sAnd David built there an altar unto 
the Lorn, and offered burnt-offerings 
and peace-offerings, and called upon 
the Lorp; and He answered him from 
heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt- 
offering. 27And the Lorp commanded 
the angel; and he put up his sword 
back into the sheath thereof. 
23A¢ that time, when David saw 
that the Lorp had answered him in 
the threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebu- 
site, then he sacrificed there. %°For 
the tabernacle of the Lorn, which 
Moses made in the wilderness, and 
the altar of burnt-offering, were at 
that time in the high place at Gibeon. 
s0But David could not go before it to 
inquire of God; for he was terrified 
because of the sword of the angel of 
29) the Lorp. ‘Then David said: 
‘This is the house of the Lorp 
God, and this is the altar of burnt- 
offering for Israel.’ 
2And David commanded to gather 
together the strangers that were in 
the land of Israel; and he set masons 
to hew wrought stones to build the 
house of God. #And David prepared 
iron in abundance for the nails for the 
doors of the gates, and for the coup- 
lings; and brass in abundance without 
weight; ‘and cedar-trees without num- 
ber; for the Zidonians and they of 
Tyre brought cedar-trees in abundance 
to David. *And David said: ‘Solomon 
my son is young and tender, and the 
house that is to be builded for the 
Lorp must be exceeding magnificent, 
of fame and of glory throughout all 
countries; I will therefore make prep- 
aration for him.’ So David prepared 
abundantly before his death. 
®Then he called for Solomon his son, 
and charged him to build a house for 
the Lorp, the God of Israel. 7And Da- 
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vid said to Solomon: ‘My son, as for 
me, it was in my heart to build a 
house unto the name of the Lorp 
my God. *But the word of the Lorp 
came to me, saying: Thou hast shed 
blood abundantly, and hast made 

eat wars; thou shalt not build a 

ouse unto My name, because thou 
hast shed much blood upon the earth 
in My sight. *%Behold, a son shall be 
born to thee, who shall be a man of 
rest; and I will give him rest from all 
his enemies round about; for his name 
shall be *Solomon, and I will give 
peace and quietness unto Israel in 
his days. !°He shall build a house for 
My name; and he shall be to Me for a 
son, and I will be to him for a father; 
and I will establish the throne of his 
kingdom over Israel for ever. “Now, 
my son, the Lorp be with thee; and 
prosper thou, and build the house of 
the Lorp thy God, as He hath spoken 
concerning thee. "Only the Lorp 
give thee discretion and understand- 
ing, and give thee charge concerning 
Israel; that so thou mayest keep the 
law of the Lorp thy God. Then 
shalt thou prosper, if thou observe to 
do the statutes and the ordinances 
which the Lorp charged Moses with 
concerning Israel; be strong, and of 
good courage; fear not, neither be 
dismayed. “Now, behold, in my 
straits I have prepared for the house 
of the Lorp a hundred thousand 
talents of gold, and a thousand thou- 
sand talents of silver; and of brass 
and iron without weight, for it is in 
abundance; timber also and stone have 
I prepared; and thou mayest add 
thereto. ‘Moreover there are work- 
men with thee in abundance, hewers 
and workers of stone and timber, and 
all men that are skilful in any man- 
ner of work; of the gold, the silver,

17David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon 
his son: 18Is not the Lorp your God 
with you? and hath He not given 
you rest on every side? for He hath 
delivered the inhabitants of the land 
into my hand; and the land is sub- 
dued before the Lorp, and before His 
people. Now set your heart and — 
your soul to seek after the Lorp your 
God; arise therefore, and build ye the 
sanctuary of the Lorp God, to bring 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorn, 
and the holy vessels of God, into the 
house that is to be built to the name of 
the Lorn.’ 
23 Now David was old and full of 

days; and he made Solomon his — 

son king over Israel. 2And he gathered 
together all the princes of Israel, with 
the priests and the Levites. %And 
the Levites were numbered from 
thirty years old and upward; and 
their number by their polls, man by 
man, was thirty and eight thousand. 
4Of these, twenty and four thousand 
were to oversee the work of the house © 
of the Lorp; and six thousand were 
officers and judges; and four thousand 
were doorkeepers; and four thousand 
praised the Lorp ‘with the instru- — 
ments which I made to praise there- 
with.’ 

‘And Davyid divided them into 
courses according to the sons of — 
Levi: Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. ~ 
7Of the Gershonites: Ladan, and 
Shimei. ®The sons of Ladan: Jehiel 
the chief, and Zetham, and Joel, © 
three. °The sons of Shimei: Shelo- 
mith, and Haziel, and Haran, three. 
These were the heads of the fathers’ 
houses of Ladan. 1!°And the sons of 
Shimei: Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, © 
and Beriah. These four were the sons 
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of Shimei. “And Jahath was the 
chief, and Zizah the second; but 
Jeush and Beriah had not many sons; 
therefore they became a fathers’ 
house in one reckoning. 

2The sons of Kohath: Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uazziel, four. 
BThe sons of Amram: Aaron and 
Moses; and Aaron was separated, 
that he should be sanctified as most 
holy, he and his sons for ever, to 
offer before the Lorp, to minister 
unto Him, and to bless in His name 
for ever. “But as for Moses the man 
of God, his sons are named among the 
tribe of Levi. The sons of Moses: 
Gershom, and Eliezer. The sons of 
Gershom: Shebuel the chief. !”And 
the sons of Eliezer were: Rehabiah 
the chief. And Eliezer had no other 


'. sons; but the sons of Rehabiah were 


very many. 1®The sons of Izhar: 
Shelomith the chief. }*The sons of 
Hebron: Jeriah the chief, Amariah 
the second, Jahaziel the third, and 
Jekameam the fourth. ?°The sons 
of Uzziel: Micah the chief, and 
Isshiah the second. 

21The sons of Merari: Mahli, and 
Mushi. The sons of Mahli: Eleazar, 
and Kish. #And Hieazar died, and 
had no sons, but daughters only; and 
their brethren the sons of Kish took 
them to wife. *The sons of Mushi: 
Mahli, and Eder, and Jeremoth, 
three. 

24These were the sons of Levi after 
their fathers’ houses, even the heads 
of the fathers’ houses, according to 
their muster, in the number of names 
by their polls, who did the work for 
the service of the house of the Lorp, 
from twenty years old and upward. 
2For David said: ‘The Lorp, the 
God of Israel, hath given rest unto 
His people, and He dwelleth in Jeru- 
 galem for ever; **and also the Levites 


shall no more have need to carry the 
tabernacle and all the vessels of it for 
the service thereof.’ 2’For by the last 
ordinances of David the sons of Levi 
were numbered from twenty years 
old and upward. *¥For their station 
was at the side of the sons of Aaron 
for the service of the house of the 
Lorp, in the courts, and in the cham- 
bers, and in the purifying of all holy 
things, even the work of the service 
of the house of God; ?°for the show- 
bread also, and for the fine flour for a 
meal-offering, whether of unleavened 
wafers, or of that which is baked on the 
griddle, or of that which is soaked, and 
for all manner of measure and size; 
X%and to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lorp, and like- 
wise at even; “and to offer all burnt- 
offerings unto the Lorp, on the sab- 
baths, on the new moons, and in the 
appointed seasons, in number accord- 
ing to the ordinance concerning them 
continually, before the Lorp; Sand 
that they should keep the charge of 
the tent of meeting, and the charge 
of the holy place, and the charge of 
the sons of Aaron their brethren, for 
the service of the house of the Lorp. 
24. And the courses of the sons of 
' Aaron were these. The sons of 
Aaron: Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar 
and Ithamar. ?*But Nadab and 
Abihu died before their father, and 
had no children; therefore Eleazar 
and Ithamar executed the _priest’s 
office. *And David with Zadok of the 
sons of Eleazar, and Ahimelech of the 
sons of Ithamar, divided them accord- 
ing to their ordering in their service. 
4And there were more chief men found 
of the sons of Eleazar than of the sons 
of Ithamar; and thus were they 
divided: of the sons of Eleazar there 
were sixteen, heads of fathers’ houses; 
and of the sons of Ithamar, according 
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to their fathers’ houses, eight. *Thus 
were they divided by lot, one sort 
with another; for they were princes 
of the sanctuary and princes of God, 
both of the sons of Eleazar, and of the 
sons of Ithamar. And Shemaiah 
the son of Nethanel the scribe, who 
was of the Levites, wrote them in the 
presence of the king, and the princes, 
and Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech 
the son of Abiathar, and the heads of 
the fathers’ houses of the priests and 
of the Levites: one fathers’ house 
being taken for Eleazar, and propor- 
tionately for Ithamar. 

™Now the first lot came forth to 
Jehoiarib, the second to Jedaiah; *the 
third to Harim, the fourth to Seorim; 
%he fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to 
Mijamin; ?°the seventh to Hakkoz, the 
eighth to Abijah; the ninth to Jeshua, 
the tenth to Shecaniah; "the eleventh 
to Eliashib, the twelfth to Jakim; “the 
thirteenth to Huppah, the fourteenth 
to Jeshebeab; the fifteenth to Bilgah, 
the sixteenth to Immer; the seven- 
teenth to Hezir, the eighteenth to Hap- 
pizzez; the nineteenth to Pethahiah, 
the twentieth to Jehezkel; !’the one 
and twentieth to Jachin, the two and 
twentieth to Gamul; the three and 
twentieth to Delaiah, the four and 
twentieth to Maaziah. 1°These were 
the orderings of them in their service, 
to come into the house of the Lorp 
according to the ordinance given unto 
them by the hand of Aaron their 
father, as the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
had commanded him. 

0And of the rest of the sons of 
Levi: of the sons of Amram, Shubael; 
of the sons of Shubael, ‘Jehdeiah. 
10f Rehabiah: of the sons of Reha- 
biah, Isshiah the chief. “Of the 
Izharites, Shelomoth; of the sons of 
Shelomoth, Jahath. *And_ Benai, 
Jeriah, Amariah the second, Jahaziel

The sons of Uzziel, Micah; of the 
sons of Micah, Shamir.

These were the sons of the Levites

4And Obed-edom had 
sons: Shemaiah the first-born, Je- 
hozabad the second, Joah the third, 
and Sacar the fourth, and Nethanel 
the fifth; SAmmiel the sixth, Issachar 
the seventh, Peullethai the eighth; for 
God blessed him. ‘Also unto Shem- 
aiah his son were sons born, that 
ruled over the house of their father;

1°Also Hosah, of the 
children of Merari, had sons: Shimri 
the chief—for though he was not the 
first-born, yet his father made him 
chief—"Hilkiah the second, Tebaliah 
the third, Zechariah the fourth; all 
the sons and brethren of Hosah were 
thirteen. 

These courses of the doorkeepers, 
even the chief men, had wards over 
against their brethren, to minister 
in the house of the Lorp. “And they 
cast lots, as well the small as the 
great, according to their fathers’ 
houses, for every gate. 44And the lot 
eastward fell to Shelemiah. Then 
for Zechariah his son, a discreet coun- 
sellor, they cast lots; and his lot came 
out northward. To Obed-edom 
southward; and to his sons the Store- 
house. 1°To Shuppim and Hosah 
westward, by the gate cf Shallecheth, 
at the causeway that goeth up, ward 
against ward. ‘Eastward were six 
Levites, northward four a day, south- 
ward four a day, and for the Store- 
house two and two. 148For the Pre- 
cinct westward, four at the causeway, 
and two at the Precinct. These 
were the courses of the doorkeepers; 
of the sons of the Korahites, and of 
the sons of Merari. 

20And of the Levites, Ahijah was 
over the treasuries of the house of God, 
and over the treasuries of the hallowed 
things. #The sons of Ladan, the 
sons of the Gershonites belonging to 
Ladan, the heads of the fathers’ 
houses belonging to Ladan the Ger- 
shonite: Jehiei. “The sons of Je- 
hieli: Zetham, and Joel his brother, 
over the treasuries of the house of the 


Lorp. Of the Amramites, of the 
Izharites, of the Hebronites, of the 
Uzzielites; #*Shebuel the son of Ger- 
shom, the son of Moses, was ruler over 
the treasuries. And his brethren by 
Eliezer: Rehabiah his son, and Je- 
shaiah his son, and Joram his son, and 
Zichri his son, and Shelomith his son. 
*This *Shelomith and his brethren 
were over all the treasuries of the 
dedicated things, which David the 
king, and the heads of the fathers’ 


houses, the captains over thousands. ~ 


and hundreds, and the captains of 
the host, had dedicated. 2’Out of the 


spoil won in battles did they dedicate | 


to repair the house of the Lorp. *8And 
all that Samuel the seer, and Saul the 
son of Kish, and Abner the son of 
Ner, and Joab the son of Zeruiah, had 
dedicated; whosoever had dedicated 
any thing, it. was under the hand of 
Shelomith, and of his brethren. 

2Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and 
his sons were for the outward pusiness 
over Israel, for officers and judges. 
s°Of the Hebronites, Hashabiah and 
his brethren, men of valour, a thou- 
sand and seven hundred, had the 


oversight of Israel beyond the Jordan © 


westward; for all the business of the 
Lorp, and for the service of the king. 
310f the Hebronites was Jerijah the 


chief, even of the Hebronites, accord- 


ing to their generations by fathers’ 
houses. In the fortieth year of the 
reign of David they were sought for, 
and there were found among them 
mighty men of valour at Jazer of 
Gilead. *And his brethren, men of 
valour, were two thousand and seven > 


hundred, heads of fathers’ houses, —

whom king David made overseers — 


over the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 


and the half-tribe of the Manassites, — 
for every matter pertaining to God, — 


and for the affairs of the king. 


® Heb. Shelomoth, 
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2 Now the children of Israel after 
their number, to wit, the heads 

of fathers’ houses and the captains 
of thousands and of hundreds, and 
their officers that served the king, in 
any matter of the courses which came 
in and went out month by month 
throughout all the months of the year, 
of every course were twenty and four 
thousand. Over the first course for 
the first month was Jashobeam the 
son of Zabdiel; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. *Of the 
children of Perez was he, and the 
chief of all the captains of the host for 
the first month. ‘And over the course 
of the second month was Dodai the 
Ahohite, and his course, and Mikloth 
the ruler; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. ‘The 
third captain of the host for the third 
month was Benaiah the son of Je- 
hoiada, the priest, chief; and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand.

for the seventh month was Helez the 
Pelonite, of the children of Ephraim; 
and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. "The eighth captain for 
the eighth month was Sibbecai the 
Hushathite, of the Zerahites; and in 
his course were twenty and four thou- 
~gand. The ninth captain for the 
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ninth month was Abiezer the Ana- 
thothite, of the Benjamites; and in his 
course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. The tenth captain for the 
tenth month was Mahrai, the Netoph- 
athite, of the Zerahites; and in his 
course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. “The eleventh captain for the 
eleventh month was Benaiah the 
Pirathonite, of the children of Ephra- 
im; and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. The twelfth 
captain for the twelfth month was 
Heldai the Netophathite, of Othniel; 
and in his course were twenty and 
four thousand. 

Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel: of the Reubenites was Eliezer 
the son of Zichri the ruler; of the 
Simeonites, Shephatiah the son of 
Maacah; !’of Levi, Hashabiah the son 
of Kemuel; of Aaron, Zadok; of 
Judah, Elihu, one of the brethren of 
David; of Issachar, Omri the son of 
Michael; 1%0f Zebulun, Ishmaiah the 
son of Obadiah; of Naphtali, Jerimoth 
the son of Azriel; ?°of the children of 
Ephraim, Hoshea the son of Azaziah; 
of the half-tribe of Manasseh, Joel 
the son of Pedaiah;#!of the half-tribe of 
Manasseh in Gilead, Iddo the son of 
Zechariah; of Benjamin, Jaasiel the 
son of Abner; “of Dan, Azarel the 
son of Jeroham. ‘These were the 
captains of the tribes of Israel. 
But David took not the number of 
them from twenty years old and under; 
because the Lorp had said He would 
increase Israel like to the stars of 
heaven. *Joab the son of Zeruiah 
began to number, but finished not: 
and there came wrath for this upop 
Israel; neither was the number put 
into the account in the chronicles of 
king David. 

>And over the king’s treasuries was 
Azmaveth the son of Adiel; and over 
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the treasuries in the fields, in the 
cities, and in the villages, and in the 
towers, was Jonathan the son of 
Uzziah; 26and over them that did the 
work of the field for tillage of the 
ground was Ezri the son of Chelub; 
27and over the vineyards was Shimel 
the Ramathite; and over the increase 
of the vineyards for the wine-cellars 
was Zabdi the Shiphmite; 8and over 
the olive-trees and the sycomore- 
trees that were in the Lowland was 
Baal-hanan the Gederite; and over 
the cellars of oil was Joash; 2%and over 
the herds that fed in Sharon was 
Shirtai the Sharonite; and over the 
herds that were in the valleys was 
Shaphat the son of Adlai; *°and over 
the camels was Obil the Ishmaelite; 
and over the asses was Jehdeiah the 
Meronothite; #and over the flocks 
was Jaziz the Hagrite. All these were 
the rulers of the substance which was 
king David’s. 
Also Jonathan David’s uncle was 
a counsellor, a man of understanding, 
and a scribe; and Jehiel the son of 
Hachmoni was with the king’s sons; 
and Ahithophel was the king’s 
counsellor; and Hushai the Archite 
was the king’s friend; *and after 
Ahithophel was Jehoiada the son of 
Benaiah, and Abiathar; and the cap- 
tain of the king’s host was Joab. 
2 8 And David assembled all the 
princes of Israel, the princes of 
the tribes, and the captains of the 
companies that served the king by 
course, and the captains of thou- 
sands, and the captains of hundreds, 
and the rulers over all the substance 
and cattle of the king and of his sons, 
with the officers, and the mighty men, 
even all the mighty men of valour, 
unto Jerusalem. Then David the 
king stood up upon his feet, and said: 
‘Hear me, my brethren, and my 


people; as for me, it was in my heart 
to build a house of rest for the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp, and for 
the footstool of our God; and I had 
made ready for the building. *But 
God said unto me: Thou shalt not 
build a house for My name, because 
thou art a man of war, and hast 
shed blood. *Howbeit the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, chose me out of all the 
house of my father to be king over 
Israel for ever; for He hath chosen 
Judah to be prince, and in the house of 
Judah, the house of my father, and 
among the sons of my father He took 
pleasure in me to make me king over 
all Israel; and of all my sons—for 
the Lorp hath given me many sons— 
He hath chosen Solomon my son to 
sit upon the throne of the kingdom of 
the Lorp over Israel. And He said 
unto me: Solomon thy son, he shall 
build My house and My courts; for 
I have chosen him to be to Me for a 
son, and I will be to him for a father. 
7And I will establish his kingdom for 
ever, if he be constant to do My 
commandments and Mine ordinances, 
as at this day. S%Now therefore, in 
the sight of all Israel, the congrega- 
tion of the Lorp, and in the hearing 
of our God, observe and seek out 
all the commandments of the Lorp 
your God; that ye may possess this 
good land, and leave it for an inherit- 
ance to your children after you for 
ever. 

®And thou, Solomon my son, know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve 
Him with a whole heart and with a 
willing mind; for the Lorp searcheth 
all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts; if thou 
seek Him, He will be found of thee; | 
but if thou forsake Him, He will cast — 
thee off for ever. Take heed now; 
for the Lorp hath chosen thee to 
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build a house for the sanctuary; be 
strong, and do it.’ 

UThen David gave to Solomon his 
son the pattern of the porch [of the 
temple], and of the houses thereof, and 
of the treasuries thereof, and of the 
upper rooms thereof, and of the inner 
chambers thereof, and of the place 
of the ark-cover; and the pattern of 
all that he had by the spirit, for the 
courts of the house of the Lorp, and 
for all the chambers round about, for 
the treasuries of the house of God, 
and for the treasuries of the hallowed 
things; also for the courses of the 
priests and the Levites, and for all the 
work of the service of the house of the 
Lorp, and for all the vessels of service 
in the house of the Lorn: “of gold by 
weight for the vessels of gold, for all 
vessels of every kind of service; of 
silver for all the vessels of silver by 
weight, for all vessels of every kind 
of service; by weight also for the 
candlesticks of gold, and for the lamps 
thereof, of gold, by weight for every 
candlestick and for the lamps thereof; 
and for the candlesticks of silver, 
silver by weight for every candlestick 
and for the lamps thereof, according 
to the use of every candlestick; !and 
the gold by weight for the tables of 
showbread, for every table; and silver 
for the tables of silver; ?’and the flesh- 
hooks, and the basins, and the jars, of 
pure gold; and for the golden bowls 
by weight for every bowl; and for the 
silver bowls by weight for every bowl; 
18and for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight; and gold for the pat- 
tern of the chariot, even the cheru- 
bim, that spread out their wings, and 
covered the ark of the covenant of the 
_Lorp. “All this [do I give thee] in 

writing, as the Lorp hath made me 
wise by His hand upon me, even all 
the works of this pattern.’

20And David said to Solomon his 
son: ‘Be strong and of good courage, 
and do it; fear not, nor be dismayed; 
for the Lorp God, even my God, is 
with thee; He will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee, until all the work for the 
service of the house of the Lorp be 
finished. #4And, behold, there are the 
courses of the priests and the Levites, 
for all the service of the house of God; 
and there shall be with thee in all 
manner of work every willing man that 
hath skill, for any manner of service; 
also the captains and all the people will 
be wholly at thy commandment.’ 
29 And David the king said unto all 
the congregation: ‘Solomon my 
son, whom alone God hath chosen, is 
yet young and tender, and the work is 
great; for the palace is not for man, 
but for the Lorp God. 2Now I have 
prepared with all my might for the 
house of my God the gold for the things 
of gold, and the silver for the things of 
silver, and the brass for the things 
of brass, the iron for the things of 
iron, and wood for the things of wood; 
onyx stones, and stones to be set, glis- 
tering stones, and of divers colours 
and all manner of precious stones, and 
marble stones in abundance. 3More- 
over also, because I have set my affec- 
tion on the house of my God, seeing 
that I have a treasure of mine own 
of gold and silver, I give it unto the 
house of my God, over and above 
all that I have prepared for the holy 
house, “even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thousand talents of refined silver, 
wherewith to overlay the walls of the 
houses; ‘of gold for the things of gold, 
and of silver for the things of silver, 
and for all manner of work to be made 
by the hands of artificers. Who then 
offereth willingly to consecrate him- 
self this day unto the Lorn?’ 
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Then the princes of the fathers’ 
houses, and the princes of the tribes 
of Israel, and the captains of thou- 
sands and of hundreds, with the rulers 
over the king’s work, offered willingly; 
7and they gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thousand 
talents and ten thousand darics, and 
of silver ten thousand talents, and of 
brass eighteen thousand talents, and 
of iron a hundred thousand talents. 
8And they with whom precious stones 
were found gave them to the treasure 
of the house of the Lorn, under the 
hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. ®*Then 
the people rejoiced, for that they of- 
fered willingly, because with a whole 
heart they offered willingly to the 
Lorp; and David the king also re- 
joiced with great joy. 

10Wherefore David blessed the Lorp 
before all the congregation; and David 
said: ‘Blessed be Thou, O Lorp, the 
God of Israel our father, for ever and 
ever. “Thine, O Lorp, is the great- 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty; for 
all that is in the heaven and in the 
earth is Thine; Thine is the kingdom, 
O Lorp, and Thou art exalted as head 
above all. Both riches and honour 
come of Thee, and Thou rulest over 
all; and in Thy hand is power and 
might; and in Thy hand it is to make 
great, and to give strength unto all. 
Now therefore, our God, we thank 
Thee, and praise Thy glorious name. 
“But who am I, and what is my people, 
that we should be able to offer so 
willingly after this sort? for all things 
come of Thee, and of Thine own have 
we given Thee. For we are strangers 
before Thee, and sojourners, as all 
our fathers were: our days on the 
earth are as a shadow, and there is no 
abiding. 1O Lorp our God, all this 
store that we have prepared to build 
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Thee a house for Thy holy name 
cometh of Thy hand, and is all Thine 
own. I know also, my God, that 
Thou triest the heart, and hast pleas- 
ure in uprightness. As for me, in the 
uprightness of my heart I have will- 
ingly offered all these things; and 
now have I seen with joy Thy people, 
that are present here, offer willingly 
unto Thee. #80 Lorp, the God of 
Abraham, of Isaac, and of Israel, our 
fathers, keep this for ever, even the 
imagination of the thoughts of the 
heart of Thy people, and direct their 
heart unto Thee; and give unto 
Solomon my son a whole heart, to 
keep Thy commandments, Thy testi- 
monies, and Thy statutes, and to do 
al] these things, and to build the palace, 
for which I have made provision.’ 
20And David said to all the congrega- 
tion: ‘Now bless the Lorp your God.’ 
And all the congregation blessed the 
Lorp, the God of their fathers, and 
bowed down their heads, and pros- 
trated themselves before the Lorp, 
and before the king. And _ they 
sacrificed sacrifices unto the Lorp, 
and offered burnt-offerings unto the 
Lorp, on the morrow after that day 
even a thousand bullocks, a thousand 
rams, and a thousand lambs, with 
their drink-offerings, and sacrifices 
in abundance for all Israel; “and did 
eat and drink before the Lorp on that 
day with great gladness. And they 
made Solomon the son of David king 
the second time, and anointed him |

sat on the throne of the Lorp as. 
king instead of David his father, 
and prospered; and all Israel heark- 
ened to him. *And all the princes,

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1 Anp Solomon the son of David 
was strengthened in his kingdom, 
and the Lorp his God was with him, 
and magnified him _ exceedingly. 
2And Solomon spoke unto all Israel, 
to the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and to the judges, and to 
every prince in all Israel, the heads of 
the fathers’ houses. %So Solomon, 
and all the congregation with him, 
went to the high place that was at 
Gibeon; for there was the tent of 
meeting of God, which Moses the 
servant of the Lorp-had made in the 
wilderness. ‘But the ark of God had 
David brought up from Kiriath- 
jearim to the place that David had 
prepared for it; for he had pitched a 
tent for it at Jerusalem. Moreover 
the brazen altar, that Bezalel the 
son of Uri, the son of Hur, had made, 
had been put before the tabernacle 
of the Lorp; and Solomon and the 
congregation sought unto it. And 
Solomon offered there, upon the 
brazen altar before the Lorp, which 
was at the tent of meeting, he offered 
a thousand burnt-offerings upon it. 
In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto him: ‘Ask 
what I shall give thee.’ *And Solomon 
said unto God: ‘Thou hast shown 
great kindness unto David my father, 
and hast made me king in his stead. 
®*Now, O Lorp God, let Thy promise 
unto David my father be established;

18Now Solomon purposed to build a 
house for the name of the Lorp, and 
2 a house for his kingdom. ‘4And 
Solomon counted out threescore and 
"ten thousand men to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand men that were 
hewers in the mountains, and three 
thousand and six hundred to oversee 
them. *And Solomon sent to Hu- 
ram the king of Tyre, saying: ‘As 
thou didst deal with David my father, 
and didst send him cedars to build 
him a house to dwell therein [, even so 
deal with me]. *Behold, I am about to 
build a house for the name of the 
Lorp my God, to dedicate it to Him, 
and to burn before Him incense of 
sweet spices, and for the continual 
showbread, and for the burnt-offerings 
morning and evening, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
appointed seasons of the Lorp our 
God. This is an ordinance for ever 
to Israel. 4And the house which I 
build is great; for great is our God 
above all gods. *But who is able 
to build Him a house, seeing the 
heaven and the heaven of heavens 
- cannot contain Him? who am I then, 
that I should build Him a house, 
save only to offer before Him? ®Now 
therefore send me a man skilful to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that hath skill 
‘to grave all manner of gravings, to be 
with the skilful men that are with me 
in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom 
David my father did provide. ‘Send 
me also cedar-trees, cypress-trees, and 
sandal-wood, out of Lebanon; for I 
know that thy servants have skill to 
_ cut timber in Lebanon; and, behold, 


about to build shall be great and won- 
derful. And, behold, I will give to 
thy servants, the hewers that cut 
timber, twenty thousand measures 
of beaten wheat, and twenty thou- 
sand measures of barley, and twenty 
thousand baths of wine, and twenty 
thousand baths of oil.’ 

Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon: ‘Because the Lorp loy- 
eth His people, He hath made thee 
king over them.’ 14Huram said more- 
over: ‘Blessed be the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, that made heaven and earth, 
who hath given to David the king a 
wise son, endued with discretion and 
understanding, that should build a 
house for the Lorp, and a house for 
his kingdom. And now I have sent 
a skilful man, endued with under- 
standing, even Huram my master 
craftsman, “the son of a woman of 
the daughters of Dan, and his father 
was a man of Tyre, skilful to work in 
gold, and in silver, in brass, in iron, 
in stone, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; 
also to grave any manner of graving, 
and to devise any device; to do what- 
ever may be set before him, with thy 
skilful men, and with the skilful 
men of my lord David thy father. 
“Now therefore the wheat and the 
barley, the oil and the wine, which my 
lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants; “and we will cut wood 
out of Lebanon, as much as thou shalt 
need; and we will bring it to thee in 
floats by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt 
carry it up to Jerusalem.’ 

16And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering wherewith 
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David his father had numbered them; 
and they were found a hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand and 
six hundred. 17And he set threescore 
and ten thousand of them to bear bur- 
dens, and fourscore thousand to be 
hewers in the mountains, and three 
_thousand and six hundred overseers to 
set the people at work. 
3 Then Solomon began to build the 
house of the Lorp at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where [the Lorp] ap- 
peared unto David his father; for 
which provision had been made in the 
Place of David, in the threshing-floor 
of Ornan the Jebusite. 2And he be- 
gan to build in the second day of the 
second month, in the fourth year of 
his reign. *Now these are the founda- 
tions which Solomon laid for the 
building of the house of God. The 
length by cubits after the ancient 
measure was threescore cubits, and 
the breadth twenty cubits. 4And the 
porch that was before [the house], 
the length of it, according to the 
breadth of the house, was twenty 
cubits, and the height a hundred and 
twenty; and he overlaid it within with 
pure gold. ®And the greater house he 
covered with cypress-wood, which he 
overlaid with fine gold, and wrought 
thereon palm-trees and chains. *And 
he garnished the house with precious 
stones for beauty; and the gold was 
gold of Parvaim. 7He overlaid also 
_ the house, the beams, the thresholds, 
and the walls thereof, and the doors 
thereof, with gold; and graved cheru- 
bim on the walls. 

SAnd he made the most holy place; 
the length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house, was twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty 
cubits; and he overlaid it with fine 
gold, amounting to six hundred talents. 
*And the weight of the nails was fifty 
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shekels of gold. And he overlaid the 
upper chambers with gold. 

10And in the most holy place he 
made two cherubim of image work; 
and they overlaid them with gold. 
And the wings of the cherubim were 
twenty cubits long: the wing of the one 
cherub was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house; and the other | 
wing was likewise five cubits, reach- 
ing to the wing of the other cherub. 
2And the wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of 
the house; and the other wing was 
five cubits also, joining to the wing of 
the other cherub. “The wings of 
these cherubim spread themselves 
forth twenty cubits; and they stood 
on their feet, and their faces were 
inward. 

M4And he made the veil of blue, and 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, 
and wrought cherubim thereon. 

15Also he made before the house two { 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, — 
and the capital that was on the top =} 
of each of them was five cubits. 

And he made chains in the 
Sanctuary, and put them on the 


tops of the pillars; and he made a ~ j 


hundred pomegranates, and put them 
on the chains. 1”And he set up the 
pillars before the temple, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left; 
and called the name of that on the 
right hand Jachin, and the name of 
that on the left Boaz. 
4 Moreover he made an altar of | 
brass, twenty cubits the length. _ 
thereof, and twenty cubits the | 
breadth thereof, and ten cubits the. | 
height thereof. «38 
2Also he made the molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 


in compass, and the height thereof |) 


was five cubits; and a line of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 
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2And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round 
| about, for ten cubits, compassing the 
_ sea round about. The oxen were in 
two rows, cast when it was. cast. 
4Tt stood upon twelve oxen, three look- 
ing toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east; and the sea 
was set upon them above, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. ®And 


it was a handbreadth thick; and the; 


brim thereof was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, like the flower of a lily: 
it received and held three thousand 
baths. 

®He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
| left, to wash in them; such things 

- as belonged to the burnt-offering they 
washed in them; but the sea was for 
the priests to wash in. 

7And he made the ten candlesticks 
of gold according to the ordinance 
concerning them; and he set them in 
the temple, five on the right hand, 
and five on the left. 

_%He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on the 
right side, and five on the left. And 
he made a hundred basins of gold. 

'Furthermore he made the court of 
the priests, and the great court, and 
doors for the court, and overlaid the 
doors of them with brass. 

10And he set the sea on the right 
side [of the house] eastward, toward 
the south. 

4And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins. So 

Huram made an end of doing the 
work that he wrought for king 
Solomon in the house of God: "the 
two pillars, and the bowls, and the 
two capitals which were on the top of 
the pillars; and the two networks to 
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cover the two bowls of the capitals 
that were on the top of the pillars; 
Band the four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks: two rows of 
pomegranates for each network, to 
cover the two bowls of the capitals 
that were upon the top of the pillars. 
4He made also the bases, and the 
lavers made he upon the bases; one 
sea, and the twelve oxen under it. 
The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the flesh-hooks, and all the vessels 
thereof, did Huram his master crafts- 
man make for king Solomon for the 
house of the Lorp of bright brass. 
In the plain of the Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground be- 
tween Succoth and Zeredah. 1®Thus 
Solomon made all these vessels in great 
abundance; for the weight of the brass 
could not be found out. 

19And Solomon made all the vessels 
that were in the house of God, the 
golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon was the showbread; 2°and 
the candlesticks with their lamps, that 
they should burn according to the 
ordinance before the Sanctuary, of 
pure gold; 7!and the flowers, and the 
lamps, and the tongs, of gold, and 
that perfect gold; “and the snuffers, 
and the basins, and the pans, and the 
fire-pans, of pure gold. And as for 
the entry of the house, the inner doors 
thereof for the most holy place, and. 
the doors of the house, that is, of the 
temple, were of gold. 
5 Thus all the work that Solomon 

wrought for the house of the Lorp 

was finished. And Solomon brought 
in the things that David his father had 
hallowed; even the silver, and the 
gold, and all the vessels, and put them 
in the treasuries of the house of God. 

2Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the princes of the fathers? 
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houses of the children of Israel, unto 
Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp out of the city 
of David, whichis Zion. *And all the 
men of Israel assembled themselves 
unto the king at the feast, which was 
in the seventh month. 4And all the 
elders of Israel came, and the Levites 
took up the ark. ®And they brought 
up the ark, and the tent of meeting, 
and all the holy vessels that were in 
the Tent; these did the priests and 
the Levites bring up. ‘And king 
Solomon and ali the congregation of 
Israel, that were assembled unto him, 
were before the ark, sacrificing sheep 
and oxen, that could not be counted 
nor numbered for multitude. ‘And 
the priests brought in the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp unto its place, 
into the Sanctuary of the house, to 
the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubim. ‘For the 
cherubim spread forth their wings 
over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. °And the staves 
were so long that the ends of the 
staves were seen from the ark before 
the Sanctuary; but they could not be 
seen without; and there they are unto 
this day. “There was nothing in the 
ark save the two tables which Moses 
put there at Horeb, when the Lorp 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of Egypt. 

NAnd it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place—for all the priests that were 
present had sanctified themselves, 
and did not keep their courses; “also 
the Levites who were the singers, all 
of them, even Asaph, Heman, Jed- 
uthun, and their sons and their 
brethren, arrayed in fine linen, with 
cymbals and psalteries and harps, 
stood at the east end of the altar, and

with them a hundred and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets— 
1314 came even to pass, when the — 
trumpeters and singers were as one, _ 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lorp; and 
when they lifted up their voice with 
the trumpets and cymbals and in- 
struments of music, and praised the 
Lorp: ‘for He is good, for His mercy 
endureth for ever’; that then the house 
was filled with a cloud, even the house 
of the Lorn, so that the priests could 
not stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud; for the glory of the Lorp filled 
the house of God. 
6 Then spoke Solomon: 
The Lorp hath said that He would 
dwell in the thick darkness. 
*But I have built Thee a house of

And a place for Thee to dwell in 
for ever. 

3And the king turned his face, and 
blessed all the congregation of Israel; 
and all the congregation of Israel — 
stood. ‘And he said: ‘Blessed be the —

and hath with His hands fulfilled it, 
saying: "Since the day that I brought — 
forth My people out of the land of —

Jerusalem, that My name might be — 
there; and have chosen David to be 
over My people Israel.

Lorp, the God of Israel.. *But the | 


Lorp said unto David my father: 
Whereas it was in thy heart to 
build a house for My name, thou didst | 
well that it was in thy heart; *never- | 
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theless thou shalt not build the house, 
but thy son that shall come forth out 
of thy loins, he shall build the house 
for My name. !°And the Lorp hath 
established His word that He spoke; 
for I am risen up in the room of David 
my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as the Lorp promised, and have 
built the house for the name of the 
_ Lorp, the God of Israel. “And there 

have I set the ark, wherein is the 
covenant of the Lorp, which He 
made with the children of Israel.’ 

2And he stood before the altar of 
the Lorp in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands—"“for Solomon had 
made a brazen scaffold, of five cubits 
long, and five cubits broad, and three 
eubits high, and had set it in the midst 
of the court; and upon it he stood, 
and kneeled down upon his knees 
before all the congregation of Israel, 
' and spread forth his hands toward 
- heaven—'and he said: ‘O Lorp, 
_ the God of Israel, there is no God like 
Thee, in the heaven, or in the earth; 
who keepest covenant and mercy 
- with Thy servants, that walk before 
_ Thee with all their heart; who hast 
_ kept with Thy servant David my 
father that which Thou didst promise 
_ him; yea, Thou spokest with Thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled it with Thy 
_ hand, as it is this day. Now there- 

fore, O Lorp, the God of Israel, keep 
with Thy servant David my father 
that which Thou hast promised him, 
saying: There shall not fail thee a 
man in My sight to sit on the throne 
of Israel; if only thy children take 
heed to their way, to walk in My law 
as thou hast walked before Me. 
17Now therefore, O Lorp, the God of 
Israel, let Thy word be verified, which

days that they live in the land which 
Thou gavest unto our fathers. 

Moreover concerning the stranger, 
that is not of Thy people Israel, when 
he shall come out of a far country for 
Thy great name’s sake, and Thy 
mighty hand, and Thine outstretched 
arm; when they shall come and pray 
toward this house; “then hear Thou 
from heaven, even from Thy dwelling- 
place, and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to Thee for; that all 
the peoples of the earth may know 
Thy name, and fear Thee, as doth 
Thy people Israel, and that they may 
know that Thy name is called upon 
this house which I have built. 

- 4If Thy people go out to battle 
against their enemies, by whatsoever 
way Thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto Thee toward this city which 
Thou hast chosen, and the house which 
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I have built for Thy name; **then hear — 


Thou from heaven their prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain their 
cause. *If they sin against Thee 
—for there is no man that sinneth 
not—and Thou be angry with them, 
and deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they carry them away captive unto a 
land far off or near; *’yet if they shall 
bethink themselves in the land whither 
they are carried captive, and turn, 
and make supplication unto Thee in 
the land of their captivity, saying: 
We have sinned, we have done 
iniquitously, and have dealt wicked- 
ly; 8if they return unto Thee with 
all their heart and with all their soul 
in the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captive, and 
pray toward their land, which Thou 


gavest unto their fathers, and the city — 


which Thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house which [ have built for Thy 
name; *then hear Thou from heaven, 
even from Thy dwelling-place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause; and forgive Thy 
people who have sinned against Thee. 
4““Now, O my God, let, I beseech 
Thee, Thine eyes be open, and let 
Thine ears be attent, unto the 
that is made in this place. 
4tINow therefore arise, O Lorp God, 
into Thy resting-place, 
Thou, and the ark of Thy strength; 


Let Thy priests, O Lorp God, be | 


clothed with salvation, 
And let Thy saints rejoice in good. 


“Q Lorp God, turn not away the | 


face of Thine anointed;

7 end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt- 
offering and the sacrifices; and the 
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glory of the Lorp filled the house. 
' 2And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the Lorp, because the 
glory of the Lorp filled the Lorp’s 
house. #And all the children of Israel 
looked on, when the fire came down, 
| and the glory of the Lorp was upon 
| the house; and they bowed themselves 
with their faces to the ground upon 
the pavement, and prostrated them- 
| selves, and gave thanks unto the 
Lorp: ‘for He is good, for His mercy 
} endureth for ever.’ 
_ 4And the king and all the people 
| offered sacrifice before the Lorp. ‘And 
_ king Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
twenty and two thousand oxen, and 
a huudred and twenty thousand sheep. 
_ So the king and all the people dedi- 
| eated the house of God. ‘And the 
priests stood, according to their offices; 
- the Levites also with instruments of 
/ music of the Lorp, which David the 
| king had made, to give thanks unto 
| the Lorp, for His mercy endureth for 
ever, with the praises of David by their 
_ land; and the priests sounded trum- 
_ pets over against them; and all Israel 
stood. ‘Moreover Solomon hallowed 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lorp; for there he of- 
_ fered the burnt-offerings, and the fat of 
_ the peace-offerings; because the brazen 


| altar which Solomon had made was not 


_ able to receive the burnt-offering, and 
the meai-offering, and the fat. 
830 Solomon held the feast at that 
time seven days, and all Israel with 
him, a very great congregation, from 
the entrance of Hamath unto the 
Brook of Egypt. %And on the eighth 
day they held a solemn assembly; for 
they kept the dedication of the altar 
seven days, and the feast seven days. 
10And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the 
people away unto their tents, joyful 
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and glad of heart for the goodness that 
the Lorp had shown unto David, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel His 
people. 

Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lorp, and the king’s house; and 
all that came into Solomon’s heart to 
inake in the house of the Lorn, and 
in his own house, he prosperousty 
effected. And the Lorp appeared 
to Solomon by night, and said unto 
him: ‘I have heard thy prayer, and 
have chosen this place to Myself for a 
house of sacrifice.

1*For now have 
I chosen and hallowed this house, that 
My name may be there for ever; and 
Mine eyes and My heart shall be 
there perpetually. 47And as for thee, 
if thou wilt walk before Me as David 
thy father walked, and do according 
to all that I have commanded thee, 
and wilt keep My statutes and Mine 
ordinances; then I will establish the 
throne of thy kingdom, according as 
I covenanted with David thy father, 
saying: There shall not fail thee a 
man to be ruler in Israel. “But if 
ye turn away, and forsake My statutes 
and My commandments which I 
have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them; 
*°then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of My land which I have 
given them; and this house. which I 
have hallowed for My name, will T 
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cast out of My sight, and I will make 
it a proverb and a byword among all 
peoples. #And this house, which is so 
hen every one that passeth by it 
shall be astonished, and shall say: 
Why hath the Lorp done thus unto 
this land, and to this house? *And 
they shall answer: Because they for- 
sook the Lorp, the God of their fathers, 
who brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt, and laid hold on other 
gods, and worshipped them, and 
served them; therefore hath He 
brought all this evil upon them.’ | 
8 And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 


had built the house of the Lorn, and | 


his own house, *that the cities which 
Huram had given to Solomon, Solo- 
mon built them, and caused the chil- 
dren of Israel to dwell there. 

8And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. 4And 
he built Tadmor in the wilderness, and 
all the store-cities, which he built in 
Hamath. ‘Also he built Beth-horon 
the upper, and Beth-horon the nether, 
fortified cities, with walls, gates, and 
bars; ‘and Baalath, and all the store- 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
cities for his chariots, and the cities 
for his horsemen, and all that Solomon 
desired to build for his pleasure in 
Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 

7As for all the people that were left 
af the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, ‘who were not of Israel; 
8of their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel consumed not, of them did 
Solomon raise a levy of bondservants, 
unto this day. *But of the children 
of Israel did Solomon make no servants 
for his work; but they were men of 
war, and chief of ‘his captains, and

1!°And the servants also 
of Huram, and the servants of Sol- 
omon, that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought sandal-wood and _ precious 
stones. “And the king made of the 
sandal-wood paths for the house of 
the Lorp, and for the king’s house, and 
harpsand psalteries for the singers; and 
there were none such seen before in 
the land of Judah. "And king Sol- 
omon gave to the queen of Sheba all 
her desire, whatsoever she asked, be- 
side that which she had brought un- 
tothe king. So she turned, and went 
to her own land, she and her sery- 
ants. 

18Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hun- 
dred and threescore and six talents of 
gold; beside that which the traffickers 
and merchants brought; and all the 
kings of Arabia and the governors of 
the country brought gold and silver 
to Solomon. “And king Solomon 
made two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of beaten 
gold went to one target; ‘three hun- 
dred shields of beaten gold also: three 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
shield; and the king put them in the 
house of the forest of Lebanon. : 

Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 18And there were six steps 
to the throne, with a footstool of gold, 
which were fastened to the throne, 
and arms on either side by the place 
of the seat, and two lions standing 
beside the arms. !And twelve lions 
stood there on the one side and on 
the other upon the six steps; there was 
not the like made in any kingdom. 

20And all king Solomon’s drinking- 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
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of the house of the forest of Lebanon 
were of pure gold; silver was nothing 
accounted of in the days of Solomon. 
41for the king had ships that went to 
Tarshish with the servants of Huram; 
once every three years came the ships 
of Tarshish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

2So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earthin riches and wisdom. 
23 And all the kings of the earth sought 
the presence of Solomon, to hear his wis- 
dom, which God had put in his heart. 
And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, armour, and spices, 
- horses, and mules, a rate year by year. 

23And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, that he 
bestowed in the chariot cities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. *And he 
ruled over all the kings from the River 
even unto the land of the Philistines, 
and to the border of Egypt. ?7And 
the king made silver to be in Jerusalem 


as stones, and cedars made he to be, 


as the sycomore-trees that are in the 
Lowland, for abundance. ?8And they 
brought horses for Solomon out of 
Egypt, and out of all lands. 
223Now the rest of the acts of Sol- 
omon, first and last, are they not writ- 
ten in the words of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of Ahi- 
jah the Shilonite, and in the visions 
of Jedo the seer concerning Je1oboam 
the son of Nebat? *%And Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
forty years. *And Solomon slept 
with his fathers, they buried him in the 
city of David his father; and Reho- 
boam his son reigned in his stead. 
10 And Rehoboam went to She- 
chem; for all Israel were come 
to Shechem to make him king. #And 
it came to pass, when Jeroboam the 
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son of Nebat heard of it—for he 
was in Egypt, whither he had fled 
from the presence of king Solomon— 
that Jeroboam returned out of Egypt. 
3And they sent and called him; and 
Jeroboam and all Israel came, and 
they spoke to Rehoboam, saying:

6And king Rehoboam took counsel 
with the old men, that had stood

7And they spoke unto him, saying: 
‘If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words 
to them, then they will be thy servants 
for ever.’ ®But he forsook the counsel 
of the old men which they had given |

1 1 And when Rehoboam was come 

to Jerusalem, he assembled the 
| house of Judah and Benjamin, a 
thousand 
chosen men, that were warriors, to 
fight against Israel, to bring the king- 
dom back to Rehoboam. But the 
word of the Lorp came to Shemaiah 
1) the man of God, saying: *‘Speak unto 

| Rehoboam the son of Solomon, king 
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of Judah, and to all Israel in Judah 
and Benjamin, saying: ‘Thus saith. 
the Lorp: Ye shall not go up, nor 
fight against your brethren; return 
every man to his house, for this thing 
is of Me.’ So they hearkened unto 
the words of the Lorp, and returned 
from going against Jeroboam. 

5And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, 
and built cities for defence in Judah. 
SHe built even Beth-lehem, and Etam, 
and Tekoa, 7and Beth-zur, and Soco, 
and Adullam, 8and Gath, and Mare- 
shah, and Ziph, °and Adoraim, and 
Lachish, and Azekah, !°and Zorah, 
and Aijalon, and Hebron, which are in 
Judak. and in Benjamin, fortified cities. 
And he fortified the strongholds, and 
put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and oil and wine. "And in 
every city he put shields and spears, 
and made them exceeding strong. And 
Judah and Benjamin adhered to him. 

And the priests and the Levites 
that were in all Israel presented them- 
selves to him out of all their border. 
“For the Levites left their open land 
and their possession, and came to 
Judah and Jerusalem; for Jeroboam 
and his sons cast them off, that they 
should not execute the priest’s office 
unto the Lorp; and he appointed 
him priests for the high places, and 
for the satyrs, and for the calves 
which he had made. ‘And after 
them, out of all the tribes of Israel, 
such as set their hearts to seek the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, came to 
Jerusalem to sacrifice unto the Lorp, 
the God of their fathers. 1’So they 
strengthened the kingdom of Judah, 
and made Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon strong, three years; for they 
walked three years in the way of 
David and Solomon. 

*8And Rehoboam took him a wife, 
Mahalath the daughter of Jerimoth 
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the son of David, and of Abihail the 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; 
19and she bore him sons: Jeush, and 
Shemariah, and Zaham. *°And after 
her he took Maacah the daughter of 
Absalom; and she bore hia Abijah, 
and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 
21And Rehoboam loved Maacah the 
daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines—for he 
took eighteen wives, and threescore 
concubines, and begot twenty and 
eight sons and threescore daughters. 
2And Rehoboam appointed Abijah 
the son of Maacah to be chief, even 
the prince among his brethren; for 
he was minded to make him king. 
And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his sons throughout all the 
lands of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fortified city; and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And he sought 
for them many wives. 
1? And it came to pass, when the 
kingdom of Rehoboam was 
established, and he was strong, that 
he forsook the law of the Lorp, and 
all Israel with him. ?And it came to 
pass in the fifth year of king Reho- 
boam, that Shishak king of Egypt 
came up against Jerusalem, because 
they had dealt treacherously with 
the Lorp, ‘with twelve hundred 
chariots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen; and the people were with- 
out number that came with him out 
of Egypt; the Lubim, the Sukkiim, 
and the Ethiopians. 4And he took 
the fortified cities which pertained to 
Judah, and came unto Jerusalem. 
5Now Shemaiah the prophet came to 
Rehoboam, and to the princes of 
Judah, that were gathered together to 
Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them: 
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‘Thus saith the 
Lorp: Ye have forsaken Me, there- 
fore have I also left you in the hand

of Shishak.’? °Then the princes of 
Israel and the king humbled them- — 
selves; and they said: ‘The Lorp is _ 
righteous.’ 7And when the Lorp 
saw that they humbled themselves, the 
word of the Lorp came to Shemaiah, — 
saying: ‘They have humbled them- | 
selves; I will not destroy them; but 

I will grant them some deliverance, 
and My wrath shall not be poured out 
upon Jerusalem by the hand of Shi- 
shak. &%Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know My 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries.’ 

%So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the — 
Lorp, and the treasures of the king’s 
house; he took all away; he took away 
also the shields of gold which Solomon — 
had made. And king Rehoboam 
made in their stead shields of brass, 
and committed them to the hands of 
the captains of the guard, that kept 
the door of the king’s house. “And _ 
it was so, that as oft as the king | | 
entered into the house of the Lorp, ~ 
the guard came and bore them, and 4 
brought them back into the guard- — 
chamber. “And when he humbled ~ 
himself, the anger of the Lorp turned | 
from him, that He would not destroy | 
him altogether; and moreover in’ | 
Judah there were good things found. | 

1880 king Rehoboam strengthened | 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned; | 
for Rehoboam was forty and one | 
years old when he began to reign,” 
and he reigned seventeen years in |; 
Jerusalem, the city which the Lorp | 
had chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, to put His name there; and 
his mother’s name was Naamah the 
Ammonitess. “And he did that which | 
was evil, because he set not his heart — 
to seek the Lorp. _ 
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Now the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
histories of Shemaiah the prophet and 
of Iddo the seer, after the manner of 
genealogies? And there were wars 
between Rehoboam and Jeroboam 
continually. ‘And Rehoboam slept 
with his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David; and Abijah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

13 In the eighteenth year of king 

Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. Three years reigned 
he in Jerusalem; and his mother’s 


| mame was Micaiah the daughter of 
| Uriel of Gibeah. And there was war 


between Abijah and Jeroboam. #And 


| Abijah joined battle with an army of 
» valiant men of war, even four hundred 


thousand chosen men; and Jeroboam

Lorp is our God, and we have not 
forsaken Him; and we have priests 
ministering unto the Lorp, the sons 
of Aaron, and the Levites in their 
work; “and they burn unto the Lorp 
every morning and every evening 
burnt-offerings and sweet incense; 
the showbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening; for we keep 
the charge of the Lorp our God; but 
ye have forsaken Him. "And, be- 
hold, God is with us at our head, 
and His priests with the trumpets of 
alarm to sound an alarm against you. 
O children of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lorp, the God of your 
fathers; for ye shall not prosper.’ 
But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them; so 
they were before Judah, and the am- 
bushment was behind them. “And 
when Judah looked back, behold, the 
battle was before and behind them; 
and they cried unto the Lorp, and 
the priests sounded with the trumpets. 
Then the men of Judah gave a shout; 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it 
came to pass, that God smote Jero- 
boam and all Israel before Abijah 
and Judah. ‘And the children of 
Israel fled before Judah; and God 
delivered them into their hand. 
“And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter; so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 4Thus the 
children of Israel were brought under 
at that time, and the children of 
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Judah prevailed, because they relied 
upon the Lorp, the God of their 
fathers. And Abijah pursued after 
Jeroboam, and took cities from him, 
Bethel with the towns thereof, and 
Jeshanah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof. 
20Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah; 
and the Lorp smote him, and he died. 
4But Abijah waxed mighty, and took 
unto himself fourteen wives, and be- 
ot twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
aughters. And the rest of the acts 
of Abijah, and his ways, and his say- 
ings, are written in the commentary of 
the prophet Iddo. 
23S0 Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city of 
David, and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead; in his days the land was quiet 
14 ten years. !And Asa did that 
which was good and right in 
the eyes of the Lorp his God; ?for 
he took away the strange altars, and 
the high places, and broke down the 
pillars, and hewed down the Asherim; 
Sand commanded Judah to seek the 
Lorp, the God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 
4Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the sun- 
images; and the kingdom was quiet 
before him. ‘And he built fortified 
cities in Judah; for the land was quiet, 
and he had no war in those years; 
because the Lorp had given him rest. 
®For he said unto Judah: ‘Let us 
build these cities, and make about 
them walls, and towers, gates, and 
bars; the land is yet before us, be- 
cause we have sought the Lorp our 
God; we have sought Him, and He 
hath given us rest on every side.’ 
So they built and prospered. 7And 
Asa had an army that bore bucklers 
and spears, out of Judah three hundred 
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thousand; and out of Benjamin, that 
bore shields and drew bows, two hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand; all these 
were mighty men of valour. 
8And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an army of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and he came unto Mareshah. 
°Then Asa went out to meet him, and 
they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephath at Mareshah. 1°And 
Asa cried unto the Lorp his God, 
and said: ‘Lorp, there is none beside 
Thee to help, between the mighty 
and him that hath no strength; help 
us, O Lorp our God; for we rely on 
Thee, and in Thy name are we come 
against this multitude. Thou art the 
Lorp our God; let not man prevail 
against Thee.’ ™So the Lorp smote 
the Ethiopians before Asa, and before 
Judah; and the Ethiopians fled. 
2And Asa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gerar; 
and there fell of the Ethicpians so 
that none remained alive; for they | 
were shattered before the Lorp, and | 
before His host; and they carried away | 
very much booty. “And they smote 
all the cities round about Gerar; fora | 
terror from the Lorp came uponthem’ | 
and they spoiled all the cities; for there | 
was much spoilin them. !@Theysmote © | 
also the tents of cattle, and carried | 
away sheep in abundance and camels, © 
and returned to Jerusalem. 4 
1 5 And the spirit of God came upon. 
Azariah the son of Oded; 2and | 
he went out to meet Asa, and said |f

_ 8And when Asa heard these words, 
even the prophecy of Oded the proph- 
et, he took courage, and put away the

Judah and Benjamin, and out of the 
cities which he had taken from the 
‘hill-country of Ephraim; and he re- 
+ newed the altar of the Lorp, that was 
before the porch of the Lorp. %And 
| he gathered all Judah and Benjamin, 
} and them that sojourned with them 
| out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and 
| out of Simeon; for they fell to him out 
| of Israel in abundance, when they saw 
that the Lorp his God was with him. 
| 19S they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem inthe third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
| Asa. “And they sacrificed unto the 
Lorp in that day, of the spoil which 
| they had brought, seven hundred 
oxen and seven thousand sheep. “And 
| they entered into the covenant to 
seek the Lorp, the God of their fathers, 
| with all their heart and with all their 
soul; "and taat whosoever would not 
seek the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
should be put to death, whether 
’ small or great, whether man or woman. 
4And they swore unto the Lorp with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and 
with trumpets, and with horns. “And 
all Judah rejoiced at the oath; for they 
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had sworn with all their heart, and 
sought Him with their whole desire; 
and He was found of them; and the 
Lorp gave them rest round about. 
And also Maacah the mother of 
Asa the king, he removed her from 
being queen, because she had made an 
abominable image for an Asherah; 
and Asa cut down her image, and 
made dust of it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kidron. 'But the high places 
were not taken away out of Israel; 
nevertheless the heart of Asa was 
whole all hisdays. +8And he brought 
into the house of God the things that 
his father had hallowed, and that he 
himself had hallowed, silver, and gold, 
and vessels. !%And there was no more 
war unto the five and thirtieth year 
of the reign of Asa. 
16 In the six and thirtieth year 
of the reign of Asa, Baasa king 
of Israel went up against Judah, and 
built Ramah, that he might not suffer 
any to go out or come in to Asa king 
of Judah. ®Then Asa brought out 
silver and gold out of the treasures of 
the house of the Lorp and of the 
king’s house, and sent to Ben-hadad 
king of Aram, that dwelt at *Damas- 
cus, saying: *There is a league be- 
tween me and thee, as there was be- 
tween my father and thy father; be- 
hold, I have sent thee silver and gold; 
go, break thy league with Baasa 
king of Israel, that he may depart from 
me. 4And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities of Israel; 
and they smote Ijon, and Dan, and 
Abel-maim, and all the store-cities 
of Naphtali. ‘And it came to pass, 
when Baasa heard thereof, that he 
left off building Ramah, and let his 
work cease. °Then Asa the king took 
all Judah; and they carried away the 
stones of Ramah, and the timber there- 
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of, wherewith Baasa had builded; and 
he built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

7And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him: ‘Because thou hast relied 
on the king of Aram, and hast not 
relied on the Lorp thy God, therefore 
is the host of the king of Aram escaped 
out of thy hand. ‘Were not the 
Ethiopians and the Lubim a huge 
host, with chariots and horsemen ex- 
ceeding many? yet, because thou didst 
rely on the Lorp, He delivered them 
into thy hand. ’For the eyes of the 
Lorp run to and fro throughout the 
whole earth, to show Himself strong 
in the behalf of them whose heart is 
whole toward Him. Herein thou hast 
done foolishly; for from henceforth 
thou shalt have wars.’ 1°Then Asa 
was wroth with the seer, and put him 
in the prison-house; for he was in a 
rage with him because of this thing. 
And Asa oppressed some of the people 
the same time. 

NAnd, behold, the acts of Asa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. !And in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign Asa was diseased 
in his feet; his disease was exceeding 
great; yet in his disease he sought 
not to the Lorp, but to the physicians. 
#8And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. “And they buried him in 
his own sepulchres, which he had 
hewn out for himself in the city of 
David, and laid him in the bed which 
was filled with sweet odours and divers 
kinds [of spices] prepared by the 
perfumers’ art; and they made a very 
great burning for him. 

17: And Jehoshaphat his son reigned 

in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 2And he placed 
forces in all the fortified cities of 
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Judah, and set garrisons in the land 
of J udah, and in the cities of Ephraim, 
which Asa his father had taken. *And 
the Lorp, was with Jehoshaphat, be- 
cause he walked in the first ways of — 
his father David, and sought not unto 
the Baalim; ‘but sought to the God 

of his father, and walked in His com- 
mandments, and not after the doings 

of Israel. *Therefore the Lorp estab- 
lished the kingdom in his hand; and 
all Judah brought to Jehoshaphat 
presents; and he had riches and honour 

in abundance. ‘And his heart was 
lifted up in the ways of the Lorp; 
and furthermore he took away the 
high places and the Asherim out of 
Judah. 

7Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent his princes, even Ben-hail, and 
Obadiah, and Zechariah, and Nethanel, 
and Micaiah, to teach in the cities of 
Judah; *and with them the Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, the 
Levites; and with them Elishama and » 
Jehoram, the priests. °And they 
taught in Judah, having the book of 
the Law of the Lorp with them; and — 
they went about throughout all the. ; 
cities of Judah, and taught among the e 
people. 

And a terror from the Lorp fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the lands © 
that were round about Judah, so that — 
they made no waragainst J ehoshaphat. e 
And some of the Philistines brought. . 
Jehoshaphat presents, and silver for 
tribute; the Arabians also brought him © 
flocks, seven thousand and seven hun-. — 
dred rams, and seven thousand and . 
seven hundred he-goats. "And Je- | 
hoshaphat waxed great exceedingly; — 
and he built in Judah castles a 4 
cities of store.

iots saw Jehoshaphat, that they said: 
‘It is the king of Israel.’ Therefore 
they turned about to fight against 
him; but Jehoshaphat cried out, and 
the Lorp helped him; and God moved 
them to depart from him. *And it 
came to pass, when the captains of 
the chariots saw that it was not 
the king of Israel, that they turned — 
back from pursuing him. “And a~ 
certain man drew his bow at a ven- 
ture, and smote the king of Israel.

*And he did that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lorn, but not with a 
whole heart. *Now it came to pass, 
when the kingdom was established 
unto him, that he slew his servants 
who had killed the king his father.

26 And all the people of Judah 
| took Uzziah, who was sixteen 


“years old, and made him king in the 


room of his father Amaziah. ?He 


built Eloth, and restored it to Judah, 
after that the king slept with his- 
fathers. Sixteen years old was 
Uzziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned fifty and two years in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Jecoliah of Jerusalem. ‘And he did 
that which was right in the eyes of 
the Lorp, according to all that his. 
father Amaziah had done. ‘And he 
set himself to seek God in the days of 
Zechariah, who had understanding in 
the vision of God; and as long as 
he sought the Lorp, God made him 
to prosper.

from the Lorp God.’ 1°Then Uzziah 
was wroth; and he had a censer in 
his hand to burn incense; and while 
he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy broke forth in his forehead 
. before the priests in the house of the 
Lorp, beside the altar of incense. 
And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out quickly from 
thence; yea, himself made haste also to 
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go out, because the Lorp had smitten j 
him. “And Uzziah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and . 
dwelt in a house set apart, being a } 
leper; for he was cut off from the house 
of the Lorn; and Jotham his son was 
over the king’s house, judging the } 
people of the land. *Now the rest of 4 
the acts of Uzziah, first and last, did } 
Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, 
write. So Uzziah slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him with his ; 
fathers in the field of burial which | 
belonged to the kings; for they said: 
‘He is a leper’; and Jotham his son § 
reigned in his stead. 
DF Jotham was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned sixteen years in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Jerushah the daughter of Zadok. 
2And he did that which was right in } 
the eyes of the Lorn, according to all - 
that his father Uzziah had done; how- - 
beit he entered not into the temple of 
the Lorp. And the people did yet 
corruptly. *He built the upper gate | 
of the house of the Lorp, and on the » 
wall of Ophel he built much. 4More- : 
over he built cities in the hill-country 
of Judah, and in the forests he built 
castles and towers. *®He fought also. 
with the king of the children of Am-- 
mon, and prevailed against them. | 
And the children of Ammon gave him | 
the same year a hundred talents of - 
silver, and ten thousand measures of © 
wheat, and ten thousand of barley. 
So much did the children of Ammon — 
render unto him, in the second year « 
also, and in the third. ‘So Jotham | 
became mighty, because he ordered | 
his ways before. the Lorp his God. 
™Now the rest of the acts of Jotham, 
and all his wars, and his ways, behold, :.

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five and twenty years old when he 
began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem. °And Jotham 
slept with his fathers, and they 
buried him in the city of David; and 
Ahaz his son reigned in his stead. 
28 Ahaz was twenty years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem; 
and he did not that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lorp, like David 
his father;*but he walked in the ways 
of the kings of Israel, and made also 
molten images for the Baalim. *More- 
over he offered in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, and burnt his children in 
the fire, according to the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lorp cast 
out before the children of Israel. #And 
he sacrificed and offered in the high 
places, and on the hills, and under 
every leafy tree. Wherefore the Lorp 
his God delivered him into the hand 
of the king of Aram; and they smote 
him, and carried away of his a great 
multitude of captives, and brought 
them to Damascus. And he was also 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. *For Pekah the son of 
Remaliah slew in Judah a hundred 


and twenty thousand in one day, all 
'- of them valiant men; because they had 
~ forsaken the Lorp, the God of their 


fathers. 7And Zichri, a mighty man of 


: Ephraim, slew Maaseiah the king’s 
. gon, and Azrikam the ruler of the 


house, and Elkanah that was next 
8And the children of 
Israel carried away captive of their 


- brethren two hundred thousand wom- 


en, sons, and daughters, and took 


- also away much spoil from them, and 


brought the spoil to Samaria. 
*But a prophet of the Lorp was 


te there, whose name was Oded; and he 
“went out to meet the host that came 
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to Samaria, and said unto them: ‘Be- 
hold, because the Lorp, the God of 
your fathers, was wroth with Judah, 
He hath delivered them into your 
hand, and ye have slain them in a 
rage which hath reached up unto 
heaven. 1°And now ye purpose to 
bring the children of Judah and Jeru- 
salem into subjection for bondmen 
and bondwomen unto you; but are 
there not even with you acts of guilt 
of your own against the Lorp your 
God? "Now hear me therefore, and 
send back the captives, that ye have 
taken captive of your brethren; for 
the fierce wrath of the Lorp is upon 
you.’ ”Then certain of the heads of 
the children of Ephraim, Azariah the 
son of Jehohanan, Berechiah the son 
of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the 
son of Shallum, and Amasa the son of 
Hadlai, stood up against them that 
came from the war, “and said unto 
them: ‘Ye shall not bring in the cap- 
tives hither; for ye purpose that which 
will bring upon us guilt against the 
Lorp, to add unto our sins and to our 
guilt; for our guilt is great, and there is 
fierce wrath against Israel.’ “So the 
armed men left the captives and the 
spoil before the princes and all the 
congregation. And the men that. 
have been mentioned by name rose 
up, and took the captives, and with 
the spoil clothed all that were naked 
among them, and arrayed them, and 
shod them, and gave them to eat and 
to drink, and anointed them, and car- 
ried all the feeble of them upon asses, 
and brought them to Jericho, the 
city of palm-trees, unto their brethren; 
then they returned to Samaria. 

16At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help 
him. ?’For again the Edomites had 
come and smitten Judah, and carried 
away captives. 'The Philistines also 
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had invaded the cities of the Lowland, 
and of the South of Judah, and had 
taken Beth-shemesh, and Aijalon, and 
Gederoth, and Soco with the towns 
thereof, and Timnah with the towns 
thereof, Gimzo also and the towns 
thereof; and they dwelt there. For 
the Lorp brought Judah low because 
of Ahaz king of Israel; for he had 
cast away restraint in Judah, and 
acted treacherously against the Lorp. 
20And Tillegath-pilneser king of As- 
syria came unto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. ?'For 
Ahaz stripped the house of the Lorp, 
and the house of the king and the 
princes, and gave thereof unto the 
king of Assyria; but it helped him not. 

2And in the time of his distress 
did he act even more treacherously 
against the Lorp, this same king 
Ahaz. For he sacrificed unto the 
gods of Damascus, which smote him; 
and he said: ‘Because the gods of the 
kings of Aram helped them, there- 
fore will I sacrifice to them, that they 
may help me.’ But they were the 
ruin of him, and of all Israel. *4And 
Ahaz gathered together the vessels of 
the house of God, and cut in pieces 
the vessels of the house of God, and 
shut up the doors of the house of the 
Lorp; and he made him altars in every 
corner of Jerusalem. *And in every 
city of Judah he made high places to 
offer unto other gods, and provoked 
the Lorp, the God of his fathers. 
**Now the rest of his acts, and all his 
ways, first and last, behold, they are 
written in the book of the kings of 
Judah and Israel. 27And Ahaz slept 
with his fathers, and they buried him 
in the city, even in Jerusalem; for 
they brought him not into the sep- 
ulchres of the kings of Israel; and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his stead. 
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29 Hezekiah began to reign when ° 
he was five and twenty years 
old; and he reigned nine and twenty ' 
years in Jerusalem; and his mother’s © 
name was Abijah the daughter of 
Zechariah. 2And he did that which 
was right in the eyes of the Lorn, ac- ' 
cording to all that David his father 
had done. *He in the first year of his © 
reign, in the first month, opened the 
doors of the house of the Lorp, and © 
repaired them. ‘4And he brought in 
the priests and the Levites, and ° 
gathered them together into the © 
broad place on the east; ‘and said 
unto them: ‘Hear me, ye Levites: 
now sanctify yourselves, and sanctify | 
the house of the Lorp, the God of | 
your fathers, and carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. ®For — 
our fathers have acted treacherously, 
and done that which was evil in the | 
sight of the Lorp our God, and have - 
forsaken Him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the - 
Lorp, and turned their backs. 7Also — 
they have shut up the doors of the 
porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense nor offered | 
burnt-offerings in the holy place unto 
the God of Israel. %Wherefore the © 
wrath of the Lorp was upon Judah 
and Jerusalem, and He hath delivered — 
them to be a horror, an astonishment, — 
and a hissing, as ye see with your . 
eyes. °For, lo, our fathers have fallen | 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap-_ 
tivity for this. 1!°Nowit isin my heart — 
to make a covenant with the Lorp, 
the God of Israel, that His fierce anger © 
may turn away from us. "My sons, — 
be not now negligent; for the Lorp 
hath chosen you to stand before Him, © 
to minister unto Him, and that ye 
renga be His ministers, and offer untg_ 
im. me 
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Then the Levites arose, Mahath 
the son of Amasai, and Joel the son of 
, Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites; 
and of the sons of Merari, Kish the 
i son of Abdi, and Azariah the son of 
Jehallelel; and of the Gershonites,

the son of Joah; “and of the sons of 
Elizaphan, Shimri and Jeiel; and of 


']) the sons of Asaph, Zechariah and 


| Mattaniah; “and of the sons of He- 
_ man, Jehiel and Shimei; and of the 
of Jeduthun, Shemaiah and 
_ Uzziel. And they gathered their 
| brethren, and sanctified themselves, 
and went in, according to the com- 
mandment of the king by the words of 
' the Lorp, to cleanse the house of the 
Lorp. 1%And the priests went in unto 
the inner part of the house of the 
Lorp, to cleanse it, and brought out 
all the uncleanness that they found in 
the temple of the Lorp into the court 
of the house of the Lorp. And the 
Levites took it, to carry it out abroad 
to the brook Kidron. Now they 
pegan on the first day of the first 
month to sanctify, and on the eighth 
day of the month came they to the 
porch of the Lorp; and they sanctified 
the house of the Lorp in eight days; 
‘and on the sixteenth day of the first 
month they made an end. !Then 
they went in to Hezekiah the king 
within [the palace], and said: ‘We have 
cleansed all the house of the Lorp, 
even the altar of burnt-offering, with 
- all the vessels thereof, and the table of 
.. showbread, with all the vessels thereof. 


| Moreover all the vessels, which king 


_Ahaz in his reign did cast away when 
__ he acted treacherously, have we pre- 
- pared and sanctified; and, behold, they 


are before the altar of the Lorp.’ 


2°Then Hezekiah the king arose 


s early, and gathered the princes of the 


- eity, and went up to the house of the 


Lorp. And they brought seven 
bullocks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven he-goats, for a sin- 
offering for the kingdom and for the 
sanctuary and for Judah. And he 
commanded the priests the sens of 
Aaron to offer them on the altar of the 
Lorp. “So they killed the bullocks, 
and the priests received the blood, and 
dashed it against the altar; and they 
killed the rams, and dashed the blood 
against the altar; they killed also the 
lambs, and dashed the blood against 
the altar. *And they brought near 
the he-goats for the sin-offering before 
the king and the congregation, and 
they laid their hands upon them; “and 
the priests killed them, and they made 
a sin-offering with their blood upon 
the altar, to make atonement for all 
Israel; for the king commanded that 
the burnt-offering and the sin-offering 
should be made for all Israel. 

25A nd he set the Levites in the house 
of the Lorp with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and of 
Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan the 
prophet; for the commandment was 
of the Lorp by His prophets. 2*And 
the Levites stood with the instruments 
of David, and the priests with the 
trumpets. ?7And Hezekiah command- 
ed to offer the burnt-offering upon the 
altar. And when the burnt-offering 
began, the song of the Lorp began also, 
and the irumpets, together with the 
instruments of David king of Israel. 
And all the congregation prostrated 
themselves, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded; all this con- 
tinued until the burnt-offering was 
finished. 2*And when they had made 
an end of offering, the king and all that 
were present with him bowed them- 
selves and prostrated themselves. 
3°Moreover Hezekiah the king and

the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praises unto the Lorp with 
the words of David, and of Asaph 
the seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and prostrated themselves. 
31Then Hezekiah answered and said: 
‘Now ye have consecrated yourselves 
unto the Lorp, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank-offerings into the 
house of the Lorn.’ And the con- 
gregation brought in sacrifices and 
thank-offerings; and as many as were 
of a willing heart brought burnt- 
offerings. *And the number of the 
burnt-offerings, which the congrega- 
tion brought, was threescore and ten 
bullocks, a hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred lambs; all these were for a burnt- 
offering to the Lorp. *And theconse- 
crated things were six hundred oxen 
and three thousand sheep. “But the 
priests were too few, so that they could 
not flay all the burnt-offerings; where- 
fore their brethren the Levites did 
help them, till the work was ended, 
and until the priests had sanctified 
themselves; for the Levites were more 
upright in heart to sanctify them- 
selves than vhe priests. *And also 
the burnt-offerings were in abundance, 
with the fat of the peace-offerings, 
and with the drink-offerings for every 
burnt-offering. So the service of the 
house of the Lorp was firmly estab- 
lished. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and 
all the people, because of that which 
God had prepared for the people; for 
the thing was done suddenly. 
30 And Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters 
also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that 
they should come to the house of the 
Lorp at Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lorp, the God of Israel. 
For the king had taken counsel, and 
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in Jerusalem, to keep the passover in 
the second month. *For they could 
not keep it at that time, because the _ 
priests had not sanctified themselves . 
in sufficient number, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together 
to Jerusalem. ‘4And the thing was 
right in the eyes of the king and of all 
the congregation. ®So they established 
a decree to make proclamation : 
throughout all Israel, from Beer-sheba 
even to Dan, that they should come 
to keep the passover unto the Lorp, 
the God of Israel, at Jerusalem; for 
they had not kept it in great numbers . 
according as it is written. 

6So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through- ; 
out all Israel and Judah, and ac- 
cording to the commandment of the 
king, saying: ‘Ye children of Israel, 
turn back unto the Lorp, the God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, that He — 
may return to the remnant that are 
escaped of you out of the hand of the | 
kings of Assyria. “And be not ye like 
your fathers, and like your brethren, 
who acted treacherously against the . 
Lorp, the God of their fathers, so that 
He delivered them to be an astonish- . 
ment, as ye see. ®Nowbeye not stiff- 
necked, as your fathers were; but | 
yield yourselves unto the Lorp, and . 
enter into His sanctuary, which He 
hath sanctified for ever, and serve | 
the Lorp your God, that His fierce | 
anger may turn away from you. °For | 
if ye turn back unto the Lorp, your’ 
brethren and your children shall find 
compassion before them that led them | 
captive, and shall come back into this 
land; for the Lorp your God is gracious 
and merciful, and will not turn away 
His face from you, if ye return unto | 
Him.’ 4 
10So the posts passed from city to |

13And there assembled at Jerusalem 
much people to keep the feast of un- 


‘| leavened bread in the second month, 


a very great congregation. “And 
they arose and took away the altars 
that were in Jerusalem, and all the 
altars for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Kidron. 
Then they killed the passover lamb 
on the fourteenth day of the second 
month; and the priests and the Levites 
were ashamed, and sanctified them- 
selves, and brought burnt-offerings 
into the house of the Lorp. ‘And 
they stood in their place after their 
order, according to the law of Moses 
the man of God; the priests dashed 
the blood, which they received of the 
hand of the Levites. 1’For there were 
many in the congregation that had not 
sanctified themselves; therefore the 
Levites had the charge of killing the 
‘passover lambs for every one that 


was not clean, to sanctify them unto 


the Lorp. 18For a multitude of the 
‘people, even many of Ephraim and 
Manassceh, Issachar and Zebulun, had 


‘not cleansed themselves, yet did they 


eat the passover otherwise than it is 
For Hezekiah had prayed 


pardon every one that setteth his 


heart to seek God, the Lorn, the God 


‘of his fathers, though [he be] not 


_ [cleansed] according to the purification 
_ that pertaineth to holy things.’ ®°And 
_ the Lorp hearkened to Hezekiah, and 
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healed the people. *And the children 
of Israel that were present at Jerusa- 
lem kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with great gladness; 
and the Levites and the priests praised 
the Lorp day by day, singing with 
loud instruments unto the Lorp. 
And Hezekiah spoke encouragingly 
unto all the Levites that were well 
skilled in the service of the Lorp. So 
they did eat throughout the feast for the 
seven days, offering sacrifices of peace- 
offerings, and giving thanks to the 
Lorp, the God of their fathers. 
23And the whole congregation took 
counsel to keep other seven days; and 
they kept other seven days with 
gladness. *For Hezekiah king of 
Judah did give to the congregation for 
offerings a thousand bullocks and 
seven thousand sheep; and the princes 
gave to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and ten thousand sheep; and 
priests sanctified themselves in great 
numbers. *And all the congregation 
of Judah, with the priests and the 
Levites, and ail the congregation that 
came out of Israel, and the strangers 
that came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 
6So there was great joy in Jerusalem; 
for since the time of Solomon the son 
of David king of Israel there was not 
the like in Jerusalem. ?’Then the 
priests the Levites arose and blessed 
the people; and their voice was heard 
[of the Lorp], and their prayer came 
up to His holy habitation, even unto 
heaven. 
3 1 Now when all this was finished, 
all Israel that were present went 
out to the cities of Judah, and broke 
in pieces the pillars, and hewed down 
the Asherim, and broke down the 
high places and the altars out of all 
Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
also and Manasseh, until they had 
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destroyed them all. Then all the 
children of Israel returned, every man 
to his possession, into their own cities. 

2And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, both the priests and 
the Levites, for burnt-offerings and 
for peace-offerings, to minister, and to 
give thanks, and to praise in the gates 
of the camp of the Lorp. *He ap- 
pointed also the king’s portion of his 
substance for the burnt-offerings, to 
wit, for the morning and evening burnt- 
offerings, and the burnt-offerings for 
the sabbaths, and for the new moons, 
and for the appointed seasons, as it is 
written in the Law of the Lorp. 4More- 
over he commanded the people that 
dwelt in Jerusalem to give the por- 
tion of the priests and the Levites, that 
they might give themselves to the 
law of the Lorp. ‘And as soon as 
the commandment came abroad, the 
children of Israel gave in abundance 
the first-fruits of corn, wine, and oil, 
and honey, and of all the increase of 
the field; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. And 
the children of Israel and Judah, that 
dwelt in the cities of Judah, they also 
brought in the tithe of oxen and sheep, 
and the tithe of hallowed things which 
were hallowed unto the Lorp their 
God, and laid them by heaps. 7In 
the third month they began to lay the 
foundation of the heaps, and finished 
them in the seventh month. *%And 
when Hezekiah and the princes came 
and saw the heaps, they blessed the 
Lorp, and His people Israel. ®Then 
Hezekiah questioned the priests and 
the Levites concerning the heaps. 
10And Azariah the chief priest, of the 
house of Zadok, answered him and 
said: ‘Since the people began to 
bring the offerings into the house of 


the Lorp, we have eaten and had 
enough, and have left plenty; for 
the Lorp hath blessed His people; 
and that which is left is this great 
store.’ 

UThen Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house of the 
Lorp; and they prepared them. And 
they brought in the offerings and the 
tithes and the hallowed things faith- 
fully; and over them Conaniah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his 
brother was second. And Jehiel, and 
Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, 
and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel 
and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and 
Benaiah, were overseers under the 
hand of Conaniah and Shimei his 
brother, by the appointment of Heze- 
kiah the king, and Azariah the ruler 
of the house of God. ‘And Kore the 
son of Imnah the Levite, the porter at 
the east gate, was over the freewill- 
offerings of God, to distribute’ the 
offerings of the Lorp, and the most 
holy things. ‘And under him were 
Eden, and Miniamin, and: Jeshua, 
and Shemaiah, Amariah, and Sheca- 
niah, in the cities of the priests, in 
their office of trust, to give to their 
brethren by courses, as well to the 
great as to the small; beside them 
that were reckoned by genealogy of 
males, from three years old and up-. 
ward, even every one that entered 
into the house of the Lorp, for his 


daily portion, for their service in their _ 


charges according to their courses; — 
“and them that were reckoned by 
genealogy of the priests by their fathers’ 
houses, and the Levites from twenty 
years old and upward, in their charges 
by their courses; even to give to 
them that were reckoned by genealogy 
of all their little ones, their wives, 
and their sons, and their daughters, 
through all the congregation; for in ~

the king of Assyria? Hath not the 
same Hezekiah taken away His high 
places and His altars, and commanded 
Judah and Jerusalem, saying: Ye 
shall worship before one altar, and 
upon it shall ye offer? !%Know ye not 
what I and my fathers have done 
unto all the peoples of the lands? 
Were the gods of the nations of the 
lands in any wise able to deliver their 
land out of my hand? “Who was 
there among all the gods of those na- 
tions which my fathers utterly de- 
stroyed, that could deliver his people 
out of my hand, that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of my hand? 
Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
beguile you, nor persuade you after 
this manner, neither believe ye him; 
for no god of any nation or kingdom 
was able to deliver his people out of 
my hand, and out of the hand of my 
fathers; how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of my hand?’ 
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And his servants spoke yet more 
against the Lorp God, and against 
His servant Hezekiah. 1”He wrote 
also a letter, to taunt the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, and to speak against 
Him, saying: ‘As the gods of the 
nations of the lands, which have not 
delivered their people out of my hand, 
so shall not the God of Hezekiah de- 
liver His people out of my hand.’ 
1%And they cried with a loud voice 
in the Jews’ language unto the people 
of Jerusalem that were on the wall, 
to terrify them, and to affright them; 
that they might take the city. And 
they spoke of the God of Jerusalem, as 
of the gods of the peoples of the earth, 
which are the work of men’s hands. 

20Ard Hezekiah the king, and Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz, prayed 
because of this, and cried to heaven. 
uAnd the Lorp sent an angel, who 
cut off all the mighty men of valour, 
and the leaders and captains, in the 
camp of the king of Assyria. So he 
returned with shame of face to his own 
iand. And when he was come into the 
house of his god, they that came forth 
of his own bowels slew him there 
with the sword. “Thus the Lorp 
saved Hezekiah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem from the hand of Sen- 
nacherib the king of Assyria, and 
from the hand of all, and guided them 
on every side. And many brought 
gifts unto the Lorp to Jerusalem, and 
vrecious things to Hezekiah king of 
Judah; so that he was exalted in the 
sight of all nations from thenceforth. 

4In those days Hezekiah was sick 
even unto death; and he prayed unto 
the Lorp; and He spoke unto him, 
and gave him a sign. But Hezekiah 
rendered not according to the benefit 
done unto him; for his heart was lifted 
up; therefore there was wrath upon 
him, and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 
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Notwithstanding Hezekiah humbled 
himself for the pride of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jem- 
salem, so that the wrath of the Lorp 
came not upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. 

27And Hezekiah had exceeding rich 
riches and honour; and he provided 
him treasuries for silver, and for gold,, 
and for precious stones, and for spices, 
and for shields, and for all manner of i 
goodly vessels; **store-houses also for | _ 
the increase of corn, and wine, and oil; ie 
and stalls for all manner of beasts, | 
and flocks in folds. ®Moreover he | 
provided him cities, and Pmsesions 
of flocks and herds in abundance; for » 
God had given him very much sub- _ 
stance. *This same Hezekiah also | 
stopped the upper spring of the waters || 
of Gihon, and brought them straight 
down on the west side of the city of 
David. And Hezekiah prospered in 
all his works. ®Howbeit in the — 
business of the ambassadors of the 
princes of Babylon, who sent unto | 
him to inquire of the wonder that was | 
done in the land, God left him, to try 
him, that He might know all that was 
in his heart. : 

Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his good deeds, behold, | 
they are written in the vision of Isaiah ; 
the prophet the son of Amoz, and © 
in the book of the kings of J udah and 
Israel. And Hezekiah slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him in the 
ascent of the sepulchres of the sons of _ 
David; and all Judah and the inhab- — 
itants of Jerusalem did him honour | 
at his death. And Manasseh his son 
reigned in his stead. 
33 Manasseh was twelve years old 

when he began to reign; and he | 

reigned fifty and five years in Jeru-. 
salem. ?And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lorp, after 
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|| the abominations of the nations, whom 
\\the Lorp cast out before the children 
of Israel. *For he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
1) broken down; and he reared up altars 
)ifor the Baalim, and made Asheroth, 
. Mand worshipped all the host of heaven, 
, and served them. ‘And he built 
altars in the house of the Lorp, where- 
| of the Lorp said: ‘In Jerusalem shall 
1 My name be for ever.’ And he built 
_ Maltars for all the host of heaven in 
ithe two courts of the house of the 
| Lorp. ‘He also made his children to 
pass through the fire in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom; and he practised 
} soothsaying, and used enchantments, 
i and practised sorcery, and appointed 
pee that divined by a ghost or a 
familiar spirit; he wrought much evil 
'in the sight of the Lorp, to provoke 
) Him. *And he set the graven image

1 house of God, of which God said to 
) David and to Solomon his son: ‘In

‘| I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
| Israel, will I put My name for ever; 
- 8neither will I any more remove the 
P foot of Israel from off the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; if 
| only they will observe to do all that I 
have commanded them, even all the 
law and the statutes and the -ordi- 
}) nances by the hand of Moses.’ ®%And 
| Manassch made Judah and the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem to err, so that they 
| did evil more than did the nations, 
) whom the Lorp destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 
10And the Lorp spoke to Manasseh, 
}) and to his people; but they gave no 
heed. “Wherefore the Lorp brought 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, who took Ma- 
‘j| nasseh with hooks, and bound him 
}| with fetters, and carried him to Baby- 
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lon. 1And when he was in distress 
he besought the Lorb his God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers. And he prayed 
unto Him; and He was entreated of 
him, and heard his supplication, and 
brought him back to Jerusalem into 
his kingdom. Then Manasseh knew 
that the Lorp He was God. 

M4Now after this he built an outer 
wall to the city of David, gn the west 
side of Gihon, in the valley, even to the 
entrance at the fish gate; and he com- 
passed about Ophel, and raised it up 
a very great height; and he put cap- 
tains of the army in all the fortified 
cities of Judah. And he took away 
the strange gods, and the idol out of 
the house of the Lorp, and all the 
altars that he had built in the mount 
of the house of the Lorp, and in Jeru- 
salem, and cast them out of the city. 
6A nd he built up the altar of the Lorp, 
and offered thereon sacrifices of peace- 
offerings and of thanksgiving, and 
commanded Judah to serve the Lorn, 
the God of Israel. 17Nevertheless 
the people did sacrifice still in the 
high places, but only unto the Lorp 
their God. 

18N ow the rest of the acts of Manas- 
seh, and his prayer unto his God, and 
the words of the seers that spoke to 
him in the name of the Lorn, the God 
of Israel, behold, they are written 
among the acts of the kings of Israel. 
19His prayer also, and how [God] was 
entreated of him, and all his sin and 
his transgression, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and set 
up the Asherim and the graven images, 
before he humbled himself; behold, 
they are written in the history of the 
seers. ®°So Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his 
own house; and Amon his son reigned 
in his stead.

4Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned two years in J erusalem. 2And 
he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, as did Manasseh his 
father; and Amon sacrificed unto all 
the graven images which Manasseh 
his father had made, and served them. 
And he humbled not himself before 
the Lorp, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself; but this same Amon 
became guilty more and more. *And 
his servants conspired against him, 
and put him to death in his own house. 
But the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 
34 Josiah was eight years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 
*And he did that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lorp, and walked in 
the ways of David his father, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or 
to the left. *For in the eighth year 
of his reign, while he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God of David 
his father; and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the high places, and the Asherim, 
and the graven images, and the molten 
images. ‘And they broke down the 
altars of the Baalim in his presence; 
and the sun-images, that were on 
high above them, he hewed down; and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, 
and the molten images, he broke in 
pieces, and made dust of them, and 
strewed it upon the graves of them 
that had sacrificed unto them. *And 
he burnt the bones of the priests upon 
their altars, and purged Judah and 
Jerusalem.

they came to Hilkiah the high priest,

and Ephraim, and of all the remnant 
of Israel, and of all Judah and Benja- 
min, and they returned to Jerusalem. |

the workmen that wrought in the | 
house of the Lorp gave it tomendand 
repair the house; “even to the carpen- 
ters and to the builders gave they it, 
to buy hewn stone, and timber for 
couplings, and to make beams for the | 

houses which the kings of Judah had 
destroyed. ™And the men did the 
work faithfully; and the overseers of || 
them were Jahath and Obadiah, the 
Levites, of the sons of Merari; and | 
Zechariah and Meshullam, of the sons 
of the Kohathites, to preside over it; 
and other of the Levites, all that 
had skill with instruments of music. 
Also they were over the bearers of 
burdens, and presided over all that 
did the work in every manner of 
service; and of the Levites there were 
scribes, and officers, and porters. | 

“And when they brought out the © | 

money that was brought into the 
house of the Lorp, Hilkiah the priest 
found the book of the Law of the Lorp: 
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given by Moses. "And Hilkiah an- 
swered and said to Shaphan the scribe: 
‘I have found the book of the Law 
in the house of the Lorp.’. And-.Hil- 
kiah delivered the book to Shaphan. 
16And Shaphan carried the book to the 
} king, and moreover brought back 
_ word unto the king, saying: ‘All that 
}) was committed to thy servants, they 
doit. 1”And they have poured out the 
money that was found in the house of 
_ the Lorp, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and into 
_the hand of the workmen.’ ‘And 
‘}| Shaphan the scribe told the king, 
saying: ‘Hilkiah the priest hath de- 
_livered me a book.’ And Shaphan 
read therein before the king. 1%And 
it came to pass, when the king had 
heard the words of the Law, that he 
rent his clothes. ?°And the king com- 
manded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the son 
‘of Shaphan, and Abdon the son of 
Micah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asaiah the king’s servant, saying: 
2°Go ye, inquire of the Lorp for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the book that is found; for great 
| is the wrath of the Lorp that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers have 
‘not kept the word of the Lorp, to do 
according unto all that is written in 
this book.’ 
_ ®So Hilkiah, dine they whom the 
‘yy king [had commanded], went to Hul- 
| dah the prophetess, the wife of Shal- 
lum the son of Tokhath, the son of 
| ‘Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe—now 
}| she dwelt in Jerusalem in the second 
-quarter—and they spoke to her to 
that effect. “And she said unto them: 
| ‘Thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
yy Israel: Tell ye the man that sent 
ou unto me: “Thus saith the Lorp: 
| Behold, I will bring evil upon. this 
pice, and upon the inhabitants there- 
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of, even all the curses that are written 
in the book which they have read 
before the king of Judah; **because 
they have forsaken Me, and have 
offered unto other gods, that they 
might provoke Me with all the works 
of their hands; therefore is My wrath 
poured out upon this place, and it 
shall not be quenched. **But unto 
the king of Judah, who sent you to 
inquire of the Lorp, thus shall ye 
say to him: Thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of Israel: As touching the 
words which thou hast heard, ?’because 
thy heart was tender, and thou didst 
humble thyself before God, when thou 
heardest His words against this place, 
and against the inhabitants thereof, 
and hast humbled thyself before Me, 
and hast rent thy clothes, and wept 
before Me; I also have heard thee, 
saith the Lorp. **Behold, I will 
gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
shalt be gathered to thy grave in 
peace, neither shall thine eyes see 
all the evil that I will bring upon this 
place, and upon the inhabitants there- 
of.’ And they brought back word un- 
to the king. 

297Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. *°And the king went up 
to the house of the Lorn, and all the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people, both great 
and small; and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the cove- 
nant. that was found in the house of 
the Lorp. *And the king stood in 
his place, and made a covenant before 
the Lorn, to walk after the Lorp, and 
to keep His commandments, and His 
testimonies, and His statutes, with all 
his heart, and with all his soul, to 
perform the words of the covenant 
that were written in this book. *And 
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he caused all that were found in Jeru- 
salem and Benjamin to stand to it. 
And the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
according to the covenant of God, 
the God of their fathers. And Josiah 
took away all the abominations out 
of all the countries that pertained to 
the children of Israel, and made all 
that were found in Israel to serve, 
even to serve the Lorp their God. 
All his days they departed not from 
following the Lorp, the God of their 
fathers. 
3 5 And Josiah kept a passover unto 
the Lorp in Jerusalem; and they 
killed the passover lamb on the four- 
teenth day of the first month. ?And 
he set the priests in their charges, and 
encouraged them to the service of the 
house of the Lorp. #And he said unto 
the Levites that taught all Israel, 
that were holy unto the Lorp: ‘Put 
the holy ark in the house which Sol- 
omon the son of David king of Israel 
did build; there shall no more be a 
burden upon your shoulders; now 
serve the Lorp your God, and His 
people Israel. ‘And prepare ye after 
your fathers’ houses by your courses, 
according to the writing of David king 
of Israel, and according to the writing 
of Solomon his son. ®And stand in the 
holy place according to the divisions 
of the fathers’ houses of your brethren 
the children of the people, and [let 
there be for each] a portion of a fathers’ 
house of the Levites. ‘And kill the 
passover lamb, and sanctify your- 
selves, and prepare for your brethren, 
to do according to the word of the 
Lorp by the hand of Moses.’ 
7And Josiah gave to the children of 
the people, of the flock, lambs and 
kids, all of them for the passover- 
offerings, unto all that were present, 
to the number of thirty thousand, 
and three thousand bullocks; these 
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— 
were of the king’s substance. And 
his princes gave willingly unto the 
people, to the priests, and to the Le- 
vites. Hilkiah and Zechariah and Jehi- 
el, the rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover- | 
offerings two thousand and six hun- | 
dred [small cattle], and three hun- — 
dred oxen. %Conaniah also, andShem- | 
aiah and Nethanel, his brethren, and | 
Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, the — 
chiefs of the Levites, gave unto the — 
Levites for the passover-offerings five 
thousand [small cattle], and five hun- , 
dred oxen. F 

10So0 the service was prepared, and | 
the priests stood in their place, and * 
the Levites by their courses, accord- 
ing to the king’s commandment. 
4And they killed the passover lamb, 
and the priests dashed [the blood, 
which they received] of their hand, 
and the Levites flayed them. And 
they removed the portions that were 
to be burnt, that they might give 
them to the divisions of the fathers’ 
houses of the children of the people, 
to present unto the Lorp, as it is 
written in the book of Moses. And — 
so did they with the oxen. And they 
roasted the passover with fire accord- 
ing to the ordinance; and the holy 
offerings sod they in pots, and in 
caldrons, and in pans, and carried 
them quickly to all the children of the 
people. “And afterward they pre- _ 
pared for themselves, and for the © 
priests; because the priests the sons of | 
Aaron were busied in offering the © 
portions that were to be burnt and 
the fat until night; therefore the Le- 
vites prepared for themselves, and 
for the priests the sons of Aaron. 
And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their place, according to the | 
commandment of David, and Asaph, 
and Heman, and Jeduthun the king’s 


seer; and the porters were at every 
gate; they needed not to depart from 
their service, tor their brethren the 
Levites prepared for them. 
16So all the service of the Lorp was 
| prepared the same day, to keep the 
) passover, and to offer burnt-offerings 
upon the altar of the Lorp, according 
' to the commandment of king Josiah. 
- 17And the children of Israel that were 
present kept the passover at that 
| time, and the feast of unleavened 
_ bread seven days. ‘And there was 
_ no passover like to that kept in Is- 
' rael from the days of Samuel the 
| prophet; neither did any of the kings 
- of Israel keep such a passover as 
Josiah kept, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all Judah and Israel that 
were present, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 1%In the eighteenth year of 
the reign of Josiah was this passover 
kept. 
20After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Neco king of 
Egypt went up to fight against Car- 
chemish by the Euphrates; and Josiah 
went out against him. *But he sent 
ambassadors to him, saying: ‘What 
have I to do with thee, thou king of 
Judah? I come not against thee 
this day, but against the house where- 
with I have war; and God hath given 
command to speed me; forbear thee 
from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that He destroy thee not.’ 
“Nevertheless Josiah would not turn 
his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Neco, from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 
23And the archers shot at king Josiah; 
- and the king said to his servants: 
‘Have me away; for I am sore wound- 
_ ed.’ *%So his servants took him out 
* of the chariot, and put him in the 
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second chariot that he had, and 
brought him to Jerusalem; and he 
died, and was buried in the sepulchres 
of his fathers. And all Judah and 
Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. And 
Jeremiah lamented for Josiah; and all 
the singing men and singing women 
spoke of Josiah in their lamentations, 
unto this day; and they made them 
an ordinance in Israel; and, behold, 
they are written in the lamentations. 
26Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and his good deeds, according to that 
which is written in the Law of the 
Lorp, ?’and his acts, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah. 
3 6 Then the people of the land took 
Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and 
made him king in his father’s stead 
in Jerusalem. *Joahaz was twenty 
and three years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned three months in 
Jerusalem. *%And the king of Egypt 
deposed him at Jerusalem, and fined 
the land a hundred talents of silver 
and a talent of gold. 4And the king 
of Egypt made Eliakim his brother 
king over Judah and Jerusalem, and 
changed his name to Jehoiakim. And 
Neco took Joahaz his brother, and 
carried him to Egypt. 
5Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem; 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp his God. ‘Against 
him came up Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, and bound him in fetters, 
to carry him to Babylon. 7Nebu~ 
chadnezzar also carried of the vessels 
of the house of the Lorp to Babylon, 
and put them in his temple at Babylon. 
8Now the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim. 
and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
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of the kings of Israel and Judah; and 
Jehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned three months and ten days in 
Jerusalem; and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lorp. ?°And 
at the return of the year king Nebu- 
chadnezzar sent, and brought him to 
Babylon, with the goodly vessels of 
the house of the Lorp, and made Zede- 
kiah his brother king over Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

1Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in J erusalem; 
Band he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp his God; he 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lorp. And he also rebelled 
against king Nebuchadnezzar, who 
had made him swear by God; but he 
stiffened his neck, and hardened his 
heart from turning unto the Lorp, 
the God of Israel. “Moreover all the 
thiefs of the priests, and the people, 
transgressed very greatly after all the 
abominations of the nations; and they 

olluted the house of the Lorp which 

e had hallowed in Jerusalem. “And 
the Lorp, the God. of their fathers, 
sent to them by His messengers, send- 
ing betimes. and often; because He 
had compassion on. His people, and 
on His dwelling-place; - but they 
mocked the messengers of God, and 
despised His words, and scoffed at 
His prophets, until the wrath of the 
Lorp arose against His people, till 
there was no remedy. a 
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7Therefore He brought upon them | 


the king of the Chaldeans, who slew i: 
their young men with the sword in the | : 
house of their sanctuary, and had no | yi 


compassion upon young man or maid- 
en, old man or hoary-headed; He 
gave them all into his hand. And | 
all the vessels of the house of God, 
great and small, and the treasures off 
the house of the Lorp, and the treas-_ 
ures of the king, and of his princes; 
all these he brought to Babylon. | 
19And they burnt the house of God, | 


and broke down the wall of J erusalem, «i 


and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
fire, and destroyed all the goodly | 
vessels thereof. ?°And them that had  }| 
escaped from the sword carried he | 


away to Babylon; and they were |
